This  letter  responds  to  your  request  dated  July  28,  2017,  regarding  the  release  of  certain 
Department  of  State  (“Department”)  records  under  of  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act  (“FOIA”), 
5  U.S.C.  §  552.  The  Department  has  reviewed  over  300  potentially  responsive  pages,  and 
retrieved  7  documents  responsive  to  your  request.  After  reviewing  these  documents,  we  have 
determined  that  four  may  be  released  in  full,  and  three  may  be  released  in  part.  All  released 
material  is  enclosed. 

Where  we  have  made  excisions,  the  applicable  exemptions  are  marked  on  the  document.  An 
enclosure  explains  the  FOIA  exemptions  and  other  grounds  for  withholding  material.  All  non- 
exempt  material  that  is  reasonably  segregable  from  exempt  material  has  been  released.

House

WASHINGTON  —  When  Rex  W.  Tillerson,  the  former  chief  executive  of  Exxon  Mobil,  arrived 
in  Washington  five  months  ago  to  become  the  secretary  of  state,  his  boosters  said  he  brought  two 
valuable  assets  to  a  job  that  had  usually  gone  to  someone  steeped  in  government  and  diplomacy: 
a  long  history  managing  a  global  company,  and  deep  relationships  from  the  Middle  East  to 
Russia  that  enabled  him  to  close  deals. 

But  his  first  opportunity  to  use  that  experience  —  as  a  behind-the-scenes  mediator  in  the  dispute 
between  Qatarand  Saudi  Arabia  —  has  put  Mr.  Tillerson  in  exactly  the  place  a  secretary  of  state 
does  not  want  to  be:  in  public  disagreement  with  the  president  who  appointed  him. 

Mr.  Tillerson  tried  to  position  himself  as  an  intermediary  and  sought  for  all  sides  to  put  their 
demands  on  the  table.  But  President  Trump  openly  sided  with  the  Saudis,  first  on  Twitter,  then 
again  at  a  news  conference.  Mr.  Trump  called  Qatar  a  “funder  of  terrorism  at  a  very  high  level” 
just  as  the  State  Department  was  questioning  whether  the  Saudis  were  using  the  terrorism  charge 
to  cover  for  “long-simmering  grievances”  between  the  Arab  states. 

Some  in  the  White  House  say  that  the  discord  in  the  Qatar  dispute  is  part  of  a  broader  struggle 
over  who  is  in  charge  of  Middle  East  policy  —  Mr.  Tillerson  or  Jared  Kushner,  the  president’s 
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son-in-law  and  a  senior  adviser  —  and  that  the  secretary  of  state  has  a  tin  ear  about  the  political 
realities  of  the  Trump  administration.  Others  say  it  is  merely  symptomatic  of  a  dysfunctional 
State  Department  that,  under  Mr.  Tillerson’s  uncertain  leadership,  does  not  yet  have  in  place  the 
senior  political  appointees  who  make  the  wheels  of  diplomacy  turn. 

But  criticism  from  Mr.  Trump’s  aides  is  not  Mr.  Tillerson’s  only  problem.  In  recent  days,  each  of 
his  top  priorities  has  hit  a  wall.  The  secretary’s  effort  to  enlist  China  to  force  North  Korea  to  give 
up  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs  has  gone  nowhere,  as  the  president  himself 
acknowledged  last  week.  The  Russians,  angry  about  a  congressional  move  to  impose  new 
sanctions,  disinvited  one  of  his  top  diplomats  —  leaving  that  crucial  relationship  at  its  lowest 
point  since  the  Cold  War. 

And  in  Congress,  where  Mr.  Tillerson  once  found  members  willing  to  give  deference  to  his 
efforts  to  reorganize  and  shrink  the  State  Department,  there  is  now  anger  and  defiance  about  the 
extent  of  those  plans. 

In  a  remarkable  series  of  hearings  this  month,  Senator  Bob  Corker,  Republican  of  Tennessee  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Relations  Committee,  declared  Mr.  Tillerson’s  proposals  for  a  30 
percent  cut  in  the  department’s  budget  a  “waste  of  time”  that  he  would  not  even  review,  and  he 
expressed  disbelief  that  the  reorganization  plan  for  the  department  would  not  be  ready  until  the 
end  of  the  year,  at  the  earliest. 

“It’s  not  that  he’s  a  weak  secretary  of  state  or  a  strong  one  —  he’s  in  a  different  category,” 
said  Robert  Kagan,  a  senior  fellow  at  the  Brookings  Institution  who  is  writing  the  second  volume 
of  his  historyof  American  foreign  policy.  “I  have  a  hard  time  thinking  of  one  who  has  come  in 
with  little  foreign  policy  experience  and  has  less  interest  in  surrounding  himself  with  the  people 
who  know  something  about  the  regions  and  issues  that  he  has  to  deal  with.” 

In  fact,  Mr.  Tillerson’s  determination  to  rationalize  the  State  Department  structure,  which  many 
applaud,  and  his  refusal  to  appoint  under  secretaries  and  assistant  secretaries  until  he  has  it  all 
figured  out  have  created  policy  gridlock.  Three  foreign  ambassadors  —  one  from  Asia  and  two 
from  Europe  —  said  they  had  taken  to  contacting  the  National  Security  Council  because  the 
State  Department  does  not  return  their  calls  or  does  not  offer  substantive  answers  when  it  does. 

Mr.  Tillerson,  for  example,  recently  shut  down  the  office  of  the  special  representative  for 
Afghanistan  and  Pakistan  —  whose  role  had  been  diminished  since  Richard  Holbrooke  had  the 
job  during  President  Barack  Obama’s  first  term  —  and  has  yet  to  appoint  an  assistant  secretary 
,of  state  for  South  and  Central  Asian  affairs,  at  a  time  when  the  Taliban’s  return  and  Pakistan’s 
instability  are  major  concerns. 

When  he  attended  a  series  of  recent  meetings  on  Afghanistan,  Mr.  Tillerson  was  accompanied  by 
only  his  chief  of  staff,  Margaret  Peterlin,  who  is  a  former  United  States  Patent  and  Trademark 
official  and  technology  executive  with  no  diplomatic  experience. 

There  is  also  no  one  in  line  for  the  Asia  policy  job,  just  when  there  is  talk  about  whether  the 
North  Korea  crisis  will  be  defused  by  negotiation  or  steam  toward  conflict. 

Through  it  all,  Mr.  Tillerson,  a  Texas  native  and  an  engineer  by  training,  has  remained  publicly 
stoic,  proceeding  at  his  own  pace,  though  colleagues  from  his  Exxon  days  say  they  have  seen 
little  evidence  he  is  finding  much  joy  in  the  job. 
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Running  one  of  the  world’s  largest  oil  and  gas  companies,  Mr.  Tillerson  had  complete  authority. 
At  the  State  Department,  he  finds  himself  negotiating  with  other  power  centers  —  from  a  White 
House  with  conflicting  factions  and  priorities  to  the  Defense  Department  —  and  managing  a 
bureaucracy  that  largely  cringes  at  the  president’s  approach  to  the  world.  Some  senior  diplomats 
have  resigned  over  the  administration’s  policies,  and  many  have  signed  letters  of  protest. 

Accustomed  as  he  is  to  having  the  final  word,  it  was  clearly  jarring  for  Mr.  Tillerson,  during  a 
recent  trip  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  to  be  out  of  sync  with  Mr.  Trump’s  tweets  on  the  Qatar 
crisis.  “I’m  not  involved  in  how  the  president  constructs  his  tweets,  when  he  tweets,  why  he 
tweets,  what  he  tweets,”  the  secretary  said. 

Foreign  governments  do  not  know  whether  to  believe  Mr.  Tillerson’s  reassuring  words  or  Mr. 
Trump’s  incendiary  statements.  But  there  is  also  evidence  of  more  substantive  disagreements 
between  Mr.  Tillerson  and  the  small  cadre  of  White  House  officials  who  have  taken  a  strong 
interest  in  setting  Middle  East  policy,  starting  with  Mr,  Kushner. 

In  dealing  with  the  Saudi  leadership,  which  Mr.  Tillerson  knows  well,  Mr.  Kushner  argued  for 
cultivating  Prince  Mohammed  bin  Salman,  the  31 -year-old  son  of  King  Salman  of  Saudi  Arabia, 
who  was  emerging  as  a  rival  to  the  crown  prince  at  the  time,  Mohammed  bin  Nayef. 

Mr.  Tillerson  warned  against  showing  favoritism  in  the  succession,  and  viewed  the  treatment  of 
the  young  Prince  Mohammed  during  a  White  House  trip  as  too  lavish.  Mr.  Kushner,  it  turned 
out,  was  betting  on  the  right  horse:  The  son  displaced  Mohammed  bin  Nayef  last  week  as  the 
crown  prince,  and  will  probably  be  the  leader  of  Saudi  Arabia  for  decades  to  come. 

The  rift  widened  when  Mr.  Kushner  and  Stephen  K.  Bannon,  Mr.  Trump’s  chief  strategist, 
argued  for  backing  Saudi  Arabia,  Egypt  and  other  countries  that  had  imposed  an  embargo  on 
Qatar,  ostensibly  to  punish  it  for  financing  the  Muslim  Brotherhood  and  other  extremist  groups. 
Mr.  Tillerson,  who  had  relationships  in  Qatar  dating  from  his  time  as  the  chief  executive  of 
Exxon  Mobil,  argued  for  the  United  States  to  take  a  neutral  position  in  the  dispute  to  keep  the 
Gulf  Cooperation  Council,  a  loose  association  of  mostly  Sunni  Arab  states,  together. 

But  the  secretary’s  efforts  to  play  peacemaker  were  undercut  by  Mr.  Trump’s  statement.  When 
the  administration  pressed  Saudi  Arabia  and  Egypt  to  draw  up  a  list  of  demands  for  Qatar,  a 
senior  official  said,  Mr.  Tillerson  asked  Qatar  to  do  the  same.  Officials  at  the  White  House  were 
nonplused. 

Mr.  Tillerson  does  have  his  supporters,  such  as  James  Jay  Carafano,  a  vice  president  of  the 
Heritage  Foundation,  a  conservative  think  tank.  “Frankly,  the  biggest  criticisms  really  amount  to 
he  works  for  Trump  and  he  doesn’t  act  like  Kerry  or  Clinton,”  he  said.  “He  doesn’t  like 
pandering  to  the  media,  and  he  is  perplexed  by  Trump’s  tweeting.  That’s  pretty  vapid  stuff.” 

But  usually  by  this  point  in  their  tenure,  secretaries  of  state  have  made  their  focus  clear.  Hillary 
Clinton  focused  on  the  empowerment  of  women;  John  Kerryfocused  on  an  Iran  nuclear  deal  and 
a  failed  effort  af  Middle  East  peace;  and  Condoleezza  Rice  made  the  spread  of  American 
democracy  the  theme  of  her  term.  If  Mr.  Tillerson  has  a  larger  vision  beyond  shrinking  and 
reorganizing  the  State  Department,  he  has  offered  no  hint. 

His  rough  beginning  has  led  to  a  quiet  effort  by  senior  Republican  officials  from  past 
administrations  —  including  Flenry  A.  Kissinger;  Ms.  Rice;  and  Robert  M.  Gates,  former 
defense  secretary  —  to  reach  out  with  advice.  He  has  been  told  to  lean  more  on  the  experience  of 
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career  professionals,  to  become  more  confident  in  taking  initiatives  separate  from  a  White  House 
preoccupied  by  investigations  and,  above  all,  to  move  more  quickly. 

The  closest  Mr.  Tillerson  has  come  to  articulating  a  strategic  vision  for  his  tenure  came  during 
a  session  with  department  employees  in  early  May.  In  a  freewheeling  talk,  operating  without 
notes,  Mr.  Tillerson  ran  through  each  region  of  the  world  where  the  State  Department  is  active 
—  from  the  Middle  East  to  Europe  and  Asia,  touching  on  China  and  North  Korea,  asking  how  to 
“advance  our  interests  in  Afghanistan,”  and  how  to  keep  terrorism  from  spreading  through  North 
and  Central  Africa. 

“Let’s  talk  first  about  my  view  of  how  you  translate  ‘America  First’  into  our  foreign  policy,”  he 
said,  and  then  went  on  to  describe  an  era  in  which  American  economic  and  security  interests 
would  be  paramount. 

To  many  in  the  department,  Mr.  Tillerson’s  speech  was  notable  for  what  it  did  not  include.  Over 
the  previous  five  presidencies,  questions  of  how  to  use  American  influence  to  advance  the  rights 
of  minorities  around  the  world,  to  negotiate  a  new  arms  control  deal  or  to  set  norms  of  behavior 
for  nations  that  attack  each  other  with  cyberweapons  had  become  the  focus  of  American 
diplomacy.  Not  anymore. 

And  when  Mr.  Tillerson  spoke  of  human  rights,  it  was  to  caution  that,  while  the  United  States 
always  treasures  “freedom,  human  dignity,  the  way  people  are  treated,”  those  values  would  often 
not  be  reflected  in  policies.  Values,  he  warned,  cannot  be  allowed  to  “create  obstacles  to  our 
ability  to  advance  our  national  security  interests,  our  economic  interests.” 

The  issue  became  pointed  during  a  congressional  hearing  this  month  when  Mr.  Tillerson 
conceded  that,  during  dealings  with  Russia’s  leaders,  he  had  never  discussed  the  torture  and 
murder  of  gay  men  in  Chechnya.  “Those  are  on  our  pending  list,”  the  secretary  said.  -

position  globally.”  And  when  pressed  further,  he  snapped,  “Last  time  I  checked,  Russia  is  part  of 
the  globe.” 

To  many  State  Department  employees,  Mr.  Tillerson  is  something  of  a  phantom,  who  says  little 
in  staff  meetings,  rarely  leaves  his  seventh-floor  office  —  where  he  is  surrounded  by  Ms. 

Peterlin  and  a  small  group  of  protective  aides  —  and  does  not  solicit  their  views. 

Since  he  became  secretary,  the  torrent  of  words  that  once  flowed  from  the  State  Department  in 
daily  briefings,  speeches  and  statements  —  helping  to  refine  and  set  policy  in  embassies  around 
the  world  —  has  slowed  to  a  trickle.  Mr.  Tillerson  has  rarely  held  “background”  briefings  with 
reporters  to  explain  his  views. 

His  reticence  has  become  so  well  known  that  even  the  president  gently  ribbed  him  about  it 
recently  when  the  two  were  in  Saudi  Arabia,  volunteering  the  secretary  to  conduct  a  briefing 
where  no  American  reporters  were  present. 

Mr.  Tillerson’s  aides  say  his  approach  is  as  refreshing  as  the  new  decor  in  the  State  Department’s 
seventh-floor  offices,  where  the  art  and  colors  of  the  American  West  now  hang,  rather  than 
paintings  of  long-dead  diplomats. 
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“He  thinks  like  a  cowboy,”  Mr.  Tillerson’s  strategic  adviser,  R.  C.  Hammond,  said  recently. 
Likening  words  to  ammunition,  Mr.  Hammond  added,  “You  carry  a  revolver  with  only  six  shots, 
and  you  don’t  waste  your  bullets.”

WASHINGTON  —  When  Rex  W.  Tillerson,  the  former  chief  executive  of  Exxon  Mobil,  arrived 
in  Washington  five  months  ago  to  become  the  secretary  of  state,  his  boosters  said  he  brought  two 
j  valuable  assets  to  a  job  that  had  usually  gone  to  someone  steeped  in  government  and  diplomacy: 
a  long  history  managing  a  global  company,  and  deep  relationships  from  the  Middle  East  to 
Russia  that  enabled  him  to  close  deals. 

But  his  first  opportunity  to  use  that  experience  —  as  a  behind-the-scenes  mediator  in  the  dispute 
between  Qatarand  Saudi  Arabia  —  has  put  Mr.  Tillerson  in  exactly  the  place  a  secretary  of  state 
does  not  want  to  be:  in  public  disagreement  with  the  president  who  appointed  him. 

Mr.  Tillerson  tried  to  position  himself  as  an  intermediary  and  sought  for  all  sides  to  put  their 
demands  on  the  table.  But  President  Trump  openly  sided  with  the  Saudis,  first  on  Twitter,  then 
again  at  a  news  conference.  Mr.  Trump  called  Qatar  a  “funder  of  terrorism  at  a  very  high  level” 
just  as  the  State  Department  was  questioning  whether  the  Saudis  were  using  the  terrorism  charge 
to  cover  for  “long-simmering  grievances”  between  the  Arab  states. 

Some  in  the  White  House  say  that  the  discord  in  the  Qatar  dispute  is  part  of  a  broader  struggle 
over  who  is  in  charge  of  Middle  East  policy  —  Mr.  Tillerson  or  Jared  Kushner,  the  president’s 
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son-in-law  and  a  senior  adviser  —  and  that  the  secretary  of  state  has  a  tin  ear  about  the  political 
realities  of  the  Trump  administration.  Others  say  it  is  merely  symptomatic  of  a  dysfunctional 
State  Department  that,  under  Mr.  Tillerson’s  uncertain  leadership,  does  not  yet  have  in  place  the 
senior  political  appointees  who  make  the  wheels  of  diplomacy  turn. 

But  criticism  from  Mr.  Trump’s  aides  is  not  Mr.  Tillerson’s  only  problem.  In  recent  days,  each  of 
his  top  priorities  has  hit  a  wall.  The  secretary’s  effort  to  enlist  China  to  force  North  Korea  to  give 
up  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs  has  gone  nowhere,  as  the  president  himself 
acknowledged  last  week.  The  Russians,  angry  about  a  congressional  move  to  impose  new 
sanctions,  disinvited  one  of  his  top  diplomats  —  leaving  that  crucial  relationship  at  its  lowest 
point  since  the  Cold  War. 

And  in  Congress,  where  Mr.  Tillerson  once  found  members  willing  to  give  deference  to  his 
efforts  to  reorganize  and  shrink  the  State  Department,  there  is  now  anger  and  defiance  about  the 
extent  of  those  plans. 

In  a  remarkable  series  of  hearings  this  month,  Senator  Bob  Corker,  Republican  of  Tennessee  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Relations  Committee,  declared  Mr.  Tillerson’s  proposals  for  a  30 
percent  cut  in  the  department’s  budget  a  “waste  of  time”  that  he  would  not  even  review,  and  he 
expressed  disbelief  that  the  reorganization  plan  for  the  department  would  not  be  ready  until  the 
end  of  the  year,  at  the  earliest. 

“It’s  not  that  he’s  a  weak  secretary  of  state  or  a  strong  one  —  he’s  in  a  different  category,” 
said  Robert  Kagan,  a  senior  fellow  at  the  Brookings  Institution  who  is  writing  the  second  volume 
of  his  historyof  American  foreign  policy.  “I  have  a  hard  time  thinking  of  one  who  has  come  in 
with  little  foreign  policy  experience  and  has  less  interest  in  surrounding  himself  with  the  people 
who  know  something  about  the  regions  and  issues  that  he  has  to  deal  with.” 

In  fact,  Mr.  Tillerson’s  determination  to  rationalize  the  State  Department  structure,  which  many 
applaud,  and  his  refusal  to  appoint  under  secretaries  and  assistant  secretaries  until  he  has  it  all 
figured  out  have  created  policy  gridlock.  Three  foreign  ambassadors  —  one  from  Asia  and  two 
from  Europe  —  said  they  had  taken  to  contacting  the  National  Security  Council  because  the 
State  Department  does  not  return  their  calls  or  does  not  offer  substantive  answers  when  it  does. 

Mr.  Tillerson,  for  example,  recently  shut  down  the  office  of  the  special  representative  for 
Afghanistan  and  Pakistan  —  whose  role  had  been  diminished  since  Richard  Holbrooke  had  the 
job  during  President  Barack  Obama’s  first  term  —  and  has  yet  to  appoint  an  assistant  secretary 
of  state  for  South  and  Central  Asian  affairs,  at  a  time  when  the  Taliban’s  return  and  Pakistan’s 
instability  are  major  concerns. 

When  he  attended  a  series  of  recent  meetings  on  Afghanistan,  Mr.  Tillerson  was  accompanied  by 
only  his  chief  of  staff,  Margaret  Peterlin,  who  is  a  former  United  States  Patent  and  Trademark 
official  and  technology  executive  with  no  diplomatic  experience. 

There  is  also  no  one  in  line  for  the  Asia  policy  job,  just  when  there  is  talk  about  whether  the 
North  Korea  crisis  will  be  defused  by  negotiation  or  steam  toward  conflict. 

Through  it  all,  Mr.  Tillerson,  a  Texas  native  and  an  engineer  by  training,  has  remained  publicly 
stoic,  proceeding  at  his  own  pace,  though  colleagues  from  his  Exxon  days  say  they  have  seen 
little  evidence  he  is  finding  much  joy  in  the  job. 
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Running  one  of  the  world’s  largest  oil  and  gas  companies,  Mr.  Tillerson  had  complete  authority. 
At  the  State  Department,  he  finds  himself  negotiating  with  other  power  centers  —  from  a  White 
House  with  conflicting  factions  and  priorities  to  the  Defense  Department  —  and  managing  a 
bureaucracy  that  largely  cringes  at  the  president’s  approach  to  the  world.  Some  senior  diplomats 
have  resigned  over  the  administration’s  policies,  and  many  have  signed  letters  of  protest. 

Accustomed  as  he  is  to  having  the  final  word,  it  was  clearly  jarring  for  Mr.  Tillerson,  during  a 
recent  trip  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  to  be  out  of  sync  with  Mr.  Trump’s  tweets  on  the  Qatar 
crisis.  “I’m  not  involved  in  how  the  president  constructs  his  tweets,  when  he  tweets,  why  he 
tweets,  what  he  tweets,”  the  secretary  said. 

Foreign  governments  do  not  know  whether  to  believe  Mr.  Tillerson’s  reassuring  words  or  Mr. 
Trump’s  incendiary  statements.  But  there  is  also  evidence  of  more  substantive  disagreements 
between  Mr.  Tillerson  and  the  small  cadre  of  White  House  officials  who  have  taken  a  strong 
interest  in  setting  Middle  East  policy,  starting  with  Mr.  Kushner. 

In  dealing  with  the  Saudi  leadership,  which  Mr.  Tillerson  knows  well,  Mr.  Kushner  argued  for 
cultivating  Prince  Mohammed  bin  Salman,  the  31 -year-old  son  of  King  Salman  of  Saudi  Arabia, 
who  was  emerging  as  a  rival  to  the  crown  prince  at  the  time,  Mohammed  bin  Nayef. 

Mr.  Tillerson  warned  against  showing  favoritism  in  the  succession,  and  viewed  the  treatment  of 
the  young  Prince  Mohammed  during  a  White  House  trip  as  too  lavish.  Mr.  Kushner,  it  turned 
out,  was  betting  on  the  right  horse:  The  son  displaced  Mohammed  bin  Nayef  last  week  as  the 
crown  prince,  and  will  probably  be  the  leader  of  Saudi  Arabia  for  decades  to  come. 

The  rift  widened  when  Mr.  Kushner  and  Stephen  K.  Bannon,  Mr.  Trump’s  chief  strategist, 
argued  for  backing  Saudi  Arabia,  Egypt  and  other  countries  that  had  imposed  an  embargo  on 
Qatar,  ostensibly  to  punish  it  for  financing  the  Muslim  Brotherhood  and  other  extremist  groups. 
Mr.  Tillerson,  who  had  relationships  in  Qatar  dating  from  his  time  as  the  chief  executive  of 
Exxon  Mobil,  argued  for  the  United  States  to  take  a  neutral  position  in  the  dispute  to  keep  the 
Gulf  Cooperation  Council,  a  loose  association  of  mostly  Sunni  Arab  states,  together. 

But  the  secretary’s  efforts  to  play  peacemaker  were  undercut  by  Mr.  Trump’s  statement.  When 
the  administration  pressed  Saudi  Arabia  and  Egypt  to  draw  up  a  list  of  demands  for  Qatar,  a 
senior  official  said,  Mr.  Tillerson  asked  Qatar  to  do  the  same.  Officials  at  the  White  House  were 
nonplused. 

Mr.  Tillerson  does  have  his  supporters,  such  as  James  Jay  Carafano,  a  vice  president  of  the 
Heritage  Foundation,  a  conservative  think  tank.  “Frankly,  the  biggest  criticisms  really  amount  to 
he  works  for  Trump  and  he  doesn’t  act  like  Kerry  or  Clinton,”  he  said.  “He  doesn’t  like 
pandering  to  the  media,  and  he  is  perplexed  by  Trump’s  tweeting.  That’s  pretty  vapid  stuff.” 

But  usually  by  this  point  in  their  tenure,  secretaries  of  state  have  made  their  focus  clear.  Hillary 
Clinton  focused  on  the  empowerment  of  women;  John  Kerryfocused  on  an  Iran  nuclear  deal  and 
a  failed  effort  at  Middle  East  peace;  and  Condoleezza  Rice  made  the  spread  of  American 
democracy  the  theme  of  her  term.  If  Mr.  Tillerson  has  a  larger  vision  beyond  shrinking  and 
reorganizing  the  State  Department,  he  has  offered  no  hint. 

His  rough  beginning  has  led  to  a  quiet  effort  by  senior  Republican  officials  from  past 
administrations  —  including  Henry  A.  Kissinger;  Ms.  Rice;  and  Robert  M.  Gates,  former 
defense  secretary  —  to  reach  out  with  advice.  He  has  been  told  to  lean  more  on  the  experience  of 
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career  professionals,  to  become  more  confident  in  taking  initiatives  separate  from  a  White  House 
preoccupied  by  investigations  and,  above  all,  to  move  more  quickly. 

The  closest  Mr.  Tillerson  has  come  to  articulating  a  strategic  vision  for  his  tenure  came  during 
a  session  with  department  employees  in  early  May.  In  a  freewheeling  talk,  operating  without

I  refer  to  our  letter  dated  October  5,  2018,  regarding  the  release  of  certain  Department  of  State 
(“Department”)  records  under  of  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act  (“FOIA”),  5  U.S.C.  §  552. 

The  Department  has  reviewed  over  500  potentially  responsive  pages,  and  retrieved  76  documents 
responsive  to  your  request.  After  reviewing  these  documents,  we  have  determined  that  the 
responsive  information  in  32  documents  may  be  released  in  full,  the  responsive  information  in  37 
documents  may  be  released  in  part,  and  the  responsive  information  in  7  documents  must  be 
withheld  in  full. 

All  non-exempt,  responsive  material  that  is  reasonably  segregable  from  the  exempt  material  has 
been  released.  All  released  material  is  enclosed.  An  enclosure  explains  the  FOIA  exemptions 
and  other  grounds  for  withholding  material.  Where  we  have  made  excisions,  the  applicable 
exemptions  are  marked  on  each  document.  The  documents  withheld  in  full  were  withheld  under 
FOIA  Exemptions  3,  5  and  6,  5  U.S.C.  §§  552(b)(3),  (b)(5)  and  (b)(6).

Wyoming,  Ohio  -  After  the  bagpiper  led  2,500  mourners  out  of  the  high  school  but  before  Otto 
Warmbier  was  laid  to  rest  Thursday,  one  of  his  former  counselors  stopped  to  remember  the  22- 
year-old  who  died  last  week  after  17  months  of  detention  in  North  Korea. 

The  tight-knit  community  near  Cincinnati  had  spent  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  "holding  our 
breaths,  praying  for  a  quick  release,  rallying  around  the  Warmbiers  as  much  as  possible"  amid  a 
dearth  of  information  about  the  college  student's  fate,  said  Cynthia  Meis,  director  of  college 
counseling,  who  joined  the  Wyoming  High  School  faculty  in  2012. 
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Warmbier's  alma  mater  was  packed  Thursday,  as  the  community  came  to  terms  with  its  sorrow 
over  his  death  -  and  celebrated  what  Meis'  described  as  his  rare  combination  of  intelligence, 
affability  and  sincerity. 

"He  was  going  to  set  the  world  on  fire,  which  is  why  this  loss  is  so  profound,"  she  told  CNN. 

Andrew  Kraner,  25,  who  knew  Warmbier  from  school  and  swimming  "up  the  hill  at  the  YMCA," 
said  the  45-minute  funeral  service  featured  a  blend  of  serious  and  lighthearted  moments  --  which 
"really  spoke  to  Otto’s  character."  Despite  the  uplifting  celebration  of  his  ex-classmate's  life, 

Kraner  lamented  "a  very  bright  future  that  we'll  never  know." 

"Everything  they  say  about  Otto  is  very  true.  He  was  the  nicest  kid,"  he  said.  "It's  tough,  and  my 
heart's  very  heavy  for  him." 

A  town  rallies 

Wyoming  High's  arts  center  can  hold  only  800  people,  nowhere  near  large  enough  to 
accommodate  those  wishing  to  bid  Warmbier  farewell.  Most  attendees  watched  the  service  on 
monitors  in  overflow  rooms. 

Inside  the  arts  center,  mourners  were  met  with  a  display  of  belongings  Warmbier  took  with  him 
on  what  was  supposed  to  be  a  five-day  excursion  to  North  Korea.  They  included  his  wallet, 
running  and  boat  shoes,  a  University  of  Virginia  notebook,  a  scientific  calculator,  a  reusable 
grocery  bag  and  the  crumpled  linen  blazer  he  wore  while  there. 

Among  the  speakers  at  the  funeral  were  Warmbier's  brother,  Austin,  his  sister,  Greta,  and  some 
of  his  friends,  according  to  the  funeral  program.  Also  in  attendance  was  US  Ambassador  Joseph 
Yun,  the  special  representative  for  North  Korea  policy,  who  helped  secure  Warmbier's  release. 

The  front  of  the  funeral  program  featured  a  quote  from  Warmbier's  2013  salutatorian  speech: 

"This  is  our  season  finale.  This  is  the  end  of  one  great  show,  but  just  the  beginning  to  hundreds 
of  new  spinoffs." 

Following  the  service,  funeral  organizers  asked  supporters  to  line  the  3-mile  trek  between  the 
school  and  the  cemetery  where  Warmbier  was  buried.  On  campus  and  around  the  school,  ribbons 
of  blue  and  white  —  Wyoming  High  School's  colors  --  adorned  trees  to  honor  Warmbier. 

Warmbier  returned  to  the  United  States  last  week  in  a  coma,  only  to  die  six  days  after  his  arrival. 
North  Korean  officials  say  Warmbier  contracted  botulism  and  slipped  into  a  coma  after  taking  a 
sleeping  pill. 

His  official  cause  of  death  is  unknown,  as  his  parents  declined  to  have  an  autopsy  conducted  on 
their  son. 
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"It  would  be  easy  at  a  moment  like  this  to  focus  on  all  that  we  lost  --  future  time  that  won't  be 
spent  with  a  warm,  engaging,  brilliant  young  man  whose  curiosity  and  enthusiasm  for  life  knew 
no  bounds,"  Fred  and  Cindy  Warmbier  said  in  a  statement. 

"We  choose  to  focus  on  the  time  we  were  given  to  be  with  this  remarkable  person.  You  can  tell 
from  the  outpouring  of  emotion  from  the  communities  that  he  touched  -  Wyoming,  Ohio,  and 
the  University  of  Virginia  to  name  just  two  -  that  the  love  for  Otto  went  well  beyond  his 
immediate  family." 

Attendee  D'Shon  Shapiro  told  CNN  that  she  and  a  friend,  Molly  Cain,  know  Warmbier's  parents 
from  youth  sports.  Otto  Warmbier  coached  Cain's  son  in  swimming  and  "made  a  great 
impression  on  him,"  she  said. 

"They  truly  are  remarkable  people,  having  raised  remarkable  kids,"  Shapiro  said  of  Warmbier's 
parents. 

Shapiro  and  Cain  set  up  a  fund-raiser  on  Facebook  for  the  Warmbiers,  with  hopes  of  raising 
enough  money  to  buy  a  memorial  bench  and  to  plant  a  tree  at  the  young  man’s  alma  mater. 

"With  $10,500  raised  so  far,  we're  out  of  our  element,"  Shapiro  said.  "What  we  insist  on,  though, 
is  that  Fred  and  Cindy  make  the  decision  on  how  to  use  the  funds  to  best  memorialize  Otto." 

Warmbier  visited  North  Korea  in  January  2016  on  a  sightseeing  tour.  He  was  arrested  for 
allegedly  stealing  a  political  sign  from  a  restricted  area  and  sentenced  two  months  later  to  15 
years  of  hard  labor. 

President  Donald  Trump's  administration  worked  to  secure  his  return,  and  upon  doing  so,  learned 
Warmbier  could  not  speak  or  move  voluntarily.  His  doctors  said  he  suffered  extensive  brain 
damage. 

His  physicians  said  he  suffered  from  unresponsive  wakefulness,  a  condition  also  known  as 
persistent  vegetative  state.  In  a  news  conference  before  Warmbier's  death,  they  said  they  found 
no  evidence  of  botulism,  casting  doubt  on  North  Korea's  claim. 

"This  pattern  of  brain  injury  is  usually  seen  as  result  of  cardiopulmonary  arrest  where  blood 
supply  to  the  brain  is  inadequate  for  a  period  of  time,  resulting  in  the  death  of  brain  tissue,"  Dr. 

Daniel  Kanter  said  last  week. 

Sen.  Rob  Portman,  R-Ohio,  in  remarks  to  reporters  before  the  funeral,  said  he  and  his  wife  had 
spent  Warmbier's  22nd  birthday  in  December  with  the  detained  young  man's  parents.  He 
described  Warmbier  as  outgoing,  athletic,  bright  and  curious. 

The  senator  accused  North  Korea  of  a  "disregard  for  basic  human  rights,  basic  human  dignity." 

He  said  he  suspected  Warmbier  was  denied  basic  medical  care  while  detained  in  the  reclusive 
country. 
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"Yes,  they  are  responsible,"  Portman  said  of  the  North  Korean  regime.  "This  college  kid  never 
should've  been  detained  in  the  first  place." 

The  Hamilton  County  Coroner's  Office  conducted  only  an  external  examination  Warmbier's  ■ 

body.  The  coroner's  office  reviewed  medical  records  from  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Medical 
Center  and  the  air  ambulance  service  that  helped  ferry  Warmbier  from  Pyongyang  to  Cincinnati. 

"No  conclusions  about  the  cause  and  manner  of  Mr.  Warmbier's  death  have  been  drawn  at  this 
time  as  there  are  additional  medical  records  and  imaging  to  review  and  people  to  interview,"  the 
coroner's  office  statement  said. 

Washington  Post:  ‘Let’s  bring  it  in’:  Otto  Warmbier’s  family  and  friends  celebrate  his  life 
at  memorial

WYOMING,  Ohio  —  Families  wearing  blue  and  white  Wyoming  T-shirts,  holding  homemade 
•  cardboard  signs  and  American  flags,  waited  by  the  edge  of  the  main  street  for  Otto  Warmbier’s 
funeral  procession  to  drive  by.  As  the  memorial  attended  by  thousands  at  the  town’s  high  school 
ended,  people  in  black  dresses  and  dark  suits  joined  those  along  the  street. 

Many  were  hugging;  the  ceremony,  a  celebration  of  Warmbier’s  life,  had  been  funny  and 
eloquent,  much  like  the  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student  who  was  beloved  in  this  small 
suburb  of  Cincinnati  and  far  beyond. 

Friends  and  family  shared  memories  of,  as  one  put  it,  “this  inspiring  goofball  of  a  man,”  and  the 
essential  lessons  they  had  learned  from  him:  Work  hard,  explore  everything,  love  people,  think 
deeply  and  laugh  easily.  And  don’t  shake  hands  with  a  stranger  —  Warmbier  would  grab  people 
for  a  tight  embrace,  instead,  saying,  “Let’s  bring  it  in.  Hug  it  out.” 

His  little  sister  Greta  Warmbier  remembered  barreling  down  the  road  with  him  in  his  silver 
Chevy  Impala,  with  blue  dice  and  a  fuzzy  steering-wheel  cover,  windows  down,  singing  Cee  Lo 
Green’s  “Forget  You”  at  the  top  of  their  lungs.  Her  oldest  brother  loved  funny  movies,  she  said, 
but  she  chose  a  line  from  chick  flick  to  sum  up  his  life  cut  so  very  short:  I’d  rather  have  30 
minutes  of  wonderful  than  a  lifetime  of  nothing  special. 

Last  week,  when  Warmbier  finally  came  home,  people  tied  ribbons  to  the  trees  that  arch  over  the 
main  street  here  and  to  the  wooden  street  signs  hanging  from  wrought-iron  scrolls.  Otto 
Warmbier  had  been  imprisoned  in  North  Korea  for  nearly  a  year  and  a  half.  People  had  been 
praying  for  his  release.  But  he  returned  in  a  coma,  medically  evacuated,  so  the  close-knit 
community  sought,  without  words,  to  convey  how  much  they  felt. 

He  died  Monday,  surrounded  by  family. 
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Internationally,  his  death  reverberated.  Several  national  leaders  called  it  murder.  President 
Trump  called  it  a  disgrace.  It  worsened  already-raw  tensions  between  the  United  States  and 
North  Korea. 

At  home,  it  brought  people  together. 

By  7  a.m.  Thursday,  young  people  were  stepping  through  the  wet  grass  to  gather  outside 
Wyoming  High  School,  where  Warmbier  gave  a  joyful  graduation  speech  as  salutatorian  four 
years  ago'.  His  speech  quoted  a  character  on  “The  Office”:  “I  wish  there  was  a  way  to  know 
you’re  in  the  good  old  days  before  you’ve  actually  left  them.” 

Thousands  of  people  came  Thursday  to  celebrate  Otto  Warmbier,  together,  and  to  hold  onto  the 
good  old  days. 

The  surge  of  people  in  black,  walking  on  streets  so  quiet  the  birds  sounded  loud,  was  one  sign  of 
that  love. 

Shortly  before  9  a.m.,  there  were  still  hundreds  of  people  in  line,  and  officials  began  warning 
them  not  everyone  would  be  able  to  get  in.  The  high  school  had  capacity  for  2,500  people. 

The  ribbons  were  another.  Volunteers  had  gone  well  past  the  center  of  this  city  of  8,400  people, 
far  beyond  the  large  Victorian  houses,  stone  churches  and  graceful  old  trees,  to  ensure  that  the 
ribbons  in  Wyoming  City  Schools  colors  fluttered  all  along  the  route  from  the  high  school  to  the 
iron  gates  of  the  cemetery. 

There  were  other  signs  of  love:  Pops  of  orange,  for  one,  a  sign  that  friends  from  the  U-Va.  had 
arrived.  And  flashes  of  oddball,  as  people  wore  the  kinds  of  thrift-store  finds  that  made  him 
laugh. 

It  was  there  in  the  thoughtfulness  of  a  handwritten  sign  in  the  driveway  of  a  house  very  close  to 
the  memorial  service:  Please  park  here. 

It  was  there  in  a  Wyoming  park,  where  a  man  bounced  a  baby,  beaming,  over  his  head,  and  two 
boys  dropped  a  baseball  glove  and  a  scooter  and  sprawled  onto  the  grass  by  a  flagpole. 

The  American  flag,  just  overhead,  was  flying  at  half-staff. 

“I  think  today  we’re  seeing  good  and  evil  all  at  once,”  said  Sen.  Rob  Portman  (R-Ohio),  who 
came  to  the  ceremony  along  with  other  national  leaders.  The  good  was  people  holding  one 
another  close.  The  evil  was  just  as  palpable. 

“Otto  Warmbier  is  dead  because  of  North  Korea,”  he  said. 
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Inside  the  school,  people  looked  at  a  table  covered  with  Warmbier’s  belongings  from  the  trip;  a 
passport,  sneakers,  quirky  thrift-store  shirts.  There  were  far  too  many  people  to  fit  in  the 
auditorium;  many  pressed  close  on  bleachers  in  the  gym,  or  elsewhere. 

Rabbi  Jake  Rubin  paused  after  a  prayer,  to  say  that  Fred  and  Cindy  Warmbier  wanted  to  give 
special  thanks  to  Joseph  Yun,  a  State  Department  official  who  played  a  key  role  in  getting 
Warmbier  out  of  North  Korea.  People  stood  to  applaud  him. 

Rubin  talked  about  Warmbier’s  growing  Jewish  faith,  strengthened  on  a  trip  with  him  and  others 
at  U-Va.  to  Israel.  He  chose  the  name  Amit,  Rubin  said  —  fitting  for  someone  who  valued 
friendship  so  much. 

Several  friends  and  family  members  laughed  as  they  talked  about  Warmbier:  how  he  was  a 
hugger;  a  sweater;  a  guy  who  would  drag  you  to  the  dustiest,  crustiest  old  thrift  store;  how  often 
his  roommates  awakened  to  the  sound  of  Warmbier  singing,  off  pitch,  underground  rap. 

Emmett  Saulnier,  one  of  his  roommates  at  U-Va.,  remembered  traveling  the  world  and  how 
Warmbier  would  always  return  from  a  trip,  whether  a  summer  at  the  London  School  of 
Economics  or  a  trip  to  Cuba  with  his  mother,  glowing  from  the  adventure  of  it  all.  He  had  waited 
1 8  months,  he  said,  to  hear  what  he  thought  would  be  the  craziest  travel  story  ever. 

Sanjana  Sekhar  had  just  read  Jack  Kerouac  when  she  met  him  through  a  prestigious  U-Va. 
scholarship  for  the  most  intellectually  curious  students.  She  thought  of  this  line:  “The  only 
people  for  me  are  the  mad  ones,  the  ones  who  are  mad  to  live,  mad  to  talk,  mad  to  be  saved, 
desirous  of  everything  at  the  same  time,  the  ones  who  never  yawn  or  say  a  commonplace  thing, 
but  bum,  bum,  bum  like  fabulous  yellow  roman  candles  exploding  like  spiders  across  the  stars 
and  in  the  middle  you  see  the  blue  centerlight  pop  and  everybody  goes  ‘Awww!’  •” 

“Otto  was  a  fabulous  yellow  Roman  candle  kind  of  person,”  she  said.  She  spoke  fondly  of  his 
empathy,  and  their  endless  talks  in  the  hall  outside  his  door,  on  long  drives,  in  the  garage  of  his 
fraternity.  He  pushed  her  to  be  better,  to  question  more,  to  give  everyone  in  life  a  chance. 

“I  look  forward  to  every  moment  of  pure  unfiltered  life  the  future  holds,”  she  said.  “To  never 
yawn,  or  say  a  commonplace  thing,  but  bum,  bum,  bum.  That  is  his  legacy.” 

Some  had  driven  to  Wyoming  straight  from  Charlottesville,  where  600  people  had  gathered  for  a 
candlelight  vigil  the  day  after  his  death.  There,  a  professor  spoke  of  the  Jewish  prayer  for 
mourners,  its  emphasis  not  on  death  and  loss  but  the  abiding  presence  of  God.  “There  are 
mysteries  we  cannot  fathom,”  he  said.  As  candles  glowed  in  the  amphitheater  around  them, 
friends  talked  about  his  brilliance,  his  adventurousness,  his  boundless  joy,  his  faith  in 
connection. 
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Alex  Vagonis,  his  girlfriend  at  U-Va.,  said  they  would  get  through  the  horror  of  his  death;  to  do 
otherwise  would  be  an  injustice  to  Warmbier,  “since  he  always  wanted  to  see  others  fly.” 

Sarah  Kenny,  a  student  leader  who  organized  the  vigil,  said  she  was  surprised  that  people  didn’t 
seem  more  angry,  more  vindictive  about  his  death.  “I  am  incredulous  that  after  going  through 
something  so  traumatic,  they  could  be  that  hopeful,”  she  said,  “and  just  —  full  of  love.” 

Warmbier  was  a  junior  at  U-Va.,  headed  for  a  career  in  finance,  when  he  went  to  North  Korea 
with  a  tour  group  on  the  way  to  a  study-abroad  program  in  Hong  Kong.  He  was  not  allowed  to 
leave  the  country.  He  was  charged  with  “hostile  acts  against  the  state,”  and  given  a  15-year 
sentence  after  a  sham  trial. 

His  parents  had  no  word  of  him  after  March  2,  2016,  until  earlier  this  month,  when  North  Korean 
officials  disclosed  that  he  was  in  a  coma,  and  had  been  for  more  than  a  year. 

So  after  his  death  Monday,  people  pulled  in  close,  flying  in  from  across  the  country,  or  walking 
from  home  down  the  street,  to  celebrate  Warmbier. 

Austin  Warmbier,  his  younger  brother,  spoke  last.  He  graciously  thanked  everyone  for  their 
support,  then  said:  Enough  with  the  formalities.  Can  you  imagine  how  miserable  Otto  made  my 
life? 

He  laughed  about  trying  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  an  older  brother  who  was  always  on  time, 
had  perfect  grades,  was  great  at  sports  and  incredibly  popular.  And  he  talked  about  how  much  he 
had  learned  from  him,  about  setting  goals,  about  discipline,  about  how  you  don’t  win  the  most 
friends  by  being  the  coolest,  the  most  judgmental. 

His  brother  missed  his  high  school  graduation,  he  said.  He  won’t  be  best  man  at  his  wedding.  His 
kids  will  never  have  an  Uncle  Otto. 

But  Otto  Warmbier  indelibly  made  him  who  he  is,  he  said,  just  as  he  had  shaped  so  many  people 
there.  “That’s  why  we  will  never  truly  lose  him.” 

Behind  him,  a  video  of  Warmbier  played,  shot  not  long  before  he  was  supposed  to  fly  out  of 
North  Korea.  He  was  with  his  tour  group  and  some  North  Korean  children,  throwing  snowballs, 
and  laughing  with  pure  delight. 

A  bagpipe  began  to  play. 

Otto  Warmbier’s  casket  was  carried  out,  and  driven  through  streets  lined  with  friends,  and  loving 
strangers,  to  the  cemetery. 

After  the  burial,  the  Warmbiers  had  invited  everyone  —  all  of  Wyoming,  U-Va.  friends,  doctors, 
dignitaries  —  over  to  their  house.  Bring  it  in.  Hug  it  out. 
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Fox:  Around  2,000  gather  to  celebrate  life  of  student  who  died  after  North  Korea 
detainment 

June  22 

A  crowd  of  roughly  2,000  people  filled  a  high  school  auditorium  to  capacity  Friday  in  Otto 
Warmbier’s  hometown  to  celebrate  the  life  of  the  student  who  died  earlier  this  week  after  being 
detained  for  a  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  in  North  Korea,  sharing  stories  about  his  affinity  for  hugs, 
thrift-store  clothes-shopping  and  little-known  rap  music. 

"It  doesn't  really  feel  real  yet.  He's  so  young,  and  he's  been  gone  for  so  long,"  said  Grady  Beerck, 

22,  a  former  soccer  teammate,  told  The  Associated  Press.  "The  impact  he  made  is  always  going 
to  last  with  people." 

Around  2,000  mourners  arrived  at  the  morning  memorial  service  for  Warmbier  held  in  the 
auditorium  of  his  alma  mater,  Wyoming  High  School.  The  memorial  is  open  to  the  public,  but 
not  the  media.  Around  100  people  were  turned  away,  The  Associated  Press  reported. 

More  mourners  lined  the  street,  with  some  holding  signs  of  support  and  pressing  the  tips  of  their 
thumbs  together  to  form  a  "W,"  as  a  hearse  carried  away  the  casket  after  service. 

It  was  his  life  that  held  mourners'  attention  Thursday  as  they  fondly  remembered  a  spirited 
student-athlete  who  was  socially  magnetic  and  had  a  positive  impact  on  the  people  around  him, 
whether  it  was  in  class,  at  a  swim  club  or  in  his  travels. 

"Didn't  matter  what  time  of  day  or  what  he  was  doing,  he'd  drop  everything  to  help  his  friends," 

Beerck  said.  "He  was  a  goofy  kid.  He  always  just  lived  life  to  the  fullest." 

They  heard  stories  about  his  life,  rap  music  he  listened  to  and  his  habit  of  shopping  for  sweaters 
at  thrift  stores.  A  bagpiper  played  as  the  casket  was  carried  to  a  hearse. 

Cynthia  Meis,  his  college  admissions  counselor  from  high  school,  said  she  admires  the  strength 
displayed  by  Warmbier's  parents  in  the  face  of  such  loss  and  the  glare  of  international  media 
attention. 

"The  world  stage  is  secondary  to  the  fact  that  they’ve  lost  their  child,"  she  said,  "and  I  think  we 
can  all  certainly  appreciate  that." 

His  former  soccer  coach,  Steve  Thomas,  said  Warmbier  came  from  a  religious  family  and  was' 
involved  in  mission  trips  and  a  birthright  trip  to  Israel.  "He  had  a  deep  desire  to  know  God  in  a 
personal  way,"  Thomas  said.  "He  wasn't  big  on  doing  things  because  he  was  supposed  to  do  it. 

He  did  things  because  he  wanted  to  do  them." 
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A  handout  for  the  funeral  featured  a  photo  of  Warmbier  posing  next  to  his  mother  and  included  a 
quote  from  his  salutatorian  speech  in  2013:  "This  is  our  season  finale.  This  is  the  end  of  one 
great  show,  but  just  the  beginning  to  hundreds  of  new  spin-offs." 

The  attendees  included  Ambassador  Joseph  Yun,  the  U.S.  special  envoy  who  traveled  to 
Pyongyang  to  bring  Warmbier  back,  and  U.S.  Sen.  Rob  Portman,  a  Republican  from  the 
Cincinnati  area. 

“This  process  has  been  an  example  of  evil  and  love  and  good,”  Portman  told  reporters  outside 
the  service,  Fox  19  reported.  “This  community  and  country  have  come  together  who  are  holding 
this  family  up  in  prayer.” 

He  added:  “We  have  also  seen  evil.  He  should’ve  never  been  detained.  The  North  Koreans  need 
to  be  held  accountable  for  that.  They  have  demonstrated  that  they  have  no  respect  for  the  rule  of 
law  and  they  showed  a  lack  of  respect  for  basic  human  dignity  and  rights.  The  fact  that  they 
didn’t  tell  his  parents  after  he  became  ill  is  atrocious.  Today  is  not  a  day  to  only  focus  on  that.” 

At  a  candlelight  vigil  Tuesday  on  the  University  of  Virginia  campus,  Warmbier's  girlfriend  at  the 
time  of  his  detention  described  the  loss  of  a  soul  mate.  Alex  Vagonis  said  she  drew  some  peace 
from  knowing  Warmbier  got  home  to  Ohio  before  his  death. 

Warmbier's  family  objected  to  an  autopsy,  so  the  Hamilton  County  coroner's  office  conducted 
only  an  external  examination  of  his  body.  Medical  records  have  been  reviewed,  and  his  condition 
was  discussed  extensively  by  treating  physicians  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Medical  Center, 
where  he  was  hospitalized  after  his  June  13  return. 

Warmbier's  parents  cited  "awful,  torturous  mistreatment"  by  North  Korea.  Doctors  last  week  said 
he  suffered  a  "severe  neurological  injury"  of  unknown  cause. 

He  was  sentenced  in  March  2016  to  15  years  in  prison  with  hard  labor.  His  family  said  it  was 
told  he  had  been  in  a  coma  since  soon  after  his  sentencing. 

He  is  the  first  American  to  die  after  being  released  from  North  Korean  custody  in  half  a  century. 

New  York  Post:  Hundreds  gather  for  Otto  Warmbier’s  funeral

WYOMING,  Ohio  —  North  Korea  killed  him,  and  on  Thursday  morning,  his  hometown 
mourned  and  buried  him. 

Otto  Warmbier  —  the  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student  who  was  fatally  injured  while 
in  the  custody  of  the  rogue  state  —  was  laid  to  rest  in  a  ceremony  that  included  projections  of 
photos  from  his  final  days  touring  in  Pyongyang  in  2015. 
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He  died  Monday  at  a  Cincinnati  hospital,  days  after  he  was  returned  to  this  country. 

Throngs  of  tearful,  black-clad  mourners  turned  out  for  the  funeral  at  his  former  high  school, 
Wyoming  High  School,  in  a  suburb  just  north  of  Cincinnati,  where  four  years  ago,  Warmbier 
gave  a  heartfelt  salutatorian  speech  before  his  graduating  class. 

Warmbier  sustained  severe  brain  damage  and  fell  into  a  coma  in  a  North  Korean  prison  soon 
after  being  sentenced  to  1 5  years  of  hard  labor  for  stealing  a  propaganda  banner. 

More  than  2,000  mourners  packed  the  school’s  auditorium  for  the  9  a.m.  service  in  which 
Warmbier’s  brother,  Austin,  his  sister,  Greta,  his  girlfriend  and  close  pals  eulogized  him. 

A  pile  of  Warmbier’s  clothes  and  school  supplies,  including  a  graphic  calculator,  were  on  display 
as  mourners  filed  into  the  building. 

“It  doesn’t  matter  where  he  was  or  what  he  was  doing,  he  was  always  there  for  you  whenever 
you  needed  him,”  Austin  said  of  his  older  brother  before  the  sea  of  mourners. 

“Otto  was  the  most  popular,  well-liked  person  I’ve  ever  met,”  Austin  said,  adding,  “He  could 
make  a  friend  out  of  anyone,  it  doesn’t  matter  who  it  was.” 

Austin  said  that  it  was  “hard  following  in  Otto’s  footsteps.” 

“He  had  a  perfect  GPA,  was  the  captain  of  the  soccer  team,”  Austin  said. 

“When  I  used  to  get  in  trouble  with  my  parents,  Otto  would  call  them  from  Charlottesville  and 
try  to  convince  them  I  wasn’t  the  horrible  child  they  thought  I  was,”  said  Austin,  causing 
mourners  to  chuckle. 

Warmbier’s  longtime  girlfriend  Alex  Vagonis  said:  “It  was  not  just  my  life  he  made  more 
colorful,  but  everyone  else’s.” 

“Every  person  who  had  the  privilege  of  interacting  with  him,  even  just  momentarily,  saw  the 
magnetic  effect  he  had,”  she  said.  “I  cannot  [express]  how  lucky  I  am,  how  lucky  we  all  are  to 
have  shared  our  lives  and  experiences  with  this  inspiring  goofball  of  a  man.” 

Rabbi  Jake  Rubin,  who  took  Warmbier  on  a  birthright  trip  to  Israel  with  his  fraternity  brothers, 
called  Warmbier  “one  of  the  most  intellectually  curious  people  I’ve  ever  met”  in  a  speech. 

During  his  visit  to  North  Korea  with  a  China-based  tour  company,  Warmbier  was  convicted  after 
a  one-hour  trial  in  January  2016. 

Speaking  earlier  to  reporters  outside  the  funeral  service,  Sen.  Rob  Portman  (R-Ohio)  said, 
“Today  is  a  solemn  day,  but  it  is  also  a  day  the  Warmbier  family  would  like  to  celebrate  the  life 
of  a  bright  young  man.” 
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“Today  we  are  seeing  good  and  evil  all  at  once  —  the  good,  of  course,  is  the  support  and  the  love 
this  family  is  receiving  the  support  from  this  community,”  said  Portman,  who  added,  “This 
college  kid  never  should  have  been  detained  in  the  first  place.” 

Portman  called  what  happened  to  Warmbier  in  North  Korea  “appalling.” 

President  Trump,  who  did  not  attend  the  funeral,  has  blasted  Warmbier’s  detention  and  ultimate 
death  as  “a  total  disgrace.” 

Scores  of  mourners  lined  Springfield  Pike  for  the  funeral  procession  to  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  in 
Glendale,  where  Warmbier  will  be  buried.

Throngs  of  mourners  paid  their  final  respects  to  Otto  Warmbier  Thursday  at  a  public  funeral  at 
the  high  school  he  attended  near  Cincinnati.

The  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student  was  detained  in  North  Korea  for  17  months  and 

died  on  Monday,  shortly  after  he  returned  to  the  United  States  in  a  coma.

"It  doesn't  really  feel  real  yet,"  his  former  soccer  teammate  Grady  Beerck  said,  according  to  The 
Associated  Press.  "He's  so  young,  and  he’s  been  gone  for  so  long.  The  impact  he  made  is  always 
going  to  last  with  people." 

Beerck  described  Warmbier  as  a  "goofy  kid"  who  would  "drop  anything  to  help  his  friends." 

An  estimated  2,000  people  packed  Wyoming  High  School,  in  Wyoming,  Ohio,  with  more  lining 
the  streets,  CNN  repons.  The  service  took  place  in  the  arts  center,  which  could  hold  only  800 
people,  so  many  more  watched  on  screens  set  up  in  overflow  rooms. 

Warmbier's  brother,  sister  and  friends  spoke  at  the  service,  NPR  member  station  WVXU  in 
Cincinnati  reports. 

Inside  the  arts  center,  some  of  the  personal  items  Warmbier  took  to  North  Korea  were  on 
display:  a  wallet,  a  University  of  Virginia  notebook  and  the  cream-colored  linen  blazer  he  wore 
there,  CNN  says. 

Warmbier's  North  Korean  trip  was  only  supposed  to  be  a  five-day  tour.  But  he  was  arrested  in 
Pyongyang  in  January  2016  and,  as  we  have  reported,  was  accused  of  trying  to  steal  a 
propaganda  poster.  He  was  sentenced  to  15  years  in  prison  and  hard  labor. 

Warmbier  was  returned  to  the  United  States  last  week  in  a  coma.  North  Korea  said  he  had 
contracted  botulism  and  that  it  was  releasing  him  on  "humanitarian  grounds." 
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But  the  doctors  who  examined  him  after  his  return  disputed  the  botulism  claim  and  said  he  had 
"extensive  loss  of  tissue"  in  his  brain. 

Ohio  Sen.  Rob  Portman,  who  had  met  with  North  Korean  officials  in  New  York  to  press  for 
Warmbier's  release,  attended  the  funeral. 

"North  Korea  needs  to  be  held  accountable  for  what  happened  to  Otto  Warmbier,"  Portman  said. 
"They've  shown  through  their  treatment  of  Otto  a  disregard  for  basic  human  rights,  for  human 
dignity." 

Portman  said  sanctions  against  North  Korea  should  be  tightened,  WVXU  reports. 

As  a  hearse  carried  Warmbier's  coffin  away,  some  mourners  held  up  their  fingers  in  the  shape  of 
a  "W,"  for  his  name,  according  to  AP. 

A  Hamilton  County  Coroner  has  not  yet  determined  Warmbier's  cause  of  death.  According  to  his 
family's  wishes,  no  autopsy  was  performed.  But  a  statement  from  the  coroner  said,  "There  are 
additional  medical  records  and  imaging  to  review  and  people  to  interview."

Hundreds  of  people  lined  up  for  the  service  in  Ohio,  which  was  open  to  the  public  but  closed  to 
the  press,  according  to  ABC. 

Warmbier  died  Monday  after  being  released  last  week  from  North  Korea,  where  he  had  been 
held  for  about  1 7  months. 

"It  is  our  sad  duty  to  report  that  our  son,  Otto  Warmbier,  has  completed  his  journey  home. 

Surrounded  by  his  loving  family,  Otto  died  at  2:20pm,”  Warmbier’s  parents  said  in  a  statement 
Monday,  according  to  an  Ohio-based  paper. 

North  Korea's  high  court  had  sentenced  Warmbier,  a  student  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  to  15 
years  in  prison  with  hard  labor  after  he  allegedly  tried  to  steal  a  political  poster. 

Warmbier's  parents  said  their  son  had  been  in  a  coma  for  more  than  a  year  before  he  was 
medically  evacauted  from  North  Korea. 
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Earlier  this  week,  President  Trump  said  China  has  tried  to  help  the  United  States  solve  increasing 
tensions  with  North  Korea,  but  "it  has  not  worked  out." 

White  House  press  secretary  Sean  Spicer  did  not  have  a  specific  answer  when  asked  at  Tuesday's 
press  briefing  how  the  administration  would  respond  to  Warmbier's  death. 

ABC:  American  student  who  died  after  release  from  North  Korea  mourned  at  funeral

Quo  Warmbier.  an  American  college  student  who  died  just  days  after  North  Korea  released  him 
from  prison,  was  laid  to  rest  in  his  hometown  of  Cincinnati  on  Thursday. 

A  funeral  service  was  held  Thursday  morning  at  Wyoming  High  School  in  Wyoming,  Ohio,  a 
suburb  of  Cincinnati,  where  Warmbier  was  the  salutatorian  of  his  2013  graduating  class.  The 
service  was  open  to  the  public  but  closed  to  the  press,  according  to  a  press  release  from  the 
funeral  home. 

Hundreds  of  people  were  seen  lined  up  outside  the  school's  Pendery  Center  for  the  Arts,  waiting 
to  enter  the  auditorium  for  the  service.  Joseph  Yun,  the  State  Department's  special  representative 
for  North  Korea,  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  Joseph  Sullivan  were  in  attendance. 

Warmbier's  belongings  from  his  time  in  North  Korea,  including  the  jacket  he  wore  during  his 
trial  in  Pyongyang,  were  displayed  at  the  service. 

Bagpipes  blared  after  the  service  as  his  casket  was  carried  out  of  the  building  toward  a  hearse, 
followed  by  a  long  line  of  mourners. 

Nearby  trees  were  adorned  with  blue  and  white  ribbons,  the  high  school's  colors,  in  honor  of 
Warmbier. 

He  was  then  buried  at  the  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  and  Arboretum  in  Cincinnati. 

Warmbier,  a  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student,  was  detained  by  North  Korea  for  nearly 
17  months  before  he  was  medically  evacuated  and  flown  to  Cincinnati  on  June  13.  He  was  then 
rushed  to  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Medical  Center.  North  Korea  claimed  that  he  slipped  into 
a  coma  after  contracting  botulism  and  taking  a  sleeping  pill  shortly  after  his  sentencing. 

He  was  arrested  in  January  2016  at  the  airport  in  Pyongyang  for  allegedly  trying  to  steal  a 
propaganda  poster  while  he  was  visiting  North  Korea  on  a  sightseeing  tour  organized  by  a 
Chinese-based  company.  After  a  one-hour  trial  in  March  2016,  he  was  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  15  years  of  hard  labor. 

At  a  news  conference  that  day,  his  father,  Fred  Warmbier,  revealed  that  President  Trump  called 
him  a  day  earlier  to  ask  about  his  son  and  the  rest  of  his  family.  Warmbier  said  Trump,  who  was 
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"very  candid"  during  the  telephone  call,  told  him  Secretary  of  State  Rex  Ullerson  and  other  U.S. 
officials  worked  hard  to  negotiate  his  son's  release. 

Fred  Warmbier  told  reporters  at  a  news  conference  that  the  North  Korean  regime  deemed  his  son 
a  "war  criminal"  and  "brutalized  and  terrorized"  him  during  his  detainment. 

At  that  news  conference,  doctors  from  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Medical  Center  said  Otto 
Warmbier  suffered  from  injuries  related  to  cardiopulmonary  arrest  and  was  in  a  state  of 
unresponsive  wakefulness,  characterized  by  a  lack  of  awareness  of  one’s  environment  and  self 
despite  being  awake.  They  said  that  scans  showed  extensive  loss  of  tissue  in  all  regions  of  his 
brain  and  that  they  found  no  evidence  of  botulism. 

"This  pattern  of  brain  injury  is  usually  seen  as  result  of  cardiopulmonary  arrest,  where  blood 
supply  to  the  brain  is  inadequate  for  a  period  of  time,  resulting  in  the  death  of  brain  tissue,"  Dr. 
Daniel  Kanter  told  reporters  at  the  news  conference. 

He  said  Warmbier  was  breathing  on  his  own  at  the  time  and  his  vital  signs  were  normal  but  he 
could  not  speak  or  move  voluntarily. 

"He  shows  no  signs  of  understanding  language  ...  He  has  not  spoken.  He  has  not  engaged  in  any 
purposeful  movements,"  Kanter  said.  "He  has  profound  weakness  of  contraction  in  his  arms  and 
legs." 

According  to  Dr.  Jordan  Bonomo,  Warmbier  had  "no  fractures  to  the  bone  and  has  minor 
blemishes  on  his  skin.  We  see  no  evidence  of  an  acute  or  healing  fracture." 

Warmbier  died  six  days  after  he  was  returned  home. 

"It  is  our  sad  duty  to  report  that  our  son,  Otto  Warmbier,  has  completed  his  journey  home. 
Surrounded  by  his  loving  family,  Otto  died,"  his  parents  wrote  in  a  statement  Monday. 

"Unfortunately,  the  awful  torturous  mistreatment  our  son  received  at  the  hands  of  the  North 
Koreans  ensured  that  no  other  outcome  was  possible,"  they  said. 

The  Warmbiers  added  that  they  are  "at  peace"  and  "at  home."

The  Hamilton  County  Coroner's  Office  in  Ohio  examined  Otto  Warmbier  after  his  death  and 
announced  that  his  family  declined  an  autopsy,  leaving  his  cause  of  death  a  medical  mystery  for 
now. 

"The  family's  objection  to  an  autopsy  was  honored,  and  only  an  external  examination  was 
performed,"  the  coroner's  office  said  in  a  statement  Tuesday  night. 

In  addition  to  the  external  exam,  the  coroner's  office  reviewed  his  medical  records  from  the 
University  of  Cincinnati  Medical  Center  and  AeroMed  Management  Group,  the  air  ambulance 
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service  that  helped  evacuate  him  from  Pyongyang,  where  he  had  been  detained.  The  coroner's 
office  also  had  "extensive  conversations"  with  Warmbier's  treating  physician  at  the  University  of 
Cincinnati  Medical  Center,  according  to  the  statement. 

"No  conclusions  about  the  cause  and  manner  of  Mr.  Warmbier's  death  have  been  drawn  at  this 
time,  as  there  are  additional  medical  records  and  imaging  to  review  and  people  to  interview,"  the 
coroner's  office  said  in  its  statement.  "Our  deepest  sympathies  are  with  the  family  and  friends  of 
Mr.  Warmbier  at  this  time  of  their  tragic  loss."

Plans  made  for  funeral  of  Ohio  student  held  in  North  Korea

WYOMING,  Ohio  —  About  50  volunteers  tied  blue  and  white  ribbons  along  a  road  leading  from 
a  high  school  to  a  cemetery  in  the  hometown  of  a  college  student  who  was  detained  for  nearly  a 
year  and  a  half  in  North  Korea  and  was  returned  home  in  a  coma  last  week  and  died  days  later. 

Wyoming  officials  say  the  celebration  of  life  for  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student  Otto 
Warmbier  will  be  Thursday  in  the  Wyoming  High  School  auditorium.  The  service  is  open  to  the 
public  but  not  the  media. 

The  Hamilton  County  coroner  is  trying  to  determine  the  cause  of  Warmbier’s  death  Monday. 

Warmbier  was  accused  in  January  2015  of  trying  to  steal  a  propaganda  banner  at  his  hotel  while 
visiting  North  Korea,  tearfully  confessed  and  was  convicted  of  subversion. 

Ohio’s  Republican  U.S.  senator  said  Wednesday  he  had  a  secret  meeting  with  North  Korean 
officials  in  New  York  last  December  to  press  for  Warmbier’s  release.  Sen.  Rob  Portman 
wouldn’t  provide  many  details  but  said  the  diplomats  indicated  they  would  relay  his  request. 

The  senator,  from  the  Cincinnati  area,  said  he  planned  to  attend  Warmbier’s  funeral  in 
Wyoming,  a  Cincinnati  suburb.  Also  attending  will  be  Ambassador  Joseph  Yun,  the  U.S.  special 
envoy  who  traveled  to  Pyongyang  to  bring  Warmbier  back,  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  John 
Sullivan,  the  Department  of  State  said. 

At  a  candlelight  vigil  Tuesday  on  the  University  of  Virginia  campus,  Warmbier’s  girlfriend  at 
the  time  of  his  detention  described  the  loss  of  a  soul  mate.  Alex  Vagonis  said  she  drew  some 
peace  from  knowing  Warmbier  got  home  before  his  death. 

An  organizer  working  with  volunteers  didn’t  want  them  to  speak  to  reporters  on  Wednesday 
morning  as  they  decorated  the  route  in  the  school’s  colors  for  the  final  trip  of  the  adventurous 
student,  fondly  remembered  at  his  high  school  as  popular,  smart  and  active  in  sports. 
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Earlier  this  week,  Jay  Klein,  a  rising  sophomore  at  DePauw  University,  recalled  joining  the 
Wyoming  High  soccer  team  as  a  freshman  and  getting  to  know  Warmbier  as  one  of  the 
friendliest,  most  spirited  seniors  playing. 

“  Walking  around  the  hallways  at  school,  you  don  7  really  expect  seniors  to  come  up  to  you  as  a 
freshman,  ”  Klein  said.  “He  was  one  of  the  only  guys  who  would  come  up  to  me  and  ask  me  how 
my  day  was  doing  and  that  kind  of  thing .  ” 

Klein  said  fellow  players  looked  up  to  Warmbier  on  and  off  the  field,  admiring  his  light-hearted 
spirit,  his  passion  for  the  game  and  his  love  for  travel. 

Wambier’s  parents  cited  “awful,  torturous  mistreatment”  by  North  Korea.  Doctors  last  week 
said  he  suffered  a  “severe  neurological  injury  ”  of  unknown  cause. 

He  was  sentenced  in  March  2016  to  15  years  in  prison  with  hard  labor.  His  family  said  it  was 
told  he  had  been  in  a  coma  since  soon  after  his  sentencing.

Yun  conveyed  a  condolence  message  from 
South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae-in  to  Warmbier's  family. 

Others  included  Sen.  Rob  Portman  (R-OH)  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  John  Sullivan. 

Portman  was  quoted  as  telling  reporters  that  Warmbier  was  an  ’’amazing  young  man”  and  North 
Korea  must  be  held  accountable  for  his  death.

Wyoming,  Ohio  -  After  the  bagpiper  led  2,500  mourners  out  of  the  high  school  but  before  Otto 
Warmbier  was  laid  to  rest  Thursday,  one  of  his  former  counselors  stopped  to  remember  the  22- 
year-old  who  died  last  week  after  17  months  of  detention  in  North  Korea. 

The  tight-knit  community  near  Cincinnati  had  spent  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  "holding  our 
breaths,  praying  for  a  quick  release,  rallying  around  the  Warmbiers  as  much  as  possible"  amid  a 
dearth  of  information  about  the  college  student's  fate,  said  Cynthia  Meis,  director  of  college 
counseling,  who  joined  the  Wyoming  High  School  faculty  in  2012. 
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Warmbier's  alma  mater  was  packed  Thursday,  as  the  community  came  to  terms  with  its  sorrow 
over  his  death  —  and  celebrated  what  Meis  described  as  his  rare  combination  of  intelligence, 
affability  and  sincerity. 

"He  was  going  to  set  the  world  on  fire,  which  is  why  this  loss  is  so  profound,"  she  told  CNN. 

Andrew  Kraner,  25,  who  knew  Warmbier  from  school  and  swimming  "up  the  hill  at  the  YMCA," 
said  the  45-minute  funeral  service  featured  a  blend  of  serious  and  lighthearted  moments  —  which 
"really  spoke  to  Otto’s  character."  Despite  the  uplifting  celebration  of  his  ex-classmate's  life, 
Kraner  lamented  "a  very  bright  future  that  we'll  never  know." 

"Everything  they  say  about  Otto  is  very  true.  He  was  the  nicest  kid,"  he  said.  "It’s  tough,  and  my 
heart's  very  heavy  for  him." 

A  town  rallies 

Wyoming  High's  arts  center  can  hold  only  800.  people,  nowhere  near  large  enough  to 
accommodate  those  wishing  to  bid  Warmbier  farewell.  Most  attendees  watched  the  service  on 
monitors  in  overflow  rooms. 

Inside  the  arts  center,  mourners  were  met  with  a  display  of  belongings  Warmbier  took  with  him 
on  what  was  supposed  to  be  a  five-day  excursion  to  North  Korea.  They  included  his  wallet, 
running  and  boat  shoes,  a  University  of  Virginia  notebook,  a  scientific  calculator,  a  reusable 
grocery  bag  and  the  crumpled  linen  blazer  he  wore  while  there. 

Among  the  speakers  at  the  funeral  were  Warmbier's  brother,  Austin,  his  sister,  Greta,  and  some 
of  his  friends,  according  to  the  funeral  program.  Also  in  attendance  was  US  Ambassador  Joseph 
Yun,  the  special  representative  for  North  Korea  policy,  who  helped  secure  Warmbier's  release. 

The  front  of  the  funeral  program  featured  a  quote  from  Warmbier’s  2013  salutatorian  speech: 
"This  is  our  season  finale.  This  is  the  end  of  one  great  show,  but  just  the  beginning  to  hundreds 
of  new  spinoffs." 

Following  the  service,  funeral  organizers  asked  supporters  to  line  the  3-mile  trek  between  the 
school  and  the  cemetery  where  Warmbier  was  buried.  On  campus  and  around  the  school,  ribbons 
of  blue  and  white  -  Wyoming  High  School's  colors  -  adorned  trees  to  honor  Warmbier. 

Warmbier  returned  to  the  United  States  last  week  in  a  coma,  only  to  die  six  days  after  his  arrival. 
North  Korean  officials  say  Warmbier  contracted  botulism  and  slipped  into  a. coma  after  taking  a 
sleeping  pill. 

His  official  cause  of  death  is  unknown,  as  his  parents  declined  to  have  an  autopsy  conducted  on 
their  son. 
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"It  would  be  easy  at  a  moment  like  this  to  focus  on  all  that  we  lost  --  future  time  that  won't  be 
spent  with  a  warm,  engaging,  brilliant  young  man  whose  curiosity  and  enthusiasm  for  life  knew 
no  bounds,"  Fred  and  Cindy  Warmbier  said  in  a  statement. 

You  can  tell 
from  the  outpouring  of  emotion  from  the  communities  that  he  touched  --  Wyoming,  Ohio,  and 
the  University  of  Virginia  to  name  just  two  --  that  the  love  for  Otto  went  well  beyond  his 
immediate  family." 

Attendee  D'Shon  Shapiro  told  CNN  that  she  and  a  friend,  Molly  Cain,  know  Warmbier's  parents 
from  youth  sports.  Otto  Warmbier  coached  Cain's  son  in  swimming  and  "made  a  great 
impression  on  him,"  she  said. 

"They  truly  are  remarkable  people,  having  raised  remarkable  kids,"  Shapiro  said  of  Warmbier's 
parents. 

Shapiro  and  Cain  set  up  a  fund-raiser  on  Facebook  for  the  Warmbiers,  with  hopes  of  raising 
enough  money  to  buy  a  memorial  bench  and  to  plant  a  tree  at  the  young  man's  alma  mater. 

"With  $10,500  raised  so  far,  we’re  out  of  our  element,"  Shapiro  said.  "What  we  insist  on,  though, 
is  that  Fred  and  Cindy  make  the  decision  on  how  to  use  the  funds  to  best  memorialize  Otto." 

Warmbier  visited  North  Korea  in  January  2016  on  a  sightseeing  tour.  He  was  arrested  for 
allegedly  stealing  a  political  sign  from  a  restricted  area  and  sentenced  two  months  later  to  1 5 
years  of  hard  labor. 

President  Donald  Trump's  administration  worked  to  secure  his  return,  and  upon  doing  so,  learned 
Warmbier  could  not  speak  or  move  voluntarily.  His  doctors  said  he  suffered  extensive  brain 
damage. 

His  physicians  said  he  suffered  from  unresponsive  wakefulness,  a  condition  also  known  as 
persistent  vegetative  state.  In  a  news  conference  before  Warmbier's  death,  they  said  they  found 
no  evidence  of  botulism,  casting  doubt  on  North  Korea's  claim. 

"This  pattern  of  brain  injury  is  usually  seen  as  result  of  cardiopulmonary  arrest  where  blood 
supply  to  the  brain  is  inadequate  for  a  period  of  time,  resulting  in  the  death  of  brain  tissue,”  Dr. 

Daniel  Kanter  said  last  week. 

Sen.  Rob  Portman,  R-Ohio,  in  remarks  to  reporters  before  the  funeral,  said  he  and  his  wife  had 
spent  Warmbier's  22nd  birthday  in  December  with  the  detained  young  man's  parents.  He 
described  Warmbier  as  outgoing,  athletic,  bright  and  curious. 

The  senator  accused  North  Korea  of  a  "disregard  for  basic  human  rights,  basic  human  dignity." 

He  said  he  suspected  Warmbier  was  denied  basic  medical  care  while  detained  in  the  reclusive 
country.  , 
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"Yes,  they  are  responsible,"  Portman  said  of  the  North  Korean  regime.  "This  college  kid  never 
should’ve  been  detained  in  the  first  place." 

The  Hamilton  County  Coroner's  Office  conducted  only  an  external  examination  Warmbier's 
body.  The  coroner's  office  reviewed  medical  records  from  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Medical 
Center  and  the  air  ambulance  service  that  helped  ferry  Warmbier  from  Pyongyang  to  Cincinnati. 

"No  conclusions  about  the  cause  and  manner  of  Mr.  Warmbier's  death  have  been  drawn  at  this 
time  as  there  are  additional  medical  records  and  imaging  to  review  and  people  to  interview,"  the 
coroner's  office  statement  said. 

Washington  Post:  ‘Let’s  bring  it  in’:  Otto  Warmbier’s  family  and  friends  celebrate  his  life 
at  memorial

WYOMING,  Ohio  —  Families  wearing  blue  and  white  Wyoming  T-shirts,  holding  homemade 
cardboard  signs  and  American  flags,  waited  by  the  edge  of  the  main  street  for  Otto  Warmbier’s 
funeral  procession  to  drive  by.  As  the  memorial  attended  by  thousands  at  the  town’s  high  school 
ended,  people  in  black  dresses  and  dark  suits  joined  those  along  the  street. 

Many  were  hugging;  the  ceremony,  a  celebration  of  Warmbier’s  life,  had  been  funny  and 
eloquent,  much  like  the  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student  who  was  beloved  in  this  small 
suburb  of  Cincinnati  and  far  beyond. 

Friends  and  family  shared  memories  of,  as  one  put  it,  “this  inspiring  goofball  of  a  man,”  and  the 
essential  lessons  they  had  learned  from  him:  Work  hard,  explore  everything,  love  people,  think 
deeply  and  laugh  easily.  And  don’t  shake  hands  with  a  stranger  —  Warmbier  would  grab  people 
for  a  tight  embrace,  instead,  saying,  “Let’s  bring  it  in.  Hug  it  out.” 

His  little  sister  Greta  Warmbier  remembered  barreling  down  the  road  with  him  in  his  silver 
Chevy  Impala,  with  blue  dice  and  a  fuzzy  steering-wheel  cover,  windows  down,  singing  Cee  Lo 
Green’s  “Forget  You”  at  the  top  of  their  lungs.  Her  oldest  brother  loved  funny  movies,  she  said, 
but  she  chose  a  line  from  chick  flick  to  sum  up  his  life  cut  so  very  short:  I’d  rather  have  30 
minutes  of  wonderful  than  a  lifetime  of  nothing  special. 

Last  week,  when  Warmbier  finally  came  home,  people  tied  ribbons  to  the  trees  that  arch  over  the 
main  street  here  and  to  the  wooden  street  signs  hanging  from  wrought-iron  scrolls.  Otto 
Warmbier  had  been  imprisoned  in  North  Korea  for  nearly  a  year  and  a  half.  People  had  been 
praying  for  his  release.  But  he  returned  in  a  coma,  medically  evacuated,  so  the  close-knit 
community  sought,  without  words,  to  convey  how  much  they  felt. 

He  died  Monday,  surrounded  by  family. 
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Internationally,  his  death  reverberated.  Several  national  leaders  called  it  murder.  President 
Trump  called  it  a  disgrace.  It  worsened  already-raw  tensions  between  the  United  States  and 
North  Korea. 

At  home,  it  brought  people  together. 

By  7  a.m.  Thursday,  young  people  were  stepping  through  the  wet  grass  to  gather  outside 
Wyoming  High  School,  where  Warmbier  gave  a  joyful  graduation  speech  as  salutatorian  four 
years  ago.  His  speech  quoted  a  character  on  “The  Office”:  “I  wish  there  was  a  way  to  know 
you’re  in  the  good  old  days  before  you’ve  actually  left  them.”. 

Thousands  of  people  came  Thursday  to  celebrate  Otto  Warmbier,  together,  and  to  hold  onto  the 
good  old  days. 

The  surge  of  people  in  black,  walking  on  streets  so  quiet  the  birds  sounded  loud,  was  one  sign  of 
that  love. 

Shortly  before  9  a.m.,  there  were  still  hundreds  of  people  in  line,  and  officials  began  warning 
them  not  everyone  would  be  able  to  get  in.  The  high  school  had  capacity  for  2,500  people. 

The  ribbons  were  another.  Volunteers  had  gone  well  past  the  center  of  this  city  of  8,400  people, 
far  beyond  the  large  Victorian  houses,  stone  churches  and  graceful  old  trees,  to  ensure  that  the 
ribbons  in  Wyoming  City  Schools  colors  fluttered  all  along  the  route  from  the  high  school  to  the 
iron  gates  of  the  cemetery. 

There  were  other  signs  of  love:  Pops  of  orange,  for  one,  a  sign  that  friends  from  the  U-Va.  had 
arrived.  And  flashes  of  oddball,  as  people  wore  the  kinds  of  thrift-store  finds  that  made  him 
laugh. 

It  was  there  in  the  thoughtfulness  of  a  handwritten  sign  in  the  driveway  of  a  house  very  close  to 
the  memorial  service:  Please  park  here. 

It  was  there  in  a  Wyoming  park,  where  a  man  bounced  a  baby,  beaming,  over  his  head,  and  two 
boys  dropped  a  baseball  glove  and  a  scooter  and  sprawled  onto  the  grass  by  a  flagpole. 

The  American  flag,  just  overhead,  was  flying  at  half-staff. 

“I  think  today  we’re  seeing  good  and  evil  all  at  once,”  said  Sen.  Rob  Portman  (R-Ohio),  who 
/  came  to  the  ceremony  along  with  other  national  leaders.  The  good  was  people  holding  one 

another  close.  The  evil  was  just  as  palpable. 

“Otto  Warmbier  is  dead  because  of  North  Korea,”  he  said. 
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Inside  the  school,  people  looked  at  a  table  covered  with  Warmbier’s  belongings  from  the  trip;  a 
passport,  sneakers,  quirky  thrift-store  shirts.  There  were  far  too  many  people  to  fit  in  the 
auditorium;  many  pressed  close  on  bleachers  in  the  gym,  or  elsewhere. 

Rabbi  Jake  Rubin  paused  after  a  prayer,  to  say  that  Fred  and  Cindy  Warmbier  wanted  to  give 
special  thanks  to  Joseph  Yun,  a  State  Department  official  who  played  a  key  role  in  getting 
Warmbier  out  of  North  Korea.  People  stood  to  applaud  him. 

Rubin  talked  about  Warmbier’s  growing  Jewish  faith,  strengthened  on  a  trip  with  him  and  others 
at  U-Va.  to  Israel.  He  chose  the  name  Amit,  Rubin  said  —  fitting  for  someone  who  valued  • 
friendship  so  much. 

Several  friends  and  family  members  laughed  as  they  talked  about  Warmbier:  how  he  was  a 
hugger;  a  sweater;  a  guy  who  would  drag  you  to  the  dustiest,  crustiest  old  thrift  store;  how  often 
his  roommates  awakened  to  the  sound  of  Warmbier  singing,  off  pitch,  underground  rap. 

Emmett  Saulnier,  one  of  his  roommates  at  U-Va.,  remembered  traveling  the  world  and  how 
Warmbier  would  always  return  from  a  trip,  whether  a  summer  at  the  London  School  of 
Economics  or  a  trip  to  Cuba  with  his  mother,  glowing  from  the  adventure  of  it  all.  He  had  waited 
1 8  months,  he  said,  to  hear  what  he  thought  would  be  the  craziest  travel  story  ever. 

Sanjana  Sekhar  had  just  read  Jack  Kerouac  when  she  met  him  through  a  prestigious  U-Va. 
scholarship  for  the  most  intellectually  curious  students.  She  thought  of  this  line:  “The  only 
people  for  me  are  the  mad  ones,  the  ones  who  are  mad  to  live,  mad  to  talk,  mad  to  be  saved, 
desirous  of  everything  at  the  same  time,  the  ones  who  never  yawn  or  say  a  commonplace  thing, 
but  bum,  bum,  bum  like  fabulous  yellow  roman  candles  exploding  like  spiders  across  the  stars 
and  in  the  middle  you  see  the  blue  centerlight  pop  and  everybody  goes  ‘Awwwl’  ” 

“Otto  was  a  fabulous  yellow  Roman  candle  kind  of  person,”  she  said.  She  spoke  fondly  of  his 
empathy,  and  their  endless  talks  in  the  hall  outside  his  door,  on  long  drives,  in  the  garage  of  his 
fraternity.  He  pushed  her  to  be  better,  to  question  more,  to  give  everyone  in  life  a  chance. 

“I  look  forward  to  every  moment  of  pure  unfiltered  life  the  future  holds,”  she  said.  “To  never 
yawn,  or  say  a  commonplace  thing,  but  bum,  bum,  bum.  That  is  his  legacy.” 

Some  had  driven  to  Wyoming  straight  from  Charlottesville,  where  600  people  had  gathered  for  a 
candlelight  vigil  the  day  after  his  death.  There,  a  professor  spoke  of  the  Jewish  prayer  for 
mourners,  its  emphasis  not  on  death  and  loss  but  the  abiding  presence  of  God.  “There  are 
mysteries  we  cannot  fathom,”  he  said.  As  candles  glowed  in  the  amphitheater  around  them, 
friends  talked  about  his  brilliance,  his  adventurousness,  his  boundless  joy,  his  faith  in 
connection. 
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Alex  Vagonis,  his  girlfriend  at  U-Va.,  said  they  would  get  through  the  horror  of  his  death;  to  do 
otherwise  would  be  an  injustice  to  Warmbier,  “since  he  always  wanted  to  see  others  fly.” 

Sarah  Kenny,  a  student  leader  who  organized  the  vigil,  said  she  was  surprised  that  people  didn’t 
seem  more  angry,  more  vindictive  about  his  death.  “1  am  incredulous  that  after  going  through 
something  so  traumatic,  they  could  be  that  hopeful,”  she  said,  “and  just  —  full  of  love.” 

Warmbier  was  a  junior  at  U-Va.,  headed  for  a  career  in  finance,  when  he  went  to  North  Korea 
with  a  tour  group  on  the  way  to  a  study-abroad  program  in  Hong  Kong.  He  was  not  allowed  to 
leave  the  country.  He  was  charged  with  “hostile  acts  against  the  state,”  and  given  a  15-year 
sentence  after  a  sham  trial. 

His  parents  had  no  word  of  him  after  March  2,  2016,  until  earlier  this  month,  when  North  Korean 
officials  disclosed  that  he  was  in  a  coma,  and  had  been  for  more  than  a  year. 

So  after  his  death  Monday,  people  pulled  in  close,  flying  in  from  across  the  country,  or  walking 
from  home  down  the  street,  to  celebrate  Warmbier. 

Austin  Warmbier,  his  younger  brother,  spoke  last.  He  graciously'thanked  everyone  for  their 
support,  then  said:  Enough  with  the  formalities.  Can  you  imagine  how  miserable  Otto  made  my 
life? 

He  laughed  about  trying  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  an  older  brother  who  was  always  on  time, 
had  perfect  grades,  was  great  at  sports  and  incredibly  popular.  And  he  talked  about  how  much  he 
had  learned  from  him,  about  setting  goals,  about  discipline,  about  how  you  don’t  win  the  most 
friends  by  being  the  coolest,  the  most  judgmental. 

His  brother  missed  his  high  school  graduation,  he  said.  He  won’t  be  best  man  at  his  wedding.  His 
kids  will  never  have  an  Uncle  Otto. 

But  Otto  Warmbier  indelibly  made  him  who  he  is,  he  said,  just  as  he  had  shaped  so  many  people 
there.  “That’s  why  we  will  never  truly  lose  him.” 

Behind  him,  a  video  of  Warmbier  played,  shot  not  long  before  he  was  supposed  to  fly  out  of 
North  Korea.  He  was  with  his  tour  group  and  some  North  Korean  children,  throwing  snowballs, 
and  laughing  with  pure  delight. 

A  bagpipe  began  to  play. 

Otto  Warmbier’s  casket  was  carried  out,  and  driven  through  streets  lined  with  friends,  and  loving 
strangers,  to  the  cemetery. 

After  the  burial,  the  Warmbiers  had  invited  everyone  —  all  of  Wyoming,  U-Va.  friends,  doctors, 

'•  dignitaries  —  over  to  their  house.  Bring  it  in.  Hug  it  out.

Fox:  Around  2,000  gather  to  celebrate  life  of  student  who  died  after  North  Korea 
detainment 

June  22 

A  crowd  of  roughly  2,000  people  filled  a  high  school  auditorium  to  capacity  Friday  in  Otto 
Warmbier’s  hometown  to  celebrate  the  life  of  the  student  who  died  earlier  this  week  after  being 
detained  for  a  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  in  North  Korea,  sharing  stories  about  his  affinity  for  hugs, 
thrift-store  clothes-shopping  and  little-known  rap  music. 

"It  doesn't  really  feel  real  yet.  He's  so  young,  and  he's  been  gone  for  so  long,"  said  Grady  Beerck, 

22,  a  former  soccer  teammate,  told  The  Associated  Press.  "The  impact  he  made  is  always  going 
to  last  with  people." 

Around  2,000  mourners  arrived  at  the  morning  memorial  service  for  Warmbier  held  in  the 
auditorium  of  his  alma  mater,  Wyoming  High  School.  The  memorial  is  open  to  the  public,  but 
not  the  media.  Around  100  people  were  turned  away,  The  Associated  Press  reported. 

More  mourners  lined  the  street,  with  some  holding  signs  of  support  and  pressing  the  tips  of  their 
thumbs  together  to  form  a  "W,"  as  a  hearse  carried  away  the  casket  after  service. 

It  was  his  life  that  held  mourners'  attention  Thursday  as  they  fondly  remembered  a  spirited 
student-athlete  who  was  socially  magnetic  and  had  a  positive  impact  on  the  people  around  him, 
whether  it  was  in  class,  at  a  swim  club  or  in  his  travels. 

"Didn't  matter  what  time  of  day  or  what  he  was  doing,  he'd  drop  everything  to  help  his  friends," 
Beerck  said.  "He  was  a  goofy  kid.  He  always  just  lived  life  to  the  fullest." 

They  heard  stories  about  his  life,  rap  music  he  listened  to  and  his  habit  of  shopping  for  sweaters 
at  thrift  stores.  A  bagpiper  played  as  the  casket  was  carried  to  a  hearse. 

Cynthia  Meis,  his  college  admissions  counselor  from  high  school,  said  she  admires  the  strength 
displayed  by  Warmbier's  parents  in  the  face  of  such  loss  and  the  glare  of  international  media 
attention. 

"The  world  stage  is  secondary  to  the  fact  that  they've  lost  their  child,”  she  said,  "and  I  think  we 
can  all  certainly  appreciate  that." 

His  former  soccer  coach,  Steve  Thomas,  said  Warmbier  came  from  a  religious  family  and  was 
involved  in  mission  trips  and  a  birthright  trip  to  Israel.  "He  had  a  deep  desire  to  know  God  in  a 
personal  way,"  Thomas  said.  "He  wasn't  big  on  doing  things  because  he  was  supposed  to  do  it. 

He  did  things  because  he  wanted  to  do  them." 
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A  handout  for  the  funeral  featured  a  photo  of  Warmbier  posing  next  to  his  mother  and  included  a 
quote  from  his  salutatorian  speech  in  2013:  "This  is  our  season  finale.  This  is  the  end  of  one 
great  show,  but  just  the  beginning  to  hundreds  of  new  spin-offs." 

The  attendees  included  Ambassador  Joseph  Yun,  the  U.S.  special  envoy  who  traveled  to 
Pyongyang  to  bring  Warmbier  back,  and  U.S.  Sen.  Rob  Portman,  a  Republican  from  the 
Cincinnati  area. 

“This  process  has  been  an  example  of  evil  and  love  and  good,”  Portman  told  reporters  outside 
the  service,  Fox  19  reported.  “This  community  and  country  have  come  together  who  are  holding 
this  family  up  in  prayer.” 

He  added:  “We  have  also  seen  evil.  He  should’ve  never  been  detained.  The  North  Koreans  need 
to  be  held  accountable  for  that.  They  have  demonstrated  that  they  have  no  respect  for  the  rule  of 
law  and  they  showed  a  lack  of  respect  for  basic  human  dignity  and  rights.  The  fact  that  they 
didn’t  tell  his  parents  after  he  became  ill  is  atrocious.  Today  is  not  a  day  to  only  focus  on  that.” 

At  a  candlelight  vigil  Tuesday  on  the  University  of  Virginia  campus,  Warmbier's  girlfriend  at  the 
time  of  his  detention  described  the  loss  of  a  soul  mate.  Alex  Vagonis  said  she  drew  some  peace 
from  knowing  Warmbier  got  home  to  Ohio  before  his  death. 

Warmbier's  family  objected  to  an  autopsy,  so  the  Hamilton  County  coroner's  office  conducted 
only  an  external  examination  of  his  body.  Medical  records  have  been  reviewed,  and  his  condition 
was  discussed  extensively  by  treating  physicians  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Medical  Center, 
where  he  was  hospitalized  after  his  June  1 3  return. 

Warmbier's  parents  cited  "awful,  torturous  mistreatment"  by  North  Korea.  Doctors  last  week  said 
he  suffered  a  "severe  neurological  injury"  of  unknown  cause. 

He  was  sentenced  in  March  2016  to  15  years  in  prison  with  hard  labor.  His  family  said  it  was 
told  he  had  been  in  a  coma  since  soon  after  his  sentencing. 

He  is  the  first  American  to  die  after  being  released  from  North  Korean  custody  in  half  a  century. 

New  York  Post:  Hundreds  gather  for  Otto  Warmbier’s  funeral

WYOMING,  Ohio  —  North  Korea  killed  him,  and  on  Thursday  morning,  his  hometown 
mourned  and  buried  him. 

Otto  Warmbier  —  the  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student  who  was  fatally  injured  while 
in  the  custody  of  the  rogue  state  —  was  laid  to  rest  in  a  ceremony  that  included  projections  of 
photos  from  his  final  days  touring  in  Pyongyang  in  201 5. 
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He  died  Monday  at  a  Cincinnati  hospital,  days  after  he  was  returned  to  this  country. 

Throngs  of  tearful,  black-clad  mourners  turned  out  for  the  funeral  at  his  former  high  school, 

Wyoming  High  School,  in  a  suburb  just  north  of  Cincinnati,  where  four  years  ago,  Warmbier 
gave  a  heartfelt  salutatorian  speech  before  his  graduating  class. 

Warmbier  sustained  severe  brain  damage  and  fell  into  a  coma  in  a  North  Korean  prison  soon 
after  being  sentenced  to  15  years  of  hard  labor  for  stealing  a  propaganda  banner. 

More  than  2,000  mourners  packed  the  school’s  auditorium  for  the  9  a.m.  service  in  which 
Warmbier’s  brother,  Austin,  his  sister,  Greta,  his  girlfriend  and  close  pals  eulogized  him. 

A  pile  of  Warmbier’s  clothes  and  school  supplies,  including  a  graphic  calculator,  were  on  display 
as  mourners  filed  into  the  building. 

“It  doesn’t  matter  where  he  was  or  what  he  was  doing,  he  was  always  there  for  you  whenever 
you  needed  him,”  Austin  said  of  his  older  brother  before  the  sea  of  mourners. 

“Otto  was  the  most  popular,  well-liked  person  I’ve  ever  met,”  Austin  said,  adding,  “He  could 
make  a  friend  out  of  anyone,  it  doesn’t  matter  who  it  was.” 

Austin  said  that  it  was  “hard  following  in  Otto’s  footsteps.” 

“He  had  a  perfect  GPA,  was  the  captain  of  the  soccer  team,”  Austin  said. 

“When  I  used  to  get  in  trouble  with  my  parents,  Otto  would  call  them  from  Charlottesville  and 
try  to  convince  them  I  wasn’t  the  horrible  child  they  thought  I  was,”  said  Austin,  causing 
mourners  to  chuckle. 

Warmbier’s  longtime  girlfriend  Alex  Vagonis  said:  “It  was  not  just  my  life  he  made  more 
colorful,  but  everyone  else’s.” 

“Every  person  who  had  the  privilege  of  interacting  with  him,  even  just  momentarily,  saw  the 
magnetic  effect  he  had,”  she  said.  “I  cannot  [express]  how  lucky  I  am,  how  lucky  we  all  are  to 
have  shared  our  lives  and  experiences  with  this  inspiring  goofball  of  a  man.” 

Rabbi  Jake  Rubin,  who  took  Warmbier  on  a  birthright  trip  to  Israel  with  his  fraternity  brothers, 
called  Warmbier  “one  of  the  most  intellectually  curious  people  I’ve  ever  met”  in  a  speech. 

During  his  visit  to  North  Korea  with  a  China-based  tour  company,  Warmbier  was  convicted  after 
a  one-hour  trial  in  January  2016. 

Speaking  earlier  to  reporters  outside  the  funeral  service,  Sen.  Rob  Portman  (R-Ohio)  said, 

“Today  is  a  solemn  day,  but  it  is  also  a  day  the  Warmbier  family  would  like  to  celebrate  the  life 
of  a  bright  young  man.” 
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“Today  we  are  seeing  good  and  evil  all  at  once  —  the  good,  of  course,  is  the  support  and  the  love 
this  family  is  receiving  the  support  from  this  community,”  said  Portman,  who  added,  “This 
college  kid  never  should  have  been  detained  in  the  first  place.” 

Portman  called  what  happened  to  Warmbier  in  North  Korea  “appalling.” 

President  Trump,  who  did  not  attend  the  funeral,  has  blasted  Warmbier’ s  detention  and  ultimate 
death  as  “a  total  disgrace.” 

Scores  of  mourners  lined  Springfield  Pike  for  the  funeral  procession  to  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  in 
Glendale,  where  Warmbier  will  be  buried. 

NPR:  Mourners  Remember  Otto  Warmbier  At  Hometown  Funeral 

June  22  at  6:00  PM  ET 

Throngs  of  mourners  paid  their  final  respects  to  Otto  Warmbier  Thursday  at  a  public  funeral  at 
the  high  school  he  attended  near  Cincinnati.  Just  four  years  ago,  Warmbier  graduated  from  the 
school  as  the  salutatorian. 

The  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student  was  detained  in  North  Korea  for  17  months  and 
died  on  Monday,  shortly  after  he  returned  to  the  United  States  in  a  coma. 

"It  doesn't  really  feel  real  yet,"  his  former  soccer  teammate  Grady  Beerck  said,  accordinu  to  The 
Associated  Press.  "He's  so  young,  and  he's  been  gone  for  so  long.  The  impact  he  made  is  always 
going  to  last  with  people." 

Beerck  described  Warmbier  as  a  "goofy  kid"  who  would  "drop  anything  to  help  his  friends." 

An  estimated  2,000  people  packed  Wyoming  High  School,  in  Wyoming,  Ohio,  with  more  lining 
the  streets,  CNN  reports.  The  service  took  place  in  the  arts  center,  which  could  hold  only  800 
people,  so  many  more  watched  on  screens  set  up  in  overflow  rooms. 

Warmbier's  brother,  sister  and  friends  spoke  at  the  service,  NPR  member  station  WVXU  in 
Cincinnati  reports. 

Inside  the  arts  center,  some  of  the  personal  items  Warmbier  took  to  North  Korea  were  on 
display:  a  wallet,  a  University  of  Virginia  notebook  and  the  cream-colored  linen  blazer  he  wore 
there,  CNN  says. 

Warmbier's  North  Korean  trip  was  only  supposed  to  be  a  five-day  tour.  But  he  was  arrested  in 
Pyongyang  in  January  2016  and,  as  we  have  reported,  was  accused  of  trying  to  steal  a 
propaganda  poster.  He  was  sentenced  to  1 5  years  in  prison  and  hard  labor. 

Warmbier  was  returned  to  the  United  States  last  week  in  a  coma.  North  Korea  said  he  had 
contracted  botulism  and  that  it  was  releasing  him  on  "humanitarian  grounds." 
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But  the  doctors  who  examined  him  after  his  return  disputed  the  botulism  claim  and  said  he  had 
"extensive  loss  of  tissue"  in  his  brain. 

Ohio  Sen.  Rob  Portman,  who  had  met  with  North  Korean  officials  in  New  York  to  press  for 
Warmbier's  release,  attended  the  funeral. 

"North  Korea  needs  to  be  held  accountable  for  what  happened  to  Otto  Warmbier,"  Portman  said. 
"They’ve  shown  through  their  treatment  of  Otto  a  disregard  for  basic  human  rights,  for  human 
dignity." 

Portman  said  sanctions  against  North  Korea  should  be  tightened,  WVXU  reports. 

As  a  hearse  carried  Warmbier's  coffin  away,  some  mourners  held  up  their  fingers  in  the  shape  of 
a  "W,"  for  his  name,  according  to  AP. 

A  Hamilton  County  Coroner  has  not  yet  determined  Warmbier's  cause  of  death.  According  to  his 
family's  wishes,  no  autopsy  was  performed.  But  a  statement  from  the  coroner  said,  "There  are 
additional  medical  records  and  imaging  to  review  and  people  to  interview." 

The  Hill:  State  Department  officials  attend  Otto  Warmbier's  funeral

State  Department  officials  attended  the  funeral  of  Otto  Warmbier,  the  American  student  who 
died  earlier  this  week  after  being  held  in  North  Korea  for  17  months. 

State  Department  officials  at  the  funeral  included  Joseph  Yun,  the  State  Department's  special 
representative  for  North  Korea,  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  John  Sullivan,  ABC 
News  reported. 

Hundreds  of  people  lined  up  for  the  service  in  Ohio,  which  was  open  to  the  public  but  closed  to 
the  press,  according  to  ABC. 

Warmbier  died  Monday  after  being  released  last  week  from  North  Korea,  where  he  had  been 
held  for  about  1 7  months. 

“It  is  our  sad  duty  to  report  that  our  son,  Otto  Warmbier,  has  completed  his  journey  home. 

Surrounded  by  his  loving  family,  Otto  died  at  2:20pm,”  Warmbier’s  parents  said  in  a  statement 
Monday,  according  to  an  Ohio-based  paper. 

North  Korea's  high  court  had  sentenced  Warmbier,  a  student  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  to  15 
years  in  prison  with  hard  labor  after  he  allegedly  tried  to  steal  a  political  poster. 

Warmbier's  parents  said  their  son  had  been  in  a  coma  for  more  than  a  year  before  he  was 
medically  evacauted  from  North  Korea. 
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Earlier  this  week,  President  Trump  said  China  has  tried  to  help  the  United  States  solve  increasing 
tensions  with  North  Korea,  but  "it  has  not  worked  out.” 

White  House  press  secretary  Sean  Spicer  did  not  have  a  specific  answer  when  asked  at  Tuesday's 
press  briefing  how  the  administration  would  respond  to  Warmbier's  death. 

ABC:  American  student  who  died  after  release  from  North  Korea  mourned  at  funeral

Otto  Warmbier,  an  American  college  student  who  died  just  days  after  North  Korea  released  him 
from  prison,  was  laid  to  rest  in  his  hometown  of  Cincinnati  on  Thursday. 

A  funeral  service  was  held  Thursday  morning  at  Wyoming  High  School  in  Wyoming,  Ohio,  a 
suburb  of  Cincinnati,  where  Warmbier  was  the  salutatorian  of  his  2013  graduating  class.  The 
service  was  open  to  the  public  but  closed  to  the  press,  according  to  a  press  release  from  the 
funeral  home. 

^  Hundreds  of  people  were  seen  lined  up  outside  the  school's  Pendery  Center  for  the  Arts,  waiting 

to  enter  the  auditorium  for  the  service.  Joseph  Yun,  the  State  Department's  special  representative 
for  North  Korea,  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  Joseph  Sullivan  were  in  attendance. 

Warmbier’s  belongings  from  his  time  in  North  Korea,  including  the  jacket  he  wore  during  his 
trial  in  Pyongyang,  were  displayed  at  the  service. 

Bagpipes  blared  after  the  service  as  his  casket  was  carried  out  of  the  building  toward  a  hearse, 
followed  by  a  long  line  of  mourners. 

Nearby  trees  were  adorned  with  blue  and  white  ribbons,  the  high  school’s  colors,  in  honor  of 
Warmbier. 

He  was  then  buried  at  the  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  and  Arboretum  in  Cincinnati. 

Warmbier,  a  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student,  was  detained  by  North  Korea  for  nearly 
1 7  months  before  he  was  medically  evacuated  and  flown  to  Cincinnati  on  June  1 3.  He  was  then 
rushed  to  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Medical  Center.  North  Korea  claimed  that  he  slipped  into 
a  coma  after  contracting  botulism  and  taking  a  sleeping  pill  shortly  after  his  sentencing. 

He  was  arrested  in  January  2016  at  the  airport  in  Pyongyang  for  allegedly  trying  to  steal  a 
propaganda  poster  while  he  was  visiting  North  Korea  on  a  sightseeing  tour  organized  by  a 
Chinese-based  company.  After  a  one-hour  trial  in  March  2016,  he  was  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  15  years  of  hard  labor. 

At  a  news  conference  that  day,  his  father,  Fred  Warmbier,  revealed  that  President  T  rump  called 
him  a  day  earlier  to  ask  about  his  son  and  the  rest  of  his  family.  Warmbier  said  Trump,  who  was 
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"very  candid”  during  the  telephone  call,  told  him  Secretary  of  State  Rex  Tillerson  and  other  U.S. 
officials  worked  hard  to  negotiate  his  son's  release. 

Fred  Warmbier  told  reporters  at  a  news  conference  that  the  North  Korean  regime  deemed  his  son 
a  "war  criminal"  and  "brutalized  and  terrorized”  him  during  his  detainment. 

At  that  news  conference,  doctors  from  the  University  of  Cincinnati  Medical  Center  said  Otto 
Warmbier  suffered  from  injuries  related  to  cardiopulmonary  arrest  and  was  in  a  state  of 
unresponsive  wakefulness,  characterized  by  a  lack  of  awareness  of  one’s  environment  and  self 
despite  being  awake.  They  said  that  scans  showed  extensive  loss  of  tissue  in  all  regions  of  his 
brain  and  that  they  found  no  evidence  of  botulism. 

"This  pattern  of  brain  injury  is  usually  seen  as  result  of  cardiopulmonary  arrest,  where  blood 
supply  to  the  brain  is  inadequate  for  a  period  of  time,  resulting  in  the  death  of  brain  tissue,”  Dr. 

Daniel  Kanter  told  reporters  at  the  news  conference. 

He  said  Warmbier  was  breathing  on  his  own  at  the  time  and  his  vital  signs  were  normal  but  he 
could  not  speak  or  move  voluntarily. 

"He  shows  no  signs  of  understanding  language  ...  He  has  not  spoken.  He  has  not  engaged  in  any 
purposeful  movements,”  Kanter  said.  "He  has  profound  weakness  of  contraction  in  his  arms  and 
legs." 

According  to  Dr.  Jordan  Bonomo,  Warmbier  had  "no  fractures  to  the  bone  and  has  minor 
blemishes  on  his  skin.  We  see  no  evidence  of  an  acute  or  healing  fracture." 

Warmbier  died  six  days  after  he  was  returned  home. 

"It  is  our  sad  duty  to  report  that  our  son,  Otto  Warmbier,  has  completed  his  journey  home. 

Surrounded  by  his  loving  family,  Otto  died,"  his  parents  wrote  in  a  statement  Monday. 

"Unfortunately,  the  awful  torturous  mistreatment  our  son  received  at  the  hands  of  the  North 
Koreans  ensured  that  no  other  outcome  was  possible,"  they  said. 

The  Warmbiers  added  that  they  are  "at  peace"  and  "at  home." 

The  Hamilton  County  Coroner's  Office  in  Ohio  examined  Otto  Warmbier  after  his  death  and 
announced  that  his  family  declined  an  autopsy,  leaving  his  cause  of  death  a  medical  mystery  for 
now. 

"The  family's  objection  to  an  autopsy  was  honored,  and  only  an  external  examination  was 
performed,"  the  coroner's  office  said  in  a  statement  Tuesday  night. 

In  addition  to  the  external  exam,  the  coroner’s  office  reviewed  his  medical  records  from  the 
University  of  Cincinnati  Medical  Center  and  AeroMed  Management  Group,  the  air  ambulance 
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service  that  helped  evacuate  him  from  Pyongyang,  where  he  had  been  detained.  The  coroner's 
office  also  had  "extensive  conversations"  with  Warmbier’s  treating  physician  at  the  University  of 
Cincinnati  Medical  Center,  according  to  the  statement. 

"No  conclusions  about  the  cause  and  manner  of  Mr.  Warmbier's  death  have  been  drawn  at  this 
time,  as  there  are  additional  medical  records  and  imaging  to  review  and  people  to  interview,"  the 
coroner's  office  said  in  its  statement.  "Our  deepest  sympathies  are  with  the  family  and  friends  of 
Mr.  Warmbier  at  this  time  of  their  tragic  loss."

Plans  made  for  funeral  of  Ohio  student  held  in  North  Korea

WYOMING,  Ohio  —  About  50  volunteers  tied  blue  and  white  ribbons  along  a  road  leading  from 
a  high  school  to  a  cemetery  in  the  hometown  of  a  college  student  who  was  detained  for  nearly  a 
year  and  a  half  in  North  Korea  and  was  returned  home  in  a  coma  last  week  and  died  days  later. 

Wyoming  officials  say  the  celebration  of  life  for  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student  Otto 
Warmbier  will  be  Thursday  in  the  Wyoming  High  School  auditorium.  The  service  is  open  to  the 
public  but  not  the  media. 

The  Hamilton  County  coroner  is  trying  to  determine  the  cause  of  Warmbier’s  death  Monday. 

Warmbier  was  accused  in  January  2015  of  trying  to  steal  a  propaganda  banner  at  his  hotel  while 
visiting  North  Korea,  tearfully  confessed  and  was  convicted  of  subversion. 

Ohio’s  Republican  U.S.  senator  said  Wednesday  he  had  a  secret  meeting  with  North  Korean 
officials  in  New  York  last  December  to  press  for  Warmbier’s  release.  Sen.  Rob  Portman 
wouldn’t  provide  many  details  but  said  the  diplomats  indicated  they  would  relay  his  request. 

The  senator,  from  the  Cincinnati  area,  said  he  planned  to  attend  Warmbier’s  funeral  in 
Wyoming,  a  Cincinnati  suburb.  Also  attending  will  be  Ambassador  Joseph  Yun,  the  U.S.  special 
envoy  who  traveled  to  Pyongyang  to  bring  Warmbier  back,  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  John 
Sullivan,  the  Department  of  State  said. 

At  a  candlelight  vigil  Tuesday  on  the  University  of  Virginia  campus,  Warmbier’s  girlfriend  at 
the  time  of  his  detention  described  the  loss  of  a  soul  mate.  Alex  Vagonis  said  she  drew  some 
peace  from  knowing  Warmbier  got  home  before  his  death. 

An  organizer  working  with  volunteers  didn’t  want  them  to  speak  to  reporters  on  Wednesday 
morning  as  they  decorated  the  route  in  the  school’s  colors  for  the  final  trip  of  the  adventurous 
student,  fondly  remembered  at  his  high  school  as  popular,  smart  and  active  in  sports. 
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Earlier  this  week,  Jay  Klein,  a  rising  sophomore  at  DePauw  University,  recalled  joining  the 
Wyoming  High  soccer  team  as  a  freshman  and  getting  to  know  Warmbier  as  one  of  the 
friendliest,  most  spirited  seniors  playing. 

“  Walking  around  the  hallways  at  school,  you  don  7  really  expect  seniors  to  come  up  to  you  as  a 
freshman,  ”  Klein  said.  "He  was  one  of  the  only  guys  who  would  come  up  to  me  and  ask  me  how 
my  day  was  doing  and  that  kind  of  thing.  " 

Klein  said  fellow  players  looked  up  to  Warmbier  on  and  off  the  field,  admiring  his  light-hearted 
spirit,  his  passion  for  the  game  and  his  love  for  travel. 

.  Wambier’s  parents  cited  “awful,  torturous  mistreatment”  by  North  Korea.  Doctors  last  week 
said  he  suffered. a  “severe  neurological  injury”  of  unknown  cause.

Joseph  Yun,  the  US  special  representative  for  North  Korea  policy,  who 
visited  Pyongyang  and  brought  Warmbier  home.  Yun  conveyed  a  condolence  message  from 
South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae-in  to  Warmbier's  family. 

Others  included  Sen.  Rob  Portman  (R-OH)  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  John  Sullivan. 

Portman  was  quoted  as  telling  reporters  that  Warmbier  was  an  "amazing  young  man"  and  North 
Korea  must  be  held  accountable  for  his  death. 
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Warmbier,  a  22-year-old  University  of  Virginia  student,  died  Monday,  six  days  after  he  returned 
to  his  Ohio  home  in  a  coma  after 

17  months  of  detention  in  the  North  for  taking  down  a  political  propaganda  sign  from  a  hotel. 

North  Korean  officials  claimed  Warmbier  fell  into  a  coma  in  March  last  year  due  to  botulism  and 
a  sleeping  pill.  Doctors  in  the  US  said  Warmbier  had  severe  brain  damage  and  was  in  a  state  of 
"unresponsive  wakefulness." 

His  family  blamed  the  "awful  torturous  mistreatment  our  son  received  at  the  hands  of  the  North 
Koreans." 

US  President  Donald  Trump  has  condemned  the  "brutality"  of  the  North  Korean  regime  and 
Secretary  of  State  Rex  Tillerson  vowed  to  hold  Pyongyang  accountable  for  the  death.

What  if  three  very  different  U.S.  presidents  were  to  succeed  each  other  in  office,  each  focused  like  a  laser  on  undoing 
what  he  saw  as  the  gravely  damaging  policies  of  his  predecessor?  And  what  if,  in  so  doing,  the  three  actually 
compounded  the  damage  done  by  the  others?  And  what  if,  thanks  to  the  handiwork  of  the  all-powerful  God  of  Irony, 
the  three  would  someday  be  seen  by  history  as  the  central  collaborators  in  writing  the  closing  chapter  on  Pax 
Americana,  the  more-than-70-year  period  that  may  someday  be  seen  as  the  pinnacle  of  U.S.  global  influence? 

This  is,  of  course,  the  story  of  the  first  three  American  presidents  of  the  21st  century.  They  were  as  different  as  any 
three  presidents  in  American  history.  In  temperament,  professional  experience,  ideology,  character  and  the  advisers 
with  which  they  surrounded  themselves,  they  couldn't  have  been  less  alike.  One  was  a  Republican  traditionalist,  one 
was  a  liberal  Democrat,  one  was  a  pathological  narcissist.  Each  had  a  different  idea  of  what  America's  role  in  the  world 
should  be.  And  yet  in  the  end,  each  took  steps  that  alienated  American  allies,  strengthened  our  enemies,  undercut 
institutions  and  alliances  on  which  we  have  depended  for  three-quarters  of  a  century,  and  mismanaged  American 
foreign  policy  in  ways  that  left  America  demonstrably  weaker.  You  probably  couldn't  get  the  three  of  them  to  agree  on 
what  to  have  for  dinner,  but  somehow  they  worked  in  accidental  harmony  to  diminish  an  American  global  leadership 
role  that  was  unrivaled  by  any  nation  or  empire  in  history. 

George  W.  Bush's  overreach  and  unilateralism  produced  alienation  among  bur  allies  and  strengthened  our  enemies. 
Barack  Obama's  desire  to  undo  Bush's  policies  and  avoid  making  the  same  mistakes  led  him  to  retreat  too  far  and  to  be 
too  indecisive  in  the  face  of  challenges.  And  then  came  Donald  Trump.  Thanks  to  his  special  breed  of  ignorance, 
incompetence,  incoherence  and  bluster,  he  is  seen  not  just  as  furthering  American  decline  but  as  a  symbol  of  it. 
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World  leaders  have  reacted.  German  Chancellor  Angela  Merkel  asserted;  "The  times  when  we  could  completely  rely  on 
others  are  to  an  extent,  over."  Chrystia  Freeland,  Canada's  foreign  minister  said  earlier  this  month  in  a  speech,  that  the 
United  States  "has  come  to  question  the  very  worth  of  its  mantle  of  global  leadership Even  before  Trump  took  office, 
just  based  on  his  campaign  rhetoric,  China's  leader  Xi  iinping  told  the  World  Economic  Forum  in  Davos,  Switzerland,  that 
China  was  ready  to  lead  the  international  system  if  the  United  States  would  not. 

Other  leaders  have  begun  to  tweak  the  United  States.  From  French  President  Emmanuel  Macron's  video  making  the 
case  to  "make  our  planet  great  again"  to  former  Mexican  president  Vicente  Fox's  hilarious  video  that  asserted  to  Trump, 
"Amigo,  you  have  a  ton  of  flaws,"  the  mockery  is  unprecedented.  And  of  course,  the  ultimate  Trump  tweaker  —  who 
was  also  known  for  testing  the  limits  of  Bush  and  Obama  —  is  Vladimir  Putin.  But,  of  course,  this  is  where  the  story  goes 
from  bad  to  worse.  Putin  &  Co.  didn't  just  tweak.  They  hacked  —  both  testing  American  limits  and  betting  that  we  did 
not  have  the  will  to  get  tough  in  a  meaningful  way.  And  the  Russian  president's  wager  was  not  based  purely  on  Trump's 
actions.  Putin  bet  he  could  tamper  with  U.S.  democracy  and  that  the  cost  to  Russia  would  be  low  in  part  because  he  had 
previously  successfully  calculated  he  could  invade  Georgia  and  Crimea  without  paying  a  real  price. 

Marietje  Schaake,  a  European  Union  parliamentarian,  observed  with  regard  to  the  phenomenon  of  United  States's 
retreat,  "The  vacuum  may  encourage  people  all  over  the  world  to  seize  the  moment  of  an  absent  United  States." 
Certainly,  Russia  and  China  are  seeking  to  do  just  that.  Elsewhere,  to  choose  a  prominent  current  example,  we  have  seen 
Saudi  Arabia  and  allied  states  in  the  Gulf  begin  to  take  a  more  assertive  role  in  shaping  Middle  East  affairs. 

While  some  in  the  United  States  and  around  the  world  might  have  long  been  hoping  for  a  changed  —  less  onerous  or 
less  dominant,  respectively  —  U.S,  role  in  the  world,  we  are  swiftly  discovering  the  downsides  of  such  a  shift.  For 
example,  America  for  years  has  said  the  countries  of  the  Middle  East  should  play  a  greater  role  in  determining  the 
region's  future.  But  now  we  are  coming  to  see  (as  we  should  have  expected)  that  how  they  do  this  might  not  dovetail 
with  U.S.  interests,  practices  or  priorities.  And  as  we  have  also  seen,  some  of  those  who  are  filling  the  U.S.  void  are  just 
bad  actors  —  from  Russia  to  North  Korea  to  Iran. 

Combine  that  with  weakened  international  institutions,  emerging  top  powers  with  less  experience  and  clout  than  the 
United  States  and  —  barring  a  deliberate  change  of  direction  by  America's  people  and  presidents  —  two  things  are 
certain.  One  is  that,  thanks  to  the  inadvertent  collaboration  of  Bush,  Obama  and  Trump,  we  are  in  for  a  messy, 
dangerous  period  in  global  affairs.  And  the  second  is  that  the  period  most  likely  to  follow  Pax  Americana  is  one  that  will 
likely  be  defined  by  nostalgia  for  Pax  Americana.

C.I.A.  Set  Up  Secret  Back  Channel  With  Syria  to  Try  to  Free  U.S.  Hostage 

June  23, 2017

WASHINGTON  —  In  the  early  days  of  the  Trump  administration,  national  security  officials 
began  exploring  ways  to  free  Austin  Tice,  an  American  journalist  and  a  former  Marine  officer 
believed  to  be  held  by  the  Syrian  government.  His  case  has  frustrated  investigators  and  diplomats 
since  he  disappeared  while  on  assignment  nearly  five  years  ago. 

White  House  officials  decided,  because  of  the  delicacy  of  the  situation,  to  set  up  a  back  channel. 
Given  the  deteriorated  relations  between  the  United  States  and  Syria,  options  were  limited.  So  in 
early  February,  Mike  Pompeo,  the  C.I.A.  director,  spoke  on  the  phone  with  Ali  Mamlouk,  the 
head  of  Syria’s  National  Security  Bureau  intelligence  service,  a  man  accused  of  human  rights 
abuses  during  the  country’s  civil  war  and  slapped  with  sanctions  by  the  United  States.  The  call 
was  the  highest-level  contact  between  the  governments  in  years. 

Though  Mr.  Pompeo’ s  discussion  with  Mr.  Mamlouk  prompted  further  communications  that 
renewed  hope  that  Mr.  Tice  would  be  freed,  the  operation  fizzled  out  after  the  Syrian 
government’s  nerve  gas  attack  in  rebel-held  northern  Syria  in  April  and  the  American  missile 
strike  in  response,  according  to  several  former  United  States  officials  who  spoke  on  the  condition 
of  anonymity  because  the  efforts  to  free  Mr.  Tice  remain  secret. 

The  plight  of  Americans  held  hostage  by  reclusive  foreign  governments  has  received  renewed 
attention  since  the  death  on  Monday  of  Otto  F.  Warmbier,  a  22-year-old  college  student  from 
Ohio  who  was  arrested  in  North  Korea  in  January  2016.  Many  of  the  most  difficult  cases  involve 
nations  —  like  Syria  —  that  have  no  diplomatic  relations  with  the  United  States,  giving 
American  officials  little  leverage  to  negotiate.  Outreach  to  Syria  by  President  Trump’s 
administration  shows  how  far  it  has  been  willing  to  go  to  secure  the  release  of  Americans  held 
abroad. 

“Sometimes  the  magic  works,  sometimes  it  doesn’t,”  said  Daniel  R.  Russel,  an  assistant 
secretary  of  state  under  President  Barack  Obama. 

While  Mr.  Warmbier  was  put  on  trial  and  his  family  knew  he  was  being  held  by  the  North 
Korean  government,  Mr.  Tice’s  case  has  been  a  conundrum.  The  United  States  believes  the 
Syrian  government  is  holding  him,  but  it  has  no  proof.  Syria  insists  it  does  not  know  what 
happened  to  him. 

“Austin  Tice  is  not  in  the  hands  of  Syrian  authorities,  and  we  don’t  have  any  information  about 
him  at  all,”  Deputy  Foreign  Minister  Faisal  Mekdad  told  The  Associated  Press  last  year. 

The  Tice  family  declined  to  comment,  as  did  the  C.I.A.  and  the  F.B.I. 
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Mr.  Tice,  a  former  Marine  captain  from  Texas,  left  for  Syria  before  his  final  year  in  Georgetown 
Law  School.  He  traveled  to  the  region  and  had  been  freelancing  for  news  media  outlets  when  he 
was  abducted  in  August  2012. 

A  month  later,  Mr.  Tice  appeared  blindfolded  in  a  video  that  shows  masked  men  with  assault 
rifles.  Looking  scared  and  disheveled,  he  uttered  a  few  words  in  Arabic  and  then  vanished. 

Former  American  officials  believe  that  the  government  of  President  Bashar  al-Assad  of  Syria 
took  Mr.  Tice  and  that  the  video  was  a  crude  ploy  to  blame  militants  for  his  abduction. 

Despite  its  antagonistic  relationship  with  the  United  States,  there  is  ample  motive  and  precedent 
for  the  Syrian  government  to  speak  with  high-level  American  officials.  Before  the  civil  war, 
there  were  several  such  contacts,  including  one  in  2010  between  Mr.  Mamlouk  and  Daniel 
Benjamin,  who  served  as  the  coordinator  for  counterterrorism  in  the  State  Department  in  the 
Obama  administration. 

Even  after  the  war  broke  out  and  the  United  States  adopted  a  policy  of  pushing  for  Mr.  Assad’s 
ouster,  Syrian  officials  were  open  to  communicating  with  Americans,  diplomats  say. 

“The  Syrian  government  would  like  to  reduce  the  extent  of  its  isolation,”  said  Robert  S.  Ford,  an 
American  ambassador  to  Damascus  during  the  Obama  administration.  “The  Syrians  are  a  very 
supple,  nasty  group.  They’re  willing  to  talk  all  the  time.  That’s  just  how  they  do  business.” 

After  the  election,  American  officials  decided  to  brief  Jared  Kushner,  Mr.  Trump’s  son-in-law, 
and  Stephen  K.  Bannon,  who  became  the  president’s  chief  strategist,  about  the  efforts  to  bring 
Mr.  Tice  home.  Mr.  Bannon  was  dismissive  of  Mr.  Tice,  raising  questions  about  why  he  had 
gone  to  Syria  in  the  first  place,  former  officials  said. 

Still,  after  Mr.  Trump  took  office,  the  administration  moved  forward,  resulting  in  Mr.  Pompeo’s 
phone  call  with  Mr.  Mamlouk  in  which  he  raised  the  issue  of  Mr.  Tice.  It  is  not  clear  what 
exactly  the  two  men  said,  but  the  United  States  later  suggested  to  Mr.  Mamlouk  that  freeing  Mr. 
Tice  would  go  a  long  way  as  the  administration  shaped  its  broader  Syria  policy,  according  to  the 
former  officials. 

It  seemed  like  the  best  chance  yet  to  bring  Mr.  Tice  home.  Administration  officials  began  trying 
to  figure  out  how  the  Syrians  might  explain  his  lengthy  disappearance.  After  the  Americans 
received  proof  of  life,  the  Syrians  would  announce  they  had  found  Mr.  Tice,  crafting  a  narrative 
to  explain  his  abduction.  Mr.  Tice  would  be  put  on  trial  for  violating  the  country’s  immigration 
laws  and  then  pardoned  by  Mr.  Assad.  After  Mr.  Tice  landed  on  American  soil,  Mr.  Trump 
would  call  Mr.  Assad. 

But  that  never  happened,  and  some  former  diplomats  pointed  to  a  comment  in  March  by  Nikki  R. 
Haley,  the  American  ambassador  to  the  United  Nations,  who  said  the  United  States  did  not  view 
Mr.  Assad’s  removal  as  a  policy  priority.  “You  pick  and  choose  your  battles,”  Ms.  Haley  told 
reporters,  “and  when  we’re  looking  at  this,  it’s  about  changing  up  priorities.  And  our  priority  is 
no  longer  to.  sit  there  and  focus  on  getting  Assad  out.” 

Her  comments  were  unusual,  former  diplomats  said.  The  administration  had  weakened  its 
negotiating  position  by  giving  the  Syrian  government  something  it  wanted  —  the  president’s 
tacit  approval  of  Mr.  Assad  —  without  demanding  anything  in  return. 
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“The  administration  said  Assad  could  stay  but  got  nothing  for  it,”  said  James  O’Brien,  the  former 
special  presidential  envoy  for  hostage  affairs  under  the  Obama  administration.  “You  only  make 
that  statement  if  you  get  Austin  Tice  home.” 

Andrew  J.  Tabler,  a  senior  fellow  at  the  Washington  Institute  for  Near  East  Policy,  said  that  it 
was  always  going  to  be  hard  to  get  Mr.  Tice  out  of  Syria  but  that  recent  events  had  made  it  even 
harder.  “What  the  regime  requires  is  for  us  to  overlook  what  they  do,”  Mr.  Tabler  said,  referring 
to  the  gas  attack.  “That’s  a  big  deal.  There  is  no  way  the  U.S.  is  going  to  ignore  these  actions.” 

American  officials  suspect  that  Mr.  Mamlouk  or  Brig.  Gen.  Bassam  al-Hassan,  an  adviser  to  Mr. 
Assad,  knows  Mr.  Tice’s  whereabouts.  Like  Mr.  Mamlouk,  Mr.  Hassan  has  been  hit  with 
sanctions  by  the  United  States. 

Last  year,  the  American  intelligence  community  concluded  with  moderate  to  high  confidence  in 
a  secret  analysis  that  Mr.  Tice  was  alive,  based  partly  on  a  report  that  he  had  been  seen  at  a 
hospital  in  Damascus,  being  treated  for  dehydration. 

Mr.  Tice  was  not  the  only  American  held  in  Syria.  Kevin  Patrick  Dawes,  a  freelance 
photographer  from  San  Diego,  was  abducted  in  2012  by  government  forces.  In  late  2014,  the 
Syrians  acknowledged  holding  Mr.  Dawes,  then  freed  him  in  April  2016  for  health  reasons, 
officials  said.

At  times,  the.  Russian  government,  which  is  allied  with  Syria,  tried  to  parlay  the  release  of  Mr. 
Tice,  Mr.  Dawes  and  others  with  ties  to  the  United  States  who  were  being  held  in  Syria  to  its 
advantage.  In  talks  with  American  officials,  the  Russians  suggested  they  might  be  able  to  help  in 
exchange  for  the  release  of  Russians  imprisoned  in  the  United  States.  The  Americans  also  floated 
the  idea  of  freeing  a  Russian  spy  for  Mr.  Tice,  but  Russian  officials  did  not  respond  to  the  offer. 

Ultimately,  American  officials  concluded  that  the  Russians  did  not  know  where  Mr.  Tice  was  or 
who  was  holding  him. 

Several  Americans  also  remain  held  in  Iran,  including  an  elderly  father  and  his  son;  in  addition,  a 
former  F.B.I.  agent  and  C.I.A.  contractor,  Robert  A.  Levinson,  disappeared  on  the  island  of  Kish 
in  2007.  At  least  three  others  are  still  being  detained  in  North  Korea.  Officials  worry  the 
government  there  could  arrest  more. 

The  momentum  to  free  Mr.  Tice  came  to  a  halt  in  April  when  the  Syrian  government  unleashed 
the  gas  attack  on  its  own  civilians,  killing  dozens  of  men,  women  and  children.  In  the  days  that 
followed,  Mr.  Trump  ordered  a  strike  on  a  Syrian  air  base  used  to  carry  out  the  gas  attack. 

Mr.  Trump  said  in  a  recent  interview  that  Mr.  Assad  was  “truly  an  evil  person.”  The  situation 
only  worsened  in  recent  days  as  the  United  States  shot  down  a  Syrian  fighter  jet. 

Mr.  Tabler  said  the  time  was  not  right  for  a  deal  over  Mr.  Tice,  who  will  turn  36  in  August. 
“We’re  not  there,”  he  said.  “That’s  sad  for  Austin  Tice  and  his  family.  Everybody  wishes  that  it 
had  been  different.  That’s  just  a  hard  reality.”

Korean  government,  Mr.  Tice’s  case  has  been  a  conundrum.  The  United  States  believes  the 
Syrian  government  is  holding  him,  but  it  has  no  proof.  Syria  insists  it  does  not  know  what 
happened  to  him. 

“Austin  Tice  is  not  in  the  hands  of  Syrian  authorities,  and  we  don’t  have  any  information  about 
him  at  all,”  Deputy  Foreign  Minister  Faisal  Mekdad  told  The  Associated  Press  last  year. 

The  Tice  family  declined  to  comment,  as  did  the  C.I.A.  and  the  F.B.I. 
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Mr.  Tice,  a  former  Marine  captain  from  Texas,  left  for  Syria  before  his  final  year  in  Georgetown 
Law  School.  He  traveled  to  the  region  and  had  been  freelancing  for  news  media  outlets  when  he 
was  abducted  in  August  2012. 

A  month  later,  Mr.  Tice  appeared  blindfolded  in  a  video  that  shows  masked  men  with  assault 
rifles.  Looking  scared  and  disheveled,  he  uttered  a  few  words  in  Arabic  and  then  vanished. 
Former  American  officials  believe  that  the  government  of  President  Bashar  al- Assad  of  Syria 
took  Mr.  Tice  and  that  the  video  was  a  crude  ploy  to  blame  militants  for  his  abduction. 

Despite  its  antagonistic  relationship  with  the  United  States,  there  is  ample  motive  and  precedent 
for  the  Syrian  government  to  speak  with  high-level  American  officials.  Before  the  civil  war, 
there  were  several  such  contacts,  including  one  in  2010  between  Mr.  Mamlouk  and  Daniel 
Benjamin,  who  served  as  the  coordinator  for  counterterrorism  in  the  State  Department  in  the 
Obama  administration. 

Even  after  the  war  broke  out  and  the  United  States  adopted  a  policy  of  pushing  for  Mr.  Assad’s 
ouster,  Syrian  officials  were  open  to  communicating  with  Americans,  diplomats  say. 

“The  Syrian  government  would  like  to  reduce  the  extent  of  its  isolation,”  said  Robert  S.  Ford,  an 
American  ambassador  to  Damascus  during  the  Obama  administration.  “The  Syrians  are  a  very 
supple,  nasty  group.  They’re  willing  to  talk  all  the  time.  That’s  just  how  they  do  business.” 

After  the  election,  American  officials  decided  to  brief  Jared  Kushner,  Mr.  Trump’s  son-in-law, 
and  Stephen  K.  Bannon,  who  became  the  president’s  chief  strategist,  about  the  efforts  to  bring 
Mr.  Tice  home.  Mr.  Bannon  was  dismissive  of  Mr.  Tice,  raising  questions  about  why  he  had 
gone  to  Syria  in  the  first  place,  former  officials  said. 

Still,  after  Mr.  Trump  took  office,  the  administration  moved  forward,  resulting  in  Mr.  Pompeo’s 
phone  call  with  Mr.  Mamlouk  in  which  he  raised  the  issue  of  Mr.  Tice.  It  is  not  clear  what 
exactly  the  two  men  said,  but  the  United  States  later  suggested  to  Mr.  Mamlouk  that  freeing  Mr. 
Tice  would  go  a  long  way  as  the  administration  shaped  its  broader  Syria  policy,  according  to  the 
former  officials. 

It  seemed  like  the  best  chance  yet  to  bring  Mr.  Tice  home.  Administration  officials  began  trying 
to  figure  out  how  the  Syrians  might  explain  his  lengthy  disappearance.  After  the  Americans 
received  proof  of  life,  the  Syrians  would  announce  they  had  found  Mr.  Tice,  crafting  a  narrative 
to  explain  his  abduction.  Mr.  Tice  would  be  put  on  trial  for  violating  the  country’s  immigration 
laws  and  then  pardoned  by  Mr.  Assad.  After  Mr.  Tice  landed  on  American  soil,  Mr.  Trump 
would  call  Mr.  Assad. 

But  that  never  happened,  and  some  former  diplomats  pointed  to  a  comment  in  March  by  Nikki  R. 
Haley,  the  American  ambassador  to  the  United  Nations,  who  said  the  United  States  did  not  view 
Mr.  Assad’s  removal  as  a  policy  priority.  “You  pick  and  choose  your  battles,”  Ms.  Haley  told 
reporters,  “and  when  we’re  looking  at  this,  it’s  about  changing  up  priorities.  And  our  priority  is 
no  longer  to  sit  there  and  focus  on  getting  Assad  out.” 

Her  comments  were  unusual,  former  diplomats  said.  The  administration  had  weakened  its 
negotiating  position  by  giving  the  Syrian  government  something  it  wanted  —  the  president’s 
tacit  approval  of  Mr.  Assad  —  without  demanding  anything  in  return. 
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“The  administration  said  Assad  could  stay  but  got  nothing  for  it,”  said  James  O’Brien,  the  former 
special  presidential  envoy  for  hostage  affairs  under  the  Obama  administration.  “You  only  make 
that  statement  if  you  get  Austin  Tice  home.” 

Andrew  J.  Tabler,  a  senior  fellow  at  the  Washington  Institute  for  Near  East  Policy,  said  that  it 
was  always  going  to  be  hard  to  get  Mr.  Tice  out  of  Syria  but  that  recent  events  had  made  it  even 
harder.  “What  the  regime  requires  is  for  us  to  overlook  what  they  do,”  Mr.  Tabler  said,  referring 
to  the  gas  attack.  “That’s  a  big  deal.  There  is  no  way  the  U.S.  is  going  to  ignore  these  actions.” 

American  officials  suspect  that  Mr.  Mamlouk  or  Brig.  Gen.  Bassam  al-Hassan,  an  adviser  to  Mr. 
Assad,  knows  Mr.  Tice’s  whereabouts.  Like  Mr.  Mamlouk,  Mr.  Hassan  has  been  hit  with 
sanctions  by  the  United  States. 

Last  year,  the  American  intelligence  community  concluded  with  moderate  to  high  confidence  in 
a  secret  analysis  that  Mr.  Tice  was  alive,  based  partly  on  a  report  that  he  had  been  seen  at  a 
hospital  in  Damascus,  being  treated  for  dehydration. 

Mr.  Tice  was  not  the  only  American  held  in  Syria.  Kevin  Patrick  Dawes,  a  freelance 
photographer  from  San  Diego,  was  abducted  in  2012  by  government  forces.  In  late  2014,  the 
Syrians  acknowledged  holding  Mr.  Dawes,  then  freed  him  in  April  20 1 6  for  health  reasons, 
officials  said. 

At  times,  the  Russian  government,  which  is  allied  with  Syria,  tried  to  parlay  the  release  of  Mr. 
Tice,  Mr.  Dawes  and  others  with  ties  to  the  United  States  who  were  being  held  in  Syria  to  its 
advantage.  In  talks  with  American  officials,  the  Russians  suggested  they  might  be  able  to  help  in 
exchange  for  the  release  of  Russians  imprisoned  in  the  United  States.  The  Americans  also  floated 
the  idea  of  freeing  a  Russian  spy  for  Mr.  Tice,  but  Russian  officials  did  not  respond  to  the  offer.

Officials  worry  the 
government  there  could  arrest  more.

SEOUL  (Reuters)  -  North  Korea  said  on  Wednesday  it  has  issued  a  standing  order  for  the  execution  of  former 
South  Korean  President  Park  Geun-hye  and  her  spy  chief  for  a  plot  to  assassinate  its  leader. 

The  North's  official  KCNA  said  "revelation  showed"  Park  had  masterminded  a  plot  to  execute  its  "supreme 
leadership"  in  2015  and  it  was  imposing  the  "death  penalty  on  traitor  Park  Geun-hye". 

KCNA  did  not  disclose  the  source  of  the  revelation  but  a  Japanese  newspaper  reported  this  week  that  Park  in 
201 5  approved  a  plan  to  overturn  the  North  Korean  regime  of  leader  Kim  Jong  Un. 

Park  was  ousted  in  March  over  a  corruption  scandal  and  is  in  detention  while  on  trial.

8.  This  budget  requests  $75  million  in  economic  assistance  to  Egypt,  which  includes  money 
for  democracy  and  development  programs.  Egyptian  President  el-Sisi  recently  ratified  a 
draconian  new  NGO  law  which  would  make  it  virtually  impossible  for  independent  civil 
society '  to  operate  in  Egypt  through  restrictive  registration  and  funding 
processes.  According  to  the  Project  on  Middle  East  Democracy,  Egypt’s  new  NGO  law 
will  also  require  international  NGOs  to  obtain  "prior  approval  from  the  National 
Authority  to  operate  in  Egypt.  They  have  to  purchase  a  $20,000  permit;  this  fee  would 
increase  by  20  percent  every  five  years."  A  longstanding  provision  of  U.S.  law  known  as 
the  "Brownback  Amendment"  asserts  that  "with  respect  to  the  provision  of  democracy, 
human  rights,  and  governance  activities,  the  organizations  implementing  such  assistance, 
the  specific  nature  of  that  assistance,  and  the  participants  in  such  programs  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  prior  approval  by  the  government  of  any  foreign  country."  In  your  view, 
does  Egypt’s  new  NGO  law  violate  the  Brownback  Amendment,  by  giving  the  Egyptian 
government  veto  power  over  U.S. -funded  democracy  programs?  More  broadly,  with  this 
new  law  in  place,  what  kind  of  economic,  development,  or  democracy  programming  is 
even  possible  for  U.S.  assistance  to  support  in  Egypt?

9.  This  budget  eliminates  foreign  military  financing  grants  for  every  country  in  the  world 

except  for  four,  including  $1.3  billion  for  Egypt.  A  May  2016  report  from  the  GAO 
indicated  that  a  lack  of  cooperation  from  Egyptian  authorities  “limited  U.S.  efforts  to 
verify  the  use  and  security  of  certain  equipment.”  Since  that  time,  a 
disturbing  video  from  April  2017  shows  members  of  the  Egyptian  military  shooting 
unarmed  detainees  to  death  at  point-blank  range  in  the  Sinai  Peninsula  and  staging  the 
killings  to  look  as  if  they  had  happened  in  combat.  I  am  deeply  concerned  about  the 
United  States  continuing  to  provide  military  assistance  to  Egypt  while  Egyptian 
authorities  continue  to  deny  access  to  U.S.  officials  seeking  to  verify  that  such  equipment 
is  not  being  used  to  commit  gross  human  rights  violations,  in  accordance  with  the  Leahy 
Law.  Have  your  Egyptian  counterparts  assured  you  that  U.S.  officials  will  have  full 
access  to  the  Sinai  to  make  such  a  verification?^  In  your  view,  is  the  Egyptian  military

10.  Can  you  explaimthe  rationale  for  completely  eliminating  the  Emergency  Refugee  and 
Migration  (ERMA)  account,  as  the  President's  Budget  Request  would  do?  This  account  is

authorized  at  $100  million  and  is  drawn  down  by  authority  of  the  President  so  that  the 
Department  of  State  can  respond  to  displacement  emergencies  and  prevent  regional 
instability.  The  President’s  Budget  Request  claims  that  these  functions  can  be  carried  out 
under  the  Migration  and  Refugee  Assistance  (MRA)  account,  and  yet  that  account  would 
also  be  cut  by  10%,  rather  than  increased  by  $100  million.  Can  you  explain  the  rationale 
for  eliminating  this  tool  of  diplomacy? 

1 1 .  Despite  the  fact  that  the  two  executive  orders  to  stop  the  refugee  resettlement  program  for 
four  months  were  halted  by  a  series  of  court  injunctions,  it  appears  that: 

•  The  USCIS  Refugee  Corps  interviews  of  refugee  applicants  have  slowed  down. 

•  Delays  in  the  processing  of  security  checks  for  refugee  applicants  has  resulted  in 
different  parts  of  these  clearances  expiring  at  different  times  and  since  each  step  in 
the  security  check  process  is  time  limited,  this  has  created  setbacks  and  longer  waits 
for  refugees  in  the  pipeline. 

How  is  this  in  keeping  with  the  court  injunctions  on  the  refugee  executive  order,  as  well 
as  the  congressional  intent,  made  clear  in  the  FY17  CR  and  Omnibus  funding,  that 
resettlement  is  to  be  maintained?  Congress  has  appropriated  the  same  amount  of  funding 
to  both  the  Bureau  of  Population,  Refugee  and  Migration  within  the  State  Department, 
and  the  Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement  within  Health  and  Human  Services,  as  last  year, 
when  close  to  85,000  refugees  were  admitted. 


12.  How  many  refugees  does  the  President  plan  to  admit  this  next  fiscal  year,  and  how  does 
this  compare  to  the  historical  average  since  the  1980  Refugee  Act?| 


13.  Our  assistance  program  for  Nagomo  Karabakh  has,  since  FY98,  supported  life-saving 
maternal  health  care,  provided  clean  drinking  water  for  families,  and  cleared  mines  and 
unexploded  ordnance  from  farms  and  villages.  HALO  Trust,  which  is  leading  the 
demining  effort,  reports  that  it  has  completed  approximately  88%  of  its  mission,  but 
needs  continued  U.S.  support  to  finish  its  life-saving  work.  Additional  humanitarian 
needs  exist  in  Nagomo  Karabakh  -  which,  aside  from  U.S.  aid  and  help  from  Armenia, 
does  not  receive  any  international  or  multi-national  assistance  or  development 
support.  Among  these  unmet  needs  are  rehabilitation  services,  such  as  those  that 
the  Lady  Cox  Rehabilitation  Center  seeks  -  within  its  limited  means  -  to  provide  for 
children,  adults,  and  the  elderly  with  disabilities. 

Are  you  supportive  of  continued  U.S.  assistance  to  Nagomo  Karabakh,  with  a  special  » 
focus  on  completing  demining  efforts  and  expanding  our  support  to  include  health  care 
and  rehabilitation  services? 


14.  Chairman  Lindsey  Graham  and  Ranking  Member  Patrick  Leahy  of  the  Senate 
Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  State,  Foreign  Operations,  and  Related  Programs 
warned,  in  a  May  18th  letter  to  Turkey’s  Ambassador  to  the  United  States,  that  the  May 
16th  attack  by  President  Erdogan’s  bodyguards  against  peaceful  demonstrators  in 
Washington,  DC  will  result  in  "potential  implications  for  assistance  to  Turkey.”

Are  you  willing  to  work  with  Congress  to  help  provide  Armenia  -  a  landlocked, 
blockaded  nation  of  limited  means  -  with  the  resources  needed  to  support  transitional 
programs  for  at-risk  refugees,  including  short-term  housing/rental  assistance  and  social

16.  Chairman  Royce  and  Ranking  Member  Engel  are  leading  a  bipartisan  initiative  -  known 
as  the  Royce-Engel  Peace  Proposals  -  to  keep  the  peace  in  and  around  Nagomo 
Karabakh. 

The  proposals  call  for  1)  the  placement  of  OSCE-monitored,  advanced  gunfire  locator 
systems  and  sound-ranging  equipment  along  the  line  of  contact  to  determine  the  source  of 
attacks,  2)  the  addition  of  OSCE  observers  along  the  line  of  contact,  and  3)  an  agreement 
on  the  non-deployment  of  snipers,  heavy  arms,  and  any  new  military  hardware  along  the 
line  of  contact.

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The  State  Department  has  endorsed  these  cease-fire  strengthening  proposals,  as  has  the 
OSCE,  Armenia,  and  Nagomo  Karabakh.

18.  In  the  wake  of  the  2015  signing  of  a  U.S.-Armenia  Trade  and  Investment  Framework 
Agreement,  we  witnessed  a  surge  in  U.S.  commercial  engagement  in  Armenia  - 
including,  as  reported  by  our  Ambassador,  Richard  Mills,  upwards  of  $500,000,000  in 
new  American  investments  in  Armenia's  energy  and  mining  sectors.  Similarly,  a  new 
U.S.-Armenia  Double  Tax  Treaty,  by  establishing  a  clear  legal  framework  for  investors 
and  individuals  who  have  business  activities  in  both  jurisdictions,  will  facilitate  the 
further  expansion  of  U.S.-Armenia  economic  relations,  by  eliminating  the  threat  of 
double  taxation.

21.  The  Administration’s  FY’18  budget  proposes  cutting  the  Contributions  for  International 
Peacekeeping  Activities  (CIPA)  account,  which  funds  our  peacekeeping  dues,  by  more 
than  $700  million  from  final  FY’  1 7  levels.  This  would  potentially  deny  critical  resources 
to  peacekeeping  missions  that  are  manifestly  in  our  interests  and  that  we  voted  to  support 
on  the  Security  Council;  withhold  troop  reimbursement  payments  from  countries  who 
contribute  troops  to  peacekeeping  operations;  and  alienate  our  allies,  effectively 
undercutting  our  reform  efforts.  This  Administration,  and  many  in  this  very  body,  have 
complained  that  the  U.S.  assessment  rate  for  UN  peacekeeping  activities — which  is 
currently  just  over  28.4%— is  too  high.  While  I’m  sympathetic  to  the  idea  that  all  member 
states  need  to  pay  their  fair  share  for  core  UN  activities  and  functions,  this  fixation  on  the 
U.S.  assessment  rate  ignores  the  significant  personnel  contributions  made  by  other 
countries  to  UN  peacekeeping  operations.  This  is  not  a  trivial  matter:  peacekeeping  has 
increasingly  become  more  dangerous  in  recent  years,  and  over  the  last  decade,  more  than 
1,100  UN  peacekeepers  have  died  in  the  field.

22.  Some  have  argued  that  the  U.S.  should  withdraw  from  the  UN  Human  Rights 
Council.  Over  the  past  six  years  though,  we  have  seen  a  number  of  positive  outcomes 
from  U.S.  engagement.  The  Council  voted  to  dispatch  a  team  to  investigate  human  rights 
violations  committed  by  ISIS  in  Iraq;  continues  to  scrutinize  and  bring  attention  to  the 
dire  human  rights  situation  in  Iran;  authorized  a  groundbreaking  investigation  into  human 
rights  violations  in  North  Korea;  created  a  mechanism  to  push  for  the  prevention  and 
elimination  of  child  and  forced  marriage,  and  saw  a  dramatic  reduction  in  the  number  of 
special  sessions  on  Israel.  This  record  of  success  is  markedly  different  than  when  the  U.S. 
was  not  involved  in  the  Council  from  2007-2009.  While  the  Council  still  has  its  flaws, 
the  overwhelming  view  of  human  rights  organizations  is  the  U.S.  should  continue  to 
engage  with  it.  Is  it  the  U.S.’s  intention  to  withdraw  from  the  UNHRC?  If  so,  why?  What 
impact  would  you  expect  withdrawal  to  have?

Treasury  Acts  to  Increase  Economic  Pressure  on  North  Korea 
and  Protect  the  U.S.  Financial  System 

Actions  target  a  Chinese  bank  and  others  supporting  North  Korean  sanctions  evasion 

WASHINGTON  -  The  U.S.  Department  of  the  Treasury  took  multiple  actions  today  in 
response  to  North  Korea’s  continued  evasion  of  international  sanctions,  development  of 
weapons  of  mass  destruction  (WMD)  and  the  means  of  their  delivery,  and  violations  of 
United  Nations  (UN)  Security  Council  resolutions.  Treasury’s  Financial  Crimes 
Enforcement  Network  (FinCEN)  announced  a  finding  that  Bank  of  Dandong,  a  Chinese 
bank  that  acts  as  a  conduit  for  illicit  North  Korean  financial  activity,  is  a  foreign  bank  of 
primary  money  laundering  concern,  and  FinCEN  has  proposed  to  sever  the  bank  from  the 
U.S.  financial  system.  In  addition,  Treasury’s  Office  of  Foreign  Assets  Control  (OFAC) 
designated  two  Chinese  individuals  and  one  Chinese  company  in  response  to  North 
Korea’s  ongoing  WMD  development  and  continued  violations  of  UN  Security  Council 
resolutions. 

“The  Department  of  the  Treasury  is  committed  to  protecting  the  U.S.  financial  system 
from  North  Korean  abuse  and  maximizing  pressure  on  the  Government  of  North  Korea 
until  it  abandons  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs,”  said  Treasury  Secretary 
Steven  T.  Mnuchin.  “While  we  will  continue  to  seek  international  cooperation  on  North 
Korea,  the  United  States  is  sending  an  emphatic  message  across  the  globe  that  we  will  not 
hesitate  to  take  action  against  persons,  companies,  and  financial  institutions  who  enable 
this  regime.” 
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PROPOSED  FINCEN  SECTION  311  MEASURE 

FinCEN  is  taking  steps  to  prevent  China-based  Bank  of  Dandong  from  continuing  to 
serve  as  a  gateway  for  North  Korea  to  access  the  U.S.  and  international  financial  systems 
despite  U.S.  and  UN  sanctions.  As  described  in  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking

This  bank  has  served  as  a  gateway  for  North  Korea  to  access  the  U.S.  and 
international  financial  systems  -  facilitating  millions  of  dollars  of  transactions  for  companies 
involved  in  North  Korea’s  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs.  The  United  States  will  not 
stand  for  such  actions. 

This  proposed  rule  will  require  U.S.  banks  to  ensure  that  the  Bank  of  Dandong  does  not  access 
the  U.S.  financial  system  directly  or  indirectly  through  other  foreign  banks.  This  action 
reaffirms  the  Treasury  Department’s  commitment  to  ensure  that  North  Korea  is  cut  off  from  the 
U.S.  financial  system.

We  will  be  meeting  with 
China  and  other  countries  at  the  G-20  next  week  to  further  our  efforts  to  cut  off  North  Korea’s 
illicit  activities. 

North  Korea’s  provocative,  destabilizing,  and  inhumane  behavior  will  not  be  tolerated.  We  are 
committed  to  targeting  North  Korea’s  external  enablers  and  maximizing  economic  pressure  on 
the  regime  until  it  ceases  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs.

OFAC  also  designated  Li  Hong  Ri,  a  Chinese  citizen  who  cooperates  with  Beijing-based, 
U.S. -designated  Ri  Song  Hyok.  Li  Hong  Ri  established  several  front  companies  used  by 
Ri  Song  Hyok.  Ri  Song  Hyok  is  a  Beijing-based  official  for  U.S.-designated  Koryo  Bank 
and  U.S. -designated  Koryo  Credit  Development  Bank  and  has  reportedly  established 
front  companies  to  procure  items  and  conduct  financial  transactions  on  behalf  of  North 
Korea. 

Finally,  OFAC  designated  Dalian  Global  Unity  Shipping  Co.,  Ltd.  (Dalian  Global 
Unity)  pursuant  to  E.O.  1 3722  for  operating  in  the  transportation  industry  in  the  North 
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Korean  economy.  Dalian  Global  Unity  is  reported  to  transport  700,000  tons  of  freight 
annually,  including  coal  and  steel  products,  between  China  and  North  Korea.  According 
to  the  2013  report  by  the  UN  Panel  of  Experts  on  North  Korea,  Dalian  Global  Unity  was 
actively  involved  in  eight  cases  of  luxury  goods  smuggling  incidents  and  is  suspected  of 
involvement  in  at  least  one  other  case.  Middlemen  from  Dalian  Global  Unity  gave 
specific  instructions  about  how  shipments  and  transactions  could  evade  the  UN-mandated 
luxury  goods  ban.

Treasury  Acts  to  Increase  Economic  Pressure  on  North  Korea 
and  Protect  the  U.S.  Financial  System 

Actions  target  a  Chinese  bank  and  others  supporting  North  Korean  sanctions  evasion 

WASHINGTON  -  The  U.S.  Department  of  the  Treasury  took  multiple  actions  today  in 
response  to  North  Korea’s  continued  evasion  of  international  sanctions,  development  of 
weapons  of  mass  destruction  (WMD)  and  the  means  of  their  delivery,  and  violations  of 
United  Nations  (UN)  Security  Council  resolutions.  Treasury’s  Financial  Crimes 
Enforcement  Network  (FinCEN)  announced  a  finding  that  Bank  of  Dandong,  a  Chinese 
bank  that  acts  as  a  conduit  for  illicit  North  Korean  financial  activity,  is  a  foreign  bank  of 
primary  money  laundering  concern,  and  FinCEN  has  proposed  to  sever, the  bank  from  the 
U.S.  financial  system.  In  addition.  Treasury’s  Office  of  Foreign  Assets  Control  (OF AC) 
designated  two  Chinese  individuals  and  one  Chinese  company  in  response  to  North 
Korea’s  ongoing  WMD  development  and  continued  violations  of  UN  Security  Council 
resolutions. 

“The  Department  of  the  Treasury  is  committed  to  protecting  the  U.S.  financial  system 
from  North  Korean  abuse  and  maximizing  pressure  on  the  Government  of  North  Korea 
until  it  abandons  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs,”  said  Treasury  Secretary 
Steven  T.  Mnuchin.  “While  we  will  continue  to  seek  international  cooperation  on  North 
Korea,  the  United  States  is  sending  an  emphatic  message  across  the  globe  that  we  will  not 
hesitate  to  take  action  against  persons,  companies,  and  financial  institutions  who  enable 
this  regime.” 
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PROPOSED  FINCEN  SECTION  311  MEASURE 

FinCEN  is  taking  steps  to  prevent  China-based  Bank  of  Dandong  from  continuing  to 
serve  as  a  gateway  for  North  Korea  to  access  the  U.S.  and  international  financial  systems 
despite  U.S.  and  UN  sanctions.  As  described  in  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking 
(NPRM)  issued  pursuant  to  Section  311  of  the  USA  PATRIOT  Act,  Bank  of  Dandong 
acts  as  a  conduit  for  North  Korea  to  access  the  U.S.  and  international  financial  systems, 
including  by  facilitating  millions  of  dollars  of  transactions  for  companies  involved  in 
North  Korea’s  WMD  and  ballistic  missile  programs.  Bank  of  Dandong  also  facilitates 
financial  activity  for  North  Korean  entities  designated  by  the  United  States  and  listed  by 
the  United  Nations  for  proliferation  of.WMDs,  as  well  as  for  front  companies  acting  on 
their  behalf. 

To  protect  U.S.  banks  from  this  illicit  North  Korean  activity,  FinCEN  is  proposing  to 
prohibit  U.S.  financial  institutions  from  maintaining  correspondent  accounts  for,  or  on 
behalf  of,  Bank  of  Dandong.  Under  the  proposed  rule,  covered  financial  institutions 
would  also  be  required  to  apply  special  due  diligence  to  their  foreign  correspondent 
accounts  that  is  reasonably  designed  to  guard  against  their  use  to  process  transactions 
involving  Bank  of  Dandong.  This  would  help  ensure  that  Bank  of  Dandong  cannot 
continue  accessing  the  U.S.  financial  system  indirectly  through  non-U. S.  banks. 

The  NPRM  as  submitted  to  the  Federal  Register,  with  a  60-day  comment  period,  is 
currently  available  here. 

OFAC  SANCTIONS 

Today’s  OFAC  sanctions  designations  were  made  pursuant  to  Executive  Order  (E.O.) 

1 3382,  which  targets  WMD  proliferators  and  their  supporters,  and  E.O.  13722,  which 
targets,  in  part.  North  Korea’s  transportation  and  financial  services  industries.  As  a  result 
of  this  action,  any  property  or  interests  in  property  of  the  designated  persons  in  the 
possession  or  control  of  U.S.  persons  or  within  the  United  States  must  be  blocked,  and 
U.S.  persons  are  generally  prohibited  from  doing  business  with  them.

Q:  What  is  the  status  of  the  U.S.-Russia  relationship?  (response previously  cleared for  D 
nominee  Q&A) 


•  The  United  States  is  open  to  pragmatic  cooperation  with  Russia  in  areas  that  benefit  the 
American  people.  At  the  same  time,  we  will  hold  Russia  accountable  for  meeting  its 
international  obligations  and  commitments  and  will  deter  Russia  from  actions  that  would 
undermine  international  security. 

•  As  Secretary  Tillerson  has  observed,  the  relationship  is  now  at  a  low  point  and  there  is  an 
absence  of  trust  on  both  sides.  We  are  interested  in  taking  steps  to  improve  our 
communication  to  address  the  many  issues  on  which  we  disagree. 

•  The  United  States  remains  committed  to  upholding  Ukraine’s  sovereignty  and  territorial 
integrity.  Russia  must  honor  its  commitments  under  the  Minsk  agreements.  Russia  must 
take  the  first  steps,  starting  with  de-escalating  the  violence  in  Ukraine.  Sanctions  will 
remain  until  Russia  fully  implements  the  Minsk  agreements.  Our  policy  of  non¬ 
recognition  of  Russia’  Crimea  has  not  changed  and  Crimea-related  sanctions  will  remain 
until  Moscow  restores  control  of  the  peninsula  to  Kyiv. 

•  The  United  States  and  Russia  continue  to  implement  the  New  START  Treaty  in  a 
pragmatic  manner.  While  both  sides  continue  to  work  to  meet  the  New  START  Treaty 
central  limits,  we  continue  to  monitor  Russia's  strategic  nuclear  modernization  and 
implementation  of  the  Treaty.  We  also  remain  concerned  about  Russia’s  violation  of  the 
INF  Treaty  -  an  issue  with  real  security  implications  and  an  impediment  to  strategic 
stability  and  future  progress  on  arms  control  agreements. 

•  The  United  States  engages  Russia  on  national  security  priorities,  including  defeating 
ISIS,  countering  terrorism,  and  dealing  with  key  security  concerns  related  to  arms 
control,  nonproliferation,  DPRK,  Afghanistan,  space  and  the  Arctic.  The  United  States 
has  also  worked  with  Russia  to  prevent  Iran  from  acquiring  nuclear  weapons. 

•  The  United  States  is  willing  to  work  with  Russia  to  bolster  the  efforts  of  the  Global 
Coalition  to  Counter  ISIS  to  defeat  ISIS,  which  the  Secretary  has  repeatedly  emphasized 
is  our  number  one  priority  in  the  Middle  East.  We  continue  to  use  the  de-confliction 
channel,  which  has  been  effective  in  enabling  stakeholders  to  safely  conduct  operations 
in  Syria  against  ISIS,  a  common  enemy  that  threatens  us  all. 

•  We  also  hope  Russia  will  do  its  part  to  de-escalate  violence  throughout  Syria  and  create 
the  conditions  for  a  negotiated  political  process.

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Q:  Russia  interfered  in  our  elections.  It  clearly  has  no  interest  in  productive  engagement 
with  the  United  States.  Why  is  the  Trump  administration  interested  in  trying  to  cooperate 
with  such  an  adversary?  (response  pulled from  SJune  Budget  testimony  and  PG) 


•  When  the  Secretary  went  to  Moscow  to  meet  Foreign  Minister  Lavrov,  and  had  a  two- 
hour  meeting  with  President  Putin,  he  came  out  of  those  meetings  and  said  our 
relationship  is  at  the  lowest  level  it’s  been  since  the  Cold  War,  and  it  is  spiraling  down. 
And  he  said  the  two  greatest  nuclear  powers  in  the  world  cannot  have  this  kind  of  a 
relationship.  We  have  to  stabilize  it,  and  we  have  to  start  finding  a  way  back. 

•  The  President  has  asked  the  Secretary  to  begin  a  re-engagement  process  with  Russia.  The 

goal  there  is  to  see  if  we  can  first  stabilize  that  relationship  so  it  does  not  deteriorate 
further,  and  then  identify  areas  of  mutual  interest  where  perhaps  we  can  begin  to  rebuild 
some  level  of  trust,  some  level  of  confidence,  that  there  are  areas  where  we  can  work 
together.  ; 

•  And  so  our  engagement  with  the  Russians  continues  in  order  to  explore  options  to 
improve  U.S. -Russia  relations.  As  we  have  said  many  times  before,  the  United  States  is 
open  to  working  with  Russia  where  we  can  find  areas  of  practical  cooperation  that  will 
benefit  the  American  people. 

•  Having  said  that,  we  have  a  number  of  troubling  issues  with  them  in  front  of  us  that  we 
have  to  deal  with. 

•  We  are  not  ignoring  these  issues  and  but  it  is  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  American 
public,  or  the  United  States’  partners  and  Allies,  to  cease  dealing  with  Russia.

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Q:  What  do  you  see  as  the  major  challenges  facing  our  relationship?  ( response  pulled  from

•  Currently,  our  bilateral  relationship  is  at  a  low  point.  The  level  of  trust  between  our  two 
nations  is  the  lowest  it  has  been  since  the  Cold  War. 

•  The  President  has  asked  Secretary  Tillerson  to  begin  a  re-engagement  process  with 
Russia  to  see  if  we  can  first  stabilize  the  relationship,  and  then  identify  areas  of  mutual 
interest  where  we  can  begin  to  rebuild  some  level  of  trust.  If  confirmed,  I  will  what  I  can 
to  help  promote  this  outcome. 

•  Where  we  do  not  see  eye  to  eye  with  Russia,  the  United  States  will  continue  to  stand  up 
for  the  interests  and  values  of  America,  our  allies,  and  our  partners. 

•  Russian  involvement  in  Ukraine  will  remain  a  significant  obstacle  to  improving  U.S.- 
Russian  relations.  If  Russia  wants  to  move  the  U.S. -Russia  bilateral  relationship  to  a 
better  place,  it  needs  to  begin  by  making  a  visible,  verifiable,  and  irreversible 
improvement  in  the  security  situation  in  eastern  Ukraine  now. 

•  Russia  sees  the  world  differently  than  we  do.  It  flouts  the  principles  of  post-Cold  War 
order  in  Europe  it  helped  establish,  including  the  most  fundamental  obligation  to  respect 
international  borders  -  instead  Russia  has  used  military  force  to  redraw  its  border,  clear 
to  us  all  by  its  attempt  to  annex  Ukraine’s  Crimean  peninsula.  We  must  be  clear-eyed 
about  Russia’s  transgressions,  frank  in  our  dialogue  with  Russia,  and  resolute  in  raising 
the  costs  of  their  behavior. 

•  Russia  must  take  the  first  step  to  rebuilding  trust  and  our  relationship.  If  confirmed,  I 
will  continue  to  drive  this  message  home  in  Moscow. 
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Q:  Why  were  recent  bilateral  talks  in  St.  Petersburg  cancelled?  What  did  you  plan  to 
discuss?  Will  they  be  rescheduled?  (response  pulled  from  SPOX  statement  and  S  June 
testimony) 


A: 

•  Undersecretary  Shannon  had  planned  to  travel  to  St.  Petersburg  on  June  23  to  continue 
discussions  that  began  in  May  when  he  met  with  Deputy  Foreign  Minister  Ryabkov  in 
New  York. 

•  It  is  a  shame  that  Russia  decided  to  cancel  the  meeting;  it  is  a  missed  opportunity  to 
discuss  bilateral  obstacles  that  hinder  U.S.-Russia  relations. 

•  I  understand  that  the  idea  for  these  discussions  stemmed  from  the  Secretary’s  April  visit 
to  Moscow,  when  he  and  Foreign  Minister  Lavrov  agreed  to  establish  a  senior-level 
working  group  to  discuss  bilateral  issues  of  concern. 

•  It  is  important  that  the  U.S.  government  discuss  the  various  issues  that  have  been 
problematic  between  our  countries  for  some  time,  some  of  which  are  continuing  to 
worsen.  The  idea  is  to  begin  working  on  some  of  these  issues  and  see  if  we  can  solve 
them  before  we  move  on  to  others.  If  confirmed,  I  push  for  resolution  of  some  of  these 
issues  so  that  we  can  move  our  relationship  to  a  more  stable  footing: 

•  You  would  have  to  ask  the  Russian  government  why  they  decided  to  cancel  this 
meeting. 

•  The  maintenance  package  of  sanctions  issued  by  the  Treasury  Department  prior  to  the 
planned  June  23  meeting  was  designed  to  counter  attempts  to  circumvent  the  sanctions 
and  to  maintain  alignment  of  U.S.  measures  with  those  of  international  partners.  I 
understand  that  the  sanctions  have  been  regularly  updated  since  they  were  first 
imposed. 

•  If  confirmed  I  will  continue  to  reiterate  to  the  Russians  that  if  seek  an  end  to  these 
sanctions,  they  know  very  well  the  U.S.  position:  The  sanctions  on  Russia  related  to 
Russia's  ongoing  aggression  in  eastern  Ukraine  will  remain  in  place  until  Russia  fully 
honors  its  commitments  under  the  Minsk  agreements.

Treasury  Acts  to  Increase  Economic  Pressure  on  North  Korea 
and  Protect  the  U.S.  Financial  System 

Actions  target  a  Chinese  bank  and  others  supporting  North  Korean  sanctions  evasion 

WASHINGTON  -  The  U.S.  Department  of  the  Treasury  took  multiple  actions  today  in 
response  to  North  Korea’s  continued  evasion  of  international  sanctions,  development  of 
weapons  of  mass  destruction  (WMD)  and  the  means  of  their  delivery,  and  violations  of 
United  Nations  (UN)  Security  Council  resolutions.  Treasury’s  Financial  Crimes 
Enforcement  Network  (FinCEN)  announced  a  finding  that  Bank  of  Dandong,  a  Chinese 
bank  that  acts  as  a  conduit  for  illicit  North  Korean  financial  activity,  is  a  foreign  bank  of 
primary  money  laundering  concern,  and  FinCEN  has  proposed  to  sever  the  bank  from  the 
U.S.  financial  system.  In  addition.  Treasury’s  Office  of  Foreign  Assets  Control  (OF AC) 
designated  two  Chinese  individuals  and  one  Chinese  company  in  response  to  North 
Korea’s  ongoing  WMD  development  and  continued  violations  of  UN  Security  Council 
resolutions. 

“The  Department  of  the  Treasury  is  committed  to  protecting  the  U.S.  financial  system 
from  North  Korean  abuse  and  maximizing  pressure  on  the  Government  of  North  Korea 
until  it  abandons  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs,”  said  Treasury  Secretary 
Steven  T.  Mnuchin.  “While  we  will  continue  to  seek  international  cooperation  on  North 
Korea,  the  United  States  is  sending  an  emphatic  message  across  the  globe  that  we  will  not 
hesitate  to  take  action  against  persons,  companies,  and  financial  institutions  who  enable 
this  regime.”

PROPOSED  FINCEN  SECTION  311  MEASURE 

FinCEN  is  taking  steps  to  prevent  China-based  Bank  of  Dandong,  from  continuing  to 
'  serve  as  a  gateway  for  North  Korea  to  access  the  U.S.  and  international  financial  systems 
despite  U.S.  and  UN  sanctions.  As  described  in  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking 
(NPRM)  issued  pursuant  to  Section  31 1  of  the  USA  PATRIOT  Act,  Bank  of  Dandong 
acts  as  a  conduit  for  North  Korea  to  access  the  U.S.  and  international  financial  systems, 
including  by  facilitating  millions  of  dollars  of  transactions  for  companies  involved  in 
North  Korea’s  WMD  and  ballistic  missile  programs.  Bank  of  Dandong  also  facilitates 
financial  activity  for  North  Korean  entities  designated  by  the  United  States  and  listed  by 
the  United  Nations  for  proliferation  of  WMDs,  as  well  as  for  front  companies  acting  on 
their  behalf. 

To  protect  U.S.  banks  from  this  illicit  North  Korean  activity,  FinCEN  is  proposing  to 
prohibit  U.S.  financial  institutions  from  maintaining  correspondent  accounts  for,  or  on 
behalf  of,  Bank  of  Dandong.  Under  the  proposed  rule,  covered  financial  institutions 
would  also  be  required  to  apply  special  due  diligence  to  their  foreign  correspondent 
accounts  that  is  reasonably  designed  to  guard  against  their  use  to  process  transactions 
involving  Bank  of  Dandong.  This  would  help  ensure  that  Bank  of  Dandong  cannot 
continue  accessing  the  U.S.  financial  system  indirectly  through  non-U. S.  banks. 

The  NPRM  as  submitted  to  the  Federal  Register,  with  a  60-day  comment  period,  is 
currently  available  here. 

OF  AC  SANCTIONS 

Today’s  OFAC  sanctions  designations  were  made  pursuant  to  Executive  Order  (E.O.) 

13382,  which  targets  WMD  proliferators  and  their  supporters,  and  E.O.  13722.  which 
targets,  in  part,  North  Korea’s  transportation  and  financial  services  industries.  As  a  result 
of  this  action,  any  property  or  interests  in  property  of  the  designated  persons  in  the 
possession  or  control  of  U.S.  persons  or  within  the  United  States  must  be  blocked,  and 
U.S.  persons  are  generally  prohibited  from  doing  business  with  them. 

OFAC  designated  Chinese  citizen  Sun  Wei.  Sun  Wei  has  been  closely  aligned  with  the 
U.S.-designated  Foreign  Trade  Bank  (FTB)  in  establishing  and  running  a  cover  company 
on  behalf  of  FTB.  FTB  is  North  Korea’s  primary  foreign  exchange  bank,  and  it  was 
designated  in  2013  for  facilitating  transactions  on  behalf  of  North  Korea’s  WMD 
proliferation  network. 

OFAC  also  designated  Li  Hong  Ri,  a  Chinese  citizen  who  cooperates  with  Beijing-based, 

U.S. -designated  Ri  Song  Hyok.  Li  Hong  Ri  established  several  front  companies  used  by 
Ri  Song  Hyok.  Ri  Song  Hyok  is  a  Beijing-based  official  for  U.S. -designated  Koryo  Bank 
and  U.S. -designated  Koryo  Credit  Development  Bank  and  has  reportedly  established 
front  companies  to  procure  items  and  conduct  financial  transactions  on  behalf  of  North 
Korea. 

Finally,  OFAC  designated  Dalian  Global  Unity  Shipping  Co.,  Ltd.  (Dalian  Global 
Unity)  pursuant  to  E.O.  13722  for  operating  in  the  transportation  industry  in  the  North 
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Korean  economy.  Dalian  Global  Unity  is  reported  to  transport  700,000  tons  of  freight 
annually,  including  coal  and  steel  products,  between  China  and  North  Korea.  According 
to  the  2013  report  by  the  UN  Panel  of  Experts  on  North  Korea,  Dalian  Global  Unity  was 
actively  involved  in  eight  cases  of  luxury  goods  smuggling  incidents  and  is  suspected  of 
involvement  in  at  least  one  other  case.  Middlemen  from  Dalian  Global  Unity  gave 
specific  instructions  about  how  shipments  and  transactions  could  evade  the  UN-mandated 
luxury  goods  ban.

SECRETARY  MNUCHIN’S  STATEMENT  ON  TODAY’S  DPRK  ACTIONS 

Today  the  Trump  Administration  is  continuing  its  efforts  against  the  Government  of  North 
Korea.  Despite  multiple  UN  Security  Council  resolutions  imposing  international  sanctions,  the 
Government  of  North  Korea  continues  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs. 

Treasury’s  Financial  Crimes  Enforcement  Network  has  found  the  Bank  of  Dandong  to  be  a 
foreign  financial  institution  of  primary  money  laundering  concern  under  Section  3 1 1  of  the  USA 
PATRIOT  Act.  This  bank  has  served  as  a  gateway  for  North  Korea  to  access  the  U.S.  and 
international  financial  systems  -  facilitating  millions  of  dollars  of  transactions  for  companies 
involved  in  North  Korea’s  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs.  The  United  States  will  not 
stand  for  such  actions. 

This  proposed  rule  will  require  U.S.  banks  to  ensure  that  the  Bank  of  Dandong  does  not  access 
the  U.S.  financial  system  directly  or  indirectly  through  other  foreign  banks.  This  action 
reaffirms  the  Treasury  Department’s  commitment  to  ensure  that  North  Korea  is  cut  off  from  the 
U.S.  financial  system. 

In  addition,  the  Department  of  the  Treasury’s  Office  of  Foreign  Assets  Control  has  sanctioned 
two  individuals  and  one  entity  for  their  continued  support  of  North  Korea’s  activities. 

While  today’s  actions  are  directed  at  Chinese  individuals  and  entities,  we  look  forward  to 
continuing  to  work  closely  with  the  Government  of  China  to  stop  illicit  financing  involving 
North  Korea.  We  are  in  no  way  targeting  China  with  these  actions.  We  will  be  meeting  with 
China  and  other  countries  at  the  G-20  next  week  to  further  our  efforts  to  cut  off  North  Korea’s 
illicit  activities. 

North  Korea’s  provocative,  destabilizing,  and  inhumane  behavior  will  not  be  tolerated.  We  are 
committed  to  targeting  North  Korea’s  external  enablers  and  maximizing  economic  pressure  on 
the  regime  until  it  ceases  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs.

WASHINGTON  -  As  the  result  of  a  recent  structural  assessment,  the  National  Park  Service  (NPS) 
has  determined  that  the  Carter  Barron  Amphitheatre  stage  has  structural  deficiencies  and  cannot 
safely  support  the  weight  of  performances.  This  means  there  will  not  be  concerts  or  other 
performances  at  the  Carter  Barron  this  summer. 

“As  soon  as  we  learned  about  the  stage,  we  halted  scheduling  any  performances  to  protect 
performers,  our  staff  and  the  public,”  said  acting  Rock  Creek  Park  Superintendent  Frank  Young. 
“We’re  doing  everything  we  can  to  fix  the  Carter  Barron  stage  as  quickly  as  possible.” 

We  know  how  much  the  community  loves  the  Carter  Barron,  and  we  are  working  to  get  it  back  in 
action  as  soon  as  possible.  We  invite  you  to  join  the  NPS  for  concerts  at  Fort  Dupont  Park’s  Summer 
Theatre  while  we  address  this  important  safety  issue.

White  House  memo  suggests  moving  refugee  bureau 
from  State  Department  to  DHS

Washington  (CNN)The  White  House  is  considering  a  proposal  to  move  both  the  State  Department  bureau  of 
Consular  Affairs  and  its  bureau  of  Population,  Refugees,  and  Migration  to  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a 
senior  White  House  official  tells  CNN. 

The  move,  which  the  White  House  official  cautioned  was  far  from  becoming  official  policy,  would  likely  be 
controversial  among  diplomats  and  experts  in  State  Department  matters. 

The  bureau  of  Consular  Affairs  is  one  of  the  largest  sections  of  the  State  Department.  Its  many  responsibilities 
include  issuing  passports  and  assisting  citizens  overseas  by  putting  out  travel  alerts  and  helping  with  emergency 
services.  The  bureau  is  also  tasked  with  granting  temporary  visas  to  foreigners  who  want  to  visit  or  work  in  the 
United  States. 

"It  would  be  a  huge  mistake,"  said  Anne  Richard,  who  led  the  bureau  of  Population  Refugees,  and  Migration  during 
President  Barack  Obama's  second  term. 

Supreme  Court  allows  parts  of  travel  ban  to  take  effect 

The  proposals  were  written  in  a  memo  submitted  to  the  White  House  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  from  the 
White  House  Domestic  Policy  Council  as  part  of  President  Trump's  March  executive  order  pushing  for  ideas  for 
Government  Reorganization. 

A  State  Department  spokesperson  referred  CNN  to  the  White  House  for  comment. 

A  senior  White  House  official  cautioned  that  the  proposal  was  far  from  becoming  policy,  telling  CNN  that  the  idea 
of  moving  the  longstanding  State  Department  bureaus  to  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  is  "one  among  many 
in  a  document  resulting  from  a  brainstorming  session  focused  on  improving  efficiencies  across  government.  None 
has  been  reviewed  in  great  depth,  let  alone  formally  approved." 

The  official  added  that  the  memo  "was  a  first  step  in  exploring  all  options  to  make  the  government  work  better.  No 
doubt  many  of  the  ideas  will  end  up  on  the  cutting-room  floor,  while  others  will  ultimately  may  be  adopted." 
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The  White  House  did  not  explain  the  reasoning  behind  the  recommendations,  but  perhaps  the  idea  is  rooted  in  a 
desire  to  streamline  the  refugee  vetting  process.  As  it  stands  currently,  the  United  Nations  High  Commission  of 
Refugees  refers  applicants  to  the  State  Department  for  vetting.  This  vetting  is  carried  out  by  nine  International 
Resettlement(Support  Centers  (RSC)  with  American  interests;  all  of  which  are  managed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Population,  Refugees  and  Migration.  Approved  applicants  are  then  sent  to  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  for 
final  vetting.  After  final  vetting  at  DHS,  the  State  Department  then  resumes  supervision  of  the  process  with  its 
Reception  and  Placement  Program. 

It  is  also  not  entirely  clear  whether  Congress  would  have  to  sign  off  on  such  a  move. 

Richard,  the  former  Obama  State  Department  official,  pinned  the  proposal  on  an  "imperfect  understanding"  of  the 
bureau's  function.  It's  not  mainly  a  law  enforcement  body,  Richard  said,  rather,  it  works  with  nongovernmental 
organizations  and  the  UN  to  assist  refugees  around  the  world. 

While  the  refugee  resettlement  program  does  fall  under  the  bureau,  Richard  noted  that  DHS  plays  a  role  in  vetting 
potential  refugees  before  they  come  to  the  United  States.  She  said  it  would  be  a  mistake  for  the  government  to 
neglect  initiatives  like  the  bureau  she  used  to  lead  over  what  she  called  a  "real  but  small"  risk  related  to  fighting 
terrorism. 

"We  could  be  a  lot  smarter  than  this  and  the  administration  could  be  focused  on  facts  and  evidence,"  Richard  said. 
"But  instead  the  administration  is  making  decisions  based  on  people's  fears."

Memo  bars  new  positions,  transfers  between  department  offices 
White  House  said  to  be  frustrated  by  slow  pace  in  hiring 

Rex  Tillerson  is  clamping  down  further  on  hiring  as  part  of  his  push  to  overhaul  the  U.S.  State  Department,  in  a  move 
likely  to  exacerbate  concerns  that  a  large  number  of  unfilled  jobs  is  diminishing  his  agency's  role  in  shaping  foreign 
policy. 

In  a  memo  sent  June  26  and  obtained  by  Bloomberg  News,  bureaus  are  ordered  to  temporarily  stop  all  transfers  and 
reassignments,  and  are  barred  from  appointing  new  envoys.  Any  other  request  to  "increase,  expand  or  proliferate 
organization  structures  in  the  Department"  must  also  be  stopped. 

The  decision  is  part  of  Secretary  of  State  Tillerson's  plan  to  reorganize  the  department,  an  effort  expected  to  cut  more 
than  8  percent  of  the  workforce  and  eliminate  dozens  of  positions  deemed  inefficient. 
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"These  restrictions  are  necessary  and  prudent  to  insure  we  do  not  permit  additional  position  and  grade  level  growth  at  a 
time  when  the  Department  is  undergoing  reform  and  restructuring,"  the  memo  said.  "As  we  strive  collectively  to 
develop  and  implement  a  departmental  organizational  structure  that  is  efficient,  responsive,  and  focused  on  its  core 
mission,  it  is  imperative  that  you  adhere  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  guidance." 

In  what  may  be  the  most  significant  step,  the  memo  bans  "lateral  reassignments,"  the  term  for  shifting  employees  from 
one  job  to  another  in  different  bureaus.  With  a  broader  freeze  on  hiring  and  promotions  already  in  effect,  lateral 
reassignments  were  a  key  way  State  Department  offices  were  able  to  fill  jobs  as  staff  members  have  quit  or  been  forced 
out  since  President  Donald  Trump's  election. 

The  move  doesn't  apply  to  foreign  service  officers,  meaning  diplomats  headed  to  embassies  overseas  won't  be  affected 
by  the  move. 

Reorganizing  Department 

Tillerson  has  championed  the  move  as  a  bid  to  drag  the  State  Department  into  the  21st  Century  and  eliminate  wasteful 
spending,  and  argues  that  the  process  must  be  complete  before  the  department  is  fully  staffed. 

But  the  decision  has  drawn  skepticism  from  the  department,  career  ambassadors  and  members  of  Congress  who  say 
they  worry  that  the  slow  pace  of  hiring,  coupled  with  a  budget  proposal  that  would  cut  funding  by  more  than  28 
percent,  is  hobbling  the  agency's  effectiveness  and  muddying  the  voice  of  the  U.S.  overseas. 

Even  the  White  House  has  become  impatient,  with  officials  expressing  frustration  that  Tillerson  and  his  staff  haven't 
acted  fast  enough  on  their  recommendations  to  fill  crucial  ambassadorial  posts,  according  to  people  involved  in  dealings 
between  the  White  House  and  State  Department  who  asked  not  to  be  identified  discussing  private  communications. 

Testifying  to  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee  this  month,  Tillerson  said  staffing  cuts  would  largely  come  through 
attrition  and  his  progress  was  aimed  at  focusing  on  results,  not  money  spent.

"As  all  of  you  well  know,  we  have  a  number  of  bureaus  that  have  common  missions,"  Tillerson  said.  "Some  of  them  have 
overlapping  missions.  Not  just  true  within  the  State  Department,  but  we  have  that  with  other  agencies  as  well." 

The  decision  to  freeze  transfers  and  assignments  has  been  coupled  with  other,  similar  efforts  by  the  secretary  that  have 
drawn  criticism  from  career  staff.  In  March,  Tillerson  froze  transfers  of  State  Department  staff  to  the  White  House's 
National  Security  Council.  Career  diplomats  worry  that  the  move  has  diminished  the  voice  of  civil  servants  in  a  body  now 
dominated  by  staff  from  the  military  or  with  a  military  background.

MS  NAUERT:  Hi,  everyone.  Good  afternoon. 

QUESTION:  Afternoon? 

MS  NAUERT:  Yes,  it  is. 

QUESTION:  It’s  almost  evening. 

MS  NAUERT:  We  have  had  a  lot  of  stuff  going  on  today,  so  thank  you  for  your  patience.  We 
wanted  to  make  sure  that  we  were  able  to  get  you  all  on  that  call  today  with  the  Department  of 
Justice,  Homeland  Security,  and  also  State  on  the  executive  order  resulting  from  the  Supreme 
Court  announcement  earlier  this  week.  And  also  you  probably  saw  what  took  place  at  the  White 
House,  and  that  was  the  announcement  of  sanctions  on  some  Chinese  entities.  So  thank  you  for 
your  patience.  We  wanted  to  get  you  all  that  information  before  we  got  up  today. 

A  couple  things  I  want  to  start  with.  And  first,  tomorrow  is  an  important  day.  It’ll  mark  one 
year  since  U.S.  citizen  Josh  Holt  was  detained  by  Venezuelan  authorities.  Medical  and  consular 
access  to  Mr.  Holt  has  continued  to  be  slow  and  grudging  since  February.  We’ve  made  multiple 
calls  for  the  Venezuelan  Government  to  release  him  on  humanitarian  grounds.  The  protracted 
delays  in  providing  him  even  a  preliminary  hearing  and  filing  formal  charges  cast  serious  doubts 
,on  the  merit  of  and  the  lawfulness  of  his  detention.  His  detention  has  been  made  all  the  more 
difficult  and  painful  due  to  ongoing  medical  ailments,  which  have  worsened  by  delays  and 
denials  of  proper  care. 

Through  private  discussions,  dozens  of  diplomatic  notes,  and  public  statements,  we’ve 
repeatedly  raised  concerns  about  his  health  and  his  conditions  of  his  detention  and  his  treatment 
with  Venezuelan  authorities.  His  case  has  been  raised  at  the  highest  levels  of  the  Venezuelan 
Government  by  numerous  U.S.  officials.  With  the  anniversary  of  his  detention  tomorrow,  we 
again  call  on  the  Government  of  Venezuela  to  immediately  release  him  on  humanitarian  grounds 
so  that  he  can  return  to  the  United  States. 

Second  thing  I  wanted  to  bring  up  before  we  get  started  with  questions  today  is  something  that 
has  taken  place  in  Vietnam.  And  we  want  to  say  that  we  are  deeply  concerned  about  the 
Vietnamese  course  and  its  conviction  of  the  2017  International  Woman  of  Courage  awardee  and 
peaceful  blogger,  Nguyen  Ngoc  Nhu  Quynh.  She’s  also  known  as  “Mother  Mushroom.”  She 
was  sentenced  to  10  years  in  prison  under  the  vague  charge  of  conducting  propaganda  against  the 
state.  You  are  probably,  many  of  you,  familiar  with  her  story.  She  was  here  at  the  State 
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Department,  and  that’s  where  the  First  Lady,  Melania  Trump,  presented  her  with  the  2017 
International  Woman  of  Courage  Award. 

The  United  States  calls  on  Vietnam  to  release  Mother  Mushroom  and  all  other  prisoners  of 
conscience  immediately  and  to  allow  all  individuals  in  Vietnam  to  express  their  views  freely  and 
assemble  peacefully  without  fear  of  retribution.  We’ve  seen  some  positive  steps  on  human  rights 
in  Vietnam  over  the  past  few  years.  However,  the  trend  of  increased  arrests  and  convictions  of 
peaceful  protests  since  early  2016  is  deeply  troubling.  Progress  on  human  rights  will  allow  the 
U.S.-Vietnam  partnership  to  reach  its  fullest  potential. 

And  with  that,  I’ll  take  your  questions. 

QUESTION:  I’m  not  trying  to  make  light  of  the  -  Mother  - 1  missed  the  ceremony  the  other 
day.  Her  name  -  her  real  name  is  -- 

MSNAUERT:  This  was  a  couple  months  ago. 

QUESTION:  -  Mother  Mushroom? 

MS  NAUERT:  That  is  what  she  is  popularly  known  as  in  Vietnam.  Her  given  name  is  Nguyen 
Ngoc  Nhu  Quynh. 

QUESTION:  Okay.  Okay. 

MS  NAUERT:  And  she  was  presented  with  the  International  Women  of  Courage  Award. 

QUESTION:  Got  it.  And  then  just  one  other  very  small  item  before  we  get  into  something  else. 

You  just  -  you  opened  by  discussing  the  medical  condition  of  Josh  Holt.  And  I  just  want  to 
point  out  that  not  three  weeks  ago,  two  weeks  ago  - 

MS  NAUERT:  I  knew  you  would  go  there.  Yeah. 

QUESTION:  -  you  said  you  never  discuss  the  health  conditions  of  any  Americans  - 
MS  NAUERT:  Let  me  preempt  you  there  - 
QUESTION:  Now,  I  realize  that  there’s  -- 
MSNAUERT:  -  Mr.  Matt  Lee - 

QUESTION:  I  realize  there’s  a  Privacy  Act  waiver  issue  here  - 
MSNAUERT:  Yes. 

QUESTION:  -  but  it  is  not  true  that  you  never  discuss  the  health  of  Americans  held  abroad, 
right? 

MSNAUERT:  If  you  want - 
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QUESTION:  You  do  in  certain  cases. 

MS  NAUERT:  If  you  want  to  get  into  an  issue  of  semantics,  we  are  calling  for  his  release  on 
humanitarian  grounds.  You  will  not  hear  me  get  into  the  specifics  of  one’s  medical  condition. 
You  will  not  hear  me  characterize  one’s  medical  condition.  However,  we  are  able  to  say,  on 
humanitarian  grounds,  we  are  calling  for  the  Venezuelan  Government  to  release  him 
immediately,  so  that  he  could  get  medical  care  back  here  at  home. 

QUESTION:  Okay.  Thanks.  Now,  on  the  Supreme  Court  order  and  the  guidance  that  went  out 
to  embassies  last  night,  I  know  that  there  was  the  call  earlier,  but  I  didn’t  get  a  chance  to  ask  this. 
I  don’t  really  expect  you  to  have  the  answer,  but  I  want  to  put  it  out  there  — 

MS  NAUERT:  I  will  do  my  best. 

QUESTION:  --just  to  make  sure  it’s  on-the-record.  And  that  is  the  fate  of  Iraqis  who  worked 
for  or  with  the  U.S.  military  in  -  and  the  status  of  the  P-2  refugee  admissions,  because  they  are 
not  at  all  addressed  in  the  guidance.  And  there  are  questions  now  about  whether  or  not  they 
would  be  -  even  though  Iraq  is  not  in  the  -  it’s  not  among  the  six  countries  -  these  people  would 
be  refugees.  And  once  the  50,000  cap  has  hit,  all  refugees  have  to  do  this  -  get  the  -  show  a 
bona  fide  relationship.  The  reason  I’m  asking  this  is  because  one  would  presume  that  working 
for  the  U.S.  military  would  be  a  bona  fide  relationship  with  an  American  entity.  But  I’m  -  no 
one  will  - 1  can’t  get  anyone  to  say  that.  People  say,  “It’s  a  case-by-case  basis,  and  it’s 
speculation.”  So  — 

MS  NAUERT:  So,  this - 

QUESTION:  —  is  there  an  answer  to  this  question  about  the  - 
MS  NAUERT:  I  don’t  have  an  answer  to  that  question. 

QUESTION:  Okay.  Thank  you. 

MS  NAUERT:  It’s  a  good  question;  it’s  a  valid  question.  I  know  lots  of  Iraqis,  and  particularly 
those  who  have  worked  alongside  the  United  States,  will  have  questions  about  that.  This  is  all. 
very  new.  We  were  in  a  rush  to  pull  this  call  together  today  with  our  experts  so  that  we  could  get 
you  all  the  answers  that  you  want  and  that  you  deserve.  That  one.  I’m  going  to  have  to  get  back 
with  you  on.  And  anybody  needs  -  has  any  questions  on  that  — 

QUESTION:  Okay.  Please  do.  That’s  it  for  me. 

MS  NAUERT:  —  I  would  just  ask  you  to  hold,  please. 

QUESTION:  Iraq? 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay.  Let’s  stay  with  the  executive  order  first  before  we  go  onto  something 
else.  Hi,  Michele. 
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QUESTION:  Okay,  so  -  thank  you.  On  the  refugee  issue,  as  to  what  would  be  some  scenarios 
where  they  would  have  a  relationship  with  an  entity  - 1  know  that  there  was  no  guidance  given 
on  that,  but  we  were  told  on  the  call  that  the  guidance  was  coming.  So  I  don’t  understand  why 
that  isn’t  better  spelled  out.  They  referred  to  the  ruling  itself,  but  obviously  in  a  ruling  that 
doesn’t  give  guidance  specifically  there’s  room  for  interpretation.  So  why  hasn’t  that  been 
interpreted  to  include  something  like  a  resettlement  agency?  And  when  will  the  guidance  be 
coming.  It  seems  like  it’s  pretty  necessary. 

MSNAUERT:  Okay.  So  there  are  a  couple  components  to  this.  There  are  the  visa  applicants 
under  this  executive  order  and  then  there  are  also  the  refugees  and  that  component  of  it.  In  terms 
of  the  refugees,  some  of  that  we  do  have  a  little  bit  of  extra  time  to  do  that.  That  is  until  we 
reach  the  cap  of  50,000.  So  we  have  a  little  bit  more  time  in  order  to  fully  dig  into  this. 

And  in  the  coming  days,  we’ll  be  able  to  provide  additional  guidance.  As  you  all  know,  this  is 
very  new;  it’s  72  hours  old.  The  worker  -  or  the  lawyers  here  at  State,  Justice,  and  DHS  have 
been  working  nonstop  to  try  to  get  all  the  information  and  the  understanding  and  the  legalese  all 
put  forward.  So  we’re  going  to  work  in  the  coming  days  to  provide  additional  guidance.  We  do 
still  have  a  little  bit  of  time  left. 

QUESTION:  And  one  more  quick  question  on  that.  At  the  beginning  of  the  call  it  was 
emphasized  again  that  safety  of  the  country  is  the  number  one  issue  here.  But  when  you  parse 
out  the  allowances,  you  could  have  a  scenario  where  someone  who  doesn’t  really  have  close  ties 
to  anyone  in  the  country  but  is  basically  an  adult  who  is  attending  a  university  here,  that’s  okay 
to  come  in,  but  someone  who  is  a  three-year-old  grandchild  of  somebody  else  -  n  =ot  allowed. 
Do  you  see  how  this,  in  the  end,  might  not  equal  greater  safety  for  the  United  States?  And  do 
you  agree  that  there’s  an  arbitrary  element  to  this? 

MS  NAUERT:  I’m  not  going  to  define  -  I’m  not  going  to  characterize  your  view  as  arbitrary  in 
any  way.  This  has  been  one  of  the  President’s  top  issues.  He  has  talked  consistently  about  how 
he  believes  the  United  States  needs  to  do  more  to  enhance  our  screening  procedures  and  to  take  a 
better  look  at  people  who  will  be  coming  into  the  United  States  because  the  safety  and  security 
of  Americans  comes  first.  Some  of  this  enhanced  screening  -  there  are  review  procedures  that 
are  taking  place.  Some  of  those  started  just  a  week  ago;  some  of  those  will  have  120  days  to  be 
reviewed  and  all  of  that. 

I’m  not  going  to  get  into  hypotheticals  about  different  family  variations  and  whether  or  not  they 
should  be  coming  into  the  United  States.  I  think  you’re  talking  about  the  bona  fide  relationship, 
and  the  bona  fide  relationship  and  who  falls  under  that  categoiy.  I  think  it’s  fairly  broad.  But 
I’m  not  going  to  get  into  grandparents  and  all  of  that. 

QUESTION:  Okay.  Thanks. 

MSNAUERT:  Okay.  Anything  else  on  the  EO? 

QUESTION:  Just  a  point  of  clarification  on  that. 

MS  NAUERT:  Sure. 
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QUESTION:  You  said  that  there’s  a  little  bit  of  time  with  the  refugee  cases  because  you 
haven’t  fit  the  50,000  cap  yet. 

MSNAUERT:  Correct. 

QUESTION:  But  there’s  still  the  120-day  suspension.  So  does  that  not  kick  in  until  the  50,000 
cap  is  met? 

MS  NAUERT :  My  understanding  is  that  until  we  reach  that  50,000  cap  that  we  still  have  time  - 
I  was  talking  with  some  of  our  lawyers  and  folks  upstairs  about  this  very  thing  -  that  we  still 
have  time  to  get  all  of  the  details  in  place. 

Hey. 

QUESTION:  On  the  bona  fide  relationships -- 
MSNAUERT:  Yeah. 

QUESTION:  -  can  you  explain  exactly  what  -  how  is  the  State  Department  and  U.S. 

Government  I  guess  interpreting  this  bona  fide  relationship  language?  And  what  exactly  -  how 
does  somebody  establish  that? 

MSNAUERT:  You  mean  in  terms  of  paperwork? 

QUESTION:  Yes. 

MSNAUERT:  Okay. 

QUESTION:  Yeah.  I  mean,  what  -  yeah. 

MS  NAUERT:  So  a  lot  of  that  will  be  determined  by  the  consular  officers  when  they  actually 
do  their  visa  interviews  for  that.  I  can  tell  you  a  little  bit  more  about  what’s  considered  to  be  a 
bona  fide  relationship.  I  know  a  lot  of  Americans,  a  lot  of  folks  overseas,  will  have  questions 
about  that.  It’s  considered  a  close  familial  relationship.  It  covers  a  parent;  it  covers  an  in-law,  a 
mother-in-law,  a  father-in-law;  a  spouse;  a  child;  adult  son,  daughter;  son  and  daughter-in-law;  a 
sibling,  a  whole  or  a  half,  including  step  relationships  1 .  Those  are  considered  to  be  bona  fide 
relationships,  close  familial  relationships.  And  one  of  the  things  that  we  talked  about  a  little  bit 
on  the  call  is  that  is  under  the  Immigration  and  Nationality  Act.  And  that’s  where  we  took  that 
definition  of  that. 

QUESTION:  What  about  -  because  it  also  said  entities,  not  - 1  believe  it  also  said  entities,  not 
just  families.  So  does  it  refer  to,  for  instance,  students  in  universities  and  people  who  have  been 
invited  by  jobs  or  by  some  kind  of  organization? 


1  Upon  further  review,  fiances  are  now  included  as  close  family  members. 
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MS  NAUERT:  Those  very  examples  it  would  include:  someone  coming  over  here  to  study  at  a 
university  -  this  is  my  understanding  -  and  also  people  who  have  been  offered  jobs  in  the  United 
States. 

Okay.  Anything  on  the  EO? 

QUESTION:  Can  we  stay  on  it? 

MS  NAUERT:  Hi. 

QUESTION:  So  just  on  the  vetting.  I  mean,  there  was  a  fair  amount  of  criticism  about  the  need 
for  review  of  the  vetting  on  refugees,  especially  given  that  there  have  been  reports  showing  that 
of  780,000  or  so  refugees  brought  into  the  United  States  since  2001  there  have  been  three  people 
arrested  on  allegations  of  potential  terrorist  attacks.  So  what  is  the  current  State  Department 
view  on  the  vetting  procedures  for  refugees?  Is  this  an  acknowledgment  that  those  vetting 
procedures  are  not  thorough  enough? 

MS  NAUERT:  I  know  that  we  are  always  looking  for  additional  ways  to  enhance  our 
screening,  whether  it  be  for  visa  applicants  or  if  it’s  for  refugees.  Refugees  are  vetted  pretty 
significantly,  among  the  highest,  in  terms  of  people  who  are  vetted  to  come  into  the  United 
States. 

One  thing  we  haven’t  talked  a  lot  about  right  here  is  the  memorandum  that  went  along  with  the 
executive  order,  and  that  puts  into  effect  enhanced  screening  and  vetting  applications  -  vetting 
requirements  for  visa  applicants.  And  that’s  a  really  -  actually  an  interesting  angle,  because 
that’s  something  that  folks  worldwide  would  apply  to  potentially  anyone  in  any  country  around 
the  world,  and  that  is  where  we,  in  the  past,  have  asked  for  information,  for  example,  five  years 
of  travel  history,  family  relationships,  that  type  of  thing. 

And  now  our  consular  affairs  officers  -  again,  in  every  country,  it  could  apply  to  any  person  -  if 
our  consular  officers  want  to  get  additional  information  because  they  think  that  they  would  need 
more  information  to  better  screen  someone,  then  they  have  the  ability  to  ask  certain  questions 
and  get  that  kind  of  information.  And  that’s,  again,  something  we  haven’t  talked  about  a  whole 
lot,  but  I  have  a  form  here  in  front  of  me  if  anyone’s  interested  in  that,  and  that’s  the  DS-5535 
and  additional  forms. 

So  that  is  just  one  example  of  how  we’re  constantly  looking  at  ways  of  improving  our  screening 
to  be  able  to  make  sure  that  Americans  here  at  home  are  safe  and  we’re  allowing  in  the  kinds  of 
folks  who  don’t  want  to  do  us  harm. 

QUESTION:  So - 

QUESTION:  So  just  to  follow  up  on  that. 

MS  NAUERT:  Yeah. 

QUESTION:  I  mean,  the  President  and  the  State  Department  have  both  said  that  these  are  . 
based  on  efforts  to  improve  national  security,  and  that’s  the  top  priority,  but  you’ve  never  given 
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us  direct  evidence  that  refugees  coming  into  the  United  States  pose  a  threat  to  national  security. 

So  does  the  U.S.  have  evidence  that  refugees  pose  a  threat  to  national  security? 

MS  NAUERT:  I  think  that  would  be  more  of  a  Department  of  Homeland  Security  issue,  on 
that. 

QUESTION:  Can  I  just  ask  — 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay.  Sure. 

QUESTION:  -  if  you  already  have  -  and  I  raised  this  in  the  call  -  but  if  you  already  have  these 
enhanced  -  this  enhanced  ability  to  do  extra  vetting  for  anyone  in  any  country  applying  for  any 
visa,  why  do  you  need  this? 

MS  NAUERT:  I  think  this  is  a  matter  in  which  the  United  States  is  always  looking  for  ways  to 
continue  to  enhance,  alter,  and  improve  its  security  procedures. 

QUESTION:  Yeah.  But- 

QUESTION:  Heather,  so  is  the  120-day  clock  started  already  or  is  it  going  to  start  on  July  6th? 

And  why  do  you  guys  need  a  120-day  clock  to  examine  the  vetting  procedures  and  the  refugees? 

Couldn’t  you  have  started  that  in  January  or  February,  even  when  the  EO  was  suspended? 

\ 

MS  NAUERT:  I  believe  -  and  I’m  going  to  do  my  best  to  try  to  answer  this  for  you. 

QUESTION:  Okay. 

MS  NAUERT:  I  believe  the  part  that  you  were  talking  about  with  this  enhanced  screening, 
those  review  procedures  started  about  a  week  ago.  One  hundred  and  twenty  days  and  how  that 
timeframe  was  selected  was  part  -  my  understanding  is  -  a  part  of  the  executive  order.  If  I  can  - 
I  can  put  you  in  touch  with  somebody  who  could  probably  better  answer  that  question  than  I  can. 

That  -  some  of  that  predates  me.  So  I  wasn’t  involved  in  the  process  then,  but  if  you  want  any 
more  on  that  I  can  try  to  get  that  for  you. 

QUESTION:  But  just  so  the  -  so  are  - 1  just  want  to  make  sure  which  questions  you’re  not 
answering.  Is  it  - 

MS  NAUERT:  Gardiner,  come  on. 

QUESTION:  I’m  sorry.  I’m  sorry. 

MS  NAUERT:  Look,  I  just  told  you.  I’m-- 

QUESTION:  I  want  - 

MS  NAUERT:  I’m  doing  my  best. 

QUESTION:  I  am  too.  I  am  too. 
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MS  NAUERT:  This  is  all  new.  This  is  a  part  of  the  executive  order.  Why  120  days  was 
|  ■  selected,  that  I  don’t  know  off  the  top  of  my  head. 

QUESTION:  No,  I’m  not  asking  that,  but  - 

MS  NAUERT:  If  you  want  me  to  try  to  get  you  an  expert  who  can  answer  that  question  for  you 

QUESTION:  I’  d  love  that. 

MS  NAUERT:  -lean. 

QUESTION:  But  I  just  want  to  know,  do  you  have  any  notion  (a)  about  when  that  clock  starts? 

Is  that  now  or  July  6th? 

MS  NAUERT:  My  understanding  is  that  it  started  about  a  week  ago  -  the  review  process  for 
enhanced  screening. 

QUESTION:  Oh,  before  the  executive  order  was  even  lifted  by  the  Supreme  Court  then? 

MS  NAUERT:  Some  of  this  review  procedure  that  was  required  under  the  executive  order  -- 
QUESTION:  Right. 

MS  NAUERT :  -  my  understanding  is  that  it  started  about  a  week  ago  because  that  -  and  I 
don’t  know  why  that  was  -  that  timeframe  was  selected.  Let  me  - 

QUESTION:  Okay. 

MS  NAUERT :  Let  me  just  get  you  somebody  on  that  who  can  best  answer  that,  okay? 

QUESTION:  He’s  asking  you  about  the  120-day  suspension  of  the  refugee  program,  which 
begins  once  you  hit  the  cap. 

QUESTION:  Don’t  know - 

QUESTION:  Or  does  it? 

QUESTION:  That’s  true.  That’s  what  I’m  asking.  When  does  the  time  clock  start?  Does  it 
start  when  you  hit  the  cap? 

MS  NAUERT:  So  you  weren’t  asking  then  about  the  review  procedures? 

QUESTION:  Well,  so  in  the  executive  order,  it  lists  that  there  is  a  120-day  suspension  of 
refugee  entries  while  the  administration  examines  the  program  in  its  entirety,  right? 

MS  NAUERT:  Mm-hmm.' 
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QUESTION:  And  so  I  think  this  is  separate  from  the  enhanced  -  my  understanding  -  I’m  not 
talking  about  the  enhanced  vetting  procedures  that  you  guys  have  already  done.  I’m  simply 
talking  about  in  the  refugee  program  you’re  supposed,  to  under  the  executive  order,  suspend  all 
refugee  entries.  And  of  course  this  is  complicated  by  the  fact  that  the  Supreme  Court  has  said, 
well,  that’s  true  but  we’re  going  to  let  you  -  we’re  going  to  let  some  people  in  who  have  a  bona 
fide  relationships;  you  guys  have  defined  what  that  is.  I’m  just  sort  of  - 1  -  so  I’m  puzzled  about 
!  when  the  120-day  suspension  of  the  entire  refugee  program  would  go  into  effect  and  why  you 

would  need  that  if  you  have  already  had  five  and  some-odd  months  to  sort  of  look  at  the 
program. 

MS  NAUERT :  Well,  with  the  refugee  program  there’s  a  cap  on  the  number  of  refugees,  and 
that’s  a  cap  at  50,000  and  we’re  very  close  to  reaching  that  cap.  We’re  about  800  or  so,  900  or 
so,  away.  And  that’s  why  when  I  was  talking  earlier  about  how  we  have  a  little  bit  more  time  in 
order  to  get  that  definition  completely  tied  down. 

QUESTION:  Okay. 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay.  Anything  else  on  the  executive  order? 

QUESTION:  But  (inaudible)  120  days  in  the  original  executive  order.  So  are  you  saying  that 
when  the  cap  is  met,  that’s  when  the  120-day  suspension  kicks  in?  They’re  not  concurrent? 

MS  NAUERT:  Let  - 

QUESTION:  Or  is  it  tonight  at  8:00  p.m.  when  (inaudible)  -- 
QUESTION:  (Off-mike.) 

MS  NAUERT :  Guys,  instead  of  everybody  chiming  in  about  what  they  think  this  might  mean, 
let  me  please  get  back  with  you  with  one  of  our  lawyers  who’s  been  working  with  DHS  and  DOJ 
to  best  answer  that  question.  Okay?  So  let  me  just  take  the  bulk  of  that  question  and  get  back 
with  you.  And  any  folks  watching  on  TV,  they’re  probably  like,  “What  on  Earth  are  you  guys 
talking  about?”  So  let  me  get  back  to  you  with  a  good,  concrete  answer  on  that  one.  Okay? 

Anything  else  on  the  EO  that’s  not  related  to  the  120  days? 

QUESTION:  Yes. 

QUESTION:  Yes. 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay.  Hi,  how  are  you? 

QUESTION:  On  the  EO  question,  I  think  we’ve  all  gotten  sort  of  into  the  legal  nuances  a  lot. 

MS  NAUERT:  Yeah. 

QUESTION:  But  we’ve  still,  like  this  press  corps,  the  American  public,  have  not  really  been 
given  a  clear  answer  as  to  why  these  six  countries  and  people  from  those  six  countries  presents  a 
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real  threat  to  the  United  States.  That  call  today  started  off  saying  that  we  want  to  prevent 
mayhem  and  terror  in  the  United  States.  People  from  these  six  countries  have  not  carried  out 
those  attacks  in  the  United  States.  It  just  hasn’t  happened.  There’s  -  some  countries  you  could 
say  maybe,  if  you  want  to  argue  for  a  travel  ban  in  some  form,  should  belong  on  that  list.  Some 
don’t.  But  it  -  the  policy  as  it  is  hasn’t  really  been  fully  explained. 

And  then  if  you  want  to  get  into  the  grandparents,  grandchildren,  I  mean,  what  percentage  of 
terrorist  attacks  have  been  carried  out  by  grandparents  from  these  six  countries?  I  think  that  is 
something  that  we  deserve  an  answer  to  that  hasn’t  really  been  -  and  other  than  saying  -  and  that 
was  asked  today  on  the  call,  and  the  official  just  pointed  to  President  Trump’s  comments  about 
this.  That’s  not  really  an  answer. 

MS  NAUERT:  Well,  there  were  people  on  that  call  from  State,  White  House,  DOJ,  and  also 
DHS. 

QUESTION:  And  they  couldn’t  justify  the  policy. 

MS  NAUERT:  I  don’t  know  that  1  would  agree  with  that.  You  all  had  the  opportunity  to  ask 
the  lawyers  and  ask  folks  more  -  the  experts  who  were  involved  in  putting  this  together  -  more 
questions  about  that.  And  I  really  didn’t  hear  too  many  questions  about  that  very  topic. 

QUESTION:  We  were  -  we  asked.  Reuters  asked  what  is  the  danger  of  a  grandparent  from  one 
of  these  six  countries  coming  into  the  United  States.  And  the  answer  was  - 

MS  NAUERT:  And  we’re  talking  about  the  definition. 

QUESTION:  --  this  is  the  guidance  -- 

MS  NAUERT:  And  the  definition  — 

QUESTION:  The  answer  was  this  is  the  guidance  we’ve  been  given  by  the  President.  That’s 
not  an  answer  as  to  how  that  individual  harms  the  United  States  or  presents  a  terrorist  threat  to 
the  United  States. 

MS  NAUERT:  Well,  I’m  sorry  that  you’re  not  pleased  with  that  answer.  That’s  the  answer  that 
the  experts  gave  you.  I  can  tell  you  that  we  received  the  family  definition  from  federal  law,  and 
we  received  the  family  definition.  And  for  whatever  reason  it  doesn’t  include  grandparents,  but 
we  were  just  going  along  with  what  federal  law  states. 

Okay,  next  question. 

QUESTION:  Was  there  any  sort  of  risk  assessment  in  deciding  what  bona  fide  relationships 
are,  or  was  it  strictly  a  legal  interpretation  of  past  law  like  the  INA? 

MS  NAUERT:  There  have  been  three  days  to  get  through  this  and  to  try  to  put  that  together,  so 
I’m  not  sure  that  anyone  was  able  to  do  a  risk  assessment,  as  you  suggest,  about  grandparents. 
But  the  lawyers  have  been  putting  together  -- 
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QUESTION:  (Off-mike.) 

MS  NAUERT :  -  putting  this  together  and  working  on  it  for  the  past  few  days. 

QUESTION:  Iraq? 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay.  Anything  else  on  the  executive  order? 

QUESTION:  On  her  question,  her  point,  though,  that  it  is  true  that  there  was,  shall  we  say,  not 
a  lot  of  enthusiasm  on  the  call  from  the  officials,  except  for  one  official  who  was  from  the  White 
House,  for  this.  And  when  asked  what  specifically  this  would  do  to  improve  security,  all  of  the  - 
all  of  the  officials,  four  of  the  five  officials  who  were  on  the  call,  basically  said  we’re  doing  this 
because  the  court  has  told  us  to  and  did  not  offer  an  explanation  of  how  it  does  make  it  safer. 

MS  NAUERT:  Look- 

QUESTION:  So  if  there  is  an  answer  - 

MS  NAUERT:  Their  jobs - 

QUESTION:  I  know. 

MS  NAUERT:  -- is  to  implement. 

QUESTION:  Their  job  is  to  carry  out  -  exactly. 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay?  Their  job  is  not  to  be  a  person  who  will  come  out  and  advocate  for  or 
against  something  in  this  fashion.  It  wouldn’t  be  appropriate  for  them  to  do  so.  These  are  civil 
servants  and  Foreign  Service  officers.  You  know  they’re  not  going  to  get  into  the  politics  of  this 
kind  of  thing.  Their  job  is  to  execute  and  implement,  and  they  were  given  the  -  some  direction 
by  the  Department  of  Justice.  They  all  worked  together  to  come  up  with  this,  and  they 
professionally  put  something  together  and  gave  you  the  answers.  You’re  saying  that  there 
wasn’t  a  whole  lot  of  enthusiasm.  That’s  your  opinion.  But  these  folks  have.been  hard  at  work 
doing  their  jobs. 

QUESTION:  Okay. 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay. 

QUESTION:  But  can  you  offer  just  a  justification  for  it?  I  mean,  you  are  a  political  appointee. 

\  I  mean,  this  is  your  administration.  So  can  you  tell  us  why  this  country  is  safer  having  this 
executive  order  and  banning  people  from  these  countries  that  have  never  committed  attacks  on 
the  United  States  previously  except  in,  what  was  it,  the  - 

MS  NAUERT:  Gardiner,  as  far  as  I’m  going  to  go  is  saying  that  with  some  of  these  countries  - 
and  we  would  take  issue  certainly  with  the  Government  of  Iran  and  some  other  nations  -  that 
there  can  be  concerns.  And  the  American  public  could  have  legitimate  concerns  about  their 
safety  when  we  open  our  doors.  And  we  want  to  open  our  doors  to  people  who  are  willing  to  go 
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through  proper  screening  measures  and  who  want  to  be  here  and  want  to  be  productive  members 
of  our  society.  I’ll  leave  it  at  that. 

QUESTION:  The  people  of  Iran  are  very  pro-American  people  (inaudible). 

MS  NAUERT:  I  know  that.  That’s  why  I  said  we  take  issue  with  the  Government  of  Iran,  not 
the  people  of  Iran,  certainly.  Okay? 

QUESTION:  But  the  people  are  the  ones  that  are  banned. 

MS  NAUERT:  Look,  I  know  you  guys  want  to  push  me  to  say  something  about  this. 

QUESTION:  To  defend  the  policy.  That’s  it. 

MS  NAUERT:  Yeah.  Okay. 

QUESTION:  I’m  not  trying  to  -  it’s  not  a  gotcha  question. 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay.  Anything  else  on  the  executive  order? 

QUESTION:  No. 

MS  NAUERT:  No.  Okay. 

QUESTION:  Okay,  China  and  North  Korea? 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay. 

QUESTION:  Okay.  Today  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  talking  about  sanctions  on  China.  And 
these  -  regarding  these  -  will  the  United  States  ask  to  South  Korea  for  support  these  sanctions? 

Did  you  -  U.S.  ask  to  -  ask  to  Moon  Jae-in  -  tomorrow  summit  will  the  U.S.  ask  for  — 

MS  NAUERT:  Will  we  ask  for  South  Korean  support  on  sanctions  against  North  Korea? 

QUESTION:  Yes. 

MS  NAUERT:  I  know  that  we  have  asked  a  lot  of  countries  to  do  more.  A  lot  of  countries  have 
influence,  a  great  deal  of  influence,  especially  their  neighbors,  with  the  DPRK,  so  we  continue  to 
ask  nations  to  do  more  to  try  to  ratchet  up  the  pressure  on  the  DPRK. 

You  referenced  the  sanctions  that  were  announced  at  2  o’clock  today  by  the  Treasury  Secretary 
and  taking  a  look  at  some  Chinese  entities.  We  believe  that  those  entities  have  a  role  in  getting 
money  to  the  North  Koreans,  and  that  money  doesn’t  go  into  the  pockets  of  normal,  regular 
North  Korean  citizens.  That  money  goes  into  the  pocket,  we  believe,  of  their  illegal  ballistic 
weapons  programs  and  also  its  illegal  nuclear  weapons  program,  so  that  -  or  nuclear  program. 

So  that  is  a  big  concern  of  ours.  And  that  is  one  of  the  reasons  that  the  Treasury  Department 
chose  to  sanction  those  Chinese  entities,  and  that  is  something  that  we  have  continuously, 
especially  with  regard  to  the  Chinese,  to  put  the  pressure  on  them  to  do  that.  Secretary  Tillerson 
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has  talked  about  that,  where  the  Chinese  have  done  a  notable  job,  but  he  has  characterized  it  as 
uneven,  so  we’d  like  to  see  them  do  more. 

Anything  else  on  DPRK?  Hi. 

QUESTION:  So  with  this  announcement,  are  you  sending  the  message  to  China  that  U.S.  will 
move  forward  on  North  Korea  issues  without  Chinese  cooperation? 

MS  NAUERT:  I’m  sorry,  say  that  again? 

QUESTION:  So  are  you  sending  a  message  to  China  that  United  States  will  work  on  North 
Korea  issues  without  Chinese  cooperation? 

MS  NAUERT:  Well,  I  didn’t  say  that  the  Chinese  weren’t  cooperating.  I  said  that  they  -  it’s 
been  uneven.  We’d  like  to  see  them  do  more,  and  they  know  that.  We’ve  had  conversations 
about  that  in  the  past  at  the  highest  levels.  And  so  we’d  just  like  to  continue  to  call  upon  them  to 
do  more.  Okay. 

QUESTION:  So  even  with  this  (inaudible)  -- 
MS  NAUERT:  Anything  else  DPRK? 

QUESTION:  Iraq? 

MS NAUERT:  DPRK? 

QUESTION:  China? 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay. 

QUESTION:  I’ve  got  a  brief  one  on  China,  but  -- 
MS  NAUERT:  Okay.  Go  right  ahead.  Hi.  How  are  you? 

QUESTION:  Thank  you.  So  I  wanted  to  ask  about  Liu  Xiaobo,  the  human  rights  activist.  And 
Ambassador  Branstad  said  that  he  would  like  to  help  Mr.  Liu  to  get  cancer  treatment  overseas, 
and  we  are  wondering  whether  the  United  States  supports  that.  Are  you  talking  to  the  Beijing 
government  about  it?  ^ 

MS  NAUERT:  So  one  of  the  things  we’ve  done  is,  as  I’ve  said  in  other  instances,  that  we  have 
conversations  at  the  highest  levels  of  government  with  government  officials  on  areas  where  we 
have  a  great  deal  of  concern.  Among  those  would  be  human  rights  issues,  this  one  for  Liu 
Xiaobo,  who’s  a  Nobel  Peace  Prize  laureate  and  a  writer  as  well  -  he  unfortunately  is  battling 
cancer  at  this  time.  We  would  like  to  see  him  -  get  additional  information  about  how  he  is 
doing. 

He’s  not  a  U.S.  citizen,  he’s  a  Chinese  national,  but  we’d  like  him  to  have  access  to  international 
medical  specialists  if  he  chooses  to  do  so.  One  of  the  important  things  we  see  is  give  him  the 
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opportunity,  if  he  wants  to  seek  medical  treatment  elsewhere,  to  be  able  to  seek  medical 
treatment  elsewhere. 

You  referenced  something  Ambassador  Branstad  said,  and  along  with  that  he  said  our  heart  goes 
out  to  him  and  to  his  wife,  and  we’d  like  to  see  him  have  the  opportunity  for  treatment  elsewhere 
if  that  would  be  of  assistance  to  him. 

QUESTION:  This  is  related  to  China  — 

MS  NAUERT:  Yeah. 

QUESTION:  —  but  it’ll  be  extremely  brief.  You  guys  today  notified  Congress  of  a  rather  large 
arms  sale  to  Taiwan. 

MS  NAUERT:  To  Taiwan,  yeah. 

QUESTION:  Can  you  talk  about  that  a  little  bit? 

MS  NAUERT:  Yeah.  So  let  me  just  get  all  the  details  here  because  I  want  to  get  everything 
straight.  But  we  -  normally  we  wouldn’t  talk  about  this  into  -  until  it  is  submitted  to  Congress, 
and  Congress  was  notified  today  about  that.  Give  me  just  a  minute,  please.  Okay. 

QUESTION:  Is  the  book  getting  bigger? 

MS  NAUERT:  Kind  of  like  a  messy  former  journalist.  You  keep  a  lot  of  papers  around. 

So  the  administration  had  formally  notified  Congress  of  seven  proposed  defense  sales  for 
Taiwan.  It’s  now  valued  about  1.42  billion.  The  notifications  are  consistent  with  the  Taiwan 
Relations  Act.  It  shows,  we  believe,  our  support  for  Taiwan’s  ability  to  maintain  a  sufficient 
self-defense  capability.  There  is  no  change,  I  should  point  out,  to  our  longstanding  “one  China” 
policy,  which  is  based,  as  you  all  know,  on  three  joint  communiques  and  the  Taiwan  Relations 
Act.  There  is  continuity  here;  the  United  States  has  been  doing  defense  sales  with  Taiwan  for  50 
years  or  so,  so  nothing  has  changed. 

QUESTION:  Iraq? 

QUESTION:  On  Syria? 

QUESTION:  One  more  on  DPRK? 

MS  NAUERT:  Anything  else  on  the  Asian  region  that  anyone  wants  to  talk  about? 

QUESTION:  Yes.  So  you  said  that  we’d  like  to  -  the  State  Department,  the  United  States  - 
would  like  the  -  to  see  China  do  more. 

MS  NAUERT:  Mm-hm.

QUESTION:  Are  they  even  doing  what  they  said  they  would  do  regarding  -  because  they  said 
that  they  would  -  that  they  were  going  to  limit  the  coal,  I  guess,  buying  -  buys  from  North  Korea 
and  fuel  shipments  to  North  Korea.  Is  that  even  happening? 

MS  NAUERT:  So  some  of  this  is  classified,  so  some  of  that  I  cannot  talk  about.  I  do  have  a  list 
of  something  that  is  public.  I  don’t  have  it  at  my  fingertips  right  now,  but  some  of  the  things  that 
we  have  been  asking  other  nations,  including  China,  to  do  and  some  of  the  ways  that  we  have 
seen  those  countries  take  steps  in  the  right  direction. 

I’ve  talked  a  little  bit  here  about  guest  worker  programs  and  how  there  are  North  Korean  guest 
workers  in  many  countries  around  the  world.  We  have  asked  many  of  those  other  countries  to 
limit  the  number  of  North  Korean  workers  that  can  work  in  their  countries.  The  reason  why:  we 
see  the  money  not  going  into  their  pockets,  but  it  goes  -  the  government  confiscates  it,  and  it 
goes  into  the  pockets  of  the  Government  of  the  DPRK.  And  we  believe  that  that  money  is  then 
being  used  to  fund  its  illegal  weapons  program  and  also  its  nuclear  program. 

So  we  continue  to  talk  to  all  of  these  nations  about  sort  of  putting  the  squeeze,  if  you  will,  on 
North  Korea,  and  that  would  be  one  example  of  it. 

Okay.  Anything  else  on  Asia? 

QUESTION:  South  Korea? 

MS  NAUERT :  Okay.  Go  right  ahead. 

QUESTION:  I  wondered  if  you  had  a  readout  for  the  Secretaiy’s  meeting  yesterday  with  the 
Korean  foreign  minister. 

MS  NAUERT :  I  don’t  have  an  actual  readout  for  you  on  that  meeting.  I  was  in  that  meeting, 
and  I  would  just  describe  as  it  was  a  pleasant  meeting.  We  had  a  lot  of  areas  of  agreement.  I 
know  that  the  President  and  the  Secretary  look  forward  to  hosting  President  Moon  here  in 
Washington,  certainly.  Among  the  things  that  they  talked  about  was  the  threat  from  North  Korea 
and  the  alliance  that  we  have  with  South  Korea,  and  the  importance  of  that. 

QUESTION:  Quick  follow-up. 

QUESTION:  Syria? 

QUESTION:  North  Korean  human  rights  issue  been  discussed  at  the  meeting  yesterday  -  Kang 
and  Secretary  Tillerson? 

MS  NAUERT:  I’m  not  -  beyond  what  I  just  told  you  about  that  meeting.  I’m  not  going  to  be 
able  to  get  into  any  additional  specifics. 

Okay,  so  let’s  move  on  from  Asia.  What  do  we  have  now? 

QUESTION:  One  on  Syria. 
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QUESTION:  Syria. 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay,  let’s  go  to  Syria  then. 

QUESTION:  Okay. 

MS  NAUERT:  Sir,  I’m  sorry,  tell  me  your  name. 

QUESTION:  I’m  Caleb  with  RT.  Caleb  Maupin. 

MS  NAUERT:  Oh,  right.  Caleb,  hi. 

QUESTION:  So  this  recent  statement  from  the  White  House  alleging  that  the  Syrian 
Government  was  planning  an  upcoming  chemical  attack,  are  you  concerned  that  that  could  have 
created  an  opening  for  terrorist  groups  to  carry  out  a  chemical  attack? 

MS  NAUERT:  No. 

QUESTION:  You’re  not  concerned  even  though  al-Nusrah,  al-Qaida  groups,  have  been  using 
chemical  weapons  in  Syria  that’s  documented? 

MS  NAUERT:  No.  Next  question  on  Syria. 

QUESTION:  Just  um  -  well,  I  mean,  they  could  carry  out  a  chemical  attack,  and  then  with  the 
White  House  saying,  “Oh,  Assad  was  going  to  do  it,”  that  would  create  a  cover  for  them  to  do 
such  a  thing. 

MS  NAUERT:  Do  I  have  to  do  this  again?  We  know  that  Assad  has  used  chemical  weapons  on 
his  own  people,  and  he’s  done  that  repeatedly  including  -- 

QUESTION:  Well,  hasn’t  the  United  States  convinced  the  world  that  that  - 

MS  NAUERT:  Including  women  and  children -- 

QUESTION:  -  Saddam  Hussein  had  weapons  of  mass  destruction? 

MS  NAUERT:  -  and  we  have  all  seen  that.  We  have  all  seen  the  video,  and  there  is  no  debate 
about  that.  Okay?  I’m  going  to  -- 

QUESTION:  So  didn’t  Assad  give  up  his  chemical  weapons  in  2013? 

MS  NAUERT:  No. 

QUESTION:  Didn’t  that  happen? 

MS  NAUERT:  No. 

QUESTION:  That  didn’t  happen?  So  the  - 
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MS  NAUERT:  Hayvi. 

QUESTION:  The  OPCW  is  not  being  - 
MS  NAUERT:  Hayvi,  let’s  go  over  to  you. 

QUESTION:  Thank  you.  So  we  know  that  ISIS  is  almost  defeated  in  Mosul,  maybe  even 
similar  situation  in  Raqqa.  We  know  that  phase  two  is  Deir  ez-Zor.  The  Assad  regime  forces, 
along  with  the  militias,  Iranian  proxies  and  militias  in  Syria,  are  trying  to  go  to  Deir  ez-Zor  and 
have  backups,  basically  confronting  the  United  States  efforts  with  its  -  with  their  allies  to  defeat 
ISIS  and  Deir  ez-Zor,  maybe  have  some  sort  of  partnership  or  trying  to  just  impose  themselves 
being  there  in  a  strong  position.  What  do  you  expect  or  what  we  are  going  to  be  seeing  from  the 
United  States  confronting  the  Iranian  militias,  the  Assad  regime,  the  same  way  we  saw  in  Tanf, 
which  is  in  the  northern  -  sorry,  in  the  southern,  eastern  part  of  Syria? 

MS  NAUERT :  So  let  me  try  to  give  folks  an  update  on  where  things  from  our  viewpoint  -  I’m 
not  going  to  get  into  defense,  DOD  related  issues,  but  in  terms  of  Raqqa  and  what  we  can  talk 
about. 

The  first  piece  of  news  I  have  is  that  our  Special  Presidential  Envoy  Brett  McGurk  was  in  Syria. 
He  was  in  Syria  for  the  past  couple  days,  I  believe,  and  he  talked  with  some  of  the  local  partners 
of  the  global  campaign  and  the  coalition  to  defeat  ISIS.  He  -  and  we’re  very  proud  to  say  that  he 
was  able  to  witness  some  of  the  humanitarian  and  stabilization  work  and  assistance  that’s  now 
underway  in  the  liberated  areas  north  of  Raqqa.  And  think  about  this:  in  the  past  -  a  few  weeks 
ago,  we  were  on  the  outskirts  -  when  I  say  “we,”  I  mean  coalition  partners  backed  by  the  United 
States  in  an  advise-and-assist  capacity  were  outside  of  Raqqa.  And  now,  we’re  already  getting 
into  that  portion  where  we  can  do  some  humanitarian  and  stabilization  efforts,  so  we’re  proud  of 
that. 

One  of  the  things  that  Special  Envoy  McGurk  has  talked  about  is  that  once  Raqqa  is  liberated, 
that  we  believe  it’s  critical, for  local  officials  from  the  area  to  take  over  responsibility  and  take 
over  responsibility  for  post-liberation  security,  but  most  importantly,  governance  down  the  road. 
This  campaign  is  trending  in  a  positive  direction.  We  are  pleased  with  that.  But  it’s  certainly  not 
over  and  will  take  a  lot  of  work  in  order  to  tie  it  up. 

QUESTION:  Are  we  going  to  see  Assad  regime  forces  go  into  Raqqa  or  try  to  govern  and  take 
these  areas? 

MS  NAUERT:  We  would  certainly  hope  not,  and  that  is  an  area  that  is  of  great  discussion, 
because  the  United  States  wants  to  be  able  to  stabilize  these  areas,  eventually  be  able  to  bring  the 
Syrian  people  -  whether  it’s  in  Syria  or  whether  it’s  in  Mosul  in  Iraq,  we  want  to  be  able  to  bring 
our  -  those  folks  back  in  their  communities.  That’s  where  they  want  to  live.  Conditions  are  not 
ripe  for  that  just  yet.  There  is  a  lot  of  demining  work  that  has  to  be  done  -  electricity,  water,  all 
of  those  things,  so  we  are  -  folks  are  a  long  way  off  from  seeing  that  just  yet,  and  that’s  one  of 
the  reasons  we  talk  about  local  control  of  those  communities  that  is  handled  by  a  governance  that 
is  agreed  to  by  the  local  people  there.  And  so  that  will  be  one  of  the  priorities  that  we  would  be 
working  toward. 
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QUESTION:  Just  to  clarify  ~ 

MSNAUERT:  Anything  else  on  Syria? 

QUESTION:  Just  to  clarify -- 
MS  NAUERT:  Yeah. 

QUESTION:  -  what  you  said  before,  are  you  saying  that  al-Qaida  has  not  used  chemical 
weapons? 

MS  NAUERT:  I’m  not  going  to  get  into  this  conversation  with  you  about  this  because  - 
QUESTION:  Well,  this  is  a  concern. 

MS  NAUERT :  No,  no,  no,  no.  You  want  to  have  a  debate,  okay,  about  a  hypothetical,  okay, 
and  I’m  not  going  to  get  into  a  debate. 

,  QUESTION:  If  you  announce  that  there’s  a  pending  chemical  attack  -- 

MSNAUERT:  I  am  not  going  to  get  into  a  debate  - 
QUESTION:  -  and  it’s  going  to  be  done  by  the  government  - 
MS  NAUERT:  —  about  a  hypothetical,  but  what  the  - 

QUESTION:  -  if  you  announce  that,  then  they  could  carry  out  an  attack  and  it  would  look  like 
'  the  government  did  it.  I  mean,  isn’t  that  a  real  possibility? 

MS  NAUERT:  If  you  want  to  try  to  make  excuses  for  the  Assad  regime,  go  right  ahead. 

QUESTION:  I’m  not  talking  about  Assad. 

MS  NAUERT:  You’ve  got  a  lot  of  cameras  on  you  right  now,  okay? 

QUESTION:  I’  m  talking  about  terrorist  groups.  I’m  talking  about  al-Qaida  and  al-Nusrah. 

MS  NAUERT:  And  I’m  not  going  to  spend 'all  our  folks’  time  having  that  conversation.  We  all 
know  here, in  this  room  that  Bashar  al-Assad  is  responsible  for  chemical  attacks  on  his  own 
people,  including  women  and  children. 

QUESTION:  And  isn’t  al-Qaida  ~ 

MS  NAUERT:  We  are  not  going  to  debate  it  - 

QUESTION:  Isn’t  al-Qaida  responsible  for  such  things? 

MSNAUERT:  -- beyond  that.  Al-Qaida  horrible  too,  but -- 

t 
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QUESTION:  Uses  chemical  weapons. 

MS  NAUERT:  -  what  we’re  talking  about  right  now  is  Assad  and  Syria. 

/ 

QUESTION:  Well,  I  asked  you  about  al-Qaida. 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay.  Next  question. 

QUESTION:  That’s  what  I  was  asking  for  a  clarification  on. 

MS  NAUERT:  Something  else  on  Syria? 

QUESTION:  Russia? 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay,  let’s  go  to  Russia. 

QUESTION:  Okay,  so - 
MS  NAUERT:  All  right.. 

QUESTION:  Why  not? 

QUESTION:  One  more  question  on  Syria,  sorry. 

QUESTION:  So -sorry.  . 

MS  NAUERT :  Okay.  Michele,  just  hold  on  one  second. 

QUESTION:  Yeah,  sure. 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay.  Go  right  ahead. 

QUESTION:  So  the  Turkish  forces  have  announced  that  they  attacked  U.S.  partners  SDF, 
especially  YPG  in  Syria,  and  they  threatened  they  would  do  so  in  Afrin.  Are  you  concerned 
about  this  new  Turkish  bombardment  of  your  partners  in  Syria? 

MS  NAUERT:  Our  -  the  reason  that  the  United  States  is  involved  in  Syria  is  to  take  out  ISIS. 

That’s  why  we  care  and  that’s  why  we  are  there.  Our  focus  is  on  liberating  Raqqa  right  now. 

Our  forces  aren’t  operating  in  the  area  that  you’re  talking  about.  I  don’t  want  to  get  into  DOD 
territory.  That  is  theirs.  But  our  focus  is  on  another  part  of  Syria  right  now.  > 

Okay.  Michelle,  you  had  something  on  Russia. 

QUESTION:  I  wanted  to  ask  this  one  at  the  top.  Just  one  last  thing  about  Syria  that’s  -- 

MS  NAUERT:  Let’s  just  talk  about  it  after  because  we’ve  got  to  wrap  it  up  and  I  know  we  have 
some  other  questions  from  other  regions. 
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QUESTION:  Yeah,  I’ll  be  really  quick.  With  the  meetings  that  are  coming  up  now,  does  the 
Secretary  of  State  -- 

MSNAUERT:  You’re  referring  to  the  G20? 

QUESTION:  Yeah,  with  Russia. 

MSNAUERT:  Okay. 

QUESTION:  Does  the  Secretary  of  State  expect  and  want  the  President  to  bring  up  continued 
Russian  cyber  meddling  in  the  United  States  during  this  meeting?  And  will  Tillerson  bring  that 
up  with  Lavrov? 

MS  NAUERT:  I  don’t  know.  That’s  a  good  question  and  that’s  a  valid  question  that  a  lot  of 
Americans  will  want  to  know  the  answer  to.  We’ve  not  had  deep  discussions  about  specifically 
what  might  happen  in  any  given  meeting.  I  know  that  General  H.R.  McMaster,  the  National 
Security  Advisor,  announced  that  the  President  would  be  meeting  with  -  with  Vladimir  Putin, 
thank  you  -  at  that  meeting  comingup,  but  I  don’t  have  any  meetings  or  any  schedules  to  go  into 
beyond  that. 

QUESTION:  Do  you  know  if  the  Secretary  would  like  him  to  bring  up  that  issue? 

MS  NAUERT:  That  I  don’t  know. 

QUESTION:  Okay. 

MS  NAUERT:  That  I  don’t  know.  I  haven’t  -  we’ve  been  talking  so  much  about  other  things 
lately  that  that  one  hasn’t  come  up. 

QUESTION:  Okay. 

QUESTION:  Heather,  thank  you. 

MSNAUERT:  Hey,  how  are  you? 

QUESTION:  The  Secretary  said  earlier  today  he’d  like  to  see  staffing  approval  move  at  a  faster 
rate  at  the  White  House  — 

QUESTION:  Excuse  me,  can  we  stay  on  Russia? 

QUESTION:  Actually,  let  me  finish  my  question,  please. 

MS  NAUERT :  Wait,  hold  on.  Let  her  finish  this  one,  yeah. 

QUESTION:  Thanks.  The  Secretary  said  on  camera  today  that  he  would  like  to  see  approvals 
of  his  staff  positions  go  more  quickly,  frustrated  that  they  haven’t  been  at  the  White  House.  Has 
he  received  any  assurance  that  they  will? 
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MS  NAUERT:  Well,  part  of  this  is  a  bureaucratic  process,  and  I  know  everyone  would  like  to 
see  this  go  faster,  from  the  Secretary  down  to  regular  folks  here  at  the  State  Department.  That  is 
something  the  Secretary  has  -  as  you  heard,  he  spoke  about  earlier  today.  One  of  the  issues  is 
certainly  the  paperwork,  and  I  know  I  went  through  some  of  that  paperwork  myself,  including 
over  at  the  Office  of  Government  Ethics,  and  it  takes  time.  It  takes  time  to  do  that.  It  takes  time 
to  go  through  lots  of  resumes  and  people’s  applications  and  all  of  that. 

So  I  know  that  the  Secretary  is  very  engaged  in  it.  I  know  that  the  Deputy  Secretary  John 
Sullivan  is  very  focused  on  this  as  well  and  trying  to  -  in  trying  to  speed  things  along.  And  so 
we’re  optimistic  that  we’ll  be  able  to  do  that  now  that  we  have  more  people  in  place. 

QUESTION:  But  without  an  assistant  secretary  of  state  for  Asia,  for  Europe  to  handle  these 
Russia  issues  - 1  mean,  has  that  impacted  diplomacy?  The  Secretary  made  clear  he  knows  who 
he  wants. 

MS  NAUERT:  I  have  seen  some  fantastic  people  here  in  this  building  who  are  what  some 
would  deride  as  holdovers,  and  they’re  terrific.  I  mean,  they  really  are.  They’re  committed  to 
their  jobs.  They’re  professional  every  day.  You  all  know  a  lot  of  them.  They  have  just  dove 
into  the  issues,  stayed  engaged  in  the  issues.  Even  those  who  are  retiring  have  stayed  as  engaged 
as  I  understand  that  they  were  even  a  couple  years  ago.  So  I’m  tremendously  impressed  with 
what  a  terrific  job  that  they’re  doing,  and  frankly  hope  some  of  them  will  stick  around  because 
they’re  a  real  attribute  to  this  building  and  have  worked  hard  on  behalf  of  the  Secretary  and  the 
folks  here  at  the  State  Department. 

QUESTION:  So  you’re  saying  no  damage  to  diplomacy  that  you  can  detect? 

MS  NAUERT:  Me  personally,  that  I  can  detect,  I  -  look,  I  think  the  Secretary  and  his  words 
speak  for  themselves  that  he  would  like  to  see  things  moving  along  at  a  faster  pace.  Sure,  we’d 
like  to  be  able  to  fill  those  positions,  and  that  is  happening,  and  anticipate  that  it  will  happen  at  a 
faster  pace.  But  the  people  who  have  been  doing  those  jobs  in  the  meantime  have  done  a 
fantastic  job,  and  I’ve  had  the  good  fortune  of  being  able  to  work  with  a  lot  of  them  so  far. 

QUESTION:  One  quick  question. 

MS  NAUERT:  Yeah. 

QUESTION:  Henry  Kissinger  is  meeting  with  Vladimir  Putin  today  ahead  of  the  upcoming 
U.S.  meetings.  He  was  in  the  Oval  Office  after  Russia’s  top  diplomats  were  meeting  with  the 
President.  Is  he  playing  any  diplomatic  role  with  this  administration,  either  with  the  Secretary  or 
in  some  other  role? 

MS  NAUERT :  I  don’t  have  an  answer  to  that.  I  believe  they  know  one  another,  but  I  can  try  to 
look  into  that  and  see  what  I  can  get  for  you.  Okay. 

QUESTION:  Thanks. 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay,  go  ahead. 
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i  QUESTION:  Thank  you.  I  just  wanted  to  clarify  if  the  Secretary  and  the  foreign  minister  will 

have  a  full-scale  meeting  or  just  pull-aside  at  the  G20.  Point  one.  And  point  two,  is  there  any 
movement  over  the  dachas  issue? 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay. 

QUESTION:  Because  the  Russians  -- 

MS  NAUERT:  To  your  first  point,  and  as  you  all  know,  the  Secretary  will  be  traveling  over  to 
the  G20  summit.  We  had  a  meeting  that  had  been  scheduled  with  our  Under  Secretary  Tom 
Shannon,  and  that  was  canceled  by  the  Russians.  The  topic  that  was  on  the  agenda  were  some  of 
those  smaller  issues,  such  as  the  dachas  that  I  know  are  very  important  to  the  Russian 
Government.  That  meeting  was  canceled.  I  know  that  we  are  certainly  open  to  having  that 
meeting  rescheduled  and  would  look  forward  to  that  to  get  some  of  these  so-called  irritants  out  of 
the  way  and  deal  with  some  of  those  things. 

In  terms  of  any  meetings  at  the  G20  with  regard  to  the  Secretary’s  schedule,  I  just  don’t  have  any 
meetings  or  any  information  to  give  you  on  -  at  this  time. 

Okay? 

QUESTION:  Thanks. 

MS  NAUERT:  Last  question. 

QUESTION:  The  Secretary  spent  a  lot  of  time  on  the  GCC  crisis  this  week. 

MS  NAUERT:  That’s  right. 

QUESTION:  Did  he  make  any  progress? 

MS  NAUERT:  So  yeah,  that  was  a  big  topic  of  conversation  around  here,  certainly.  I  know 
that  we  continue  to  urge  all  of  the  parties  to  work  together  and  resolve  this  issue.  The  United 
States  continues  to  stand  by  and  say  we  will  help  you  in  a  manner  in  which  you  need.  The 
■  Kuwaitis  have  done  a  terrific  job  of  taking  the  lead  as  mediators.  As  you  know,  the  Kuwaitis 

were  here  earlier  this  week.  The  Secretary  met  with  them  and  talked  with  them  about  the 
importance.  Everybody  gets  it.  I  think  everybody  gets  it  that  this  needs  to  be  resolved.  When  it 
will  be  resolved,  we’re  not  certain  of  that  at  this  time,  but  we’re  hoping  that  the  parties  will  all 
agree  to  work  together  and  recognize  that  there’s  going  to  be  a  negotiation  that  needs  to  be  had. 

QUESTION:  Well,  they’re  saying  -  especially  the  Saudis  are  saying  -  no  negotiations.  So 
where  is  the  process  if  no  one  is  negotiating? 

MS  NAUERT:  Yeah,  I  think  I’d  have  to  refer  you  to  those  governments  to  talk  specifically 
about  that,  but  the  Kuwaitis  remain  what  I  would  consider  to  be  sort  of  the  lead  mediator,  and 
we’re  standing  by  ready  to  help  and  advise,  if  and  when  we  can. 

Okay. 
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QUESTION:  Just  one  question  on  Iraq? 

MS  NAUERT:  Okay. 

QUESTION:  Thank  you.  The  Kurdish  president,  Massoud  Barzani,  yesterday  had  an  op-ed 
published  in  The  Washington  Post  making  the  case  for  Kurdish  independence.  He  said  the 
referendum  is  binding,  contrary  to  previous  media  reports.  He  also  said  that  it  will  not  be  a 
unilateral  step  by  the  Kurds;  it  will  be  a  result  of  a  negotiated  settlement  with  Baghdad.  So  my 
question  is:  Would  the  United  States  support  it  if  the  Iraqis,  like,  do  it  in  a  negotiated  settlement 
among  themselves? 

MS  NAUERT:  I  think  what  we  would  continue  to  say  about  that  is  that  the  fight  against  ISIS  is 
on  and  that  would  be  the  top  U.S.  concern  and  probably  the  top  Iraqi  concern,  I  would  imagine, 
at  this  time.  We  support  our  partnership  with  the  Government  of  Iraq.  We  continue  to  support 
that.  We  want  to  see  the  sole  focus  stay  on  ISIS.  You’ve  had  far  too  many  Iraqis  who  have  had 
to  leave  their  homes  because  of  ISIS  and  the  horrific  things  that  they  have  done  in  that  country. 
So  we  would  like  to  see  ISIS  out  and  then,  once  Iraq  has  stabilized  and  people  can  go  back  to 
their  homes,  a  referendum  if  Iraq  decides  to  do  that,  if  the  Kurds  decide  to  do  that.  That  would 
be  an  internal  Iraqi  matter. 

We’ve  got  to  go,  folks.  Thanks  a  lot. 

QUESTION:  Thank  you.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  United  States  warned  Wednesday  that  North  Korea  was  "quickly  closing  off" 
the  prospect  of  a  diplomatic  resolution  to  its  provocations,  as  the  Trump  administration  launched  a 
government-wide  effort  to  identify  options  for  confronting  Pyongyang  following  its  unprecedented 
intercontinental  ballistic  missile  launch. 


President  Donald  Trump  and  other  senior  officials  dangled  the  prospect  of  punishing  countries  that 
trade  with  North  Korea  —  a  threat  aimed  directly  at  China,  Pyongyang's  biggest  benefactor.  In  a  tweet 
Wednesday  morning,  Trump  questioned  why  the  U.S.  should  continue  what  he  sees  as  bad  trade  deals 
"with  countries  that  do  not  help  us." 


North  Korea's  first  launch  of  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  (ICBM)  threatens  to  put  U.S.  President 
Donald  Trump's  skills  as  a  diplomat  to  the  test,  as  he  starts  his  second  international  trip  as  president. 
(July  5) 

Some  administration  officials  are  still  holding  out  hope  of  persuading  China  to  ratchet  up  economic 
pressure  on  Pyongyang,  despite  Trump's  increasingly  pessimistic  attitude  toward  Beijing.  Trump,  who 
departed  for  Europe  early  Wednesday,  is  scheduled  to  meet  Chinese  President  Xi  Jinping  on  the 
,  sidelines  of  the  Group  of  20  summit  in  Germany. 


Thus  far,  both  China  and  North  Korea  have  proven  to  be  impervious  to  Trump's  tough  talk  and 
threatening  tweets.  Pyongyang  heightened  tensions  this  week  with  the  test  of  a  missile  capable  of 
hitting  the  U.S.,  a  step  officials  described  as  a  worrisome  escalation  by  an  unpredictable  regime  and 
perhaps  the  most  pressing  threat  facing  a  new  U.S.  president  with  little  national  security  experience. 


Following  the  launch,  the  White  House,  Treasury  Department,  State  Department,  Pentagon  and 
intelligence  agencies  accelerated  discussions  on  options  for  responding  to  Pyongyang's  nuclear  pursuits. 
The  talks  center  in  part  on  the  same  bucket  of  ideas  prior  administrations  have  considered,  including 
direct  diplomatic  negotiations  and  pre-emptive  military  action. 

The  U.N.  Security  Council  held  an  emergency  meeting  Wednesday  to  discuss  the  matter.  Nikki  Haley,  the 
U.S.  ambassador  to  the  United  Nations,  called  Pyongyang's  missile  launch  "a  clear  and  sharp  military 
escalation."  She  said  that  while  the  U.S.  is  not  seeking  a  military  confrontation,  military  options  are 
indeed  on  the  table. 


'Their  actions  are  quickly  closing  off  the  possibility  of  a  diplomatic  solution,"  she  said. 
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South  Korea's  president,  meanwhile,  said  the  world  should  look  at  tougher  sanctions  against  North 
Korea  and  insisted  the  problems  across  his  border  should  be  addressed  through  diplomatic  channels. 

"I  think  that  the  North  Korean  question  should  be  solved  by  peaceful  means,"  said  President  Moon  Jae- 
in,  who  will  also  meet  Trump  at  the  G-20  gathering. 

The  North  Korean  threat  appears  certain  to  hang  over  Trump's  European  trip,  which  opens  in  Poland. 
Trump  is  expected  to  use  the  trip  to  try  to  forge  consensus  with  European  Union  partners,  which  could 
also  put  more  financial  pressure  on  North  Korea. 

As  he  flew  to  Warsaw  on  Air  Force  One  on  Wednesday,  Trump  also  spoke  by  phone  about  North  Korea 
with  Egyptian  President  Abdel  Fattah  el-Sisi,  emphasizing  the  need  for  countries  to  implement  Security 
Council  resolutions.  The  White  House  said  Trump  also  discussed  the  need  for  nations  to  "stop  hosting 
North  Korean  guest  workers"  —  an  issue  Secretary  of  State  RexTillerson  also  mentioned  in  his  response 
a  night  earlier  to  the  missile  launch. 

Restricting  guest  workers  is  one  way  the  U.S.  and  other  countries  could  try  to  reduce  North  Korea's 
access  to  foreign  currency.  Some  50,000  to  60,000  North  Koreans  work  abroad,  mostly  in  Russia  and 
China,  South  Korea's  spy  service  has  said,  including  at  about  130  restaurants  North  Korea  operates 
overseas.  The  workers'  mission  involves  earning  money  to  bring  into  North  Korea. 

North  Korea  conducts  about  90  percent  of  its  trade  through  China,  giving  Beijing  enormous  sway  over 
the  reclusive  government.  Despite  forging  a  friendly  relationship  with  Xi,  Trump  has  become  increasingly 
dismayed  at  China's  reluctance  to  take  tougher  action  against  North  Korea.  He  asserted  Wednesday  that 
"trade  between  China  and  North  Korea  grew  almost  40%  in  the  first  quarter." 

In  April,  Chinese  customs  data  said  total  two-way  trade  between  China  and  North  Korea  increased  36.8 
percent  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  compared  with  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  However,  raw 
data  from  the  first  quarter  showed  that  total  two-way  trade  increased  by  only  7.4  percent.  It  was 
unclear  why  the  customs  agency  reported  a  higher  rate. 

Anthony  Ruggiero,  a  North  Korea  expert  at  the  Foundation  for  the  Defense  of  Democracies,  said  the  U.S. 
could  try  to  prod  Beijing  to  take  a  tougher  line  on  North  Korea  by  exploiting  Chinese  banks  and  other 
companies'  desire  for  access  to  the  U.S.  dollar. 

"The  administration  can  give  them  a  choice:  Do  business  with  North  Korea  or  have  access  to  the  U.S. 
financial  system,"  Ruggiero  said. 

The  Trump  administration  signaled  its  willingness  to  take  that  approach  last  week  when  it  announced  it 
was  blacklisting  a  small  Chinese  bank  over  dealings  with  North  Korea. 

China  has  long  resisted  intensifying  economic  pressure  on  neighboring  North  Korea,  in  part  out  of  fear  of 
the  instability  that  could  mount  on  its  doorstep,  including  the  possibility  of  millions  of  North  Koreans 
fleeing  into  China.  China  has  also  been  concerned  that  a  reunited,  democratic  Korea  —  dominated  by 
South  Korea  —  would  put  a  U.S.  ally,  and  possibly  U.S.  forces,  on  its  border.

US  officials  meet  to  discuss  response  to  North  Korea  missile  launch

(CNN)Trump  administration  national  security,  military  and  diplomatic  officials  are  holding  an  unexpected  July  4  meeting 
to  discuss  what  options  might  be  needed  if  it  is  determined  by  the  US  that  North  Korea  conducted  an  intercontinental 
ballistic  missile  test,  several  administration  officials  tell  CNN. 

US  military  technical  experts  are  now  reviewing  all  data  and  intelligence  gathered  by  US  satellites,  aircraft  and  other 
systems  to  determine  if  North  Korea's  claim  that  it  fired  an  intercontinental  missile  is  true.  "The  claim  is  being  taken 
seriously,"  one  senior  Administration  official  said. 

Top  officials  at  the  State  Department  and  the  Defense  Department  are  participating  in  the  meeting.  If  it  is  determined 
that  an  ICBM  was  launched,  the  goal  is  for  President  Donald  Trump  to  potentially  approve  a  "measured  response,"  one 
official  told  CNN.  Nothing  has  been  decided,  but  that  response  could  include  sending  additional  US  military  assets  such 
as  troops,  aircraft  and  ships  to  increase  the  US  presence  in  the  region.  Diplomatic  options  are  also  being  considered 
including  more  sanctions. 

If  it  is  determined  that  an  ICBM  has  been  fired,  the  Pentagon  will  publicly  communicate  that  all  missile  defense 
measures  aboard  Navy  ships  in  the  western  Pacific  and  land-based  missiles  in  Alaska  are  fully  ready,  as  are  missile 
defense  systems  in  South  Korea  and  Japan.  The  aim  is  to  send  a  message  to  Asian  allies  and  the  world  that  the  US  stands 
ready  to  defend  against  fyorth  Korean  aggression. 

At  this  stage  the  US  believes  that  whatever  capability  the  North  Koreans  have  demonstrated  it  does  not  necessarily 
mean  they  can  immediately  launch  a  working  missile  that  can  reach  as  far  as  western  Alaska.  And  ,it's  also  not  clear  that 
the  regime  has  a  functioning  miniaturized  nuclear  warhead. 

However  US  military  commanders  have  long  said  they  plan  against  a  worst  case  scenario.  Admiral  Harry  Harris,  head  of 
the  US  Pacific  Command  recently  said,  "I  know  there’s  some  debate  about  the  miniaturization  advancements  made  by 
Pyongyang.  But  PACOM  must  be  prepared  to  fight  tonight,  so  I  take  him  at  his  word.  I  must  assume  his  claims  are  true  - 
I  know  his  aspirations  certainly  are." 

Defense  Secretary  James  Mattis  also  recently  underscored  US  military  policy  when  asked  by  South  Carolina  Republican 
Sen.  Lindsay  Graham,  "Is  it  the  policy  of  the  Trump  administration  to  deny  North  Korea  the  capability  of  building  an 
ICBM  that  can  hit  the  American  homeland  with  a  nuclear  weapon  on  top?"  * 

Mattis  answered  simply  "Yes,  it  is,  Sen.  Graham."

Q:  It  is  reported  the  DPRK  launched  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  this  morning.  What  are  the 
comments  of  the  Chinese  side? 

A:  We  have  taken  note  of  relevant  reports.  We  are  trying  to  get  more  information  on  the  launch  and  are  closely 
following  the  developments  of  the  situation. 

We  have  stated  China's  position  on  the  relevant  issue  many  times.  Relevant  resolutions  of  the  UN  Security  Council 
have  explicit  stipulations  on  launches  conducted  by  the  DPRK  using  ballistic  missile  technology.  The  Chinese  side 
opposes  launches  by  the  DPRK  in  violation  of  relevant  resolutions  of  the  UN  Security  Council.  The  Chinese  side 
urges  the  DPRK  not  to  violate  relevant  Security  Council  resolutions  any  more  and  create  necessary  conditions  for 
the  resumption  of  dialogue  and  negotiation. 

I  would  like  to  reiterate  that  the  situation  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  remains  highly  sensitive  and  complex.  We  hope 
all  relevant  parties  can  stay  calm  and  exercise  restraint,  ease  tensions  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  as  soon  as  possible 
and  bring  the  Korean  Peninsula  issue  back  to  the  right  track  of  peaceful  talks  at  an  early  date. 

Q:  Following  the  DPRK’s  missile  launch,  US  President  Donald  Trump  tweeted  that  Perhaps  China  will  “put  a 
heavy  move”  on  the  DPRK  and  end  this  nonsense  once  and  for  all.  What’s  your  response  to  his  remarks? 
Do  you  think  President  Trump  is  pressuring  Beijing?  Will  China  consider  taking  a  “heavy  move”  against  the 
DPRK  as  President  T rum  p  said? 

A:  As  I  said  just  now,  we  oppose  any  action  in  violation  of  the  Security  Council's  resolutions. 

I  won’t  repeat  China’s  stance  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  issue  as  it  is  clear  enough.  I  shall  stress  once  again  that  in  a 
bid  to  solve  the  Korean  Peninsula  nuclear  issue,  China’s  contributions  are  there  for  all  to  see  and  its  role  is 
indispensable.  China  has  been  making  and  will  continue  to  make  efforts  in  this  regard,  and  we  hope  other  parties 
will  do  the  same.  We  hope  that  various  parties  can  work  for  the  shared  goal  and  jointly  bring  the  Korean  Peninsula 
nuclear  issue  back  to  the  right  track  of  peaceful  settlement  through  dialogue  and  negotiation  at  an  early  date. 
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Q:  China  has  assumed  the  rotating  presidency  of  the  UN  Security  Council  for  July.  Can  you  brief  us  on 
China’s  work  plan  during  its  tenure? 

A:  China  has  taken  over  the  rotating  Security  Council  presidency  for  this  month.  On  July  3,  China's  Permanent 
Representative  to  the  UN,  Ambassador  Liu  Jieyi,  chaired  a  consultation  at  the  Security  Council,  during  which  the 
work  plan  for  this  month  was  approved  through  discussion.  Chinese  and  foreign  media  were  informed  of  relevant 
work  arrangements  after  the  consultation.  . 

The  Security  Council  will  hold  around  30  meetings  in  July  to  review  Middle  East  issues  including  Syria,  Yemen,  Iraq 
and  Lebanon,  African  issues  including  South  Sudan,  the  Democratic  Republic  of  the  Congo,  Burundi,  the  work  of 
the  United  Nations  Office  for  West  Africa  and  the  Sahel  (UNOWAS),  Latin  American  issues  including  Columbia  and 
Haiti,  and  the  Cyprus  issue.  Resolutions  are  expected  to  be  adopted  to  extend  the  mandate  of  the  UN 
Peacekeeping  Force  in  Cyprus  and  the  UN  Assistance  Mission  in  Iraq  and  deploy  a  second  UN  Mission  in 
Colombia.

The  Security  Council  will  hold  two  open  debates  in  July.  One  is  on  capacity  building  in  Africa  to  maintain  peace  and 
security,  with  a  view  to  offering  support  to  Africa’s  capacity  building  for  peace  and  security.  The  other  is  on  the 
Middle  East  issue.  With  the  Israel-Palestine  issue  in  focus,  it  will  try  to  form  synergy  among  parties  and  create 
enabling  conditions  for  the  return  of  Palestine  and  Israel  to  the  track  of  negotiation  and  an  early  materialization  of 
the  two-state  solution. 

As  a  permanent  member  of  the  Security  Council,  China  has  always  committed  itself  to  helping  the  Security  Council 
maintain  solidarity  and  coordination,  take  vigorous  actions  and  play  a  key  role  in  stopping  war  and  upholding  peace 
in  the  spirit  of  the  UN  Charter.  We  will  earnestly  perform  our  duty  as  President  of  the  Security  Council,  stay  in  close 
communication  and  coordination  with  other  members  of  the  Security  Council,  and  make  its  work  more  practical  and 
efficient.  At  the  same  time,  we  will  reinforce  our  interactions  with  non-member  countries,  countries  directly 
concerned  and  the  UN  general  assembly,  solicit  opinions  and  advice  widely  and  fulfill  the  responsibility  of  the 
Security  Council  President  in  a  more  open  and  transparent  manner.

My  appreciation 
and  admiration  is  high  for  Foreign  Service  Officers  and  Civil  Service

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employees  who  venture  into  dangerous  areas  and  accept  hardship 
postings  on  our  behalf  of  our  country. 


The  contributions  our  Civil  Service  and  Washington-based  teams  make 
to  foreign  policy  are  also  critical.  Our  civil  servants  are  subject  matter 
experts  who  have  spent  years  acquiring  highly  specialized  knowledge 
that  informs  what  we  do  every  day  -  from  agriculture  in  Chile  to 
nuclear  non-proliferation  in  South  Asia  to  the  political  climate  in 
Bulgaria,  and  everything  in  between.

There  -  together  with  colleagues  from  the  State  Department  and  the 
White  House  -  we  paid  respects  at  the  memorial  service  for  Otto

Warmbier,  the  American  student  who  passed  away  on  June  19,  just  six 
days  after  his  release  from  North  Korea. 


In  Otto's-former  high-school  gymnasium,  packed  with  hundreds  if  not 
thousands  of  Otto's  family,  friends,  teachers,  and  broader  community, 
M:he  family's  Rabbi  led  a  moving  ceremony  to  honor  his  life. 

The  Rabbi  opened  the  ceremony  with  a  note  of  thanks  for  the  State 
Department's  efforts  to  bring  Otto  home,  including  Special 
Representative  Yun  who  flew  to  Pyongyang  to  secure  his  release. 


To  you  seasoned  professionals,  this  is  another  week  in  the  continuum 
of  American  diplomacy.  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  am  proud  to  serve 
alongside  you  as  we  advance  our  nation's  interests.

WASHINGTON  —  When  Rex  W.  Tillerson,  the  former  chief  executive  of  Exxon  Mobil,  arrived  in  Washington 
five  months  ago  to  become  the  secretary  of  state,  his  boosters  said  he  brought  two  valuable  assets  to  a  job  that 
had  usually  gone  to  someone  steeped  in  government  and  diplomacy:  a  long  history  managing  a  global  company, 
and  deep  relationships  from  the  Middle  East  to  Russia  that  enabled  him  to  close  deals. 

But  his  first  opportunity  to  use  that  experience  —  as  a  behind-the-scenes  mediator  in  the  dispute 

between  Qatarand  Saudi  Arabia  —  has  put  Mr.  Tillerson  in  exactly  the  place  a  secretary  of  state  does  not  want 

to  be:  in  public  disagreement  with  the  president  who  appointed  him. 

Mr.  Tillerson  tried  to  position  himself  as  an  intermediary  and  sought  for  all  sides  to  put  their  demands  on  the 
table.  But  President  Trump  openly  sided  with  the  Saudis,  first  on  Twitter,  then  again  at  a  news  conference.  Mr. 
Trump  called  Qatar  a  “funder  of  terrorism  at  a  very  high  level”  just  as  the  State  Department  was  questioning 
whether  the  Saudis  were  using  the  terrorism  charge  to  cover  for  “long-simmering  grievances”  between  the  Arab 
states. 
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Some  in  the  White  House  say  that  the  discord  in  the  Qatar  dispute  is  part  of  a  broader  struggle  over  who  is  in 
charge  of  Middle  East  policy  —  Mr.  Tillerson  or,  Jared  Kushner,  the  president’s  son-in-law  and  a  senior  adviser 
—  and  that  the  secretary  of  state  has  a  tin  ear  about  the  political  realities  of  the  Trump  administration.  Others 
say  it  is  merely  symptomatic  of  a  dysfunctional  State  Department  that,  under  Mr.  Tillerson’s  uncertain 
leadership,  does  not  yet  have  in  place  the  senior  political  appointees  who  make  the  wheels  of  diplomacy  turn. 

But  criticism  from  Mr.  Trump’s  aides  is  not  Mr.  Tillerson’s  only  problem.  In  recent  days,  each  of  his  top 
priorities  has  hit  a  wall.  The  secretary’s  effort  to  enlist  China  to  force  North  Korea  to  give  up  its  nuclear  and 
ballistic  missile  programs  has  gone  nowhere,  as  the  president  himself  acknowledged  last  week.  The  Russians, 
angry  about  a  congressional  move  to  impose  new  sanctions,  disinvited  one  of  his  top  diplomats  —  leaving  that 
crucial  relationship  at  its  lowest  point  since  the  Cold  War. 

And  in  Congress,  where  Mr.  Tillerson  once  found  members  willing  to  give  deference  to  his  efforts  to  reorganize 
and  shrink  the  State  Department,  there  is  now  anger  and  defiance  about  the  extent  of  those  plans. 

In  a  remarkable  series  of  hearings  this  month,  Senator  Bob  Corker,  Republican  of  Tennessee  and  the  chairman 
of  the  Foreign  Relations  Committee,  declared  Mr.  Tillerson’s  proposals  for  a  30  percent  cut  in  the  department’s 
budget  a  “waste  of  time”  that  he  would  not  even  review,  and  he  expressed  disbelief  that  the  reorganization  plan 
for  the  department  would  not  be  ready  until  the  end  of  the  year,  at  the  earliest. 

“It’s  not  that  he’s  a  weak  secretary  of  state  or  a  strong  one  —  he’s  in  a  different  category,”  said  Robert  Kagan,  a 
senior  fellow  at  the  Brookings  Institution  who  is  writing  the  second  volume  of  his  historyof  American  foreign 
policy.  “I  have  a  hard  time  thinking  of  one  who  has  come  in  with  little  foreign' policy  experience  and  has  less 
interest  in  surrounding  himself  with  the  people  who  know  something  about  the  regions  and  issues  that  he  has  to 
deal  with.” 

In  fact,  Mr.  Tillerson’s  determination  to  rationalize  the  State  Department  structure,  which  many  applaud,  and 
his  refusal  to  appoint  under  secretaries  and  assistant  secretaries  until  he  has  it  all  figured  out  have  created  policy 
gridlock.  Three  foreign  ambassadors  —  one  from  Asia  and  two  from  Europe  —  said  they  had  taken  to 
contacting  the  National  Security  Council  because  the  State  Department  does  not  return  their  calls  or  does  not 
offer  substantive  answers  when  it  does. 

Mr.  Tillerson,  for  example,  recently  shut  down  the  office  of  the  special  representative  for  Afghanistan  and 
Pakistan  —  whose  role  had  been  diminished  since  Richard  Holbrooke  had  the  job  during  President  Barack 
Obama’s  first  term  —  and  has  yet  to  appoint  an  assistant  secretary  of  state  for  South  and  Central  Asian  affairs, 
at  a  time  when  the  Taliban’s  return  and  Pakistan’s  instability  are  major  concerns. 

When  he  attended  a  series  of  recent  meetings  on  Afghanistan,  Mr.  Tillerson  was  accompanied  by  only  his  chief 
of  staff,  Margaret  Peterlin,  who  is  a  former  United  States  Patent  and  Trademark  official  and  technology 
executive  with  no  diplomatic  experience. 

There  is  also  no  one  in  line  for  the  Asia  policy  job,  just  when  there  is  talk  about  whether  the  North  Korea  crisis 
will  be  defused  by  negotiation  or  steam  toward  conflict. 

Through  it  all,  Mr.  Tillerson,  a  Texas  native  and  an  engineer  by  training,  has  remained  publicly  stoic, 
proceeding  at  his  own  pace,  though  colleagues  from  his  Exxon  days  say  they  have  seen  little  evidence  he  is 
finding  much  joy  in  the  job. 

Running  one  of  the  world’s  largest  oil  and  gas  companies,  Mr.  Tillerson  had  complete  authority.  At  the  State 
Department,  he  finds  himself  negotiating  with  other  power  centers  —  from  a  White  House  with  conflicting 
factions  and  priorities  to  the  Defense  Department  —  and  managing  a  bureaucracy  that  largely  cringes  at  the 
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president’s  approach  to  the  world.  Some  senior  diplomats  have  resigned  over  the  administration’s  policies,  and 
many  have  signed  letters  of  protest. 

Accustomed  as  he  is  to  having  the  final  word,  it  was  clearly  jarring  for  Mr.  Tillerson,  during  a  recent  trip  to 
Australia  and  New  Zealand,  to  be  out  of  sync  with  Mr.  Trump’s  tweets  on  the  Qatar  crisis.  “I’m  not  involved  in 
how  the  president  constructs  his  tweets,  when  he  tweets,  why  he  tweets,  what  he  tweets,”  the  secretary  said. 

Foreign  governments  do  not  know  whether  to  believe  Mr.  Tillerson’s  reassuring  words  or  Mr.  Trump’s 
incendiary  statements.  But  there  is  also  evidence  of  more  substantive  disagreements  between  Mr.  Tillerson  and 
the  small  cadre  of  White  House  officials  who  have  taken  a  strong  interest  in  setting  Middle  East  policy,  starting 
with  Mr.  Kushner. 

In  dealing  with  the  Saudi  leadership,  which  Mr.  Tillerson  knows  well,  Mr.  Kushner  argued  for  cultivating 
Prince  Mohammed  bin  Salman,  the  3 1  -year-old  son  of  King  Salman  of  Saudi  Arabia,  who  was  emerging  as  a 
rival  to  the  crown  prince  at  the  time,  Mohammed  bin  Nayef. 

Mr.  Tillerson  warned  against  showing  favoritism  in  the  succession,  and  viewed  the  treatment  of  the  young 
Prince  Mohammed  during  a  White  House  trip  as  too  lavish.  Mr.  Kushner,  it  turned  out,  was  betting  on  the  right 
horse:  The  son  displaced  Mohammed  bin  Nayef  last  week  as  the  crown  prince,  and  will  probably  be  the  leader 
of  Saudi  Arabia  for  decades  to  come. 

The  rift  widened  when  Mr.  Kushner  and  Stephen  K.  Bannon,  Mr.  Trump’s  chief  strategist,  argued  for  backing 
Saudi  Arabia,  Egypt  and  other  countries  that  had  imposed  an  embargo  on  Qatar,  ostensibly  to  punish  it  for 
financing  the  Muslim  Brotherhood  and  other  extremist  groups.  Mr.  Tillerson,  who  had  relationships  in  Qatar 
dating  from  his  time  as  the  chief  executive  of  Exxon  Mobil,  argued  for  the  United  States  to  take  a  neutral 
position  in  the  dispute  to  keep  the  Gulf  Cooperation  Council,  a  loose  association  of  mostly  Sunni  Arab  states, 
together. 

But  the  secretary’s  efforts  to  play  peacemaker  were  undercut  by  Mr.  Trump’s  statement.  When  the 
administration  pressed  Saudi  Arabia  and  Egypt  to  draw  up  a  list  of  demands  for  Qatar,  a  senior  official  said,  Mr. 
Tillerson  asked  Qatar  to  do  the  same.  Officials  at  the  White  House  were  nonplused. 

Mr.  Tillerson  does  have  his  supporters,  such  as  James  Jay  Carafano,  a  vice  president  of  the  Heritage 
Foundation,  a  conservative  think  tank.  “Frankly,  the  biggest  criticisms  really  amount  to  he  works  for  Trump  and 
he  doesn’t  act  like  Kerry  or  Clinton,”  he  said.  “He  doesn’t  like  pandering  to  the  media,  and  he  is  perplexed  by 
Trump’s  tweeting.  That’s  pretty  vapid  stuff.” 

But  usually  by  this  point  in  their  tenure,  secretaries  of  state  have  made  their  focus  clear.  Hillary  Clinton  focused 
on  the  empowerment  of  women;  John  Kerryfocused  on  an  Iran  nuclear  deal  and  a  failed  effort  at  Middle  East 
peace;  and  Condoleezza  Rice  made  the  spread  of  American  democracy  the  theme  of  her  term.  If  Mr.  Tillerson 
has  a  larger  vision  beyond  shrinking  and  reorganizing  the  State  Department,  he  has  offered  no  hint. 

His  rough  beginning  has  led  to  a  quiet  effort  by  senior  Republican  officials  from  past  administrations  — 
including  Henry  A.  Kissinger;  Ms.  Rice;  and  Robert  M.  Gates,  former  defense  secretary  —  to  reach  out  with 
advice.  He  has  been  told  to  lean  more  on  the  experience  of  career  professionals,  to  become  more  confident  in 
taking  initiatives  separate  from  a  White  House  preoccupied  by  investigations  and,  above  all,  to  move  more 
quickly. 

The  closest  Mr.  Tillerson  has  come  to  articulating  a  strategic  vision  for  his  tenure  came  during  a  session  with 
department  employees  in  early  May.  In  a  freewheeling  talk,  operating  without  notes,  Mr.  Tillerson  ran  through 
each  region  of  the  world  where  the  State  Department  is  active  —  from  the  Middle  East  to  Europe  and  Asia, 
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touching  on  China  and  North  Korea,  asking  how  to  “advance  our  interests  in  Afghanistan,”  and  how  to  keep 
terrorism  from  spreading  through  North  and  Central  Africa. 

“Let’s  talk  first  about  my  view  of  how  you  translate  ‘America  First’  into  our  foreign  policy,”  he  said,  and  then 
went  on  to  describe  an  era  in  which  American  economic  and  security  interests  would  be  paramount. 

To  many  in  the  department,  Mr.  Tillerson’s  speech  was  notable  for  what  it  did  not  include.  Over  the  previous 
five  presidencies,  questions  of  how  to  use  American  influence  to  advance  the  rights  of  minorities  around  the 
world,  to  negotiate  a  new  arms  control  deal  or  to  set  norms  of  behavior  for  nations  that  attack  each  other  with 
cyberweapons  had  become  the  focus  of  American  diplomacy.  Not  anymore. 

And  when  Mr.  Tillerson  spoke  of  human  rights,  it  was  to  caution  that,  while  the  United  States  always  treasures 
“freedom,  human  dignity,  the  way  people  are  treated,”  those  values  would  often  not  be  reflected  in  policies. 
Values,  he  warned,  cannot  be  allowed  to  “create  obstacles  to  our  ability  to  advance  our  national  security 
interests,  our  economic  interests.” 

The  issue  became  pointed  during  a  congressional  hearing  this  month  when  Mr.  Tillerson  conceded  that,  during 
dealings  with  Russia’s  leaders,  he  had  never  discussed  the  torture  and  murder  of  gay  men  in  Chechnya.  “Those 
are  on  our  pending  list,”  the  secretary  said. 

When  asked  to  specifically  condemn  such  targeted  attacks  in  Russia,  he  said,  “That  is  our  position  globally.” 
And  when  pressed  further,  he  snapped,  “Last  time  I  checked,  Russia  is  part  of  the  globe.” 

To  many  State  Department  employees,  Mr.  Tillerson  is  something  of  a  phantom,  who  says  little  in  staff 
meetings,  rarely  leaves  his  seventh-floor  office  —  where  he  is  surrounded  by  Ms.  Peterlin  and  a  small  group  of 
protective  aides  —  and  does  not  solicit  their  views. 

Since  he  became  secretary,  the  torrent  of  words  that  once  flowed  from  the  State  Department  in  daily  briefings, 
speeches  and  statements  —  helping  to  refine  and  set  policy  in  embassies  around  the  world  —  has  slowed  to  a 
trickle.  Mr.  Tillerson  has  rarely  held  “background”  briefings  with  reporters  to  explain  his  views. 

His  reticence  has  become  so  well  known  that  even  the  president  gently  ribbed  him  about  it  recently  when  the 
two  were  in  Saudi  Arabia,  volunteering  the  secretary  to  conduct  a  briefing  where  no  American  reporters  were 
present. 

Mr.  Tillerson’s  aides  say  his  approach  is  as  refreshing  as  the  new  decor  in  the  State  Department’s  seventh-floor 
offices,  where  the  art  and  colors  of  the  American  West  now  hang,  rather  than  paintings  of  long-dead  diplomats. 

“He  thinks  like  a  cowboy,”  Mr.  Tillerson’s  strategic  adviser,  R.  C.  Hammond,  said  recently.  Likening  words  to 
ammunition,  Mr.  Hammond  added,  “You  carry  a  revolver  with  only  six  shots,  and  you  don’t  waste  your 
bullets.”

UN  survey  finds  cybersecurity  gaps  everywhere  except  Singapore  (Reuters) 

GENEVA  (Reuters)  -  Singapore  has  a  near-perfect  approach  to  cybersecurity,  but  many  other  rich  countries 
have  holes  in  their  defences  and  some  poorer  countries  are  showing  them  how  it  should  be  done,  a  U.N.  survey 
showed  on  Wednesday. 

Wealth  breeds  cybercrime,  but  it  does  not  automatically  generate  cybersecurity,  so  governments  need  to  make 
sure  they  are  prepared,  the  survey  by  the  U.N.  International  Telecommunication  Union  (ITU)  said. 

"There  is  still  an  evident  gap  between  countries  in  terms  of  awareness,  understanding,  knowledge  and  finally 
capacity  to  deploy  the  proper  strategies,  capabilities  and  programmes,"  the  survey  said. 

The  United  States  came  second  in  the  ITU’s  Global  Cybersecurity  Index,  but  many  of  the  other  highly  rated 
countries  were  small  or  developing  economies. 

The  rest  of  the  top  10  were  Malaysia,  Oman,  Estonia,  Mauritius,  Australia,  Georgia,  France  and  Canada.  Russia 
ranked  1 1th.  India  was  25th,  one  place  ahead  of  Germany,  and  China  was  34th. 

The  ranking  was  based  on  countries'  legal,  technical  and  organisational  institutions,  their  educational  and 
research  capabilities,  and  their  cooperation  in  information-sharing  networks. 

"Cybersecurity  is  an  ecosystem  where  laws,  organizations,  skills,  cooperation  and  technical  implementation 
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need  to  be  in  harmony  to  be  most  effective,"  the  survey  said. 

"The  degree  of  interconnectivity  of  networks  implies  that  anything  and  everything  can  be  exposed,  and 
everything  from  national  critical  infrastructure  to  our  basic  human  rights  can  be  compromised." 

The  crucial  first  step  was  to  adopt  a  national  security  strategy,  but  50  percent  of  countries  have  none,  the  survey 
said. 

Among  the  countries  that  ranked  higher  than  their  economic  development  was  57th-placed  North  Korea,  which 
was  let  down  by  its  "cooperation"  score  but  still  ranked  three  spots  ahead  of  much-richer  Spain. 

The  smallest  rich  countries  also  scored  badly  -  Andorra,  Liechtenstein,  Monaco  and  San  Marino  were  all  well 
down  the  second  half  of  the  table.  The  Vatican  ranked  186th  out  of  195  countries  in  the  survey. 

But  no  country  did  worse  than  Equatorial  Guinea,  which  scored  zero.

American  hostages  could  be  key  to  talks  with  North  Korea 


By  Josh  Roqin  July  5  at  3:37  PM 

Following  North  Korea’s  July  4  launch  of  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile, 
the  Trump  administration  is  focused  on  rallying  the  international  community 
to  punish  Pyongyang  and  increasing  the  pressure  on  the  Kim  Jong  Un  regime 
to  abandon  its  nuclear  and  missile  programs. 

But  behind  the  scenes,  officials  have  been  cautiously  discussing  the  conditions 
under  which  the  United  States  could  reengage  in  direct  dialogue  with  North 
Korea.  One  idea,  which  South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae-in  suggested  before 
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the  North’s  latest  missile  launch,  is  that  a  deal  could  be  struck  to  return 
the  three  Americans  imprisoned  there  in  exchange  for  a  resumption  of  talks. 
Moon  publicly  floated  that  idea  for  the  first  time  last  Friday  at  a  forum  hosted 
by  the  Center  for  Strategic  and  International  Studies. 

“President  Trump  himself  also  mentioned  that  under  the  right  conditions  we 
can  have  dialogue  with  North  Korea. ...  So  that  raises  the  question,  what  are 
the  conditions  that  enable  us  to  engage  in  dialogue,”  Moon  said.  “For  example, 
maybe  we  can  start  dialogue  with  North  Korea  when  North  Korea  promises  to 
stop  its  nuclear  and  missile  provocations.  Or  another  example  could  be  when 
North  Korea  releases  the  three  American  citizens  it  is  currently  detaining. 
Maybe  that  could  be  a  start  to  the  right  conditions  for  dialogue.” 

Moon  cautioned  that  the  conditions  for  dialogue  were  not  clear  at  this 
moment.  He  also  said  that  the  United  States  and  its  allies  should  not  give 
North  Korea  any  concessions  in  exchange  for  beginning  talks,  such  as 
reducing  the  scope  or  scale  of  U.S.-South  Korean  military  exercises,  as  the 
Chinese  have  suggested.  But  experts  said  his  idea  of  trading  dialogue  for 
American  hostages  likely  wasn’t  a  coincidence. 

“The  Americans  being  held  hostage,  that’s  a  new  precondition  that  hadn’t 
really  been  put  forward  before,”  said  Anthony  Ruggiero,  senior  fellow  at  the 
Foundation  for  the  Defense  of  Democracies..  “Either  he  was  floating  it,  or  it 
was  something  that  was  mentioned  in  the  meeting  with  President  Trump.” 


A  senior,  administration  official  confirmed  that  Trump  and  Moon  discussed 
the  hostages  and  said  that  Trump  is  personally  committed  to  making  progress 
on  that  issue,  especially  since  the  return  and  subsequent  death  of  Otto  * 
Warmbier.  the  American  college  student  who  spent  nearly  18  months  detained 
in  North  Korea. 

The  official  declined  to  say  if  such  a  precondition  was  actively  being  explored 
as  a  way  to  get  to  the  table  with  the  Kim  regime,  but  said,  “It  will  be  tough  for 
there  to  be  substantive  talks  while  there  are  American  prisoners  in  that 
,  country.  You  can  interpret  that  however  you  want.” 
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The  Trump  administration  has  been  intentionally  ambiguous  about  exactly 
what  conditions  would  be  acceptable  for  a  resumption  of  negotiations,  officials 
said.  Meanwhile,  State  Department  official  Joseph  Yun.  who  negotiated  the 
release  of  Warmbier  and  traveled  to  Pyongyang  to  retrieve  him,  maintains  the 
only  functioning  diplomatic  channel  with  the  Kim  regime. 

What  happens  after  the  two  sides  sit  down  at  the  table  is  another  matter 
entirely.  Moon  said  that  while  a  freeze  of  North  Korea’s  nuclear  and  missile 
programs  could  be  a  way  into  negotiations,  the  way  out  must  be  a  total 
dismantling  of  those  programs  according  to  North  Korea’s  previous 
commitments. 

“In  a  theoretical  way,  that  is  correct,  but  the  North  Koreans  have  been  very 
clear  that  they  don’t  want  to  discuss  denuclearization,”  said  Ruggiero.  “The 
North  Koreans  want  a  freeze  as  the  way  in  and  us  accepting  them  as  a  nuclear 
state  as  the  door  out.” 

To  be  sure,  Pyongyang’s  latest  provocation  makes  any  thought  of  sitting  down 
with  North  Korea  more  difficult.  The  Trump  administration  reacted  to  the 
ICBM  launch  with  a  full-court  press  to  persuade  allies  and  adversaries  alike  to 
drastically  ramp  up  pressure  on  the  Kim  regime  and  its  enablers. 

Trump  tweeted  that  he  no  longer  is  counting  on  Chinese  cooperation  while 
Secretary  of  State  Rex  Tillerson  is  calling  for  “global  action”  to  squeeze  North 
Korea’s  economy  like  never  before.  The  U.N.  Security  Council  is 
convening  this  afternoon  to  seek  consensus  on  new  sanctions. 

The  Trump  administration  is  moving  toward  the  “maximum  pressure”strategv 
it  announced  earlier  this  year.  In  the  coming  days  and  weeks,  there  could  be 
more  sanctions  on  Chinese  businesses  and  individuals  who  help  North  Korea’s 
illicit  activities. 

The  theory  is,  if  the  pressure  gets  strong  enough,  the  Kim  regime  may  change 
its  calculus. 


“You  are  trying  to  make  North  Korea  choose  between  their  nuclear  weapons 
and  regime  stability,”  said  the  Heritage  Foundation’s  Bruce  Klingner. 
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The  problem  with  that  strategy  is  that  there  may  be  no  level  of  pressure  that 
gets  Kim  Jong  Un  to  change  course,  especially  without  Chinese  government 
buy  in. 

“It  ain’t  gonna  work,”  said  former  nuclear  negotiator  Joel  Wit.  “Diplomacy  is 
the  only  option  now  that  is  not  a  dead  end.” 

If  and  when  Trump  administration  officials  reach  the  point  where  they  have 
ramped  up  the  pressure  as  much  as  they  can,  they  will  have  no  other  option 
but  to  talk  to  the  North  Korean  government.  And  even  if  those  talks  are 
fruitless,  at  least  they  might  be  able  to  bring  three  more  Americans  home  in 
the  process.

Asking  China  to  'fix'  North  Korea  is  a  waste  of  time

American  and  South  Korean  officials  have  said  for  over  a  year  that  North  Korea  would  be  able,  within  a  very 
short  time,  to  miniaturize  a  nuclear  device,  mount  it  on  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  and  hit  the 
continental  United  States.  The  country’s  test  launch  Tuesday  didn’t  conclusively  demonstrate  that  Pyongyang 
has  reached  this  point,  but  Alaska  and  Hawaii  might  already  be  within  range  —  and  US  forces  in  South  Korea 
and  Japan  certainly  are. 

This  isn’t  the  first  time  the  North  has  marked  the  Fourth  with  fireworks.  On  July  4,  2006,  a  North  Korean  short- 
range  missile  barrage  broke  a  seven-year  moratorium,  stemming  from  a  1998  Taepo-Dong  missile  launch  that 
landed  in  the  Pacific  east  of  Japan.  Tokyo  responded  angrily,  leading  Pyongyang  to  declare  the  moratorium 
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In  addition,  the  North  substantially  increased  ballistic-missile  cooperation  with  Iran,  begun  earlier  in  the  decade, 
a  logical  choice  since  both  countries  were  relying  upon  the  same  Soviet-era  Scud  missile  technology,  and 
because  their  missile  objectives  were  the  same:  acquiring  delivery  capabilities  for  nuclear  warheads. 

This  longstanding  cooperation  on  delivery  systems,  almost  certainly  mirrored  in  comparable  cooperation  on 
nuclear  weapons,  is  one  reason  North  Korea  threatens  not  only  the  United  States  and  East  Asia,  but  the  entire 
world.  In  strategic  terms,  this  threat  is  already  here.  Unfortunately,  we  should  have  realized  its  seriousness 
decades  ago  to  prevent  it  from  maturing. 

It’s  clear  that  nearly  25  years  of  diplomatic  efforts,  even  when  accompanied  by  economic  sanctions,  have  failed. 
President  Trump  seemed  to  continue  the  “carrots  and  sticks”  approach,  first  with  Chinese  leader  Xi  Jinping,  and 
more  recently  during  South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae-in’s  Washington  visit. 

As  he  has  said  subsequently,  however,  we  must  shift  to  a  more  productive  approach.  China  has  been  playing  the 
United  States  while  doing  next  to  nothing  to  reverse  the  North’s  nuclear  and  ballistic-missile  programs.  Indeed, 
there’s  every  reason  to  believe  Beijing  has  at  best  turned  a  blind  eye  to  willful  violations  of  international 
sanctions  and  its  own  commitments,  allowing  Chinese  enterprises  and  individuals  to  enable  Pyongyang. 

In  response,  many  contend  we  should  impose  economic  sanctions  against  China,  pressuring  it  to  pressure  North 
Korea.  While  superficially  attractive,  this  policy  will  inevitably  fail. 

Because,  however,  the  failure  will  take  time  to  become  evident,  sanctioning  China  will  simply  buy  still  more 
time  for  Pyongyang  to  advance  its  programs. 

China’s  economy  is  so  large  that  targeted  sanctions  against  named  individuals  and  institutions  can  have  only 
minimal  consequences.  They  will  also  suffer  the  common  fate  of  such  sanctions,  being  very  easily  evaded  by 
establishing  “cut  outs”  carrying  on  precisely  the  same  activities  under  new  names. 

Plus,  China’s  decades  of  mixed  signals  about  the  DPRK  reflect  its  uncertainty  about  exactly  what  to  do  with  the 
North.  Sanctioning  China  might  only  strengthen  the  hand  of  Beijing’s  pro-Pyongyang  faction,  obviously  the 
opposite  of  the  result  we  seek. 

Instead,  Washington  should  keep  its  focus  on  the  real  problem:  North  Korea.  China  must  be  made  to  understand 
.  that,  unless  the  threat  is  eliminated  by  reunifying  the  Peninsula,  the  US  will  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  protect 
innocent  American  civilians  from  the  threat  of  nuclear  blackmail. 

In  the  end,  this  unquestionably  implies  the  use  of  military  force,  despite  the  risks  of  broader  conflict  on  the 
Korean  Peninsula,  enormous  dangers  to  civilians  there  and  the  threat  of  massive  refugee  flows  from  the  North 
into  China  and  South  Korea.  They  can  work  with  us  or  face  the  inevitable  consequences,  which  will  be  far  more 
•  damaging  to  China  than  pinprick  sanctions. 

These  are  very  unhappy  alternatives.  But  the  lesson  of  the  past  25  years  is  that  pursuing  diplomacy  in  the  face 
of  overwhelming  evidence  that  diplomacy  could  not  succeed  has  brought  us  to  this  point.  We  can  either  accept 
that  reality  now,  or  be  forced  to  accept  it  later,  with  potentially  much  more  painful  results.

UNITED  NATIONS  (Reuters)  -  Russia  objected  on  Thursday  to  a  United  Nations  Security  Council 
condemnation  of  North  Korea's  latest  rocket  launch  because  the  U.S.-drafted  statement  referred  to  it  as  an 
intercontinental  ballistic  missile  (ICBM),  diplomats  said. 

Security  Council  statements  have  to  be  agreed  by  all  15-members.  It  was  not  immediately  clear  if  the  United 
States  would  continue  to  negotiate  with  Russia  in  an  effort  to  reach  a  council  consensus  on  a  statement  of 
condemnation. 

Moscow  has  said  it  believes  Pyongyang  fired  an  intermediate  range  ballistic  missile  on  Tuesday,  while  China 
has  not  identified  the  rocket  launched.  North  Korea  said  it  tested  an  ICBM  and  the  United  States  said  that  was 
likely  true. 

"The  rationale  is  that  based  on  our  (Ministry  of  Defence's)  assessment  we  cannot  confirm  that  the  missile  can  be 
classified  as  an  ICBM,"  Russia's  U.N.  mission  said  in  an  email  to  its  Security  Council  colleagues. 

"Therefore  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  agree  to  this  classification  on  behalf  of  the  whole  council  since  there  is  no 
consensus  on  this  issue,"  the  email  said. 

The  council  met  on  Wednesday  to  discuss  the  missile  launch  by  North  Korea,  which  has  been  under  U.N. 
sanctions  since  2006  over  its  ballistic  missile  and  nuclear  programs. 

U.S.  Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations  Nikki  Haley  denounced  Russia's  reluctance  to  recognize  that  North 
Korea  had  test-launched  an  ICBM,  which  some  experts  believe  has  the  range  to  reach  the  U.S.  states  of  Alaska 
and  Hawaii.

"If  you  need  any  sort  of  intelligence  to  let  you  know  that  the  rest  of  the  world  sees  this  as  an  ICBM,  I'm  happy 
to  provide  it,"  she  told  the  Security  Council  on  Wednesday. 

The  draft  statement  said  the  council  would  start  work  on  "further  significant  measures"  against  North  Korea. 
Since  2006  the  council  has  ratcheted  up  sanctions  on  Pyongyang  in  response  to  five  nuclear  tests  and  two  long- 
range  missile  launches. 

Haley  said  on  Wednesday  the  United  States  would  propose  new  U.N.  sanctions  in  coming  days  and  warned  that 
if  Russia  and  China  did  not  support  the  move,  then  "we  will  go  our  own  path."  She  said  Washington  was  ready 
to  use  force  "if  we  must." 
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"If  you  are  happy  with  North  Korea's  actions,  veto  it.  If  you  want  to  be  a  friend  to  North  Korea,  veto  it,"  Haley, 
said  of  her  plan  to  propose  new  sanctions.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

First  of  all,  I  would  like  to  express  my  endless  respect  to  Germany  and 
the  German  people  for  overcoming  the  Cold  War  and  its  division,, 
accomplishing  unification,  and  with  this  strength,  leading.the 
integration  of  Europe  and  international  peace. 

I  would  also  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Federal  Government 
of  Germany  and  the  Korber  Foundation  for  arranging  this  event  today. 

Moreover,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  deepest  condolences  and 
sympathy,  to  the  bereaved  family  and  the  German  people  for  the 
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'  passing  of  the  late  Helmut  Kohl,  former  Chancellor  of  Germany.  The 
Republic  of  Korea  will  remember  Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl’s  legacy  of. 
leading  the  unification  of  Germany  and  European  integration  through 
active  and  enthusiastic  diplomacy  despite  the  challenging  environment 
of  the  Cold  War. 

Distinguished  guests  from  home  and  abroad, 

The  Berlin  in  which  we  are  here  today  is  the  very  place  where  17  years 
ago  President  Kim  Dae-jung  of  the:  Republic  of  Korea  introduced  the 
"Berlin  Doctrine"  which  laid  out  the  foundation  for  reconciliation  and 
cooperation  between  South  and  North  Korea.  Moreover,  this  Altes 
Stadhaus  is  a  historic  site  where  the  German  Unification  Treaty  was 
negotiated. 

Today,  at  the  very  place  where  Berlin's  lesson  is  still  alive,  I  would  like 
to  outline  the  Korean  Peninsula  peace  initiative  of  the  new  Korean 
Government.

To  Korea,  which  is  the  last  divided  nation  oh  this  planet,  the 
experience  of  Germany’s  unification  gives  hope  for  unification,  and  at 
the  same  time  shows  us  the  path  that  we  need  to  follow. 

First  and  foremost,  it  is  the  importance  of  the  process  leading  to 
unification.  Germany's  unification  made  us  realize  how  important  the 
process  of  peace  and  cooperation  based  on  mutual  respect  really  is.. 
The  German  people  made  the  decision  of  unification  by  themselves 
based  on  the  trust  that  was  built  during  this  process.

The  citizens  of  East  and  West  Germany  interacted  and  cooperated  with 
each  other  in  various  areas,  and  the  two  Governments  guaranteed  this 
institutionally.  Nonpolitical  exchanges  in  the  private  sector  unlatched 
the  gate  of  political  ideology  and  the  people  from  East  and  West 
Germany  started  to  open  their:  hearts  towards  each  other. 

The  fact  that  the  Ostpolitik  continued  for  twenty-some  years  is  also  an 
important  point.  The  reason  that  a  consistent  policy  was  possible  in 
spite  of  the  change  of  governments  is  because  it  was  supported  by  the 
people  and  was  built  upon  the  cooperation  of  the  international 
.  community. 

Germany  understood  that  when  a  peaceful  order  is  created  in  Europe  j 
the  unification  of  Germany  would  also  be  possible  under  that 
structure.  By  keeping  pace  with  and  at  times  persuading  the 
international  community,  Germany  was  able  to  obtain  strong  security, 
and  was  assured  support  for  inter-German  relations. 

The  German  unification  process,  which  was  initiated  by  Chancellor 
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Kit- 


Willy  Brandt,  was  completed  under  Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl,  who  was 
from  a  different  political  party.  Likewise,  I  believe  that  for  peace  and  ~ 
common  prosperity  on  the  Korean  Peninsula,  there  should  be 
"continued  cooperation  that  transcends  partisan  lines. 

Distinguished  guests, 

For  the  Korean.people  who  long  for  peace  and  unification  of  the 
Korean  Peninsula,  Berlin  is  remembered,  together  with  the  "Berlin 
1  Declaration"  made  by  President  Kim  Dae-jung. 

President  Kim's  Berlin  Declaration  led  to  the  first  inter-Korean 
Summit  in  2000,  and  brought  about  the  great  transformation  which 
enabled  the  South  and  the  North,  that  had  been  in  confrontation  and 
conflict  for  more  than  six  decades  after  the  division  and  war,  to  enter 
into  a  path  of  reconciliation  and  cooperation. 

Following  this  path,  President  Roh  Moo-hyun  set  a  new  milestone  for 
the  development  of  inter-Korean  relations  and  peace  and  prosperity 
through  the  second  inter-Korean  Summit  in  2007: 

President  Kim  Dae-jung  and  President  Roh  Moo-hyun  also  promoted 
international  cooperation  in  order  for  peace  to  take  root  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula.  - 

At  the  time,  the  Six-Party  Talks  adopted  the  Sept.  19  Joint  Statement 
and  the  Feb.  13  Joint  Statement  that  outlined  the  principles  and 
direction  for  resolving  the  North  Korean  nuclear  issue.  There  was  also 
progress  in  North  Korea-US  relations  and  North  Korea-Japan 
relations. 

I  am  inheriting  these  two  former  government's  efforts  and,  at  the  same 
time,  with  a  more  leading  role  by  the  Korean  government,  will  embark 
on  a  dauntless  journey  towards  establishing  a  peace  regime  on  the 
Korean  Peninsula. 

Respected  guests  from  home  and  abroad,

The  biggest  challenge  that  the  Korean  Peninsula  is  facing  is  the  North 
Korean  nuclear  issue.  North  Korea  is  continuing  its  nuclear  and 
missile  provocations  and  is  threatening  the  peace  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula,  Northeast  Asia,  and  furthermore,  world  peace. 

In  particular,' the  missile  provocation  just  two  days  ago  was  a  very 
disappointing  and  a  largely  wrong  decision./ 

It  is  not  only  a  clear  violation  of  UN  Security  Council  resolutions,  but  is 
also  an  outright  rejection' of  the  repeated  warnings  by  the  international 
community.  Above  all,  for  my  Government,  which  at  long  last  had  * 
arranged  a  path  towards  dialogue  through  the  recent  ROK-US  Summit, 
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the  level  of  regret  is  even  deeper.  v 

This  choice  by  the  North  was  reckless.  It  incurred  punishment  by  the 
international  community.  It  is  testing  my  Government's  commitment 
that  if  North  Korea  stops  its  provocative  actions  and  shows  its  will 
towards  denuclearization,  my  Government  will  lead  the  way  in  helping 
the  North  receive  the  international  community's  support  and. 
cooperation. 

I  hope  that  North  Korea  will  not  cross  the  bridge  of  no  return.  North 
Korea  must  give  up  its  nuclear  and  missile  development  and  find  a  way 
in  which  it  can  cooperate  with  the  international  community!  ,  - 

The  complete,  verifiable,  and  irreversible  denuclearization  of  the  ■ 
Korean  Peninsula  is  the  agreed  demand,  of  the  international 
community  and  is  the  absolute  condition  for  peace  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula.  This  means  that  the  decision  for  denuclearization  of  the  • 
Korean  Peninsula  is  the  only  way  North  Koreai  will  be  guaranteed  its 
security.  . 

Therefore,  I  would  like  to  emphasize  that  now  is  the  last  chance  for  .

This  is  because  we  have  reached  the  tipping  point,  of  the  vicious  circle 
of  military  escalation,  and  thus,  the  need  for  dialogue  is  more  pressing 
than  ever  before. 

It  is  also  important  to  note  that  the  basic  conditions  have  been  met  to 
restart  the  Korean  Peninsula  Peace  Process  which  had  been  halted. 

Recently,  Korea  and  the  United  States  agreed  oh  the  overall  direction 
that  sanctions  are  a  diplomatic  tool  and  the  denuclearization  of  the 
Korean  Peninsula  should  be.  achieved  in  a  peaceful  manner.  Our  two 
countries  also  made  clear  that  we  do  not  have  a  hostile  policy  towards 
North  Korea.  We  affirmed  that,  together  with  the  international 
community,  we  can  provide  a  brighter  future  to  North  Korea, 
depending  on  its  decision.  . 

Korea  and  the  United  States  also  shared  the  view  that  in  order  to 
create  a  breakthrough  of  the  current  crisis  on  the  Korean  Peninsula, 
improvement  in  inter-Korean  relations  is  vital.

It  has  also  been  repeatedly  confirmed  that  if  the  right  conditions  are 
met,  the  United  States,  China,  and  the  rest  of  the  international 
community  are  keeping  the  door  open  for  dialogue  at  any  time.

Whether  it  will  come  out  to  the  forum  .for  dialogue,  or  whether  if  will 
kick  away  this  opportunity  of  dialogue  that  has  been  difficultly  made, 
is  only  a  decision  that  North  Korea  can  make.

I  look  forward  to  and  urge  North  Korea  to  accept  this  commitment  of 
my  Government  and  the  international  community  towards  peace  on 
the  Korean  Peninsula-  as  a  very  significant  and  urgent  signal.

.  Now  I  would  like  to  outline  my  Government's  policy  direction  that  will 
lead,  to  dissolving  the  Cold  War  structure  and  establishing  lasting  ■ 
peace  on  the  Korean  Peninsula. 

First,  what  we  are  pursuing  is  only  peace. 

A  peaceful  Korean  Peninsula  is  a  peninsula  free  from  the  threat  of 
nuclear  weapons  and  war.  It  is  a  peninsula  Where  the  South  and  the 
North  recognize  and  respect  each  other  and  live  well  together. 

We  already  know  the  t oad  that  leads  to  a  peaceful  Korean  Peninsula.  It 
is  returning  to  the  June  15  Joint  Declaration  and  the  Oct.  4 
Declaration.  ‘ 

Through  these  two  declarations,  the  South  and  the  North  clearly  stated 
that  the  owner  of  inter-Korean  issues  is  our  own  nation,  and 
committed  to  closely  cooperate  in  easing  tensions  and  guaranteeing 
peace  on  the  Korean  Peninsula.  The  two  Koreas  also  promised  to  walk 
the  path  of  common  prosperity  through  cooperative  projects  in  every 
sector  of  the  society,  including  in  the  economic  field. 

This  spirit  of  agreement  that  Was  made  on  the  foundation  of  mutual 
respect  between  the  South  and  the  North  is  still  valid-.  And  it  is  also 
desperate.  We  must  return  to  that  spirit  where  the  South  and  the 
North  together  worked  towards  realizing  a  peaceful  peninsula.

I  clearly  state  the  following:  we  do  not  wish  for  North  Korea's  collapse, 
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and  will  not  work  towards  any  kind  of  unification  through  absorption. 
Neither  will  we  pursue  an  artificial  unification. ' 

Unification  is  a  process  where  both  sides  seek  coexistence  and  co¬ 
prosperity,  and  restore  its  national  community.  When  peace  is 
established,  unification  will  be  realized  naturally  someday  through  the 
agreement  between  the  South  and  the  North.  What  my  Government 
and  I  would  like  to  realize  is  only  peace. 

Second,  my  Government  will  pursue  the  denuclearization  of  the 
II  Korean  Peninsula  that  guarantees  the  security  of  the  North  Korean 
regime.  .  * 

Last  April,  rumors  that  we  are  on  the  brink  of  war  swept  over  the 
Korean  Peninsula  and  the  entire  world.  The  military  tension  around 
the  Korean  Peninsula  is  like  a  "powder  keg"  of  the  world. 

We  need  to  urgently  ease,  the  military  tension  on  the  Korean  j  . 

Peninsula.  We  need  to  rebuild  the  trust  that  has  collapsed  between  the 
South  and  the  North.  In  this  regard,  we  will  seek  exchanges  and 
dialogue.  North  Korea  also  needs  to  stop  from,  any  more  micle'ar 
provocations.  We  need  to  establish  a  military  management  system  to 
prevent  accidental  clashes. 

A  more  fundamental  solution  is  to  uproot  the  North  Korean  nuclear 
issue.  The  North  Korean' nuclear  issue  has  become  much  more  difficult 
to  deal  with  than  the  past  with  the  advancement  of  North  Korea's ' 
nuclear  arsenal.  A  step-by-step  and  comprehensive  approach  is  . 
required. 

My  Government,  in  cooperation  with  the  international  community, 
will  work  towards  a  comprehensive  solution  of  the  current  issues  on 
the  Korean  Peninsula  and  Northeast  Asia,  including  the  complete 
dismantlement  of  North  Korea's  nuclear  program  and  establishing  a 
peace  regime,  easing  North  Korea's  security  and  economic  concerns,  . ' 
and  improving  North  Korea-US  and  North  Korea-Japan  relations. 

However,  it  takes  two  to  tango.  This  is  only  possible  when  North  Korea 
fully  stops  its  nuclear  provocations  and  comes  out  to  the  forum  of 
bilateral  and  multilateral  dialogue  on  denuclearization.

The  Korean  Peninsula  has  been  under  an  armistice  for  more  than  60 
years  since  1953.  Firm  peace  cannot  be  realized  under  an  unstable 
armistice  system.  The  invaluable  agreements  between  the  South  and 
the  North  should  not  be  shaken  or  broken  every  time  there  is  a  change 
of  government.

India  gets  G20  praise  on  startup  funding,  derivative  reforms 

The  Hindu,  PTI  :Modi  government  has  said  it  wants  India  to  be  ranked  in  the  top-50  nations  in 
terms  of  ease  of  doing  business.Acknowledging  steps  being  taken  by  India  for  sustainable  and 
inclusive  growth  as  well  as  support  to  global  economy,  the  G20  has  praised  the  initiatives  in  the 
country  for  promoting  ease  of  doing  business,  startup  funding  and  labour  reforms.  In  its 
Hamburg  Action  Plan,  adopted  at  the  G20  Summit  of  leaders  from  the  world’s  20  largest 
economies,  the  group  also  noted  that  “in  the  financial  sector,  India  is  popularising  a  number  of 
derivative  instruments  in  exchanges  or  electronic  trading  platforms”  as  part  of  measures  to 
enhance  resilience  of  its  economy.  It  further  said  India  is  facilitating  external  commercial 
borrowings  (ECBs)  by  startups  in  order  to  encourage  innovation  and  promote  ease  of  doing 
business,  as  part  of  the  efforts  being  taken  by  the  G20  members  this  year  for  maintaining 
momentum  on  structural  reforms  and  sustainable  growth.  On  steps  being  taken  by  G20  countries 
for  promoting  inclusive  growth  this  year,  the  Action  Plan  said  India  is  introducing  labour  market 
reforms  to  provide  security  to  workers,  increase  female  participation  in  the  workforce  and  make 
doing  business  easier  in  the  country.  The  acknowledgement  from  the  G20  Summit,  which  was 
attended  by  Prime  Minister  Narendra  Modi  among  other  world  leaders,  assumes  significance  in 
the  wake  of  India  trying  hard  to  improve  its  global  ranking  for  ease  of  doing  business.  The  World 
Bank  ranked  the  country  at  a  low  130th  position  last  year,  an  improvement  of  just  one  position 
from  the  previous  year.  The  Modi  government  has  said  it  wants  India  to  be  ranked  in  the  top-50 
nations  in  terms  of  ease  of  doing  business.  The  next  update  to  the  ranking  is  expected  later  this 
year.  The  areas  where  India  ranks  poorly  as  per  the  World  Bank  ranking  include  starting  a 
business,  dealing  with  construction  permits,  registering  property,  paying  taxes,  trading  across 
borders,  enforcing  contracts  and  resolving  insolvency.  The  country  has  implemented  a  spate  of 
reforms  in  the  recent  months  in  areas  like  insolvency,  taxation  and  starting  a  business  and 
expects  the  rankings  to  improve  substantially.  The  acknowledgement  of  various  reform  measures 
by  G20,  whose  members  include  19  countries  and  the  European  Union,  has  come  as  the  latest 
boost  to  hopes  for  better  ranking  for  India  in  terms  of  ease  of  doing  business.  Global  institutions 
like  the  World  Bank,  IMF,  WTO,  OECD,  ILO,  WHO  and  the  Financial  Stability  Board  (FSB)' 
are  among  the  partners  to  the  G20.  G20  member  countries  include  the  US,  UK,  Germany,  India, 
Australia,  Japan,  Russia,  Argentina,  Brazil,  Canada,  China,  France,  Indonesia,  Italy,  South 
Korea,  Mexico,  Saudi  Arabia,  South  Africa  and  Turkey.  The  G20  Hamburg  Action  Plan,  which 
sets  out  the  group’s  strategy  for  achieving  strong,  sustainable,  balance'd  and  inclusive  growth, 
also  said  that  the  closer  partnership  and  action  by  G20  members  will  boost  confidence  and 
contribute  to  shared  prosperity.  It  said  the  Action  Plan  has  been  developed  against  a  backdrop  of 
improving  growth  and  job  prospects.  “The  global  economic  recovery  is  progressing  and  gaining 
momentum.  Investment  has  picked  up,  and  trade  and  manufacturing  are  showing  signs  of  • 
recovery.  However,  the  pace  of  this  growth  is  still  weaker  than  desirable,  and  downside  risks 
remain.  “Weak  productivity  growth,  income  inequality  and  ageing  populations  represent 
challenges  to  growth  in  the  longer  term,"  the  G20  Action  Plan  noted.  It  included  new  policy 
actions  to  tackle  challenges  in  economies,  focusing  on  initiatives  that  foster  inclusive  growth, 
enhancing  resilience  and  further  the  G20  efforts  to  implement  structural  reforms.  In  the  action 
plan,  the  G20  members  resolved  that  they  will  continue  to  use  all  policy  tools  —  monetary,  fiscal 
and  structural  —  individually  and  collectively  to  achieve  the  goal  of  strong,  sustainable, 
balanced  and  inclusive  growth,  while  enhancing  economic  and  financial  resilience.  The  members 
committed  to  use  their  fiscal  position  flexibly  and  in  growth-friendly  way  to  prioritise  high- 
quality  investment,  and  support  reforms,  while  ensuring  debt  as  a  share  of  GDP  is  on  a 
sustainable  path.  They  also  reinforced  their  commitment  to  structural  reform  and  acknowledged 
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that  excess  volatility  and  disorderly  movements  in  exchange  rates  can  have  adverse  implications 
for  economic  and  financial  stability.  The  G20  leaders  also  committed  to  refrain  from  competitive 
devaluations  and  said  they  will  not  target  their  exchange  rates  for  competitive  purposes.  The 
Action  Plan  also  outlined  new  actions  to  tackle  the  issues  of  beneficial  ownership,  correspondent 
banking  and  remittances,  anti-money  laundering  and  combating  the  financing  of  terrorism,  fossil 
fuel  subsidies  and  data  gaps.  The  G20  leaders  said  their  growth  strategies  —  individually  and 
collectively  —  will  boost  global  growth,  including  an  increase  of  an  additional  2  per  cent  for  the 
G20  collective  GDP  by  the  next  year.  The  13-page  action  plan  took  note  of  various  steps  being 
taken  by  the  member  countries  including  on  monetary  policy  and  enhancing  resilience  of  the 
respective  economies.  It  also  said  China  is  improving  its  business  environment  and  utilising 
foreign  investment  actively,  while  the  European  Union  is  fostering  investment  with  a  proposal  to 
extend  the  European  Investment  Plan  and  increasing  the  overall  flexibility  of  the  EU  budget  to 
support  job  creation,  investment  and  economic  growth  On  promoting  inclusive  growth,  the 
Action  Plan  noted  that  the  inequality  within  many  countries  had  increased  until  the  mid-2000s 
and  the  member  countries  are  introducing  further  measures  this  year  to  promote  inclusive  growth 
and  raise  the  living  standards  of  all  their  citizens.  It  also  said  that  the  malicious  use  of 
Information  and  Communication  Technologies  (ICT)  could  disrupt  financial  services  crucial  to 
both  national  and  international  financial  systems,  undermine  security  and  confidence  and 
endanger  financial  stability.  On  taxation,  it  said  the  G20  will  continue  to  work  for  a  globally  fair 
and  modem  international  tax  system  and  welcome  international  cooperation  on  pro-growth  tax 
policies.  It  also  called  on  all  jurisdictions  to  sign  and  ratify  the  multilateral  Convention  on 
Mutual  Administrative  Assistance  in  Tax  Matters.  Terming  the  multilateral  convention  as  an 
important  tool  in  fight  against  corruption,  tax  evasion,  terrorist  financing  and  money  laundering, 
the  G20  said  it  will  advance  the  effective  implementation  of  the  international  standards  on 
transparency  and  beneficial  ownership  of  legal  persons  and  legal  arrangements.

Third  country's'  Army  could  enter  Kashmir  on  behalf  of  Pakistan:  Chinese  media 

The  Economic  Times,  PTI :  A  "third  country's"  Army  could  enter  Kashmir  at  Pakistan's  request, 
using  the  "same  logic"  the  Indian  Armyused  to  stop  the  Chinese  military  from  constructing  a 
road  in  the  Doklam  area  in  the  Sikkim  sector  on  behalf  of  Bhutan,  an  analyst  at  a  Chinese  think 
tank  said.  "Even  if  India  were  requested  to  defend  Bhutan's  territory,  this  could  only  be  limited  to 
its  established  territory,  not  the  disputed  area,"  Long  Xingchun,  Director  at  the  Centre  for  Indian 
Studies  at  ChinaWest  Normal  University,  said  in  the  article  he  wrote  in  the  Global 
Times.  "Otherwise,  under  India's  logic,  if  the  Pakistani  government  requests,  a  third  country's 
Army  can  enter  the  area  disputed  by  India  and  Pakistan,  including  India-controlled  Kashmir,"  the 
article  said.  The  Chinese  state  media  have  carried  a  barrage  of  critical  articles  on  the  Doklam 
standoff  criticising  India,  but  this  was  the  first  time  Pakistan  and  Kashmir  have  been  brought  into 
the  narrative.  "Indian  troops  invaded  China's  Doklam  area  in  the  name  of  helping  Bhutan,  but  in 
fact  the  invasion  was  intended  to  help  India  by  making  use  of  Bhutan,"  it  said,  referring  to  the 
June  30  statement  issued  by  India's  External  Affairs  Ministry.  China  and  India  have  been 
engaged  in  a  standoff  in  the  Doklam  area  near  the  Bhutan  tri-junction  for  the  past  three  weeks 
after  a  Chinese  Army's  construction  party  attempted  to  build  a  road.  Doka  La  is  the  Indian  name 
for  the  region  which  Bhutan  recognises  as  Doklam,  while  China  claims  it  as  part  of  its  Donglang 
region.  Of  the  3,488-km-long  India-China  border  from  Jammu  and  Kashmir  to  Arunachal 
Pradesh,  a  220-km  section  falls  in  Sikkim.  "For  a  long  time,  India  has  been  talking  about 
international  equality  and  non-interference  in  the  internal  affairs  of  others,  but  it  has  pursued 
hegemonic  diplomacy  in  South  Asia,  seriously  violating  the  UN  Charter  and  undermining  the 
basic  norms  of  international  relations,"  it  said.  "Through  mass  immigration  to  Sikkim,  ultimately 
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leading  to  control  of  the  Sikkim  parliament,  India  annexed  Sikkim  as  one  of  its  states,"  it 
alleged.  "This  incursion  reflects  that  India  fears  China  can  quickly  separate  mainland  India  from 
northeast  India  through  military  means,  dividing  India  into  two  pieces,"  it  said.  "In  this  case, 
northeast  India  might  take  the  opportunity  to  become  independent.  India  has  interpreted  China's 
infrastructure  construction  in  Tibet  as  having  a  geopolitical  intention  against  India.  India  itself  is 
unable  to  do  the  same  for  its  northeastern  part,  so  it  is  trying  to  stop  China's  road  construction,"  it 
said.  "India's  incursion,  based  on  its  own  strategic  judgment,  is  a  clear  violation  of  international 
law,"  the  article  said,  claiming  that  the  western  countries  will  not  unconditionally  support  India 
as  they  have  a  wide  range  of  "common  interests"  with  China.  "As  for  the  territorial  dispute 
between  China  and  Bhutan,  it  should  be  resolved  by  both  sides  and  India  must  respect  Bhutan's 
sovereignty,"  it  said.  "China  can  show  the  region  and  the  international  community  or  even  the 
UN  Security  Council  its  evidence  to  illustrate  China's  position.  It  highlights  China's  sincerity  and 
effort  to  maintain  peace  as  a  responsible  big  power.  It  will  never  resort  to  force  till  it  is  the  last 
choice,"  it  said.  Another  article  in  the  same  daily  said  India  must  desist  using  the  "Dalai  Lama 
card"  and  mess  up  relations  with  China.  Referring  to  reports  that  the  "Tibetan  national  flag,"  a 
pro-independence  symbol  adopted  by  the  Tibetan  govemment-in-  exile,  was  unfurled  on  the 
shores  of  Bangong  Lake,  known  as  Pangong  Tso  Lake  in  India's  in  Ladakh  region,  the  article 
said  the  timing  on  the  incident  coincided  with  the  standoff  between  the  two  militaries  in  Doklam 
area  and  whether  Indian  authorities  instigated  the  political  activity  of  Tibetan  separatists  to  exert 
pressure  on  China  "The  lake  sits  astride  India  and  China,  with  the  Line  of  Actual  Control  passing 
through  it.  It's  the  first  time  the  Tibetan  exile  administration  in  northern  India  has  flown  the  flag 
at  this  location,"  it  said.  "The  timing  of  the  flag-hoisting  on  Indian  territory  has  sparked  wide 
speculation  over  whether  the  Indian  authorities  instigated  the  political  activity  of  Tibetan 
separatists  to  exert  pressure  on  China.  Although  the  involvement  of  New  Delhi  remains  unclear, 
we  hope  they  did  not  send  any  signal  of  approval,"  it  said.  "New  Delhi  publicly  promises  not  to 
allow  any  anti-China  political  activities  by  Tibetan  exiles  on  Indian  territory.  But  it  has  long  used 
the  Tibet  question  as  a  diplomatic  card  in  dealing  with  Beijing,"  it  said.  "When  the  Indian 
government  attaches  great  importance  to  its  relationship  with  China,  it  keeps  a  tight  grip  on  anti- 
China  political  activities  on  its  soil.  However,  when  it  is  dissatisfied  or  has  conflicts  with 
Beijing,  the  Tibet  card  is  played  up.  But  India  may  overestimate  the  influence  of  Tibetan  exiles," 
it  said.  "With  the  rise  of  China  and  as  Tibet  becomes  better  off,  Tibetan  independence  runs 
counter  to  the  will- of  Tibetans.  The  space  for  Tibetan  separatists  has  been  largely  squeezed  as 
more  Western  countries  have  snubbed  the  Dalai  Lama.  The  Tibet  card  is  gradually  losing  its 
value,"  it  said.  "If  New  Delhi  is  pulling  the  strings  of  the  Tibetan  exiles'  political  act  of  flag¬ 
hoisting,  it  will  only  have  burned  itself.  Both  border  issues  and  the  Tibet  question  concern 
China's  core  interests  and  China  won't  yield  to  provocations,"  it  said.  Given  the  ongoing  border 
spat,  Indian  should  "act  prudently"  to  avoid  escalating  tensions,  it  said.

From  war  with  China  possibility  to  new  strategic  vision  of  PM  Narendra  Modi  for  India. 

Meghnad  Desai  explains  a  new  reality 

The  Financial  Express,  Bureau  :Noted  economist  Meghnad  Desai  on  Sunday  authored  an  article . 
in  The  Indian  Express  and  opined  that  a  nation  should  first  secure  its  own  borders  before 
lecturing  its  neighbours.  In  clinching  remarks  on  country’s  foreign  policy,  Desai  wrote,  “a 
country  cannot  conduct  its  foreign  policy  on  abstract  principles  and  grandstand,  lecturing  other 
countries  about  morality.  It  has  to  first  secure  the  borders  and  equip  the  nation  against  invasion 
or  incursion  by  other  countries.”  Desai’s  article,  titled  as  “Out  of  my  mind:  Will  it  be  war?” 
churned  out  the  possibilities  of  a  war  with  China,  vis-a-vis  chances  of  India’s  alignment  with  US, 
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if  the  latter  decides  to  go  on  against  North  Korea.  He  writes  that  PM  Narendra  Modi’s  cemented 
relations  with  Israel  are  a  signal  to  new  vision  of  India’s  global  concerns  to  secure  defence 
technology.  Desai  pointed  out  that  none  of  India’s  Non-Aligned  movement  had  come  forward  to 
help  at  the  time  1 962  Sino-India  war.  He  notes  that,  while  the  cold  war  had  ended  a  decade  ago, 
echoes  of  a  revival  of  the  India-China  conflict  are  being  heard  in  recent  times.  Terming  China  as 
the  ‘real  threat’,  Desai  reminds  that  Beijing  has  never  agreed  to  the  borders  which  the  British  had 
determined  a  century  and  more  ago.  He  adds  that  while  India  is  ready  for  any  threat  from 
Pakistan,  the  nation  has  to  chalk  out  a  proper  strategy  for  China.  The  noted  author  reminds  that 
despite  the  bravery  of  the  soldiers,  India  was  badly  humiliated  by  China  in  1962.  Desai  predicts 
that  a  war  with  China  has  the  potential  to  change  the  political  situation  fundamentally.  “This  time 
around  India  has  to  succeed  in  repelling  the  Chinese  incursion  and  do  it  convincingly,”  he  writes.

China  trying  to  re-draw  all  the  lines  it  had  co-drawn  with  New  Delhi  earlier 

The  Economic  Times,  Pranab  Dhal  Samanta  :Doklam  isn't  the  first  India-China  military  face-off 
on  the  unsettled  boundary,  and  is  unlikely  to  be  the  last.  But  what's  strikingly  different  this  time 
is  the  aggressive  Chinese  effort  to  shape  the  narrative,  if  not  own  it  —  a  behaviour  way  different 
from  the  usual  strategy  of  cloaking  intent  and  encouraging  speculation.  After  all,  when  was  the 
last  time  you  had  the  political  counsellor  of  the  Chinese  embassy  in  India  put  out  an  on-the- 
record  video  detailing  their  perspective  on  the  ground  situation  in  Doklam?  Or,  -  for  that 
matter,  China  being  candid  enough  to  confirm  that  Kailash  yatris  had  been  stopped  through  the 
Nathu  La  route  as  a  consequence  of  this  stand-off  ?  Once  They've  the  Answers. ..This  change  is 
instructive  because  the  usual  Chinese  way  would  have  been  to  just  go  quiet  and  let  the  Indians 
figure  out  for  themselves  what  was  on  Beijing's  mind  when  it  blocked  off  two  batches  of  Kailash 
pilgrims.  A  cottage  industry  of  China  watchers  has  flourished  in  India  over  many  decades, 
earning  their  spurs  on  doing  exactly  this  kind  of  deciphering  and  decoding.  But,  perhaps,  for  the 
first  time,  we  have  an  in-your-face  face-off  where  the  central  purpose,  at  least  on  the  Chinese 
side,  is  to  both  loudly  and  effectively  assert  a  new  position,  a  new  line  that  emphasises  the  start 
of  a  new  normal.  And,  admittedly,  that's  a  response  to  the  way  India  has  also  shifted  gears,  being 
more  vocal  with  its  concerns  on  Chinese  support  to  Pakistan,  its  rejection  of  the  One  Belt,  One 
Road  initiative  and  blocking  terror  designations  at  the  UN.So,  surely,  the  new  normal  has  been  in 
the  making  for  a  while  but  the  Doklam  stand-off  provides  that  definitive  Chinese  twist,  because 
embedded  in  this  one  move  are  many  reversals  and  achallenge.  Let's  consider.  First,  it  brings  to 
question  the  validity  of  understandings  reached  through  the  Special  Representative  mechanism 
on  resolving  the  boundary  issue,  set  up  in  2003  when  former  Prime  Minister  Atal  Bihari 
Vajpayee  visited  China.  In  2012,  the  SRs  had  agreed  that  the  boundary  settlement  on  Bhutan 
trijunction  would  be  done  through  consultation  among  all  three  parties.  India  now  feels  that  by 
framing  this  as  an  issue  between  China  and  Bhutan,  where  Indian  troops  have  barged  in  without 
any  locus  standi,  Beijing  has  directly  questioned  the  sanctity  of  the  politically  mandated  high- 
level  SR  process.  Second,  it  raises  uncertainty  on  China's  continuing  recognition  of  Sikkim  being 
part  of  India,  a  step  again  firmed  up  in  Vajpayee's  2003  visit.  Beijing  has  created  this  doubt 
through  its  claims  that  the  India-China  boundary  on  the  Sikkim  section  was  settled  when  China 
recognised  Sikkim  as  part  of  India.  New  Delhi  says  the  recognition  in  no  way  meant  that  the 
state's  boundary  with  China  was  settled  and  that  the  entire  border  still  remains  disputed. 
Politically,  this  is  a  new  articulation  from  China  that  has  created  doubts  on  whether  the  way  is 
being  paved  for  retracting  from  the  2003  understanding.  Third,  the  decision  to  open  Nathu  La  for 
Kailash  pilgrims  was  a  significant  confidence  building  measure  achieved  during  Chinese 
President  Xi  Jinping's  first  visit  to  India  after  Prime  Minister  Narendra  Modi  came  to  power.  In 
many  ways,  it  symbolises  a  Modi-Xi  friendship  moment.  But  now  that  stands  suspended  at

Chinese  behest.  A  continuation  of  this  suspension  or  a  formal  reversal  of  the  decision  may  end 
up  conveying  a  sense  of  distrust  at  the  leadership  level,  which  will  require  fresh 
attention.  ...Change  the  QuestionsAlong  with  these  potential  reversals  is  also  a  Chinese  challenge 
on  India's  special  relationship  with  Bhutan,  which  includes  a  historical  security  understanding 
that  New  Delhi  is  bounden  to  honour.  By  raising  the  sovereignty  question  here,  China  has 
signalled  that  it  wants  to  change  this  status  quo,  especially  on  the  boundary  question  involving 
India  and  Bhutan.  The  Doklam  situation,  in  other  words,  unsettles  key  fundamentals  like  the  SR 
mechanism,  the  status  of  Sikkim,  the  Modi-Xi  equation  and,  of  course,  India’s  very  special 
strategic  relationship  with  Bhutan.  Which  is  why  the  face-off,  even  if  it's  managed  now,  will  still 
strengthen  the  flavour  of  mutual  distrust.  In  one  of  his  recent  meetings  with  the  Chinese 
president,  the  PM  had  told  him  that  both  sides  should  not  allow  differences  to  become  disputes. 
Clearly,  the  gap  has  still  not  closed,  also  because  both  leaders  lead  very  nationalist  polities  today. 
Neither  side  can  afford  to  appear  losing  ground,  let  alone  make  strategic  concessions.  So, 
retracting  from  past  commitments,  or  reading  different  meanings  into  them,  will  indeed  untie  old 
knots  that  held  many  contradictions  together.  The  challenge  for  New  Delhi  and  Beijing  is  to 
examine  whether  this  will  allow  them  to  knit  a  new  weave  at  the  earliest,  say,  a  different  story, 

•  even  if  less  ambitious.  Rajiv  Gandhi  in  1989  got  the  first  joint  mechanism  on  the  boundary  that 
went  defunct  in  over  a  decade.  Then,  in  2003,  Vajpayee's  visit  to  China  yielded  the  NSA-level 
SR-mechanism  that  is  now  under  some  stress.  Is  there  now  a  need  for  fresh  political  direction,  a 
new  concord  suited  to  present  times?  This  question  needs  examination  because  what's  important 
to  note  is  that  with  the  start  of  a  new  normal,  there  also  should  begin  the  search  for  a  new 
equilibrium.  Eventually,  that's  what  distinguishes  big,  responsible  powers  from  adventurous 

ones,  where  realignment  of  status  quo  is  ultimately  the  function  of  politics,  not  the  military. 
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India  has  exposed  itself  to  Beijing’s  interference  in  J-K  by  sending  troops  to  Donglang:

Hindustan  Times,  Sutirtho  Patranobis  :India  has  exposed  itself  to  China’s  interference  in  Jammu 
&  Kashmir  by  sending  Indian  troops  to  disrupt  Chinese  soldiers  from  building  a  road  in  the 
Donglang  region,  the  state  media  said  on  Sunday.  If  Pakistan  requests,  “a  third  country”  can 
dispatch  soldiers  to  the  Valley,  said  an  article  in  the  nationalist  tabloid  Global  Times,  adding  that 
Indian  soldiers  “invaded”  China’s  Donglang  (or  Doklam)  to  serve  India’s  interests,  not  Bhutan’s. 
“Even  if  India  were  requested  to  defend  Bhutan's  territory,  this  could  only  be  limited  to  its 
established  territory,  not  the  disputed  area.  Otherwise,  under  India's  logic,  if  the  Pakistani 
government  requests,  a  third  country's  army  can  enter  the  area  disputed  by  India  and  Pakistan, 
including  India-controlled  Kashmir,”  said  the  article  written  by  Long  Xingchun,  director  of  the 
Centre  for  Indian  Studies  at  China  West  Normal  University.  Indian  and  Chinese  border  troops 
are  locked  in  a  standoff  in  the  Donglang  region,  near  the  Sikkim  border,  which  is  controlled  by 
China  but  is  also  claimed  by  Bhutan.  Interestingly,  China  has  repeatedly  said  that  Donglang  is 
part  of  its  territory  since  “ancient  times”;  it’s  for  the  first  time  that  a  Chinese  academic  said  it  is 
actually  “disputed”.  “Indian  troops  invaded  China's  Doklam  area  in  the  name  of  helping  Bhutan, 
but  in  fact  the  invasion  was  intended  to  help  India  by  making  use  of  Bhutan,”  Long  wrote.  “India 
controls  Bhutan's  defence  and  diplomacy,  seriously  violating  Bhutan's  sovereignty  and  national 
interests.  Indians  have  migrated  in  large  numbers  to  Nepal  and  Bhutan,  interfering  with  Nepal's 
internal  affairs.  The  first  challenge  for  Nepal  and  Bhutan  is  to  avoid  becoming  a  state  of  India, 
like  Sikkim,”  the  article  added.  Long  wrote  about  India’s  “hegemonic  diplomacy”  in  south  Asia 
and  claimed  New  Delhi’s  policies  have  violated  international  laws  and  norms.  “For  a  long  time, 
India  has  been  talking  about  international  equality  and  non-interference  in  the  internal  affairs  of 
others,  but  it  has  pursued  hegemonic  diplomacy  in  South  Asia,  seriously  violating  the  UN 
Charter  and  undermining  the  basic  norms  of  international  relations,”  he  wrote.  “Through  mass 
immigration  to  Sikkim,  ultimately  leading  to  control  of  the  Sikkim  parliament,  India  annexed 
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Sikkim  as  one  of  its  states,”  the  article  said.  Referring  to  the  Siliguri  Corridor  that  connects 
mainland  India  to  the  states  in  the  northeast,  the  article  said  it  was  New  Delhi’s  concerns  about 
the  geographical  connection  that  triggered  the  standoff.  “This  incursion  reflects  that  India  fears 
China  can  quickly  separate  mainland  India  from  northeast  India  through  military  means,  dividing 
India  into  two  pieces.  In  this  case,  northeast  India  might  take  the  opportunity  to  become 
independent,”  the  article  said.  It  added:  “India  has  interpreted  China's  infrastructure  construction 
in  Tibet  as  having  a  geopolitical  intention  against  India.  India  itself  is  unable  to  do  the  same  for 
its  northeastern  part,  so  it  is  trying  to  stop  China's  road  construction.” 
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Stand-off  with  China  back  in  focus  after  PM  Modi’s  return  from  foreign  trip 

Mint,  Mayank  Aggarwal  :A11  eyes  are  now  on  India’s  ongoing  face-off  with  China  with  Prime 
Minister  Narendra  Modi  back  home  after  a  visit  to  Israel  and  the  G-20  summit  in  Germany.“The 
Israel  visit  was  of  course  historic  as  no  Indian  PM  had  ever  visited  the  country.  India  also  moves 
in  a  strategic  space  with  Israel  with  agreements  on  sharing  of  latest  technologies  and  innovation 
in  fields  of  agriculture  and  water.  G-20  is  of  course  different  and  has  different  issues.  But  India 
managed  to  register  its  issues  with  a  separate  statement  on  terrorism,”  said  former  diplomat  Pinak 
Ranjan  Chakravarty,  who  is  also  a  distinguished  fellow  at  the  Observer  Research  Foundation,  a 
think  tank.  Last  week,  Modi  undertook  a  historic  visit  to  Israel  on  Tuesday — the  first  by  an 
Indian  Prime  Minister — and  the  two  nations  elevated  their  ties  to  a  strategic  partnership.  The  two 
countries  agreed  to  boost  trade  from  the  current  $5  billion  a  year  to  $20  billion  annually  in  the 
next  five  years.  The  chemistry  between  Modi  and  Israel’s  PM  Benjamin  Netanyahu  added  to  the 
attention  the  visit  garnered.  Former  foreign  secretary  of  India  Lalit  Mansingh  said,  “In  Israel, 
India’s  concerns  about  international  terrorism  and  security  situation  were  discussed.  With  Israel, 
we  are  now  entering  into  a  new  period  of  strategic  partnership  with  focus  on  agriculture  and 
water.  That  is  a  very  special  relationship,”  he  said.  In  Germany,  at  the  G-20  meeting,  Modi  met 
Chinese  President  Xi  Jinping  at  the  Brics  (Brazil,  Russia,  India,  China,  South  Africa)  leaders’ 
informal  gathering  hosted  by  China.  But  there  has  been  no  official  word  on  whether  the  two  had 
any  discussion  about  the  border  stand-off.  The  two  leaders  “had  a  conversation  on  a  range  of 
issues”,  Indian  foreign  ministry  spokesman  Gopal  Baglay  tweeted.  “It  (the  stand-off)  doesn’t 
appear  to  be  big  but  it  has  to  be  also  looked  in  the  context  of  Chinese  domestic  politics,” 
Chakravarty  said.  Mansingh  said  he  doesn’t  think  the  situation  has  gone  out  of  hand.  “We  don’t 
know  what  was  discussed  between  PM  Modi  and  Xi  Jinping.  No  announcement  has  been  made 
but  one  presumes  that  they  would  have  referred  to  the  situation.  We  don’t  know  what  behind  the 
scenes  discussions  are  taking  place.  I  don’t  think  it  is  going  to  lead  to  conflict.  We  have  faced 
such  situations  in  the  past.  It’s  an  understated  border.  In  this  case,  the  thing  is  that  it  involves 
Bhutan  and  we  are  fulfilling  our  treaty  obligations  with  Bhutan  and  defending  its  interests.  It 
simply  is  a  complicated  situation.  I  don't  think  it  has  gone  out  of  hand,"  Mansingh  said.  The 
experts’  view  about  the  stand-off  not  going  out  of  hand  finds  support  in  the  official  Indian 
statement  that  India  issued  at  the  Brics  meeting  at  Hamburg,  praising  China.  According  to  the 
statement,  Modi  appreciated  the  “momentum  in  BRICS  under  the  chairmanship  of  Chinese 
President  Xi  and  extended  full  cooperation  and  best  wishes  for  the  BRICS  Xiamen  Summit.”  The 
9th  Brics  summit  is  scheduled  to  be  held  in  the  Chinese  city  of  Xiamen  in  September.

The  Hindu,  Vikas  Dhoot  :China  doesn’t  have  a  TCS,  but  it  has  a  Tencent  and  Alibaba  which  are 
more  dominant  and  valuable  in  the  futureA  7%  growth  rate  is  not  good  enough  for  India  and  its 
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IT  industry  has  missed  the  bus  on  innovation  by  sticking  to  a  template  that  worked  25  years  ago, 
believes  economist  Soumitra  Dutta  who  co-authors  the  World  Economic  Forum's  annual  Global 
Information  Technology  report.  Layoffs  and  adjustments  to  tumult  in  its  largest  market  -  the 
U.S.  —  are  transient  factors  and  the  real  worry  is  that  China  is  seen  as  more  innovative  now  than 
India  in  the  IT  space,  said  Mr.  Dutta,  who  is  the  dean  of  Cornell  SC  Johnson  College  of 
Business.  Edited  excerpts  from  an  interview  with  The  Hindu:  Are  Indian  student  applications 
falling  in  U.S.  universities  under  the  Donald  Trump  administration?  Generally,  foreign  student 
applications  are  down  this  year.  This  is  across  the  U.S.  due  to  uncertainty  about  the  visa  and 
work  situation  after  studies.  Canada  is  being  very  aggressive  to  bring  in  foreign  students  and  it’s 
also  a  very  attractive  country  to  go  to.  In  the  short-term,  some  negative  impact  is  happening.  But 
more  worrying  is  the  potential  cuts  the  Donald  Trump  administration  is  making  in  research  areas, 
because  as  grants  go  down,  it  affects  output.  And  that’s  the  part  that  really  worries  me  in  the 
university  much  more.  There  is  also  a  concern  about  the  environment  on  campuses  as  people  are 
much  more  divided  in  terms  of  political  views,  but  I  am  more  concerned  about  the  possible  loss 
of  R&D  funding  with  many  key  research  programs  losing  out.  A  lot  of  the  funding  for  climate 
change  will  disappear.  If  you  remove  the  intellectual  horsepower  that  feeds  the  universities,  that 
hurts  more  than  losing  student  applications.  What  are  your  views  on  the  Indian  IT  industry’s 
current  woes?  I  think  the  traditional  Indian  IT  players  will  have  to  restructure  their  business 
model  and  hire  more  people  in  the  U.S.  The  costs  will  go  up,  so  they  will  have  to  think  about 
what  that  means  for  the  employee  balance  across  countries  and  the  cost  structures.  That  will  of 
course,  have  a  short-term  effect  on  margins  and  they  will  have  to  look  for  new  markets.  A  bigger 
issue  that  I  see  with  the  Indian  IT  sector  is  it  was  very  innovative  25  years  ago.  There  hasn’t 
really  been  another  big  innovation  in  the  IT  sector.  They  have  been  following  the  same  template 
for  too  long.  As  a  result,  you  don’t  have  an  Indian  Microsoft  or  an  Indian  Alibaba.  And  that’s  the 
problem.  The  product  investment  is  not  there,  nor  is  the  consumer  Internet  boom.  So  in  some 
sense,  the  Indian  IT  industry  hasn’t  innovated  in  the  last  1 5  years  enough.  China  doesn’t  have  a 
TCS,  but  it  has  a  Tencent  and  Alibaba  which  are  more  dominant  and  valuable  in  the  future. 
China  has  succeeded  in  skipping  a  generation  altogether  and  they  got  leadership  in  the  next 
generation.  Today,  if  you  ask  the  question  is  China  more  innovative  in  the  IT  industry  than  India, 
people  would  probably  say  yes.  The  answer  wouldn’t  have  been  the  same  1 5  years  ago.  So  India 
has  lost  the  leadership  of  the  IT  industry  in  many  ways.  So  do  you  see  the  current  spate  of  layoffs 
in  the  sector  as  an  outcome  of  redundant  skill  sets?  The  Indian  IT  sector  layoffs  are,  in  my  view, 
just  a  temporary  balancing  of  the  workforce.  All  companies  go  through  this...  The  basic  model 
of  the  IT  industry  is  still  stable  and  there’s  enough  business.  They  might  have  lower  margins  and 
lesser  people.  They  are  not  going  to  go  out  of  business,  they  will  adjust  a  bit.  There  will  be 
healthy  companies  like  TCS  and  Wipro.  But  they  are  not  going  to  be  the  next  generation 
companies  and  they  will  never  be.  TCS,  Infosys  or  Wipro  will  never  be  the  next  Alibaba.  And 
that’s  a  problem.  The  next  generation  of  IT  companies  are  coming  from  the  U.S.  and  China,  not 
India.  If  you  look  at  the  market  capitalization  of  top  10  tech  companies  in  the  world,  Alibaba  and 
Tencent  are  No.  9  and  No.  10.  And  the  top  five  are  big  U.S.  companies.  So  India,  despite  having 
all  the  lead  in  IT,  doesn’t  have  an  entry  in  that.  That  is  not  easy  problem  to  fix.  Because  you  miss 
a  generation,  it  takes  15  years  to  catch  up.  Any  attempt  for  India  to  make  a  bid  for  that  will 
require  us  to  think  about  what’s  the  next  big  leap  and  be  able  to  make  that  generational  leap. 
Because  20  years  ago,  there  was  no  vision  of  Alibaba  or  Tencent.  But  some  people  in  China 
made  that  leap  and  got  lucky.  We  need  someone  out  here  to  think  about  what  will  happen  15 
years  from  now.  That  is  a  big  question  mark.  Because  what  we  have  right  now  in  India  is 
essentially  copies  of  American  businesses  like  Amazon  or  eBay.  There’s  no  real  innovation 
happening  in  the  internet  space.  What’s  your  view  on  India’s  growth  slipping  to  6.1%  in  the  last 
quarter  of  2016-17?  The  slight  dip  is  not  what  worries  me.  What  worries  me  is  the  overall 
number.  I  think  6%  or  7%  growth  is  not  enough  for  India.  Any  country  that  has  become  an 
emerging  global  power  needs  to  have  10-20  years  of  10%  growth.  We  are  nowhere  near  that. 
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Brazil  at  some  point  had  10%  growth  for  15  years.  China  had  it  for  20  years.  India’s  never 
actually  had  that.  What  worries  me  is  will  we  actually  hit  8%,  9%  or  10%  and  will  we  be  able  to 
sustain  it  over  10  or  15  years.  I  am  keeping  my  fingers  crossed  that  the  government’s  focus  on 
building  institutions  will  lead  to  long-term  results.  So  I  am  not  too  concerned  with  the  short-term 
dip  which  might  be  because  of  demonetisation  and  whatever  other  reasons.  I  am  more  concerned 
about  can  we  move  from  7%  to  9%.  Because  at  6%  or  7%,  you  are  not  really  making  a  dent  on 
the  poverty  reduction  front,  at  least  not  fast  enough.  If  you  want  to  make  it  fast  enough,  we  need 
to  move  at  a  different  pace.  We  shouldn’t  forget  that  India’s  economy  is  still  quite  small  with  a 
very  low  per  capita  income.  The  U.S.  economy  is  roughly  16-17  trillion  dollars,  China  is  about 
10-11  trillion  dollars,  India  is  around  two  (trillion).  And  India’s  nominal  GDP  per  capita  is  still 
very  low.  From  a  foreign  investors’  lens,  if  a  government  with  such  a  majority  cannot  address  the 
tough  structural  reforms  such  as  in  factor  markets  like  land  and  labour,  is  there  a  concern  that 
India’s  potential  will  remain  untapped?  Now  what  the  Prime  Minister  has  really  done  is 
consolidated  the  BJP’s  power  at  both  the  national  and  State  level.  In  many  ways,  that  was  an 
important  foundation  to  be  laid.  Hopefully,  that  will  lead  to  faster  and  more  effective  action 
going  forward.  I  think  people  and  business  like  stability  more  than  anything  else.  Emerging 
markets  have  a  problem  as  they  usually  don’t  have  stability.  That’s  what  people  hate  about 
emerging  markets.  So  the  fact  that  the  same  party  now  controls  the  Centre  and  a  large  part  of  the 
States  gives  a  sense  of  stability  to  the  foreign  investor  and  businesses.  That  is  important  as  once 
you  have  confidence  and  stability,  people  take  the  right  decisions  or  at  least  more  encouraged  to 
take  the  hard  decisions.  Would  now  be  a  good  time  to  take  up  land  acquisition  reforms,  for 
instance?  I  think  so.  There  will  always  be  some  changes  that  are  hard  to  do  because  of  politics 
and  democratic  systems.  There’s  always  a  cost  of  change.  But  I  think  if  we  can  still  do  a  lot  to 
simplify  things  and  focus  on  health,  education  and  infrastructure,  it  will  help.  There’s  a  lot  of 
low-hanging  fruit  in  India.  It’s  good  to  have  analysis  and  new  ideas,  but  I  think  the  problem  in 
India  is  less  about  ideas  and  more  with  execution.  I  do  believe  that  government’s  focus  on 
stability  and  a  sense  of  calmness  and  focused  discipline  on  execution  is  critical.  It's  very  hard  to 
govern  a  large  and  diverse  country  like  India.  It’s  a  significant  achievement  just  to  provide  a 
sense  of  stability,  direction  and  some  positive  confidence.  How  do  you  see  business  education 
evolving?  Will  we  see  more  consilience  being  weaved  into  what  one  traditionally  learnt  at  B- 
schools?  I  am  also  the  chair  of  the  AACSB,  the  global  body  for  business  schools’  accreditation. 
We  went  through  a  vision  exercise  recently  and  two  themes  came  out  strongly.  The  future  would 
be  about  making  connections  between  disciplines  like  engineering  and  business,  health  and 
business  and  so  on  and  secondly,  the  connection  with  industry.  The  second  theme  was 
disruption.  There  was  a  strong  feeling  that  the  way  we  have  done  business  education  in  the  past 
will  not  be  the  same  going  forward.  We  will  have  to  rethink  business  education  for  the  future. 
There’s  no  clear  model  but  the  field  is  ready  for  disruption  and  you  can  see  that  already  with  the 
traditional  MBA  market  stagnating  to  some  degree.  We  see  some  of  the  weaker  players  dropping 
out,  some  schools  are  stopping  their  MBA  programmes.  There’s  a  feeling  that  what  got  us  here 
will  not  get  us  through  the  next  50  years.  The  government  has  granted  tax  sops  and  other  perks 
for  startups  but  bureaucrats  sit  and  decide  which  Startups  deserve  them.  Do  you  feel  this 
approach  could  work?If  you  actually  look  at  the  venture  capital  investments  into  India,  it’s  quite 
good.  Remember  that  many  of  the  investments  in  China  happen  through  Hong  Kong  or 
elsewhere.  India  is  pretty  high  among  most  metrics  in  terms  of  investor  money  coming  in.  It  is  an 
entrepreneurial  country  with  lots  of  opportunities  so  people  want  to  invest  in  India  and  we  expect 
it  to  continue  in  the  future.  Now  the  question  is  what  is  the  best  way  to  do  it.  What’s  the  role  of 
the  government  in  the  process?  That’s  a  very  important  issue  as  the  government  has  an  important 
role  to  play,  but  it  shouldn’t  be  controlling  every  single  element  of  the  process  in  the  cycle.  I  can 
give  you  two  examples  -  even  in  a  country  like  America,  the  government  is  extremely  active  in 
supporting  R&D  (research  and  development)  through  research  and  university  grants.  The 
government  also  picks  a  direction  to  invest  more  in,  such  as  the  human  genome  project  that  was

picked  some  time  ago.  Now  there’s  interest  in  the  brain...  so  the  overarching  fundamental 
domains  the  government  can  direct.  The  other  example  is  Israel  -  where  the  government  directed 
the  VC  part  of  it  and  a  lot  of  the  VC  investments  were  started  by  it  but  then  they  moved  into  the 
<  private  sector  in  a  structured  and  rapid  manner.  Today,  Israel’s  VC  sector  is  very  strong  in  the 

private  hands  although  it  started  under  government  control.  So  even  in  India,  the  government’s 
role  is  important  -  at  the  same  time,  the  government  also  has  to  know  when  to  get  out.  It’s  like 
giving  birth  to  a  child.  You  have  to  take  care  of  it  but  also  know  when  to  set  her  or  him  free.  If 
you  don’t  get  the  freedom,  you  create  a  stunted  adult.  That’s  the  challenge  for  governments  and 
bureaucrats.  Having  a  market  element  is  critical  in  the  decisions  that  are  made,  as  without  that, 
you  could  run  up  huge  losses  and  sometimes  that  happens.  The  Planning  Comission  was  replaced 
by  the  Niti  Aayog.  Do  you  feel  its  role  has  become  clear  yet?I  think  Niti  Aayog  is  a  cross 
between  a  think  tank  and  some  execution  (powers).  The  Planning  Commission  didn’t  have 
execution  powers.  How  much  it  will  succeed  in  that  remains  to  be  seen.  The  jury’s  still  out  on 
whether  the  modified  version  will  work.  As  a  think  tank  it  has  a  lot  of  interesting  ideas,  now  the 
question  is  how  much  of  execution  does  it  directly  own  and  how  much  it  partners.  It  might 
actually  work  if  they  don’t  try  to  own  everything  in  the  execution  and  find  the  right  partners,  else 
it  might  get  bottle-necked.  So  far,  what  I  have  seen  is  they  are  doing  it  smartly  and  not  getting 
stuck  in  doing  everything  themselves.  You  have  worked  a  lot  on  how  businesses  can  leverage 
social  media,  but  we  are  also  seeing  this  becoming  a  new  political  force  in  the  US  and  India.  Yes, 
we  are  seeing  President  Trump  use  it  in  a  way  that  is  completely  disruptive.  No  one  remembers 
Hillary  Clinton’s  tweets,  for  example.  But  everyone  remembers  Trump’s  tweets.  Now  you  might 
say  he  can’t  spell  properly  or  his  tweets  are  crazy,  but  people  remember  it.  The  question  is  the 
way  he  used  social  media  was  disruptive,  given  the  way  people  were  using  it  before.  People  are 
living  in  micro-worlds,  so  in  the  small  micro-world  you  choose  to  live  in,  you  keep  reinforcing 
whatever  bias  you  have  and  you  keep  listening  to  other  people  with  the  same  biased  views. 
Unlike  what  we  thought  would  bring  a  wide  variety  of  opinions,  the  reverse  is  happening  and 
people  are  going  to  smaller  cocoons  and  they  are  getting  the  same  biased  view.  So  this  is  a 
challenge  for  mainstream  media  as  people  are  able  to  select  a  biased  view  and  that  is  a  challenge 
for  society,  governments  and  media.  The  French  president  Macron’s  win  is  even  more  dramatic 
than  Trump  and  Obama,  as  both  of  them  used  their  party’s  existing  machinery  to  get  elected. 
Macron  didn’t  use  either  one,  which  is  remarkable.  It  will  keep  playing  out  the  question  is  if  it 
will  be  in  a  positive  or  negative  way.  It’s  a  challenge  today  and  fake  news  is  a  good  example. 

How  do  you  fact  check  what  you  read  online?  It’s  a  big  issue.

Dunhuang  has  lot  to  offer  as  sister  city 

The  Times  of  India,  Prasad  Joshi  :While  the  Opposition  has  been  raising  hue  and  cry  over  the 
proposed  week-long  China  visit  of  Mayor  and  a  few  others  to  Dunhuang,  many  seem  to  have 
forgetting  the  sister  city  pact  signed  between  both  cities  in  the  presence  of  Prime  Minister 
Narendra  Modi  and  chief  minister  Devendra  Fadnavis  in  2015.As  per  the  official  communication 
from  Chinese  officials,  the  week-long  visit  aims  to  further  enhance  the  sister  city  relations  within 
the  framework  of  BRICS,  an  association  of  five  major  nations  including  Brazil,  Russia,  India, 
China  and  South  Africa.Mayor  Bapu  Ghadamode,  on  his  first  leg  of  visit,  is  scheduled  to  attend  a 
forum  with  Chengdu  Municipal  Government,  Sischuan  Province  from  July  11  to  13.  The  forum 
is  called  2017  BRICS  Friendship  Cities  and  Local  Governments  Cooperation  Forum,  which  will 
focus  on  interconnected  development,  join  innovation  and  shared  benefits.In  his  second  part  of 
visit,  he  is  scheduled  to  visit  to  Dunhuang  from  July  14-  17  to  take  forward  sister  city 
relations."While  the  cultural  similarities  initially  had  served  as  the  foundation  for  the  sister  city 
agreement  between  Aurangabad  and  Dunhuang,  the  ties  will  be  taken  forward  to  new  level 
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during  our  proposed  visit.  The  participation  in  a  forum  related  to  BRICS  will  be  another  special 
takeaway  from  the  visit  as  it  will  facilitate  interaction  with  oficials,  entrepreneurs  and  scholars 
from  BRICS  countries,"  Ghadamode  told  TOI  on  Sunday.As  per  official  communication, 
Chinese  hosts  are  supposed  bear  the  expense  of  the  delegation,  including  food,  accommodation 
and  local  transportation  in  both  cities.lt  may  be  recalled  that  a  delegation  of  Dunhuang  led  by 
mayor  Jia  Taibin  had  visited  Aurangabad  in  March  2015  as  a  precursor  to  forging  sister  city 
ties. "Aurangabad  has  figured  in  the  list  of  Smart  City  mission  of  the  Centre.  We  have  been 
dealing  with  important  civic  issues  such  as  solid-waste  management,  arranging  effective  public 
transportation  and  building  sustainable  infrastructure.  The  visit  will  give  us  exposure  in  learning 
how  the  sister-city  is  tackling  similar  issues,"  he  said. Questioning  the  rationale  behind  the 
opposition  to  the  China  visit,  ex-deputy  mayor  Pramod  Rathod  said  the  city  leaders  must  not  lose 
the  golden  opportunity  to  cash  on  sister  city  agreement.  "It  is  immature  on  part  of  MIM  and 
others  to  oppose  the  visit.  China  would  have  cancelled  the  visit,  if  relations  between  both  the 
countries  were  allegedly  so  strained,"  said  Rathod,  who  will  be  accompanying  the  mayor.The 
MIM,  however,  has  chosen  not  to  lower  its  guard  while  opposing  the  China  visit  of  Mayor  and 
his  team.

He  has  also  taken  objection  to 
choice  of  members  for  five-member  delegation  picked  from  Aurangabad  Municipal  Corporation 
for  the  visit.  Some  senior  officials  from  the  state  urban  development  department  and  the  state 
transport  department  are  scheduled  to  be  part  of  the  China  visit.

Pakistan,  China  agree  to  enhance  cooperation  in  science  and  tech 

The  Economic  Times,  PTI '  rCalling  Pakistan  and  China"iron  brothers",  President  Mamnoon 
Hussain  has  said  the  USD  50  billion  CPEC  is  the  latest  example  of  "excellent  economic 
cooperation"  as  the  two  countries  agreed  to  enhance  ties  in  the  science  and  technology 
sector.  China  and  Pakistan  yesterday  made  any agreement  to  strengthen  bilateral  cooperation  in 
science  and  technology  sector  under  the  Belt  and  Road  Initiative.  The  agreement  was  made 
during  a  meeting  between  President  Hussain  and  visiting  Chinese  Minister  of  Science  and 
Technology  Wan  Gang  who  is  here  for  the  18th  Session  of  the  Pak-China  Joint  Committee  on 
Science  and  Technology  Cooperation.  In  the  meeting,  Hussain  said  use  of  modem  Chinese 
technology  in  the  CPEC  related  energy  projects  would  alleviate  the  energy  crisis  in  Pakistan  and 
play  a  key  role  in  the  country's  long-term  growth.  India  has  objected  to  the  USD  50 
billion  China-Pakistan  Economic  Corridor,  (CPEC)  which  is  part  of  the  Silk  Road.  "We  are  also 
interested  in  benefitting  from  China's  ambitious  China-South  Asian  Countries  Science  and 
Technology  Partnership  Programme  (CSA-STEP)  and  enhance  our  economic  cooperation 
through  Technology  Transfer,"  the  president  said  in  a  statement.  The  Chinese  Minister-  for 
Science  and  Technology  said  that  China  and  Pakistan  have  a  long  history  of  working  together  in 
various  fields,  including  science  and  technology.  "He  offered  to  cooperate  in  all  sectors  where 
Pakistan  needs  Chinese  support,  including  maritime  industry,  biodiversity,  renewable  energy, 
establishment  of  joint  scientific  laboratories  for  the  young  scientists  and  working  together  for  the 
climate  change  for  benefit  of  entire  humanity,"  according  to  the  statement.  The  president  also 
noted  with  satisfaction  that  17  protocols  have  been  concluded  so  far  in  accordance  with  the 
Framework  Agreement  on  Science  and  Technology  signed  between  the  two  countries  in  1976 
and  the  18th  Protocol  is  being  signed  during  this  visit.  He  said  that  Pakistan  and  China  are  'iron 
brothers',  strategic  partners  and  good  neighbours.  He  added  that  "friendship  with  China  is  the 
cornerstone  of  our  foreign  policy  and  our  strategic  partnership  serves  as  an  anchor  for  regional 
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peace  and  stability".  He  emphasised  to  maintain  the  momentum  of  high-level  bilateral  exchanges 
and  enhance  people-to-people  interaction.  The  president  underscored  that  the  China-Pakistan 
Economic  Corridor  (CPEC)  is  the  latest  example  of  "our  excellent  economic 
cooperation".  Scientific  knowledge  and  technology  can  bring  value  addition  to  CPEC  projects, 
he  added.  "We  are  keen  to  incorporate  this  knowledge  in  our  industry  for  value  addition  of  local 
raw  materials  and  finished  products,"  he  said.

a  response,"  Haley  told  CNN  in  an  interview."If  they  don't  go  along  with  that,  the  President  has 
made  it  clear  that  he  will  start  looking  at  trade  relations  with  China.  So  we  have  to  see,"  she 
said.Haley,  the  first  Indian-American  holding  a  cabinet  rank  in  any  US  presidential 
administration,  said  that  there  were  a  lot  of  options  on  the  table  when  it  comes  to  dealing  with 
China.  "Now  the  ball's  in  their  court,"  she  said.  "China  has  a  choice  to  make.  They're  either  going 
to  go  along  with  us  and  the  rest  of  the  international  community  and  say,  yes,  we  think  that  what 
North  Korea  did  was  wrong,  or  they're  not,"  she  said.  Appearing  on  the  same  talk  show,  former 
defence  secretary  Ashton  Carter  said  that  it  is  time  to  push  China  and  North  Korea  to  a  comer.  "I 
think  it's  important  not  to  take  the  idea  of  military  action  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  or  war  lightly. 
This  is  a  situation  in  which  we  need  to  get  North  Korea  and  China  in  a  comer,  and  not  put  our 
president  in  a  comer,"  Carter  told  CNN.

Pakistan  frees  78  Indian  fishermen 

The  Economic  Times,  AFP  Pakistan  today  released  78  Indian  fishermen  held  for  trespassing 
into  its  territorial  waters,  officials  said.  "The  fishermen  were  released  from  Karachi's  Landhi 
jail,"  an  official  of  the  provincial  home  department  of  Sindh,  Naseem  Siddiqui  told  AFP.  The 
freed  fishermen  are  expected  to  cross  over  into  India  tomorrow.  Siddiqui  said  "298  Indian 
fishermen  are  still  imprisoned  and  will  be  released  on  completion  of  the  verification  of  their 
nationalities  by  India."  Indian  and  Pakistani  fishermen  are  frequently  detained  for  illegal 
fishing  since  the  Arabian  Sea  border  is  not  clearly  defined  and  many  boats  lack  the  technology  to 
fix  their  precise  location.  The  fishermen  often  languish  in  jail,  even  after  serving  their  terms,  as 
poor  diplomatic  ties  between  the  two  neighbours  mean  fulfilling  bureaucratic  requirements  can 
take  a  long  time.  Relations  between  India  and  Pakistan  have  plummeted  since  a'  deadly  attack  on 
an  Indian  army  base  in  the  disputed  region  of  Kashmir  in  September,  that  New  Delhi  blamed  on 
Pakistan-  based  Islamist  group  Jaish-e-Mohammed.  Kashmir  has  been  divided  between  India  and 
Pakistan  since  the  end  of  British  colonial  rule  in  1947.  Both  claim  the  Himalayan  territory  in  full 
and  have  fought  two  wars  over  the  mountainous  region.

He 
said  "the  deliberate  targeting  of  civilians  is  indeed  deplorable  and  contrary  to  human  dignity  and 
international  human  rights  and  humanitarian  laws."  During  the  meeting  yesterday,  Singh  had 
conveyed  to  Faisal  that  the  ceasefire  violations  were  initiated  by  Pakistani  troops  in  Poonch  and 
Krishnaghatti  sectors  and  the  Indian  forces  only  responded  appropriately.  A  strong  protest  was 
also  lodged  over  the  death  of  two  Indian  civilians  in  the  yesterday's  ceasefire  violations  by 
Pakistani  troops.

Pakistan  loses  its  veto  vote  on  India’s  bilateral  relations 

Mint,  Anil  Padmanabhan  :Last  week,  addressing  the  US-India  Business  Council,  Mike  Pence, 
the  vice-president  of  the  US,  shared  an  interesting  mtecdote  on  Prime  Minister  Narendra  Modi’s 
just-concluded  visit:  Noting  that  Pence  had  represented  Indiana,  the  PM  said  the  name  of  the 
state  could  be  pronounced  as  India  aana  (which  in  Hindi  translates  into  come  to  India).It  captures 
the  near  bromance  generated  by  Modi  in  his  first  official  meeting  with  President  Donald  Trump. 
The  Indian  side  is  heaving  a  sigh  of  relief  that  the  dialogue  escaped  becoming  victim  to  the 
customary  unpredictability  of  President  Trump  in  dealing  with  global  leaders.  There  was  another 
sub-text  however,  which  was  clearly  apparent  in  the  joint  statement  and  the  public  utterances  of 
the  two  leaders:  The  omission  of  direct  references  to  Pakistan  in  the  conversations;  at  best, 
India’s  troublesome  neighbour  figured  indirectly  in  the  context  of  China.  Effectively  the 
hyphenation  had  been  formally  severed.  This  is  welcome  relief  and  it  has  been  long  in  coming. 
With  the  US  state  department  previously  manned  by  Cold  War  era  officials,  India,  given  its 
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history  of  strained  relations  with  the  US,  found  itself  at  the  receiving  end.  Often  this  manifested 
in  hyphenating  India  and  Pakistan  (like  how  parents  of  two  siblings  would  go  the  extra  mile  to 
preclude  any  bias).  This  severely  restricted  the  spheres  of  engagement  (For  a  more  detailed 
understanding  of  the  challenge  this  hyphenation  posed,  read  a  previous  column).  It  is  also  a  fact 
that  the  Indian  foreign  establishment  was  too  preoccupied  with  Pakistan.  As  a  result,  often  the 
outcome  of  a  bilateral  meeting  between  India  and  the  US  ended  (up  being  weighed  on  how 
unfavourable  it  was  to  Pakistan.  And  very  often  the  same  metric  came  to  be  employed  in  dealing 
with  other  nations  too.  However  the  scenario  started  to  alter  after  9/11.  Overnight,  the  US  was 
sensitized  to  India’s  perennial  problem:  cross-border  terror.  Consequently,  the  scrutiny  of 
Pakistan  increased,  especially  its  use  of  home-trained  terrorists  to  leverage  its  strategic  interests. 

The  second  big  turning  point  was  the  inking  of  the  civil  nuclear  agreement  between  the  two 
countries  in  2005.  Actually  it  took  more  than  four  years  to  clinch;  it  was  initiated  in  the  regime 
of  prime  minister  Atal  Bihari  Vajpayee  and  closed  out  in  the  tenure  of  prime  minister  Manmohan 
Singh.  While  the  delay  may  have  been  frustrating,  the  endless  rounds  of  talks  actually  wore 
down  prejudices  on  either  side.  Though  12  years  later  a  project  is  still  to  be  initiated,  there  is  no 
denying  the  fact  that  by  signing  the  pact  the  bilateral  dialogue  between  India  and  the  US  has 
been  fundamentally  altered.  Looking  back,  it  is  a  tribute  to  several  administrations  on  either  side 
for  not  dropping  the  ball.  Yes,  the  relationship  may  have  not  grown  at  the  desired  pace,  but  at  no 
stage  did  it  reverse.  A  fallout  of  this  maturing  of  the  relationship  between  both  sides  has  been  the 
delinking  of  Pakistan  from  the  dialogue.  Moreover,  Modi’s  foreign  policy  overtures,  especially 
the  out-of-the-box  idea  to  invite  all  South  Asian  neighbours  to  the  swearing  in  of  his 
government,  have  unequivocally  demonstrated  India’s  good  intent  to  the  world.  The  spreading 
threat  of  global  terror  has  only  increased  the  scrutiny  of  terror  factories  across  the  world, 
including  Pakistan.  Tragically  Pakistan  has  embarked  on  an  even  more  dangerous  path — 
willingly  becoming  a  pawn  in  a  larger  China  plan  to  dominate  Asia.  Not  only  does  it  risk 
destabilizing  the  region  afresh,  it  could  potentially  also  compromise  its  own  sovereignty  as 
submitting  to  Chinese  hegemony  will  come  with  a  bill — including  intangible  costs,  some  of 
which  will  be  humiliating  for  the  otherwise  proud  Pakistanis  to  accept.  It  is,  as  the  idiom  states, 
an  instance  of  cutting  of  your  nose  to  spite  your  face.

For  decades  India  was  leaning  towards  Palestine  and  the  relationship  got  transformed  during  the 
Kargil  conflict,  when  Israel  came  to  India's  rescue  by  supplying  sophisticated  weapons  which 
helped  push  back  the  Pakistani  infiltrators  in  the  Kargil  zone.Since  then,  the  relationship  has 
grown  by  leaps  and  bounds.India  launched  an  Israeli  spy  satellite,  TecSAR,  in  2008.

It  is  critical  actually  to  embrace  failure,  learn  from  it  rather  than  look  down  upon  it,"  he 
said.Israel  nurtures  the  start-up  environment.  Incubators  are  set  up  by  the  Israeli  government, 
which  used  to  give  $600,000  risk  free  loan  to  promising  starts  ups.If  companies  fail  they  don't 
need  to  pay  back  the  loan  but  if  they  succeed  they  pay  back  a  3  per  cent  annual  royalty. Israel  is 
an  acknowledged  world  leader  in  the  use  of  solar  and  water  technology.Israel  is  a  very  dry 
country.  Unlike  India  it  is  not  blessed  by  the  monsoons  which  bring  bountiful  rain  for  us.  Israel 
may  lack  in  rain,  but  the  country  has  deployed  high  technology  to  catch  every  drop,  even  waste 
water  is  fully  recycled.  Today  Israel  is  using  water  as  a  weapon  of  peace.Pipes  are  Israel's 
weapons  of  defence  against  perpetual  water  shortage.  Invented  in  Israel,  drip  irrigation  is  the 
most  common  thing  in  the  country.This  spectacular  success  story  has  been  emulated  worldwide, 
where  by  drop  by  drop  water  is  supplied  to  the,  roots  of  the  plants.  Every  litre  of  water  irrigates 
almost  10  times  more  area  than  in  India.In  the  Middle  East,  it  is  not  just  oil  that  is  inflammable, 
countries  have  gone  to  war  over  water.  The  lack  of  water  is  cause  for  constant  tension  but

The  sun  and  sand  of 
desert  is  fertilised  with  recycled  water  to  bring  about  a  green  revolution  in  the  parched  soils.Lior 
Paster,  water  engineer,  Igudanwater  for  agriculture-  facility  said,  "We  collect  sewage  of  2.5 
million  people  and  treat  it  and  send  it  to  the  south  in  good  quality  for  agricultural  use, 
appropriate  for  crops,  vegetables,  fruits  and  flowers.  "Despite  Israel's  love  for  high  technology,  it 
has  not  permitted  any  genetically  modified  crop  to  be  grown  by  its  farmers. 
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NSG  bid:  India  trying  to  join  Wassenaar  Arrangement  and  Australia  group 

The  Economic  Times,  PTI  :India  is  actively  trying  to  join  the  export  control  regimes,  the 
Wassenaar  Arrangement  and  Australia  Group,  notwithstanding  China's  attempts  to  stonewall  its 
bid  to  enter  the  Nuclear  Suppliers  Group  (NSG).  An  official  said  work  on  applying  for  a 
membership  of  the  Wassenaar  Arrangement  had  begun.  An  entry  into  the  two  groups  can  help 
strengthen  India's  non-proliferation  credentials  and  build  up  a  strong  case  for  it  as  the  country 
seeks  an  entry  into  the  48-member  NSG.  The  government  also  recently  approved  SCOMET 
(Special  Chemicals,  Organisms,  Materials,  Equipment,  and  Technologies)  items,  mandatory 
under  the  Wassemaar  Arrangement.  Through  the  revised  list  of  items,  India  also  seeks  to  send  a 
message  about  its  larger  commitment  to  non-  proliferation.  Twenty-eight  states  are  common 
members  of  the  Missile  Technology  Control  Regime  (MTCR),  the  Australia  Group,  the 
Wassenaar  Agreement  and  the  NSG  the  four  non-proliferation  groups.  India  is  a  member  of  the 
35-member  MTCR,  which  it  joined  last  year.  Membership  in  Wassenaar  and  Australia  Group 
would  give  India  a  chance  for  a  closer  interaction  with  member-  states  and  also  hold  up  its 
credentials,  despite  not  being  a  signatory  to  the  Non-Proliferation  Treaty  (NPT).  Membership  to 
these  groups  is  by  consensus,  as  in  the  NSG.  Indian  had  applied  for  NSG  membership  last  year, 
but  its  bid  is  primarily  being  blocked  by  China,  which  maintains  that  the  signing  the  NPT  is  a 
prerequisite  for  entry  into  the  bloc.  Neither  China  nor  Pakistan  is  a  member  of  either  of  the  two 
groups.  Rakesh  Sood,  a  former  special  envoy  of  the  Prime  Minister  for  disarmament  and  non¬ 
proliferation,  said  India  had  been  working  with  these  export  control  regimes.  A  team  from  the 
41 -nation  Wassenaar  Arrangement  had  visited  New  Delhi  early  this  year,  he  said.  Rajeswari 
Pillai  Rajagopalan,  head  of  nuclear  and  space  initiative  at  the  Observer  Research  Foundation, 
said  entry  into  the  Wassenaar  Arrangement  and  Australia  Group  would  help  remove  "scepticism" 
about  India's  NSG  bid  among  some  nations,  which  are  still  on  the  "edge".  "India's  membership  to 
the  NSG  still  looks  very  uncertain  at  this  point  of  time  due  to  the  stiff  opposition  from  China.  In 
the  meantime,  its  membership  in  other  groups  will  give  India  additional  opportunities  to  interact 
with  the  countries  who  are  members  of  all  four  non-proliferation  groups,"  she  said. 
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3  Tamil  Nadu  fishermen  arrested  by  Sri  Lankan  Navy 

Hindustan  Times,  PTI  .Three  Tamil  Nadu  fishermen  were  arrested  on  Sunday  by  the  Sri  Lankan 
Navy  for  allegedly  fishing  in  the  island  nation  waters.  The  fishermen  from  Jagadapattinam  in 
Pudukottai  District  were  detained  off  Karainagar  in  northern  Sri  Lanka,  a  state  Fisheries  official 
said  here.  They  were  later  taken  to  Kangesanthurai  port,  Fisheries  Assistant  Director  Sivakumar 
said.  This  is  the  second  instance  of  arrest  of  Tamil  Nadu  fishermen  by  the  Lankan  Navy  this 
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month.  Earlier,  on  July  6,  eight  fishermen,  also  hailing  from  Pudukottai  district,  were  taken  into 
custody  and  their  two  boats  seized.  There  has  been  a  spurt  in  the  detention  of  Indian  fishermen 
by  Sri  Lanka  since  last  month,  when  more  than  50  fishermen  were  held,  prompting  state  Chief 
Minister  K  Palaniswami  to  seek  the  intervention  of  Prime  Minister  Narendra  Modi  to  secure  their 
release. 
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Ahmedabad  declared  India’s  first  heritage  city  by  UNESCO 

The  Hindu,  Bureau  :Ahmedabad  was  in  the  race  for  the  prestigious  UNESCO  title  along  with 
Delhi  and  Mumbai.More  than  600  year  old  Walled  City  of  Ahmedabad  founded  by  Ahmed  Shah 
has  been  declared  India’s  first  World  Heritage  City,  recognising  heritage  value  of  the  walled 
city’s  unique  heritage.  The  World  Heritage  Committee  (WHC)  of  UNESCO  announced  on 
Saturday  late  night  following  a  meeting  in  Poland’s  Krakwo.  Subsequently,  India’s  permanent 
representative  to  UNESCO  Ruchira  Kamboj  also  tweeted.  .  “Thrilled  to  announce!  Ahmedabad 
has  just  been  declared  India’s  first  #WorldHeritage  city  by  @UNESCO,”  The  5.5  km  walled  city 
area  with  approximate  population  of  four  lakh  living  in  century  old  wooden  residences  in  around 
600  pols  or  neighbourhoods  is  regarded  as  living  heritage  and  the  UNESCO  had  preferred 
Ahmedabad’c  entry  over  Delhi  and  Mumbai,  country’s  two  main  metro  cities.  Ahmedabad’s 
nomination  received  huge  support  from  around  20  countries,  who  lauded  the  peaceful  co¬ 
existence  of  dominant  Hindu,  Islamic  and  Jain  communities  in  the  Walled  City  area.  Besides  it 
architectural  marvels  of  wooden  havelis,  the  world  community  also  stressed  on  the  fact  that  the 
city  was  the  epicentre  of  non  violent  freedom  struggle  that  led  to  country’s  independence  from 
colonial  rulers  in  1947.  According  to  Ahmedabad  Municipal  Commissioner  Mukesh  Kumar, 
there  are  2600  heritage  sites  and  over  two  dozen  ASI  protected  monuments  and  sites  in  the 
walled  city  which  has  been  declared  as  the  first  World  Heritage  City  of  the  country.  In  201 1,  the 
city  had  figured  in  UNESCO’s  tentative  list.  The  civic  body  and  the  state  authorities  expect  a 
huge  boost  to  tourism  in  the  city  after  the  UNESCO’s  declaration.  The  city  has  now  joined  the 
privileged  club  of  heritage  cities  like  Paris,  Cairo,  Edinburg  and  two  cities  in  subcontinent 
Bhaktpur  in  Nepal  and  Galle  in  Sri  Lanka.  “For  over  600  years,  Ahmedabad  has  stood  for  peace, 
as  a  landmark  city  where  Mahatma  Gandhi  began  India’s  freedom  struggle.  It  has  stood  for  unity 
with  its  elegant  carvings  in  its  Hindu  and  Jain  temples  as  well  as  standing  as  one  of  the  finest 
examples  of  Indo-Islamic  architecture  and  Hindu  Muslim  art.  And  beyond  this,  it  epitomizes  the 
United  Nation’s  objective  of  sustainable  development  as  it  accelerates  in  its  development,”  Ms. 
Kamboj  said  during  Ahmedabad’s  inscription.  It  took  efforts  of  two  decades  to  achieve  the  new 
status  as  Ahmedabad  Municipal  Corporation  (AMC)  had  set  up  Heritage  Cell  in  1996  to  preserve 
heritage  sites  and  restore  those  which  were  damaged.  Prior  to  that  in  1984,  Ford  Foundation  had 
instituted  a  project  to  conserve  city’s  heritage  structures  in  the  Walled  City. 
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Indian  Army  digs  in  for  the  long  haul  in  Dokalam 

The  Economic  Times,  PTI  :The  Indian  Army  is  ready  for  a  long  haul  in  holding  onto  its  position 
in  the  Dokalam  area  near  the  Bhutan  tri-junction,  notwithstanding  China  ratcheting  up  rhetoric 
against  India  demanding  pulling  back  of  its  troops.  The  Indian  soldiers  deployed  in  the  disputed 
area  have  pitched  in  tents,  in  an  indication  that  they  are  unlikely  to  retreat  unless  there  was 
reciprocity  from  China's  PLA  personnel  in  ending  the  face-off  at  an  altitude  of  around  10,000 
feet  in  the  Sikkim  section.  A  steady  line  of  supplies  is  being  maintained  for  the  soldiers  at  the 
site,  official  sources  said,  signalling  that  Indian  Army  is  not  going  to  wilt  under  any  pressure 
from  China.  At  the  same  time  they  sounded  confident  of  finding  a  diplomatic  solution  to  the 
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dispute,  citing  resolution  of  border  skirmishes  in  the  past  through  diplomacy.  Though  China  has 
been  aggressively  asserting  that  it  was  not  ready  for  any  "compromise"  and  that  the  "ball  is  in 
India's  court",  the  view  in  the  security  establishment  here  is  that  there  cannot  be  any  unilateral 
approach  in  defusing  the  tension.  Both  the  countries  had  agreed  to  a  mechanism  in  2012  to 
resolve  border  flare  ups  through  consultations  at  various  levels.  The  mechanism  has  not  worked 
so  far  in  the  current  case  as  the  standoff  near  the  Bhutan  trijunction,  triggered  by  China's  attempt 
to  build  a  road  in  the  strategically  important  area,  has  dragged  on  for  over  three  weeks.  New 
Delhi  .has  already  conveyed  to  China  that  such  an  action  would  represent  a  significant  change  of 
status  quo  with  "serious"  security  implications  for  India.  The  road  link  could  give  China  a  major 
military  advantage  over  India.  Doka  La  is  the  Indian  name  for  the  region  which  Bhutan 
recognises  as  Dokalam,  while  China  claims  it  as  part  of  its  Donglang  region.  China  and  Bhutan 
are  engaged  in  talks  over  the  resolution  of  the  dispute  in  the  area.  India  argues  that  since  it  is  a 
tri -junction  involving  the  three  countries,  it  also  has  a  say  in  the  issue,  specially  in  the  backdrop 
of  2012  agreement  between  special  representatives  of  the  two  countries,  that  have  till  now  held 
19  rounds  of  talks.  Bhutan  has  no  diplomatic  ties  with  China.  As  a  close  friend  and  neighbour, 
Bhutan  enjoys  diplomatic  and  military  support  from  India.  Of  the  3,488rkm-long  India-China 
border  from  Jammu  and  Kashmir  to  Arunachal  Pradesh,  a  220-km  section  falls  in  Sikkim.

Between  economic  growth  and  communal  harmony.  India  can  have  only  one.  Here's  why 

The  Economic  Times,  Gurcharan  Das  :Some  of  us  remember  from  our  schooldays  the  opening 
lines  of  Charles  Dickens’  A  Tale  of  Two  Cities:  “It  was  the  best  of  times,  it  was  the  worst  of 
times,  it  was  the  age  of  wisdom,  it  was  the  age  of  foolishness...  it  was  the  spring  of  hope,  it  was 
the  winter  of  despair.”  This  is  not  only  the  most  famous  beginning  of  an  English  novel  but  it  also 
captures  the  contradictions  in  our  present-day  life  in  India.  Let  me  illustrate  with  two  recent 
events.  We  celebrated  ‘the  best  of  times’  at  midnight  on  Friday,  June  30,  when  what  seemed  like 
a  distant  dream  became  a  reality  as  the  goods  and  services  tax  (GST)  replaced  17  state  and 
central  taxes  to  make  India  one  common  market.  It  was  a  visionary  constitutional  moment  as  our 
states  voluntarily  gave  up  some  sovereignty  in  taxation  for  the  common  good.  Ironically,  when 
the  English  are  fighting  for  symbols  of  sovereignty,  Indians  chose  a  mature  path  of  ‘pooled 
sovereignty’  based  on  a  sobering  recognition  that  freedom  to  act  independently  in  our 
interconnected  world  is  an  illusion.  The  GST  is  not  perfect  but  it  is  good  enough  to  get  started.  A 
week  earlier,  it  was  our  ‘worst  of  times’  as  we  mourned  helplessly  the  killing  of  15-year- 
old  Junaid  Khan.  He  came  to  Delhi  to  stitch  a  new  suit  but  never  got  to  wear  it.  On  the  way 
home,  he  was  attacked  by  a  mob  that  accused  him  of  being  a  beef-eater.  “He  was  a  child...  How 
could  they  hate  us  so  much  to  have  killed  him  so  brutally?"  asked  his  father.  Junaid’s  slaying  is 
the  latest  in  a  string  of  anti-Muslim  attacks  by  anonymous,  bloodthirsty  mobs,  who  form 
randomly  in  different  parts  of  the  country  and  are  thus  harder  to  prevent.  How  does  the  mind 
come  to  grips  with  these  two  conflicting  events?  Charles  Dickens  wrestled  with  a  similar 
dilemma  posed  by  the  French  Revolution,  which  offered  a  ‘spring  of  hope’  by  ending  an 
oppressive  old  regime  but  also  brought  in  its  wake  death  and  destruction  in  a  ‘winter  of 
despair’.  In  India  today,  we  are  struggling  with  a  moral  dilemma  between  development  and 
secularism.  But  why  must  we  choose  —  why  can’t  we  have  both  secularism  and  growth? 
Unfortunately,  the  Congress  party  will  give  us  secularism  but  not  growth  and  Modi’s  BJP  will 
give  us  growth  but  not  secularism.  Congress  has  historically  promised  both  but  only  delivered 
secularism  because  of  its  flawed  economic  model.  As  a  result  of  the  cumulative  impact  of  the 
reforms  post  1991,  it  did  preside  over  high  growth  between  2003  and  2011.  But  then  it  promptly 
made  a  false  trade-off  between  growth  and  equity  and  predictably  GDP  growth  plunged  after 
2011,  destroying  millions  of  jobs.  As  a  result,  Indian  voters  booted  it  out  in  2014,  and  brought  in

Modi,  who  promised  a  more  credible  path  to  growth  via  job  creation.  Many  in  the  middle-of-the- 
road  who  voted  for  the  BJP  were  aware  of  the  stain  of  Gujarat  2002  but  felt  theirs  was  a 
calculated  risk.Since  then,  economic  recovery  has  been  slow,  the  promised  jobs  have  not  yet 
come,  and  we  face  the  risk  of  sacrificing  another  generation.  The  sporadic  attacks  on  minorities, 
meanwhile,  have  wounded  our  civilisation’s  foundational  value  of  ahimsa.  It  seems  odd  to 
morally  equate  the  ideals  of  secularism  and  development.  Writer  Ajaz  Ashraf  says  it  is  a  ‘leap  of 
moral  imagination  to  establish  equivalence  between  the  Gujarat  riots  and  the  imperative  of 
creating  new  jobs’.  Ethical  theories  measure  morality  based  either  on  ends  or  means.  Utilitarians 
and  political  leaders,  who  seek  ‘the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number’,  judge  an  act  based  on 
consequences  or  ends.  Thus,  Vidura,  the  royal  counsellor  in  the  Mahabharata,  tells  the  king  that 
he  should  sacrifice  a  person  for  the  sake  of  a  village  and  the  village  for  the  sake  of  a  nation.  The 
opposite  theory  is  based  on  duties  and  judges  morality  on  the  actor’s  motives.  Since  killing 
undermines  the  duty  of  ahimsa,  duty-based  ethics  would  choose  secularism  over  development 
while  utilitarians  would  do  the  opposite.  Ethical  dilemmas  are  not  easy  to  resolve.  Platitudes  are 
cheap  —  ‘means  matter  more  than  ends’;  ‘one  life  is  worth  more  than  lifting  millions  out  of 
poverty’.  When  there  is  a  conflict  between  duties,  utilitarian  ethics  is  more  useful.  If  a  party 
emerged  one  day  which  would  deliver  growth  and  secularism  then  our  moral  dilemma  would 
disappear.  In  the  meantime,  each  of  us  must  make  an  informed  but  unhappy  choice.

Next  step  after  Malabar:  Inter-operability  and  greater  integration  among  navies 

Hindustan  Times,  Bureau  :The  naval  exercise  is  nowadays  geopolitics  in  miniature.  This  week, 
the  annual  Malabar  exercise  will  play  out  in  the  Indian  Ocean.  As  United  States  President 
Donald  Trump  promised,  the  exercise  will  be  the  biggest  one  since  Malabar  began  in  1992.  The 
highlight  will  be  the  presence  of  three  carriers,  one  from  each  participating  country:  India,  the 
US  and  Japan.  Along  with  their  respective  escort  ships,  this  could  result  in  20  or  more  ships 
participating.  Malabar  is  probably  today  the  most  significant  naval  exercise  in  the  Indian  Ocean, 
militarily  and  politically.  A  true  measure  of  its  symbolism  is  that  China,  as  it  has  done  almost 
every  year,  has  already  wagged  a  finger  and  sent  a  spy  ship  to  watch  the  proceedings.  Australia, 
from  a  different  perspective,  has  applied  for  observer  status  and  signaled  a  desire  to  become  a 
full-blown  participant  in  the  future.  When  a  government  lends  its  flag  to  a  naval  exercise  it  is 
making  a  statement  of  intent.  The  present  Malabar  exercises  reflects  the  common  concerns  India, 
the  US  and  Japan  have  about  the  fliture  of  the  maritime  Indo-Pacific.  A  slow  shrinkage  of  the  US 
naval  footprint  in  the  region  is  merging  with  the  growing  military  presence  of  China.  These  three 
countries  share  a  view  that  Beijing’s  idea  of  how  the  world  should  be  run  is  largely  incompatible 
with  their  own.  Naval  exercises  can  be  treated  as  a  dating  game  but  they  fall  short  of  a  marriage. 
That  has  to  come  from  a  broad  foreign  and  economic  policy  engagement  on  many  different 
levels.  Security  cooperation  in  all  its  permutations,  trade  and  investment  on  a  large  scale, 
preferably  common  political  values  and  a  convergence  of  worldviews  are  among  the  ways  true 
alliances  are  forged.  Trying  to  use  all  that  to  stitch  that  together  a  disparate  bunch  of  countries 
and  in  the  face  of  interference  from  the  world’s  number  two  power  is  not  easy.  When  dealing 
with  a  country  as  wealthy  and  powerful  as  China  maintaining  discipline  in  the  ranks  is  always  an 
issue.  The  collapse  of  the  Quad  -  which  at  one  point  included  five  navies  -  is  a  testament  to  the 
reluctance  of  governments  to  be  on  the  wrong  side  of  Beijing.  Malabar  has  weathered  a  number 
of  episodes  when  New  Delhi,  Tokyo  and  Washington,  individually,  sought  to  unsuccessfully 
woo  Beijing.  But  with  this  maturity  must  come  progress.  There  is  a  need  to  take  these  naval 
exercises  to  a  higher  level.  Inter-operability  and  much  greater  integration  is  what  these  navies  — 
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and  their  respective  governments  -  need  to  be  considering  for  the  next  generation  of  Malabar 
exercises.

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As  India-China  standoff  continues,  absence  of  full-time  Defence  minister  is  glaring 

The  Indian  Express,  Manish  Tewari  :Chinese  president  Xi  Jinping  refused  to  meet  prime 
minister  Narendra  Modi  in  a  structured  bilateral  meeting  on  the  margins  of  the  G-20  Summit  in 
Hamburg  over  the  weekend,  though  reports  suggest  that  they  had  a  "pull  aside”  interaction.  The 
Chinese  had  categorically  ruled  out  a  “one-on-one”  meeting,  citing  the  stand-off  in  the  Doklam 
area  near  the  Bhutan  tri-junction  for  past  19  days.  (Doka  La  is  the  Indian  name  for  the  region  that 
Bhutan  knows  as  Doklam,  while  China  asserts  that  it  is  a  portion  of  its  Donglang  region.)  Given 
the  fact  that  less  than  34  months  ago,  in  September  2014,  Modi  was  personally  serenading  Xi  on 
the  banks  of  the  Sabarmati  River  in  Ahmedabad,  it  calls  for  a  deep  dive  to  discern  why  the  Sino- 
Indian  relationship  has  reached  such  a  pass.Is  the  deterioration  in  the  relationship  sudden  or  was 
it  sliding  steadily  and  surreptitiously  hidden  from  the  public  gaze  ?  Here’s  an  incident  that  is 
believed  to  have  taken  place  when  Modi  visited  Xian,  Xi’s  hometown,  in  May  2015.  Apparently, 
the  prime  minister  raised  the  matter  of  the  unsettled  border  issue,  expressing  concern  over  the 
slow  pace  of  the  Special  Representative  process  between  the  two  countries.  The  response  from 
the  Chinese  side  was  illuminating.  They,  evidently,  told  him  that  there  are  three  segments  of  the 
border  -  Northern  (Chinese  Western)  where  India  needs  to  sort  out  issues  with  Pakistan  and  only 
then  would  the  Chinese  talk  about  that  sector;  the  Central  (Middle),  where  the  border  is  relatively 
settled;  and  the  Eastern  (Chinese  Eastern),  which  India  calls  Arunachal  Pradesh  and  the  Chinese 
refer  to  as  South  Tibet,  where  substantive  outstanding  issues  needed  to  be  dealt  with.  In  other 
words  India  should  relinquish  its  claim  on  Arunachal  Pradesh. Why  this  piece  of  minutiae  is 
important  is  because  the  current  impasse  is  almost  at  the  end  of  the  Central  (Middle)  sector  and 
the  beginning  of  the  Eastern  sector  where,  even  according  to  the  Chinese,  there  were  no  major 
irritants  even  26  months  ago.  This  stretches  from  Himachal  Pradesh  to  the  Eastern  end  of  the 
state  of  Sikkim.  Even  though  the  current  stand  off  is  in  Bhutanese  territory,  the  Chinese  are  not 
blind  to  the  “special”  relationship  between  India  and  Bhutan.  During  a  2012  interaction  with 
leaders  of  political  parties  from  across  Asia  in ‘Beijing,  a  Chinese  Communist  party  apparatchik 
on  the  cusp  of  a  major  leadership  elevation  outlined  China’s  three  objectives  over  the  next 
decade  as  follows  :  to  transform  China  from  a  low  income  to  a  middle-income  country,  to  move 
manufacturing  facilities  further  into  the  hinterland  from  the  coastal  regions  and  to  consolidate 
individual  grassroots  democracy  across  the  country.  China,  he  said,  needed  another  three  decades 
of  peace  to  properly  fulfill  this  vision.  Moreover,  he  emphasized,  the  rise  of  China  in  Asia  would 
be  peaceful.  Although,  China’s  conduct  with  regard  to  Japan  qua  the  Senkaku  Islands  in  the  East 
China  Sea  or  generally  with  other  littoral  states  of  the  South  China  Sea  has  been  acerbic  and 
belligerent,  there  is  another  dimension  of  Chinese  behavior  that  should  not  be  ignored.  To  the 
exclusion  of  its  territorial  disputes  with  India  and  Bhutan,  China  has  settled  all  its  other  land 
boundary  disputes.  In  contrast,  it  has  resolved  none  of  its  maritime  border  disputes,  with  the 
honorable  exception  of  the  Gulf  of  Tonkin  dispute  with  Vietnam,  that  was  partially  resolved  after 
protracted  negotiations  spanning  three  rounds  i.e.  in  1974,  1978-1979,  and  1992-2000,  spread 
over  six  decades.  China-watchers  are  bemused  and  a  tad  intrigued  at  the  territorial  concessions 
that  China  has  repeatedly  given  to  resolve  its  myriad  conflicts.  Of  its  23  ongoing  territorial 
disputes  from  1949,  China  proposed  generous  concessions  in  as  many  as  17,  often  agreeing  to 
receive  less  than  half  the  land  it  initially  claimed.  A  classical  example  is  the  Sino-Tajik  border 
dispute  that  was  settled  by  an  agreement  between  the  two  countries  in  January  2011.  The 
agreement  that  resolved  a  130-year-old  territorial  dispute,  required  Tajikistan  to  cede  around 
1 ,000  square  kilometers  of  land  in  the  Pamir  Mountains  to  China.  It  mandates  that  China  will 
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receive  only  3.5  per  cent  of  the  28,000  sq  kms  of  land  it  had  asked  for  by  declaring  it  as 
historical  Chinese  lands.  While,  under  its  boundary  settlements  with  Kazakhstan  and  Kyrgyzstan, 

China  settled  for  just  22  and  32  per  cent  respectively  of  the  land  it  had  disputed,  respectively. 

This  situation  then  begs  the  obvious  question  :  Why  have  the  Sino-Indian  border  talks  not  made 
progress.  In  the  April  of  2016,  after  a  meeting  of  the  Special  Representatives,  the  Chinese 
foreign  ministry  came  out  with  an  interestingly  quixotic  formulation.  The  statement  put  out  by 
the  Chinese  stated  “Starting  from  the  big  picture  of  long-term  development  of  bilateral  relations, 
both  sides  will,  with  the  positive  attitude  of  mutual  respect  and  understanding  and  on  the  basis  of 
existing  results  from  negotiations,  stay  on  the  track  of  political  settlement,  stick  to  peaceful 
negotiations  to  resolve  the  boundary  question,  meet  each  other  halfway  and  continue  to  promote 
the  process  of  framework  negotiation  so  as  to  strive  for  a  fair  and  reasonable  solution  that  both 
sides  accept”.  Significantly  this  offer  to  meet  halfway  came  one  year  after  the  PM’s  apparent 
dissatisfaction  on  the  matter  in  Xian.  Settlement  of  territorial  questions  involves  land  swaps 
which  requires  political  will.  Given  the  fact  that  the  1962  wound  is  regularly  dredged  out  and 
given  an  airing  which  has  not  allowed  this  injury  to  the  “collective  Indian  psyche”  to  heal, 
notwithstanding  the  1967  border  clashes  in  Nathu  La  when  the  Indian  Army  gave  the  Chinese  a 
bloody  nose,  as  well  as  in  Sumdorong  Chu  in  1986  when  the  Indians  checkmated  the 
Chinese... But  we  tend  to  forget  all  this  and  are  obsessed  with  a  sense  of  victimhood.  The 
Chinese  have  sensed  this  lack  of  political  will  in  the  current  Indian  leadership,  despite  all  the 
grandstanding  and  bluster,  and  possibly  feel  that  India  being  a  traditional  status  quo  power  would 
not  want  to  change  the  de  jure  for  that  would  involve  changing  the  facts  on  the  ground.  That  is 
why  they  have  decided  to  probe  prime  minister  Modi  even  in  an  area  that  has  for  long  been 
tranquil.  India’s  refusal  to  participate  in  Xi  Jinping’s  OBOR  (One  Belt  One  Road)  fantasy  and  the 
fact  that  only  little  Bhutan  stood  with  India  on  boycotting  that  conference  has  underscored  New 
Delhi’s  isolation  to  the  Chinese  even  in  the  neighborhood  while  singling  out  Bhutan  for  Chinese 
fire.  Coupled  with  that  is  the  larger  Asian  canvas.  The  Asian  power  dynamic  consists  of  the 
interplay  between  the  US  that  considers  itself  to  be  an  Asian  power,  Russia,  China,  Japan  and 
India.  It  is  a  dynamic  that  has  to  be  finessed  very  subtly.  Unfortunately  the  current  government 
has  tripped  badly.  While  it  has  not  got  anything  substantive  out  of  the  US-Japan-India  strategic 
trilateral  despite  the  soon-to-commence  Operation  Malabar  in  the  Bay  of  Bengal  on  July  10, 

2017,  featuring  three  aircraft  carriers  from  all  these  three  countries,  it  has  lost  both  Russia  and 
China.  The  Russians,  despite  their  protestations,  have  supped  with  the  Pakistanis  and  the  dragon 
is  breathing  fire  on  the  trijunction  of  Bhutan-China  and  India.  India  does  not  have  the  luxury  of 
being  separated  by  two  oceans  from  China.  It  also  has  had  a  positive  relationship  with  it 
notwithstanding  the  boundary  question  over  the  past  three  decades  after  prime  minister  Rajiv 
Gandhi’s  momentous  visit  in  1988.  Prime  Minister  Modi  would  be  well  advised  not  to  let  TV 
anchors  and  their  panelists  masquerade  as  Indian  public  opinion.  The  equilibrium  in  the 
relationship  with  China  needs  to  be  restored  through  quiet  old-world  diplomacy,  while 
continuing  to  work  with  the  US  and  Russia  to  build  our  military  capacity  and  capabilities  that 
have  woefully  been  neglected  by  the  current  government.  Nothing  underlines  it  more  than  the 
fact  that  India  does  not  have  a  full  time  Defence  Minister.  As  for  the  “political  will  to  settle 
outstanding  territorial  issues”,  the  less  said  the  better.

Needed:  A  mutual  restraint  pact  with  China 

Mint,  Srinath  Raghavan  :During  Prime  Minister  Narendra  Modi’s  visit  to  Beijing  in  May  2015, 
India  and  China  issued  a  well-considered  joint  statement.  The  first  section  of  the  document, 
subtitled  “Strengthening  Political  Dialogue  And  Strategic  Communication”,  stated:  “Full  use  will 
be  made  of  the  opportunities  provided  by  the  presence  of  their  leaders  at  various  multilateral  fora 
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to  hold  consultations  on  bilateral  relations  and  issues  of  regional  and  global  importance.”Yet 
when  such  an  opportunity  was  presented  last  week  in  the  G20  summit,  both  sides  went  out  of 
their  way  to  insist  that  they  had  not  sought  a  meeting.  Against  the  backdrop  of  a  serious  stand-off 
along  the  border,  there  could  be  no  starker  proof  of  the  fraying  of  India-China  ties  over  the  past 
two  years.  To  consider  why  things  have  come  to  this  pass,  it  is  important  to  understand  how  this 
difficult  relationship  was  managed  over  the  past  25  years.  The  Border  Peace  and  Tranquility 
Agreement  of  1993  was  a  decisive  break  from  the  pattern  of  Sino-Indian  relations  since  the  1962 
war.  The  agreement  formalized  the  two  sides’  commitment  to  maintaining  status  quo  on  the 
border  until  they  arrived  at  a  negotiated  settlement.  The  agreement  also  enabled  them  to  bracket 
■  the  boundary  issue  and  allow  the  bilateral  relationship^)  develop  in  other  areas.  The  agreement 
was  enabled  by  a  particular  domestic  and  international  conjuncture.  Having  embarked  on  major 
economic  reforms,  prime  minister  P.V.  Narasimha  Rao  was  keen  to  ensure  a  stable  relationship 
with  China.  This  would  help  check  defence  expenditure  and  allow  India  to  focus  on  its  internal 
transformation.  In  the  wake  of  the  Tiananmen  massacre  and  the  ensuing  international 
opprobrium,  China  too  was  keen  to  avoid  confrontation  with  its  adversaries  and  create  a  suitable 
external  environment  to  spur  its  economic  growth.  Both  China  and  India  were  also  reconciled  to 
the  fact  of  American  unipolarity  and  sought  to  leverage  it  for  their  own  power  and  purposes.  The 
peace  and  tranquillity  agreements  of  1993  and  1996  delivered  their  core  promise.  When  certain 
aspects  of  them,  such  as  clarification  of  the  Line  of  Actual  Control,  proved  difficult,  the  two 
sides  responded  not  by  restricting  cooperation  but  expanding  it.  Think  of  Prime  Minister  Atal 
Bihari  Vajpayee’s  bold  decision  in  2003  to  embark  on  political  negotiations  on  the  border.  Over 
the  following  decade,  the  common  refrain  was:  “There  is  enough  room  for  the  growth  of  both 
China  and  India”.  The  strategic  and  political  context  today  is  rather  different.  Having  gained  an 
upper  hand  on  border  infrastructure,  the  Chinese  are  keen  to  prevent  India  from  catching  up. 
Hence,  the  new  forms  of  Chinese  military  activity  along  the  border  over  the  past  five  years.  More 
broadly,  China’s  relative  power  in  the  international  system  has  risen  since  the  global  financial 
crisis.  Not  surprisingly,  China’s  definition  of  its  core  interests  and  its  willingness  to  pursue  them 
has  also  increased.  India’s  interests  too  have  expanded  with  its  growing  power.  Not  only  is  it 
prepared  to  adopt  a  more  assertive  posture  on  the  border,  but  it  also  harbours  concerns  about 
South  China  Sea  and  China’s  rising  footprint  along  India’s  periphery.  Even  as  New  Delhi 
attempts  to  resolve  the  current  stand-off,  it  should  think  ahead.  We  now  need  a  restraining  pact 
with  China.  Diplomatic  history  is  replete,  as  historian  Paul  Schroeder  reminds  us,  with  such 
examples  of  managing  antagonistic  relations  by  associative  means — also  known  as  pacta  de 
contrahendo.  The  Holy  Alliance  after  the  Napoleonic  Wars  stabilized  Russia’s  relations  with 
Austria  and  Prussia — countries  that  had  been  its  enemies  recently  and  that  continued  to  compete 
with  Russia  along  its  periphery.  The  Entente  Cordiale,  similarly,  helped  stabilize  Britain’s  ties 
with  its  historic  enemy,  France.  Contrary  to  popular  wisdom,  the  entente  was  aimed  not  at  a 
rising  Germany  but  at  managing  Britain’s  rivalry  with  France  over  colonial  possessions. 

What  could  be  the  elements  of  an  agreement  on  mutual  restraint  with  China? 

The  2015  statement  spoke  of  “respect  and  sensitivity  to  each  other’s  concerns,  interests  and 
aspirations”.  This  should  be  narrowed  down  to  primary  concerns  and  core  interests.  For  instance, 
Chinese  military  activism  along  the  border  is  a  primary  concern  for  India.  Not  so  the  political 
cover  they  provide  in  the  UN  to  Pakistan’s  sponsorship  of  terrorism.  Yet  India  should  make  it 
clear  that  Pakistani  terrorism  jeopardizes  regional  security — especially  in  the  context  of  Chinese 
projects  in  Pakistan-occupied  Kashmir.  Both  sides  should  also  set  aside  aspirational  or  status 
goals:  be  it  India’s  desire  for  Chinese  support  on  Nuclear  Suppliers  Group  membership,  or 
China’s  desire  for  Indian  support  on  the  Belt  and  Road  Initiative  and  China’s  leadership  more 
generally.  As  for  the  border,  both  sides  could  build  on  previous  agreements.  Former  national 
security  adviser  Shivshankar  Menon  has  observed  that  neither  side  has  explored  the  reference  in

Thank  you,  Mr.  President. 

To  my  friends  on  the  Security  Council,  I  must  say  that  today  is  a  dark  day.  It  is  a  dark  day 
because  yesterday’s  actions  by  North  Korea  made  the  world  a  more  dangerous  place.  Their 
illegal  missile  launch  was  not  only  dangerous,  but  reckless  and  irresponsible.  It  showed  that 
North  Korea  does  not  want  to  be  part  of  a  peaceful  world.  They  have  cast  a  dark  shadow  of 
conflict  on  all  nations  that  strive  for  peace. 

Yesterday’s  act  came  from  the  same  vicious  dictator  who  sent  a  young  college  student  back 
home  to  his  parents,  unresponsive  and  in  a,  coma.  For  Americans,  the  true  nature  of  the  North 
Korean  regime  was  painfully  brought  home  with  the  images  of  two  guards  holding  Otto 
Warmbier  up  as  they  transported  him  from  a  prison  he  should  never  have  been  in.  Otto 
Warmbier  is  but  one  person  out  of  millions  who  have  been  killed,  tortured,  or  deprived  of  their 
human  rights  by  the  North  Korean  regime. 

To  Americans,  the  death  of  one  innocent  person  can  be  as  powerful  as  the  death  of  millions. 
Because  all  men  and  women  are  created  in  God’s  image,  depravity  toward  one  is  a  sure  sign  of 
willingness  to  do  much  more  harm. 

The  nature  of  the  North  Korean  regime  is  clear;  only  the  scale  of  the  damage  it  does  could 
become  different.  That’s  why  yesterday’s  escalation  is  so  alarming.  If  North  Korea  will  treat  an 
innocent  young  student  the  way  it  treated  Otto  Warmbier,  we  should  not  be  surprised  if  it  acts 
barbarically  on  a  larger  scale. 

The  United  States  does  not  seek  conflict.  In  fact,  we  seek  to  avoid  it.  We  seek  only  the  peaceful 
denuclearization  of  the  Korean  peninsula  and  an  end  to  the  threatening  actions  by  North  Korea. 
Regrettably,  we’re  witnessing  just  the  opposite.  Make  no  mistake,  North  Korea’s  launch  of  an 
ICBM  is  a  clear  and  sharp  military  escalation.  The  North  Korean  regime  openly  states  that  its 
missiles  are  intended  to  deliver  nuclear  weapons  to  strike  cities  in  the  United  States,  South 
Korea,  and  Japan.  And  now  it  has  a  greater  capacity  to  do  so. 

In  truth,  it  is  not  only  the  United  States  and  our  allies  that  are  threatened.  North  Korea’s 
destabilizing  escalation  is  a  threat  to  all  nations  in  the  region  and  beyond.  Their  actions  are 
quickly  closing  off  the  possibility  of  a  diplomatic  solution. 
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The  United  States  is  prepared  to  use  the  full  range  of  our  capabilities  to  defend  ourselves  and  our 
allies.  One  of  our  capabilities  lies  with  our  considerable  military  forces.  We  will  use  them  if  we 
must,  but  we  prefer  not  to  have  to  go  in  that  direction.  We  have  other  methods  of  addressing 
those  who  threaten  us  and  of  addressing  those  who  supply  the  threats.  We  have  great  capabilities 
in  the  area  of  trade.  President  Trump  has  spoken  repeatedly  about  this.  I  spoke  with  him  at  length 
about  it  this  morning. 

There  are  countries  that  are  allowing  -  even  encouraging  -  trade  with  North  Korea  in  violation  of 
UN  Security  Council  resolutions.  Such  countries  would  also  like  to  continue  their  trade 
arrangements  with  the  United  States.  That’s  not  going  to  happen.  Our  attitude  on  trade  changes 
when  countries  do  not  take  international  security  threats  seriously.  Before  the  path  to  a  peaceful 
solution  is  entirely  closed,  however,  there  remains  more  that  the  international  community  can 
and  must  do  diplomatically  and  economically. 

In  the  coming  days,  we  will  bring  before  the  Security  Council  a  resolution  that  raises  the 
international  response  in  a  way  that  is  proportionate  to  North  Korea’s  new  escalation.  I  will  not 
detail  that  resolution  here  today,  but  the  options  are  all  known  to  us.  If  we  are  unified,  the 
international  community  can  cut  off  the  major  sources  of  hard  currency  to  the  North  Korean 
regime.  We  can  restrict  the  flow  of  oil  to  their  military  and  their  weapons  programs.  We  can 
increase  air  and  maritime  restrictions.  We  can  hold  senior  regime  officials  accountable.  . 

The  international  community  has  spoken  frequently  against  the  illegal  and  dangerous  actions  of 
the  North  Korean  regime.  For  many  years,  there  have  been  numerous  UN  sanctions  against 
North  Korea.  But  they  have  been  insufficient  to  get  them  to  change  their  destructive  course.  So 
in  order  to  have  an  impact  -  in  order  to  move  North  Korea  off  its  military  escalation  -  we  must 
do  more.  We  will  not  look  exclusively  at  North  Korea.  We  will  look  at  any  country  that  chooses 
to  do  business  with  this  outlaw  regime.  We  will  not  have  patience  for  stalling  or  talking  our  way 
down  to  a  watered-down  resolution. 

Yesterday’s  ICBM  escalation  requires  an  escalated  diplomatic  and  economic  response.  Time  is 
short.  Action  is  required.  The  world  is  on  notice.  If  we  act  together,  we  can  still  prevent  a 
catastrophe,  and  we  can  rid  the  world  of  a  grave  threat.  If  we  fail  to  act  in  a  serious  way,  there 
will  be  a  different  response. 

Much  of  the  burden  of  enforcing  UN  sanctions  rests  with  China.  Ninety  percent  of  trade  with 
North  Korea  is  from  China.  We  will  work  with  China.  We  will  work  with  any  and  every  country 
that  believes  in  peace.  But  we  will  not  repeat  the  inadequate  approaches  of  the  past  that  have 
brought  us  to  this  dark  day. 

We  cannot  forget  the  multiple  missile  tests  this  year  or  yesterday’s  escalation.  We  cannot  forget 
Otto  Warmbier  and  others  North  Korea  continues  to  hold.  We  cannot  forget  the  threats  to  our 
friends  and  allies  around  the  world.  We  will  not  forget.  And  we  will  not  delay.

Secondly,  in  reference  to  being  opposed  to  sanctions  on  North  Korea  -  this  Council  all  knows  we 
have  done  repeated  resolutions,  and  nothing  has  happened.  If  you  are  happy  with  North  Korea’s 
actions,  veto  it.  If  you  want  to  be  a  friend  to  North  Korea,  veto  it.  But  if  you  see  this  as  a  threat, 
if  you  see  this  for  what  it  is,  which  is  North  Korea  showing  its  muscle,  then  you  need  to  stand 
strong  and  vote  with  the  international  community  to  strengthen  sanctions  on  North  Korea.

And  if  you  choose  not  to,  we  will  go  our  own  path.  But  it  makes  no  sense  to  not  join  together  on 
this  threat  against  North  Korea.  They  have  not  had  any  care  for  Russia  or  China  in  this,  they  have 
not  listened  to  anything  that  you’ve  said.  They’re  not  going  to  listen  to  anything  that  you  say. 

And  so  it’s  time  that  we  all  stand  together  and  say  we  will  not  put  up  with  this  action.  To  sit  there 
and  oppose  sanctions,  or  to  sit  there  and  go  in  defiance  of  a  new  resolution  means  you’re  holding 
the  hands  of  Kim  Jong  Un.

SECRETARY  MNUCHIN:  Hi,  everybody.  I  just  want  to  highlight  very 
briefly,  and  then  Secretary  Tillerson  will  go  on,  and  then  afterwards 
we'll  both  answer  a  few  questions. 

But  President  Trump  has  had  a  very,  very  significant  few  days.  I 
think,  as  you  know,  we  went  to  Poland  on  Wednesday.  In  Poland,  he  met 
with  12  different  leaders.  We  had  bilats  with  Croatia  and  with  Poland, 
as  well  as  10  other  leaders  at  the  Three  Seas  Conference  where  we  talked 
about  energy  —  the  importance  of  the  energy  markets,  the  importance  of 
supplying  independent  energy,  infrastructure  and  opportunities  there.  I 
think,  as  you  know,  the  speech  which  was  jus.t  incredibly  well-received, 
is  part  of  our  "America  First  But  America  Not  Alone." 
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Then  coming  here,  the  President  has  had  very  significant  meetings 
at  the  G20  already.  Yesterday,  we  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  with 
Chancellor  Merkel  and  her  team.  It  was  a  very,  very  productive  and 
friendly  meeting.  There  were  lots  of  areas  for  us  to  collaborate  on 
that  were  very  clear.  We  talked  about  economic  issues,  we  talked  about 
trade. .  We  had  a  very  productive  dinner  last  night  —  Secretary 
Tillerson,  myself,  General  McMaster  --  with  President  Moon  Jae-in  and 
Prime  Minister  Abe  and  their  teams,  discussing  the  importance  of  what's 
going  on  in  North  Korea  and  the  issues  there.  And  then  today  we've  had, 
already,  several  other  bilats,  and  tomorrow  we  have  another  six. 

The  President  also  participated  in  a  very  important  session  today 
on  trade  and  an  important  session  on  the  environment  and  the 
economy.  So  I  would  just  generally  say  we've  had  very  productive 
economic  meetings.  There's  been  very  substantive  issues  discussed.  The 
North  Korea  issue  has  been  discussed  very  significantly,  about  the 
escalation  in  North  Korea. 

And  with  that,  I  will  turn  it  over  to  Secretary  Tillerson  to  talk 
about  his  meetings,  and  afterwards  we'll  take  some  questions. 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  Thank  you,  Steve,  and  thanks  for  staying  with 
us  late  these  evening. 

President  Trump  and  President  Putin  met  this  afternoon  for  2  hours 
and  15  minutes  here  on  the  sidelines  of  the  G20.  The  two  leaders 
exchanged  views  on  the  current  nature  of  the  U.S. -Russia  relationship 
and  the  future  of  the  U.S. -Russia  relationship. 

They  discussed  important  progress  that  was  made  in  Syria,  and  I 
think  all  of  you  have  seen  some  of  the  news  that  just  broke  regarding  a 
de-escalation  agreement  and  memorandum,  which  was  agreed  between  the 
United  States,  Russia  and  Jordan,  for  an  important  area  in  southwest 
Syria  that  affects  Jordan's  security,  but  also  is  a  very  complicated 
part  of  the  Syrian  battlefield. 

This  de-escalation  area  was  agreed,  it's  well-defined,  agreements' 
on  who  will  secure  this  area.  A  ceasefire  has  been  entered  into.  And  I 
think  this  is  our  first  indication  of  the  U.S.  and  Russia  being  able  to 
work* together  in  Syria.  And  as  a  result  of  that,  we  had  a  very  lengthy 
discussion  regarding  other  areas  in  Syria  that  we  can  continue  to  work 
together  on  to  de-escalate  the  areas  and  violence  once  we  defeat  ISIS, 
and  to  work  together  toward  a  political  process  that  will  secure  the 
•future  of  the  Syrian  people. 

As  a  result,  at  the  request  of  President  Putin,  the  United  States 
has  appointed  --  and  you've  seen,  I  think,  the  announcement  of  Special 
Representative  for  Ukraine,  Ambassador  Kurt  Volker.  Ambassador  Volker 
will  draw  on  his  decades  of  experience  in  the  U.S.  Diplomatic  Corps, 
both  as  a  representative  to  NATO  and  also  his  time  as  a  permanent 
political  appointment. 
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The  two  leaders  also  acknowledged  the  challenges  of  cyber  threats 
and  interference  in  the  democratic  processes  of  the  United  States  and 
other  countries,  and  agreed  to  explore  creating  a  framework  around  which 
the  two  countries  can  work  together  to  better  understand  how  to  deal 
with  these  cyber  threats,  both  in  terms  of  how  these  tools  are  used  to 
in  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  countries,  but  also  how  these 
tools  are  used  to  threaten  infrastructure,  how  these  tools  are  used  from 
a  terrorism  standpoint  as  well. 

The  President  opened  the  meeting  with  President  Putin  by.  raising 
the  concerns  of  the  American  people  regarding  Russian  interference  in 
the  2016  election.  They  had  a  very  robust  and  lengthy  exchange  on  the 
subject.  The  President  pressed  President  .Putin  on  more  than  one 
occasion  regarding  Russian  involvement.  President  Putin  denied  suchi 
involvement,  as  I  think  he  has  in  the  past. 

The  two  leaders  agreed,  though,  that  this  is  a  substantial 
hindrance  in  the  ability  of  us  to  move  the  Russian-U.S.  relationship 
forward,  and  agreed  to  exchange  further  work  regarding  commitments  of 
non-interference  in  the  affairs  of  the  United  States  and  our  democratic 
process  as  well  as  those  of  other  countries.  So  more  work  to  be  done  on 
that  regard. 

I'd  be  happy  to  take  your  questions.  'You're  going  to  referee, 

Sean? 


Q  Mr.  Secretary,  Nick  Waters  (ph)  from  Bloomberg  News.  Can  you 
tell  us  whether  President  Trump  said  whether  there  would  be  any 
consequences  for  Russia  to  the  interference  in  the  U.S.  election?  Did 
he  spell  out  any  specific  consequences  that  Russia  would  face?  And  then 
also,  on  the  Syria  ceasefire,  when  does  it  begin?  And  what  makes  you 
think  the  ceasefire  will  succeed  this  time  when  past  U.S. -Russian 
agreements  on  a  ceasefire  have  failed? 


SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  With  regard  to  the  interference  in  the 
election,  I  think  the  President  took  note  of  actions  that  have  been 
discussed  by  the  Congress.  Most  recently,  additional  sanctions  that 
have  been  voted  out  of  the  Senate  to  make  it  clear  as  to  the  seriousness 
of  the  issue.  But  I  think  what  the  two  Presidents,  I  think  rightly, 
focused  on  is  how  do  we  move  forward;  how  do  we  move  forward  from 
here.  Because  it's  not  clear  to  me  that  we  will  ever  come  to  some 
agreed-upon  resolution  of  that  question  between  the  two  nations. 


So  the  question  is,  what  do  we  do  now?  And  I  think  the 
relationship  --  and  the ■ President  made  this  clear,  as  well  --  is  too 
important,  and  it's  too  important  to  not  find  a  way  to  move  forward  — 
not  dismissing  the  issue  in  any  way,  and  I  don't  want  to  leave  you  with 
that  impression.  And  that  is  why  we've  agreed  to  continue  engagement 
and  discussion  around  how  do  we  secure  a  commitment  that  the  Russian 
government  has  no  intention  of  and  will  not  interfere  in  our  affairs  in 
the  future,  nor  the  affairs  of  others,  and  how  do  we  create  a  framework 
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in  which  we  have'  some  capability  to  judge  what  is  happening  in  the  cyber 
world  and  who  to  hold  accountable.  And  this  is  obviously  an  issue 
that's  broader  than  just  U.S. -Russia,  but  certainly  we  see  the 
manifestation  of  that  threat  in  the  events  of  last  year. 

And  so  I  think,  again,  the  Presidents  rightly  focused  on  how  do  we 
move  forward  from  what  may  be  simply  an  intractable  disagreement  at  this 
point . 

As  to  the  Syria  ceasefire,  I  would  say  what  may  be  different  this 
time,  I  think,  is  the  level  'of  commitment  on  the  part  of  the  Russian 
government.  They  see  the  situation  in  Syria  transitioning  from  the 
defeat  of  ISIS,  which  we  are  progressing  rapidly,  as  you  know.  And  this 
is  what  really  has  led  to  this  discussion  with  them  as  to  what  do  we  do 
to  stabilize  Syria  once  the  war  against  ISIS  is  won. 

-  And  Russia  has  the  same,  I  think,  interest  that  we  do  in  having 

Syria  become  a  stable  place,  a  unified  place,  but  ultimately  a  place 
where  we  can  facilitate  a  political  discussion  about  their  future, 
including  the  future  leadership  of  Syria. 

So  I  think  part  of  why  we're  —  and  again,  we'll  see  what  happens 

as  to  the  ability  to  hold  the  ceasefire.  But  I  think  part  of  what's 

different  is  where  we  are  relative  to  the  whole  war  against  ISIS,  where 
we  are  in  terms  of  the  opposition's,  I  think,  position  as  to  their 
strength  within  the  country,  and  the  regime  itself. 

In  many  respects,  people  are  getting  tired.  They're  getting  weary 
of  the  conflict.  And  I  think  we  have  an  opportunity,  we  hope,  to  create 
the  conditions  in  this  area,  and  the  south- is  I  think  our  first  show  of 
success.  We're  hoping  we  can  replicate  that  elsewhere. 

MR.  SPICER:  Abby. 

Q  Mr.  Secretary,  you  spoke,  when  you  were  speaking  of  the 
ceasefire,  about  they're  being  detailed  information  about  who  would 
enforce  it.  Can  you  give  any  more  information  on  what  conclusions  were 
reached?  And  you  spoke  of  the  future  leadership  of  Syria.  Do  you  still 
believe  that  Assad  has  no  role  in  their  government? 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  I  would  like  to  defer  on  the  specific  roles 
in  particular  of  security  forces  on  the  ground,  because  there  is  -- 
there  are  a  couple  of  more  meetings  to  occur.  This  agreement,  I  think 
as  you're  aware,  was  entered  into  between  Jordan,  the  United  States,  and 
^Russia.  And  we  are  --  we  have  a  very  clear  picture  of  who  will  provide 
the  security  forces,  but  we  have  a  few  more  details  to  work  out.  And  if 
I  could,  I'd  like  to  defer  on  that  until  that  is  completed. 

I  expect  that  will  be  completed  within  the  next  —  less  than  a 
week.  The  talks  are  very  active  and  ongoing. 

And  your  second  question  again? 
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Q  Does  the  administration  still  believe  that  Assad  has  no  role 
in  the  future  government  of  Syria? 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON :  Yes,  our  position  continues  to  be  that  we  see 
no  long-term  role  for  the  Assad  family  or  the  Assad  regime.  And  we  have 
made -this  clear  to  everyone  —  we've  certainly  made  it  clear  in  our 
discussions  with  Russia  --  that  w.e  do  not  think  Syria  can  achieve 
international  recognition  in  the  future.  Even  if  they  work  through  a 
successful  political  process,  the  international  community  simply  is  not 
going  to  accept  a  Syria  led  by  the  Assad  regime. 

And  so  if  Syria  is  to  be  accepted  and  have  a  secure  —  both  a 
secure  and  economic  future,  it  really  requires  that  they  find  new 
leadership.  We  think  it  will  be  difficult  for  them  to  attract  both  the 
humanitarian  aid,  as  well  as  the  reconstruction  assistance  that's  going 
to  be  required,  because  there  just  will  be  such  a  low  level  of 
confidence  in  the  Assad  government.  So  that  continues  to  be  the  view. 

And  as  we've  said,  how  Assad  leaves  is  yet  to  be  determined,  but 
our  view  is  that  somewhere  in  that  political  process  there  will  be  a 
transition  away  from  the  Assad  family. 

Q  Thank  you.  Demetri  Sevastopulo,  Financial  Times.  On  North 
Korea,  did  President  Putin  agree  to  do  anything  to  help  the  U.S.  to  put 
more  pressure  on  North  Korea?  And  secondly,  you  seem  to  have  reached 
somewhat  of  an  impasse  with  China  in  terms  of  getting  them  to  put  more 
pressure  on  North  Korea.  How  are  you  going  to  get  them  to  go  beyond 
what  they've  done  already?  And  what  is  President  Trump  going  to  say  to 
President  Xi  on  that  issue  tomorrow? 


SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  We  did  have  a  pretty  good  exchange  on  North 
Korea.  I  would  say  the  Russians  see  it  a  little  differently  than  we  do, 
so  we're  going  to  continue  those  discussions  and  ask  them  to  do  more. 

Russia  does  have  economic  activity  with  North  Korea,  but  I  would 
also  hasten  to  add  Russia's  official  policy  is  the  same  as  ours.  —  a 
denuclearized  Korean  Peninsula. 

And  so  I  think  here,  again,  there  is  a  difference  in  terms  of  view 
around  tactics  and  pace,  and  so  we  will  continue  to  work  with  them  to 
see  if  we  cannot  persuade  them  as  to  the  urgency  that  we  see. 


I  think  with. respect  to  China,  what  our  experience  with  China  has 
been  --  and  I've  said  this  to  others  --  it's  been  a  bit  uneven.  China 
has  taken  significant  action,  and  then  I  think  for  a  lot  of  different 
reasons,  they  paused  and  didn't  take  additional  action.  They  then  have 
taken  some  steps,  and  then  they  paused.  And  I  think  in  our  own  view 
there  are  a  lot  of,  perhaps,  explanations  for  why  those  pauses 
occur.  But  we've  remained  very  closely  engaged  with  China,  both  through 
our  dialogues  that  have  occurred  face-to-face,  but  also  on  the 
telephone.  We  speak  very  frequently  with  them  about  the  situation  in 
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North  Korea. 

.  So  there' s  a  clear  understanding  between  the  two  of  us  of  our 
intent.  And  I  think  the  sanctions  action  that  was  taken  here  just  in 
last  week  to  10  days  certainly  got  their  attention  in  terms  of  their 
understanding  our  resolve  to  bring  more  pressure  to  bear  on  North  Korea 
by  directly  going  after  entities  doing  business  with  North  Korea, 
regardless  of  where  they  may  be  located.  We've  continued  to  make  that 
clear  to  China  that  we  would  prefer  they  take  the  action 
themselves.  And  we're  still  calling  upon  them  to  do  that. 

So  I  would  say  our  engagement  is  unchanged  with  China,  and  our 
expectations  are  unchanged. 

Q  And  you  haven't  given  up  hope? 

\ 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  No,  we  have  not  given  up  hope.  When  you're 
in  an  approach  like  we're  using  —  and  I  call  it  the  peaceful  pressure 
campaign.  A  lot  of  people  like  to  characterize  it  otherwise,  but  this 
is  a  campaign  to  lead  us  to  a  peaceful  resolution.  Because  if  this 
fails,  we  don't  have  very  many  good  options  left.  And  so  it  is  a 
peaceful  pressure  campaign,  and  it's  one  that  requires  calculated 
increases  in  pressure,  allow  the  regime  to  respond  to  that 
pressure.  And  it  takes  a  little  time  to  let  these  things  happen.  You 
enact  the  pressure;  it  takes  a  little  while  for  that  to  work  its  way 
through . 

So  it  is  going  to  require  some  level  of  patience  as  we  move  this  • 
along,  but  when  we  talk  about  our  strategic  patience  ending,  what  we 
mean  is  we're  not  going  to  just  sit  idly  by,  and  we're  going  to  follow 
this  all  the  way  to  its  conclusion. 

Q  Thank  you.  Mr.  Secretary,  I  have  issue  --  you  just  mentioned 
on  the  DPRK.  We  note  China  and  Russia  recently  said  --  they  asked  North 
Korea  to  stop  the  --  to  freeze,  actually, i the  nuclear  activities, • and 
also  they  asked  the  U.S.  to  stop  the  deployment  of  THAAD  system.  So  did 
President  Putin  bring  up  his  concern  about  the  deployment  of  THAAD 
system?  And  also,  what's  the  expectation  of  President  Trump  on 
tomorrow's  meeting  with  President  Xi  Jinping,  other  than  the  DPRK 
issue?  Thank  you. 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  The  subject  of  THAAD  did  not  come  up  in  the 
meeting  with  President  Putin. 


In  terms  of  the  progress  of  North  Korea  and  this  last  missile 
launch,  again,  those  are  some  of  the  differences  of  views  we  have 
between  ourselves  in  terms  of  tactics  --  how  to  deal  with 
this.  President  Putin;  I  think,  has  expressed  a  view  not  unlike  that  of 
China,  that  they  would  support  a  freeze  for  freeze. 


If  we  study  the  history  of  the  last  25  years  of  engagement  with  , 
various  regimes  in  North  Korea,  this  has  been  done  before.  And  every 
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time  it  was  done.  North  Korea  went  ahead  and  proceeded  with  its 
program. 

The  problem  with  freezing  now  —  if  we  freeze  where  they  are  today, 
we  freeze  their  activities  with  a  very  high  level  of  capability.  And  we 
do  n.ot  think  it  also  sets  the  right  tone  for  where  these  talks  should 
begin.  And  so  we're  asking  North  Korea  to  be  prepared  to  come  to  the 
table  with  an  understanding  that  these  talks  are  going  to  be  about  how 
do  we  help  you  chart  a  course  to  cease  and  roll  back  your  nuclear, 
program?  That's  what  we  want  to  talk  about.  We're  not  interested  in 
talking  about  how  do  we  have  you  stop  where  you  are  today.  Because 
stopping  where  they  are  today  is  not  acceptable  to  us. 

MR.  SPICER:  Margaret. 

Q  Margaret  Talev  with  Bloomberg.  Mr.  Secretary,  could  you  give 
us  >a  roadmap?  Did  you  agree  on  a  next  set  of  talks  between  the 
President  and  Mr.  Putin?  And  I  guess  I  have  kind  of  like  a  fluffy, 
color  question  on  general  impressions.  We  thought  this  was  a  30-minute 
meeting.  It  ended  up  being  2  hours  and  16  minutes.  That's  a  lot  of 
time  to  watch  those  two  leaders  interact  and  also  to  just  -- 
whatever.  Any  insights  on  all  those?  Also,  real  quickly,  any  update  on 
the  dachas?  Are  they  getting  them  back?  And  on  Ukraine  sanctions,  any 
resolution  or  progress  on  those?  Thanks. 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  Okay,  so  the  first  question? 

Q  Next  talks.  / 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  Next  talks.  There's  no  agreed  next  meeting 
between  the  Presidents.  There  are  agreed  subsequent  follow-up  meetings 
between  various  working-level  groups  at  the  State  Department.  We  agreed 
to  set  up  a  working-level  group  to  begin  to  explore  this  framework 
agreement  around  the  cyber  issue  and  this  issue  of  non-interference.  So 
those  will  be  ongoing  with  various  staff  levels. 

Q  Who's  leading  that?  Is  that  Rob  Joyce  on  the  U.S.  side? 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  Well,  it  will  be  out  of  the  State  Department 
and  -- 

Q  State. 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  And  the  national  security  advisor's  office. 

As  to  the  nature  of  the  2  hours  and  15  minutes,  first  let  me 
characterize  --  the  meeting  was  very  constructive.  The  two  leaders,  I 
would  say,  connected  very  quickly.  There  was  a  very  clear  positive 
chemistry  between  the  two.  I  think,  again  —  and  I  think  the  positive 
thing  I  observed  --  and  I've  had  many,  many  meetings  with  President 
Putin  before  —  is  there  was  not  a  lot  of  re-litigating  of  the  past.  I 
think  both  of  the  leaders  feel  like  there's  a  lot  of  things  in  the  past 
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that  both  of  us  are  unhappy  about.  We're  unhappy,  they're  unhappy. 

I  think  the  perspective  of  both  of  them  was,  this  is  a  really 
important  relationship.  Two  largest  nuclear  powers  in  the  world.  It's 
a  really  important  relationship.  How  do  we  start  making  this  work?  How 
do  we  live  with  one  another?  How  do  we  work  with  one  another?  We 
simply  have  to  find  a  way  to  go  forward.  And  I  think  that  was  --  that 
was  expressed  over  and  over,  multiple  times,  I  think  by  both  Presidents, 
this  strong  desire. 

It  is  a-  very  complicated  relationship  today  because  there  are  so 
many  issues  on  the  table.  And  one  of  the  reasons  it  took  a  long  time,  'I 
think,  is  because  once  they  met  and  got  acquainted  with  one  another 
fairly  quickly,  there  was  so  much  to  talk  about  --  all  these 
issues.  Just  about  everything  got  touched  on  to  one  degree  or 
another.  And  I  think  there  was  just  such  a  level  of  engagement  and 
exchange,  and  neither  one  of  them  wanted  to  stop.  Several  times  I  had 
to  remind  the  President,  and  people  were  sticking  their  heads  in  the 
door.  And  I  think  they  even  --  they  sent  in  the  First  Lady  at  one  point 
to  see  if  she  could  get  us  out  of  there,  and  that  didn't  work 
either.  (Laughter.) 

Q  Is  that  true?  1 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  But  —  yes,  it's  true.  But  it  was  -- 

Q  What  was  the  timetable? 

SECRETARY  TILLERSON:  Well,  we  went  another  hour  after  she  came  in 
to  see  us.  (Laughter.)  So  clearly  she  failed. 

But  I  think  --  what  I've  described  to  you,  the  2  hours  and  15 
minutes,  it  was  an  extraordinarily  important  meeting.  I  mean,  there's 
just  —  there's  so  much  for  us  to  talk  about.  And  it  was  a  good 
start.  Now,  I  will  tell  you  we  spent  a  very,  very  lengthy  period  on 
Syria,  with  a  great  amount  of  detailed  exchange  on  the  agreement  we  had 
concluded  today  --  it  was  announced  --  but  also  where  we  go,  and- trying 
to  get  much  greater  clarity  around  how  we  see  this  playing  out  and  how 
Russia  sees  it  playing  out,  and  where  do  we  share  a  common  view  and 
where  do  we  have  a  difference,  and  do  we  have  the  same  objectives  in 
mind. 


And  I  would  tell  you  that,  by  and  large,  our  objectives  are  exactly 
the  same.  How  we  get  there,  we  each  have  a  view.  But  there's  a  lot 
more  commonality  to  that  than  there  are  differences.  So  we  want  to 
build  on  the  commonality,  and  we  spent  a  lot  of  time  talking  about  next 
steps.  And  then  where  there's  differences,  we  have  more  work  to  get 
together  and  understand.  Maybe  they've  got  the  right  approach  and  we've 
got  the  wrong  approach. 


So  there  was  a  substantial  amount  of  time  spent  on  Syria,  just 
because  we've  had  so  much  activity  going  on  with  it. 
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Q  Thank  you  very  much.  Mr.  Secretary,  can  you  say  if  the 
President  was  unequivocal  in  his  view  that  Russia  did  interfere  in  the 
election?

July  7,  2017  at  G20  Summit 


MNUCHIN:  Hi,  everybody.  I  just  want  to  highlight  very  briefly  and  then  Secretary  Tillerson  will  go  on  and  then  afterwards 
we'll  both  answer  a  few  questions.  But  President  Trump  has  had  a  very,  very  significant  few  days.  I  think  as  you  know, 
we  went  to  Poland  on  Wednesday.  In  Poland  he  met  with  12  different  leaders.  We  had  bilats  with  Croatia  and  with 
Poland,  as  well  as  10  other  leaders  at  the  Three  Seas  conference,  where  we  talked  about  energy,  the  importance  of  the 
energy  market,  the  importance  of  supplying  independent  energy,  infrastructure  and  opportunities  there.  I  think  as  you 
know,  the  speech,  which  was  just  incredibly  well  received,  is  part  of  our  America  first,  but  America  not  alone.  Then 
coming  here,  the  president  has  had  very  significant  meetings  at  the  G-20  already.  Yesterday  he  had  the  opportunity  to 
meet  with  Chancellor  Merkel  and  her  team.  It  was  a  very,  very  productive  and  friendly  meeting.  There  were  lots  of  areas 
for  us  to  collaborate  on  that  were  very  clear.  We  talked  about  economic  issues,  we  talked  about  trade.  We  had  a  very 
productive  dinner  last  night  -  Secretary  Tillerson,  myself,  General  McMaster  --  with  the  -  with  President  Moon  Jae-in 
and  Prime  Minister  Abe  and  their  teams  on  North  -  discussing  the  importance  of  what's  going  on  in  North  Korea  and  the 
issues  there.  And  then  today  we've  had  several  other  bilats  and  tomorrow  we  have  another  six.  The  president  also 
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participated  in  a  very  important  session  today  on  trade  and  an  important  session  on  the  environment  and  the  economy. 
So,  I  would  just  generally  say  we've  had  a  very  productive  economic  meetings.  There  have  been  very  substantive  issues 
discussed.  The  North  Korea  issue  has  been  discussed  very  significantly,  about  de-escalation  in  North  Korea.  And  with 
that,  I  will  turn  it  over  to  Secretary  Tillerson  to  talk  about  his  meetings.  And  afterwards  we'll  take  some  questions. 

TILLERSON:  Thank  you,  Steve.  And  thanks  for  staying  with  us  late  this  evening.  President  Trump  and  President  Putin  met 
this  afternoon  for  two  hours  and  15  minutes  here  on  the  sidelines  of  the  G-  20.  The  two  leaders  exchanged  views  on  the 
-  the  current  nature  of  the  U.S.-Russia  relationship  and  the  future  of  the  U.S.-Rus^ia  relationship.  They  discussed 
important  progress  that  was  made  in  Syria.  And  I  think  all  of  you  have  seen  some  of  the  news  that  just  broke  regarding 
an  -  a  de-escalation  agreement  and  memorandum  which  was  agreed  between  the  United  States,  Russia  and  Jordan  for 
an  important  area  in  southwest  Syria  that  affects  Jordan's  security,  but  also  is  a  very  complicated  part  of  the  --  of  the 
Syrian  battlefield.  This  de-escalation  area  was  agreed.  It's  well-defined  -  agreements  on  who  will  secure  this  area.  A 
cease-fire  has  been  entered  into.  And  I  think  this  is  our  first  indication  of  the  U.S.  and  Russia  being  able  to  work  together 
in  Syria.  And  as  a  result  of  that,  we  had  a  very  lengthy  discussion  regarding  other  areas  in  Syria  that  we  can  continue  to 
work  together  on,  to  de-escalate  the  areas  and  the  violence,  once  we  defeat  ISIS,  and  to  work  together  towards  a 
political  process  that  will  secure  the  future  of  the  Syrian  people.  As  a  result  --  at  the  request  of  the  -  of  President  Putin, 
the  United  States  has  appointed  --  and  you've  seen,  I  think,  the  announcement  --  a  special  representative  for  Ukraine, 
Ambassador  Kurt  Volker.  Ambassador  Volker  will  draw  on  his  decades  of  experience  in  the  U.S.  diplomatic  corps,  both  at 
the  --  as  a  representative  to  NATO,  and  also  his  time  as  --  as  a  permanent  political  appointment.  The  two  leaders  also 
acknowledged  the  challenges  of  cyber  threats  and  interference  in  the  democratic  processes  of  the  United  States  and 
other  countries,  and  agreed  to  explore  creating  a  framework  around  which  the  two  countries  can  work  together  to 
better  understand  how  to  deal  with  these  cyber  threats,  both  in  terms  of  how  these  tools  are  used  to  interfere  with  the 
internal  affairs  of  countries,  but  also  how  these  tools  are  used  to  threaten  infrastructure,  how  these  tools  are  used  from 
a  terrorism  standpoint,  as  well.  The  president  opened  the  meeting  with  President  Putin  by  raising  the  concerns  of  the 
American  people  regarding  Russian  interference  in  the  2016  election.  They  had  a  very  robust  and  lengthy  exchange  on 
the  subject.  The  president  pressed  President  Putin  on  more  than  one  occasion  regarding  Russian  involvement.  President 
Putin  denied  such  involvement,  as  I  think  he  has  in  the  past.  The  two  leaders  agreed,  though,  that  this  is  a  substantial 
hindrance  in  the  ability  of  us  to  move  the  Russian-U.S.  relationship  forward,  and  agreed  to  exchange  further  work 
regarding  commitments  of  noninterference  in  the  affairs  of  the  United  States  and  our  democratic  process,  as  well  as 
those  of  other  countries.  So  more  work  to  be  done  in  that  regard.  I'm  happy  to  take  your  questions.  You  going  to 
referee,  Sean? 

SPICER:  (OFF-MIKE) 

QUESTION:  Mr.  Secretary,  (inaudible)  from  Bloomberg  News.  Can  you  tell  us  whether  President  Trump  said  there  would 
be  any  -  said  whether  there  would  be  any  consequences  for  Russia  for  the  interference  in  the  U.S.  election?  Any  specific 
consequences  that  Russia  will  face?  And  then  also,  on  the  Syrian  cease-fire,  when  does  it  begin?  And  what  makes  you 
think  that  the  cease-fire  will  succeed  this  time,  when  in  the  past  (inaudible)  agreements  about  cease-fire  have  failed? 

TILLERSON:  With  regard  to  the  interference  in  the  election,  I  think,  you  know,  the  president  took  note  of  actions  that 
had  been  discussed  by  the  Congress  --  most  recently,  additional  sanctions  that  have  been  voted  out  of  the  Senate  --  to 
make  it  clear  as  to  the  seriousness  of  the  issue.  But  I  think  what  the  --  what  the  two  presidents,  I  think  rightly,  focused 
on  is,  how  do  we  move  forward?  How  do  we  move  forward  from  here?  Because  it's  -  it's  not  clear  to  me  that  we  will 
ever  come  to  some  agreed-upon  resolution  of  that  question  between  the  two  nations.  So  the  question  is,  what  do  we  do 
now?  And  I  think  the  relationship  --  and  the  president  made  this  clear  as  well  —  is  too  important.  And  it's  too  important 
to  not  find  a  way  to  move  forward.  Not  dismissing  the  issue  in  any  way,  and  I  don't  want  to  leave  you  with  that 
impression.  And  that  is  why  we've  agreed  to  continue  engagement  and  discussion  around  how  do  we  secure  a 
commitment  that  the  -  the  Russian  government  has  no  intention  of,  and  will  not,  interfere  in  our  affairs  in  the  future, 
nor  the  affairs  of  others,  and  how  do  we  create  a  framework  in  which  we  have  some  capability  to  judge  what  is  > 
happening  in  the  cyber  world  and  who  to  hold  accountable.  And  this  is  obviously  an  issue  that's  broader  than  just  U.S.- 
Russia.  But  it's  --  certainly  we  see  the  manifestation  of  that  threat  in  the  events  of  last  year.  And  so  I  -  I  think,  again,  the 
president's  rightly  focused  on  how  do  we  move  forward  from  what  may  be  simply  an  intractable  disagreement,  at  this 
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point.  As  to  the  Syria  cease-fire,  I  would  say  what  --  what  may  be  different  this  time,  I  think,  is  the  level  of  commitment 
on  the  part  of  the  Russian  government.  They  see  the  situation  in  Syria  transitioning  from  the  defeat  of  ISIS,  which  -  we 
are  progressing  rapidly,  as  you  know.  And  --  and  this  is  what  really  has  led  to  this  discussion  with  them  as  to  what  do  we 
do  to  stabilize  Syria  once  the  war  against  ISIS  is  won.  And  Russia  has  the  same,  I  think,  interest  that  we  do  in  having  Syria 
become  a  stable  place,  a  unified  place,  but  ultimately  a  --  a  place  where  we  can  facilitate  a  political  discussion  about 
their  future,  including  the  future  leadership  of  Syria.  So  I  think  part  of  why  we're  -  and  again,  we  -  we'll  see  what 
happens,  as  to  the  ability  to  hold  the  cease-fire.  But  I  think  part  of  what's  different  is  -  is  where  we  are,  relative  to  the 
whole  war  against  ISIS,  where  we  are  in  terms  of  the  opposition's,  I  think,  position,  as  to  their  strength  within  the 
country,  and  the  regime  itself.  You  know,  in  many  respects,  people  are  getting  tired.  They're  getting  weary  of  the 
conflict.  And  I  think  we  have  an  opportunity,  we  hope,  to  create  the  conditions.  And  this  area  in  the  south  is  our  first  -  I 
think,  our  first  show  of  success.  We're  hoping  we  can  replicate  that  elsewhere. 

SPICER:  (inaudible). 

QUESTION:  Mr.  Secretary,  you  spoke,  when  you  were  (inaudible)  the  cease-fire,  about  there  being  detailed  information 
of  how  to  reinforce  it  (ph).  Can  you  give  any  more  information  on  what  conclusions  were  reached?  And  you  spoke  of  the 
future  leadership  of  Syria.  Do  you  still  believe  that  Assad  has  no  role  in  the  Syrian  (ph)  government? 

TILLERSON:  I  would  like  to  defer  on  the  specific  roles,  in  particular,  of  security  forces  on  the  ground,  because  there  is  - 
there  are  a  couple  of  more  meetings  to  occur.  This  agreement,  I  think,  as  you  are  aware,  was  entered  into  between 
Jordan,  the  United  States  and  Russia.  And  we  are  --  we  have  a  very  clear  picture  of  who  will  provide  the  security  forces. 
But  we  have  a  few  more  details  to  work  out.  And  if  I  could,  I'd  like  to  defer  on  that  until  that  is  completed.  I  expect  that 
will  be  completed  within  the  next  --  less  than  a  week.  The  talks  are  very  active  and  ongoing.  And  your  second  question, 
again? 

QUESTION:  (OFF-MIKE).  Does  the  administration  still  believe  that  Assad  has  no  role  on  the  future  government  of  Syria? 

TILLERSON:  Yes.  Our  -  our  position  continues  to  be  that  we  see  no  long-term  role  for  the  Assad  family  or  the  Assad 
regime.  We  just  -  and  we  have  made  this  clear  to  everyone.  We've  certainly  made  it  clear  in  our  discussions  with  Russia, 
that  we  do  not  think  Syria  can  achieve  international  recognition  in  the  future  --  even  if  they  work  through  a  successful 
political  process,  you  know,  the  international  community  simply  is  not  going  to  accept  a  Syria  led  by  the  Assad  regime. 
And  so,  if  Syria  is  to  be  accepted  and  -  and  have  a  --  a  --  a  secure  --  both  secure  and  economic  future,  it  really  requires 
that  they  find  new  leadership.  We  think  it'll  be  difficult  for  them  to  attract  both  the  humanitarian  aid  as  well  as  the 
reconstruction  assistance  that's  going  to  be  required,  because  there  just  will  be  such  a  low  level  of  confidence  in  the 
Assad  government.  So  that  continues  to  be  the  view.  And  as  we've  said,  how  Assad  leaves  is  yet  to  be  determined.  But 
our  view  is  that,  somewhere  in  that  political  process,  there'll  be  a  transition  away  from  the  Assad  family. 

SPICER:  (OFF-MIKE) 

QUESTION:  Demitri  Sevastopulo,  Financial  Times.  On  North  Korea,  did  President  Putin  agrees  to  do  anything  to  help  the 
U.S.  to  put  more  pressure  on  North  Korea?  And  secondly,  you  seem  to  have  reached  somewhat  of  an  impasse  with 
China  in  terms  of  getting  them  to  put  more  (ph)  pressure  on  North  Korea.  How  are  you  going  to  get  them  to  go  beyond 
what  they've  done  already?  And  what  is  President  Trump  going  to  say  to  President  Xi  on  that  issue  tomorrow? 

TILLERSON:  We  did  have  a  --  a  pretty  good  exchange  on  North  Korea.  I  would  say  the  Russians  see  it  a  little  differently 
than  we  do.  So  we're  going  to  continue  those  discussions  and  ask  them  to  do  more.  Russia  does  have  economic  activity 
with  North  Korea.  But  I  would  also  hasten  to  add  Russia's  official  policy  is  the  same  as  ours:  a  denuclearized  Korean 
Peninsula.  And  so  I  think,  here,  again,  there  is  a  difference  in  terms  of  view  around  tactics  and  pace.  And  so  we  will 
continue  to  work  with  them  to  see  if  we  cannot  persuade  them  as  to  the  urgency  that  we  see.  I  think  with  respect  to 
China,  what  our  experience  with  China  has  been  -  and  I've  said  this  to  others  -  it's  --  it's  been  a  bit  uneven.  China  has 
taken  significant  action,  and  then  I  think,  for  a  lot  of  different  reasons,  they've  paused  and  -  and  didn't  take  additional 
action.  They  then  have  taken  some  steps,  and  then  they've  paused.  And  there  are  -- 1  think,  in  our  own  view,  there  are  a 
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lot  of,  perhaps,  explanations  for  why  those  pauses  occur.  But  we've  --  we've  remained  very  closely  engaged  with  China, 
both  through  our  dialogues  that  have  occurred  face-to-face,  but  also  on  the  telephone.  We  speak  very  frequently  with 
them  about  the  situation  in  North  Korea.  So,  there’s  a  clear  understanding  between  the  two  of  us  of  our  intent,  and  I 
think  the  sanctions  action  that  was  taken  here  just  in  the  last  week  to  10  days  certainly  got  their  attention,  in  terms  of 
their  understanding  our  resolve  to  bring  more  pressure  to  bear  on  North  Korea  by  directly  going  after  entities  doing 
business  with  North  Korea,  regardless  of  where  they  may  be  located.  We've  continued  to  make  that  clear  to  China,  that 
we  would  prefer  they  take  the  actions  themself.  And  we're  still  calling  upon  them  to  do  that.  So  I  would  say  We  -  our 
engagement  is  unchanged  with  China,  and  our  expectations  are  unchanged. 

QUESTION:  And  you  haven't  given  up  hope? 

TILLERSON:  No,  we  have  not  given  up  hope.  You  know,  when  you're  in  an  --  in  an  approach  like  we're  using  --  and  I  call  it 
the  peaceful  pressure  campaign;  a  lot  of  people  like  to  characterize  it  otherwise.  But  this  is  a  campaign  to  lead  us  to  a 
peaceful  resolution  because,  if  this  fails,  we  don't  have  very  many  good  options  left.  And  so,  it  is  a  peaceful  pressure 
campaign.  And  it's  one  that  requires  calculated  increases  in  pressure,  allow  the  regime  to  respond  to  that  pressure.  And 
it  takes  a  little  time  to  let  these  things  happen.  You  know,  you  enact  the  pressure,  it  takes  a  little  while  for  that  to  work 
its  way  through.  So,  it  is  going  to  require  some  level  of  patience  as  we  move  this  along.  But  when  we  talk  about  our 
strategic  patience  ending,  what  we  mean  is  we're  not  just  going  to  sit  idly  by,  and  we're  going  to  follow  this  all  the  way 
to  its  conclusion.

SPICER:  (OFF-MIKE) 

QUESTION:  Thank  you,  Sean.  Mr.  Secretary,  (inaudible)  we  know  the  -  China  and  Russia  recently  said  they  --  they  --  they 
asked  North  Korea  to  stop  the  -  to  freeze,  actually,  the  --  the  nuclear  activities.  And  also,  they  asked  the  U.S.  to  stop  the 
deployment  of  the  THAAD  system.  So  did  President  Putin  bring  up  his  concern  about  the  deployment  of  theTHAAD 
system?  And  also,  what's  the  expectation  of  President  Trump  --  tomorrow's  meeting  with  President  Xi  Jinping  and  Abe, 
other  than  the  DPRK  (inaudible)?  Thank  you. 

TILLERSON:  The  subject  of  THAAD  did  not  come  up  in  the  meeting  with  President  Putin.  In  terms  of--  of  the  --  the 
progress  of  North  Korea  and  this  last  missile  launch,  again,  those  are  some  of  the  differences  of  views  we  have  between 
ourselves  in  terms  of  tactics,  how  to  deal  with  this.  President  Putin,  I  think,  has  expressed  a  view  not  unlike  that  of 
China,  that  they  would  support  a  freeze  for  freeze.  If  we  study  the  history  of  the  last  25  years  of  engagement  with 
various  regimes  in  North  Korea,  this  has  been  done  before.  And  every  time  it  was  done,  North  Korea  went  ahead  and 
proceeded  with  its  program.  The  problem  with  freezing  now,  if  we  freeze  where  they  are  today,  we  freeze  their 
activities  with  a  very  high  level  of  capability.  And  we  do  not  think  it  also  sets  the  right  tone  for  where  these  talks  should 
begin.  And  so,  we're  --  we’re  asking  North  Korea  to  be  prepared  to  come  to  the  table  with  an  understanding  that  these 
talks  are  going  to  be  about,  "How  do  we  help  you  chart  a  course  to  cease  and  roll  back  your  nuclear  program?"  That's 
what  we  want  to  talk  about.  We're  not  interested  in  talking  about,  "How  do  we  have  you  stop  where  you  are  today?" 
because  stopping  where  they  are  today  is  not  acceptable  to  us. 

SPICER:  Margaret? 

QUESTION:  Thank  you.  Mr.  Secretary  --  Margaret  Talev  with  Bloomberg.  Could  you  give  us  a  road  map?  Did  you  agree  on 
a  next  set  of  talks  of  the  president  and  Mr.  Putin?  And  (inaudible)  question  on  general  impressions,  we  thought  this  was 
a  30-minute  meeting.  It  ended  up  being  two  hours  and  16  minutes.  It's  a  long  time  to  watch  those  two  leaders  interact 
(inaudible)  just,  you  know,  whatever.  Any  insights  on  that  (ph)?  Also  (inaudible)  any  update  on  the  (inaudible)  Ukraine 
sanctions,  any  resolution  (inaudible)?  Thanks. 

TILLERSON:  OK.  So  the  first  question... 

QUESTION:  Next  talks... 
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TILLERSON: ...  next  talks.  There's  no  --  there's  no  agreed  next  meeting  between  the  presidents.  There  are  agreed 
subsequent  follow-up  meetings  between  various  working-level  groups  at  the  State  Department.  We  agreed  to  set  up  a 
working-level  group  to  begin  to  explore  this  framework  agreement  around  the  cyber  issue,  and  this  issue  of 
noninterference.  So  those  will  be  ongoing  at  --  with  various  staff  levels. 

QUESTION:  Who's  leading  that?  Is  that  Rob  Joyce  on  the  U.S.  side,  or... 

TILLERSON:  Well,  in  --  it  will  be  out  of  the  State  Department  and  the  national  security  adviser's  office.  As  to  the  nature  of 
the  two  hours  and  15  minutes,  first,  let  me  characterize,  the  -  the  meeting  was  very  constructive.  The  -  the  two 
leaders,  I  would  say,  connected  very  quickly.  There  was  a  very  clear  positive  chemistry  between  the  two.  I  think,  again  -- 
and  --  and  I  think  the  positive  thing  I  observed  -  and  I've  had  many,  many  meetings  with  President  Putin  before  -  is 
there  was  not  a  lot  of  relitigating  of  the  past.  I  think  both  of  the  leaders  feel  like  there's  a  lot  of  things  in  the  past  that 
both  of  us  are  unhappy  about.  We’re  unhappy;  they're  unhappy.  I  think  the  --  the  perspective  of  both  of  them  was,  this 
is  a  really  important  relationship.  Two  largest  nuclear  powers  in  the  world;  it's  a  really  important  relationship.  How  do 
we  start  making  this  work?  How  do  we  live  with  one  another?  How  do  we  work  with  one  another?  We  --  we  simply  have 
to  find  a  way  to  go  forward.  And  I  think  that  was  --  that  was  expressed  over  and  over,  multiple  times,  I  think,  by  both 
presidents  --  this  strong  desire.  It  is  a  very  complicated  relationship  today  because  there  are  so  many  issues  on  the  table. 
But  I  think  --  and  one  of  the  reasons  it  took  a  long  time,  I  think,  is  because,  once  they  met  and  --  and  got  acquainted  with 
one  another  fairly  quickly,  there  was  so  much  to  talk  about.  All  these  issues  --just  about  everything  got  touched  on  to 
one  degree  or  another.  And  I  think  there  was  just  such  a  level  of  engagement  and  exchange,  neither  one  of  them 
wanted  to  stop.  Several  times,  I  -- 1  had  to  remind  the  president  --  people  were  sticking  their  heads  in  the  door,  and  I 
think  they  even  -  they  sent  in  the  first  lady  at  one  point,  to  see  if  she  could  get  us  out  of  there,  and  that  didn't  work 
either. 

QUESTION:  Is  that  true? 

TILLERSON:  But  --  yes,  it's  true.  But  -  but  it  was... 

(CROSSTALK) 

TILLERSON:  Well,  we  went  another  hour  after  she  came  in  to  see  us... 

(LAUGHTER) 

...  so  clearly  she  failed.  But  I  think,  you  know,  my  --  what  -  what  I've  described  to  you,  the  two  hours  and  15  minutes,  it 
was  an  extraordinarily  important  meeting.  I  mean,  there's  just  --  there's  so  much  for  us  to  talk  about.  And  it  was  a  good 
start.  Now,  I  would  tell  you,  we  spent  a  very,  very  lengthy  period  on  Syria,  with  a  great  amount  of  detail  exchanged  on 
the  agreement  we  had  concluded  today  that  was  announced,  but  also  where  we  go,  and  trying  to  get  much  greater 
clarity  around  how  we  see  this  playing  out  and  how  Russia  sees  it  playing  out,  and  where  do  we  share  a  common  view, 
and  where  do  we  have  a  difference  and  do  we  have  the  same  objectives  in  mind.  And  I  would  tell  you  that,  by  and  large, 
our  objectives  are  exactly  the  same.  How  we  get  there,  we  each  have  a  view.  But  there’s  a  lot  more  commonality  to  that 
than  there  are  differences.  So  we  want  to  build  on  the  commonality,  and  we  spent  a  lot  of  time  talking  about  next  steps. 
And  then,  where  there's  differences,  we  have  more  work  to  get  together  and  understand.  Maybe  they've  got  the  right 
approach  and  we’ve  got  the  wrong  approach.  So  there  was  a  substantial  amount  of  time  spent  on  Syria,  just  because  it's 
--  we've  had  so  -  so  much  activity  going  on  with  it. 

SPICER:  (OFF-MIKE) 

QUESTION:  Thank  you  very  much.  On  -  Secretary,  you  said  the  president  was  unequivocal  in  his  view  that  Russia  did 
interfere  in  the  election.  Did  he  offer  to  produce  any  evidence  (inaudible)? 

TILLERSON:  The  --  the  Russians  have  asked  for  proof  and  evidence.  I'll  leave  that  to  the  intelligence  community  to 
address,  on  the  answer  to  that  question.  And,  again,  I  think  the  -- 1  think  the  president,  at  this  point  --  he  pressed  him 
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and  then,  you  know,  felt  like,  at  this  point,  let's  --  let's  talk  about  how  do  we  go  forward.  And  I  think  that  was  the  right 
place  to  spend  our  time,  rather  than  spending  a  lot  of  time  having  a  disagreement  that  -  everybody  knows  we  have  a 
disagreement. 

SPICER:  Thank  you  guys  very  much.  And  have  a  great  evening.  /

And  all  eyes  are  on  Tillerson. 

Personnel  matters  aside,  Tillerson  has  won  the  respect  of  key  world  leaders  and  that  of  Trump.  Considering  just 
how  oftenhe  and  the  president  speak,  it  is  that  much  more  likely  that  Trump  will  defer  to  his  secretary  of  state 
and  perhaps  even  suppress  some  of  his  own  instincts  to  freelance,  ad-lib  or,  worst  of  all,  recklessly  tweet  when 
mature  patience  is  required. 

And  yet,  while  Tillerson  has  performed  effectively  and  maintained  the  confidence  of  the  president,  some  of 
his  recent  interactions  with  others  in  the  White  House  have  left  wounds  that  have  yet  to  heal. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  just  how  long  such  a  dichotomy  can  last. 

So,  as  the  week  unfolds,  there  is  a  spotlight  on  Trump,  Tillerson  and  the  president’s  team.  Much  is  at  stake  and  I 
cannot  remember  a  time  when  there  was  more  uncertainty  about  the  dependability  and  quality  of  America’s 
actions,  resolve  and  personnel.

With  the  whole  world  watching,  this  week’s  G-20  meeting  will  set  in  stone  our  allies’  opinions  of  the  president 
and  his  team;  Putin  will  form  his  core  impression  of  the  president  and  determine  whether  Trump  is  serious  or  if 
he  can  be  easily  manipulated;  and,  finally,  the  president  will  have  to  listen  to  his  team’s  advice  on  North  Korea, 
decide  on  a  course  of  action  and  then  explain  it  to  the  world. 

Nothing  thus  far  in  the  Trump  presidency  has  had  such  downrange  consequences  as  any  of  these  three  events. 
And  all  eyes  are  on  Tillerson. 

Personnel  matters  aside,  Tillerson  has  won  the  respect  of  key  world  leaders  and  that  of  Trump.  Considering  just 
how  oltenhe  and  the  president  speak,  it  is  that  much  more  likely  that  Trump  will  defer  to  his  secretary  of  state 
and  perhaps  even  suppress  some  of  his  own  instincts  to  freelance,  ad-lib  or,  worst  of  all,  recklessly  tweet  when 
mature  patience  is  required. 

And  yet,  while  Tillerson  has  performed  effectively  and  maintained  the  confidence  of  the  president,  some  of 
his  recent  interactions  with  others  in  the  White  House  have  left  wounds  that  have  yet  to  heal. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  just  how  long  such  a  dichotomy  can  last. 

So,  as  the  week  unfolds,  there  is  a  spotlight  on  Trump,  Tillerson  and  the  president’s  team.  Much  is  at  stake  and  I 
cannot  remember  a  time  when  there  was  more  uncertainty  about  the  dependability  and  quality  of  America’s 
actions,  resolve  and  personnel.

A  prominent  Australian  "journalist"  who  works  for  their  version  of  the  BBC  had  a  hissv  fit  about  the  President  at  the  G20 
and  it  seems  to  have  gone  viral,  topping  Twitter's  trending  list.  I  asked  our  EAP  DAS  who  covers  Australia  for  background 
on  the  guy,  which  is  enclosed  below. 

This  should  be  long  forgotten  by  Heather's  next  briefing,  but  if  questions  persist  and  a  response  is  desired,  you  might 
stress  that  the  reporter  is  out  of  step  with  his  own  government.  Australian  Prime  Minister  Malcom  Turnbull  and  Foreign 
Minister  Julie  Bishop  have  spoken  repeatedly  about  warm  relations  with  the  Trump  Administration.  President  Trump 
and  Turnbull  had  a  good  meeting  on  the  USS  Intrepid  Museum  in  May.  Bishop  was  one  of  the  first  foreign  ministers  with 
whom  the  Secretary  met  on  taking  office  and  they  have  a  warm  working  relationship.  We  are  cooperating  closely  on 
issues  like  North  Korea,  China,  and  counter-terrorism.  (We  actually  have  a  trade  surplus  with  Australia.)  Bishop  pledged 
to  work  closely  with  us  "to  ensure  we  can  both  implement  strong  border-protection  policies,"  and  Australia's  treasurer 
said  that  President  Trump's  moves  to  tighten  immigration  compliance  showed  the  world  was  "catching  up  to 
Australia."  At  AUSMIN,  Secs.  Tillerson  and  Mattis  saw  eve-to-eve  on  all  key  topics  with  their  Australian  counterparts. 

As  for  criticisms  about  Paris,  Australia  has  a  particularly  carbon-intensive  economy  and  emits  more  carbon  per  person 
and  more  carbon  per  unit  of  economic  output  than  the  United  States.  Our  energy  revolution  will  improve  jobs,  the 
economy,  and  the  environment  not  just  here  but  globally...

Some  have  argued  that  the  U.S.  should  withdraw  from  the  UN  Human  Rights  Council.  Over  the 
past  six  years  though,  we  have  seen  a  number  of  positive  outcomes  from  U.S.  engagement.  The 
Council  voted  to  dispatch  a  team  to  investigate  human  rights  violations  committed  by  ISIS  in 
Iraq;  continues  to  scrutinize  and  bring  attention  to  the  dire  human  rights  situation  in  Iran; 
authorized  a  groundbreaking  investigation  into  human  rights  violations  in  North  Korea;  created  a 
mechanism  to  push  for  the  prevention  and  elimination  of  child  and  forced  marriage,  and  saw  a 
dramatic  reduction  in  the  number  of  special  sessions  on  Israel.  This  record  of  success  is 
markedly  different  than  when  the  U.S.  was  not  involved  in  the  Council  from  2007-2009.  While 
the  Council  still  has  its  flaws,  the  overwhelming  view  of  human  rights  organizations  is  the  U.S. 
should  continue  to  engage  with  it.  Do  you  agree?

You  can  also  access  the 
2016  Presidential  Determination  here. 


Q:  Were  any  countries  sanctioned  last  year  as  a  result  of  the  TIP  report  rankings? 

A:- 

On  June  30,  2016,  former  Secretary  of  State  John  Kerry  submitted  to  Congress  the  2016  Trafficking  in 
Persons  (TIP)  Report,  which  identified  27  countries  as  “Tier  3”  because  the  governments  of  those 
countries  did  not  fully  comply  with  the  Trafficking  Victims  Protection  Act’s  (TVPA)  minimum 
standards  for  the  elimination  of  trafficking  in  persons  and  were  not  making  significant  efforts  to  do 
so.  The  Tier  3  countries  are  Algeria,  Belarus,  Belize,  Burma,  Burundi,  the  Central  African  Republic 
(CAR),  Comoros,  Djibouti,  the  Democratic  People’s  Republic  of  Korea  (DPRK),  Equatorial  Guinea, 
Eritrea,  The  Gambia,  Guinea-Bissau,  Haiti,  Iran,  Marshall  Islands,  Mauritania,  Papua  New  Guinea 
(PNG),  Russia,  South  Sudan,  Sudan,  Suriname,  Syria,  Turkmenistan,  Uzbekistan,  Venezuela,  and 
Zimbabwe. 

•  Last  year  (2016)  former  President  Obama  determined  not  to  waive  any  of  the  restrictions  under  the 
TVPA  for  the  DPRK  and  Iran. 
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•  Former  President  Obama  determined  to  partially  waive  restrictions  under  the  TVPA  for  Equatorial 
Guinea,  Eritrea,  Russia,  South  Sudan,  Sudan,  Syria,  Venezuela,  and  Zimbabwe. 

Former  President  Obama  determined  to  fully  waive  restrictions  under  the  TVPA  for  Algeria,  Belarus, 
Belize,  Burma,  Burundi,  CAR,  Comoros,  Djibouti,  The  Gambia,  Guinea-Bissau,  Haiti,  Marshall  Islands, 
Mauritania,  PNG,  Suriname,  Turkmenistan,  and  Uzbekistan.  Exercising  this  waiver  authority  will 
promote  the  purposes  of  the  TVPA  or  is  otherwise  in  the  national  interest  of  the  United  States. 

For  your  convenience,  I  am  adding  some  background  on  the  Tier  3  restrictions: 


•  The  TVPA  requires  the  President  to  submit  to  appropriate  congressional  committees  notification  of 
determinations  regarding  restrictions  for  the  government  of  each  country  placed  on  Tier  3  in  the  annual  TIP 
Report. 


•  The  President  may  determine  under  the  TVPA,  among  other  things,  that  the  United  States  will  withhold 
non-humanitarian,  nontrade-related  foreign  assistance;  and  will  instruct  the  United  States  Executive  Directors  of 
international  financial  institutions  to  vote  against  and  use  best  efforts  to  deny  any  loan  or  other  utilization  of  the 
funds  for  a  Tier  3  country.  For  countries,  the  government  of  which  received  no  non-humanitarian,  nontrade- 
related  foreign  assistance  during  the  previous  fiscal  year,  the  President  may  also  determine  not  to  provide 
funding  for  participation  by  government  officials  or  employees  in  educational  and  cultural  exchange  programs. 

•  The  TVPA  also  authorizes  the  President  to  make  determinations  to  waive  restrictions  under  the  TVPA, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  in  order  to  promote  the  purposes  of  the  TVPA,  or  because  to  do  so  is  otherwise  in  the 
national  interest  of  the  United  States. 

•  The  potential  impact  of  restrictions  under  the  TVPA  -  on  a  broad  range  of  programs  including  security 
sector  assistance  and  health  and  environmental  initiatives  -  is  carefully  evaluated  before  the  President  makes 
waiver  determinations.  In  each  instance  in  which  the  President  has  determined  that  a  full  or  partial  waiver  of 
funding  restrictions  is  appropriate,  he  has  determined  that  the  waiver  will  promote  the  purposes  of  the  TVPA  or 
is  otherwise  in  the  national  interest  of  the  United  States.

BEIJING  (AP)  —  China’s  total  trade  with  North  Korea  has  risen  despite  Beijing’s  promise  to  enforce  U.N. 
sanctions  over  its  nuclear  program,  but  Chinese  purchases  of  North  Korean  goods  have  fallen  sharply. 

Customs  data  show  total  Chinese-North  Korean  trade  in  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  rose  1 5  percent  from  a 
year  earlier.  That  is  less  than  the  36.8  percent  figure  earlier  reported  by  the  Chinese  Customs  agency  and  cited 
by  U.S.  President  Donald  Trump. 

China  buys  North  Korean  coal,  a  revenue  source  for  the  isolated  North.  But  a  South  Korean  industry  group,  the 
Korea  International  Trade  Association,  says  those  purchases  are  off  45  percent  this  year. 

The  trade  growth  is  driven  by  rising  Chinese  exports  to  the  North,  while  China’s  imports  have  fallen,  leaving 
Pyongyang  with  a  widening  trade  deficit.

US  Ambassador  Nikki  Haley  on  Tuesday  spoke  by  phone  with  China's  Ambassador  Liu  Jieyi,  who  holds  the  council 
presidency  this  month,  to  convey  the  US  request  for  an  urgent  meeting. 

Guterres  stressed  "the  importance  of  maintaining  the  unity  of  the  international  community  in  addressing  this  serious 
challenge,"  in  a  reference  to  US-Sino  differences. 

China  is  pushing  for  talks  between  world  powers  and  North  Korea  on  dismantling  its  nuclear  program  but  the  US 
maintains  that  Pyongyang  must  first  halt  its  missile  and  nuclear  tests. 

North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  Un  oversaw  the  launch  of  the  Hwasong-14  missile  which  experts  say  is  capable  of  reaching 
Alaska. 


North  Korea's  Academy  of  Defence  Science  said  it  reached  an  altitude  of  2,802km  and  flew  933km. 

US  Pacific  Command  confirmed  the  test  and  said  it  was  a  land-based,  intermediate-range  missile  that  flew  for  37 
minutes  before  splashing  down  in  the  Sea  of  Japan.

President  Donald  Trump,  speaking  alongside  South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae-in,  declared  Friday  the  US'  patience  with 
the  North  Korean  regime  "is  over." 

"The  era  of  strategic  patience  with  the  North  Korean  regime  has  failed,"  Trump  declared  from  the  Rose  Garden.  "And 
frankly,  that  patience  is  over." 

Trump  said  that  the  US  is  facing  "the  threat  of  the  reckless  and  brutal  regime  in  North  Korea,"  adding  the  North  Korean 
regime  "has  no  regard  for  the  safety  and  security  of  its  people  or  its  neighbors." 

"The  North  Korean  dictatorship  has  no  regard  for  the  safety  and  security  of  its  people  or  its  neighbors  and  has  no  respect 
for  human  life  —  and  that's  been  proven  over  and  over  again,"  Trump  said. 

Trump  also  thanked  Moon  for  expressing  his  condolences  over  the  death  of  the  American  student  Otto  Warmbier,  who 
died  after  more  than  a  year  of  imprisonment  in  North  Korea. 

The  South  Korean  President's  visit  to  the  White  House  comes  amid  an  increasing  sense  of  urgency  concerning  North 
Korea's  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs,  and  after  Trump  approved  a  series  of  measures  designed  to  ratchet  up 
pressure  on  North  Korea. 

The  T reasury  Department  on  Thursday  imposed  new  sanctions  on  a  Chinese  bank  and  several  Chinese  nationals  while  the 
State  Department  approved  a  $1  billion  arms  deal  with  Taiwan  --  both  moves  that  appear  aimed  at  unsettling  China,  which 
has  resisted  applying  heavier  pressure  on  North  Korea  as  the  US  has  urged. 

Trump  has  expressed  frustration  in  the  last  week  about  the  ineffectiveness  so  far  of  China's  modest  pressure  on  North 
Korea  and  suggested  the  need  to  change  the  US'  approach.  Top  Trump  administration  officials  in  recent  days  have  said  that 
China  is  not  doing  enough  to  pressure  North  Korea  and  have  stressed  the  increasing  urgency  of  the  situation. 

But  Trump's  discussions  with  Moon  have  also  focused  on  the  trading  relationship  between  the  two  countries,  following 
Trump's  criticism  of  the  bilateral  free  trade  deal  between  the  two  countries,  which  Trump  has  called  a  bad  deal  for  the  US. 

"We  are  renegotiating  a  trade  deal  right  now  as  we  speak  with  South  Korea  and  hopefully  it  will  an  equitable  deal,  a  fair 
deal  to  both  parties,"  Trump  said  as  he  greeted  Moon  in  the  Oval  Office  on  Friday  morning.  "It's  been  a  rough  deal  for  the 
United  States  but  I  think  that  it  will  be  much  different  for  the  United  States." 

But  even  on  trade,  China  appeared  to  be  at  the  forefront  of  the  administration's  mind. 

In  remarks  during  the  bilateral  meeting  between  the  US  and  South  Korean  sides,  National  Economic  Director  Gary  Cohn 
knocked  China's  "predatory  practices"  on  trade  and  said  the  Trump  administration  hopes  to  partner  with  South  Korea  to 
jointly  tackle  Chinese  trade  abuses  that  impact  both  countries.

Meeting  at  the  G20  summit  in  Germany,  U.S.  President  Donald  Trump,  South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae-in  and 
Japanese  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe  promised  to  apply  "maximum  pressure"  to  counter  North  Korea's  nuclear  threat. 

The  leaders  "decided  to  press  for  the  early  adoption  of  a  new  UNSC  resolution  with  additional  sanctions  to  demonstrate 
to  (North  Korea)  that  there  are  serious  consequences  for  its  destabilizing,  provocative,  and  escalatory  actions,"  the  three 
countries  said  in  a  joint  statement. 

Taking  a  major  step  in  its  missile  program,  North  Korea  on  Tuesday  test  launched  an  ICBM  that  some  experts  believe  has 
the  range  to  reach  the  U.S.  states  of  Alaska  and  Hawaii  and  perhaps  the  U.S.  Pacific  Northwest. 

The  United  States  has  cautioned  it  is  ready  to  use  force  if  need  be  to  stop  North  Korea's  nuclear  missile  program  but  said 
it  preferred  global  diplomatic  action. 

U.S.  Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations  Nikki  Haley  said  on  Wednesday  she  would  propose  new  U.N.  sanctions  on  North 
Korea.  Security  Council  diplomats  said  on  Friday  the  United  States  had  not  yet  circulated  a  draft  resolution  to  the  15- 
member  council. 

Following  a  nuclear  weapons  test  by  North  Korea  in  September  it  took  the  U.N.  Security  Council  three  months  to  agree 
strengthened  sanctions.

United  States  Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations  Nikki  Haley  aims  to  put  to  a  vote  within  weeks  a  U.N.  Security  Council 
resolution  to  impose  stronger  sanctions  on  North  Korea  over  its  long-range  ballistic  missile  test,  said  several  senior  U.N. 
diplomats. 

Haley  told  some  U.N.  diplomats  late  last  week  of  the  ambitious  timeline  for  a  U.N.  response  to  North  Korea's  launch  on 
Tuesday  of  a  missile  that  some  experts  believe  could  have  the  range  to  reach  Alaska,  and  parts  of  the  U.S.  West  Coast. 

The  U.S.  mission  to  the  United  Nations  was  not  immediately  available  to  comment  on  the  timeline  for  a  council  vote. 
Some  Security  Council  diplomats  have  expressed  doubt  that  a  draft  resolution  could  be  put  to  a  vote  quickly. 

Following  a  nuclear  weapons  test  by  North  Korea  in  September,  while  U.S.  President  Barack  Obama  was  still  in  office,  it 
took  the  U.N.  Security  Council  three  months  to  agree  to  strengthened  sanctions. 

The  United  States  gave  China  a  draft  resolution  to  impose  stronger  sanctions  on  Pyongyang  after  the  15-member 
Security  Council  met  on  Wednesday  to  discuss  the  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  (ICBM)  launch,  diplomats  said. 

China's  U.N.  Ambassador  Liu  Jieyi  told  Reuters  on  Monday  that  it  was  important  to  ensure  that  any  action  the  Security 
Council  might  take  should  be  conducive  to  achieving  the  goal  of  a  denuclearized,  peaceful  and  stable  Korean  peninsula. 

rlWe  really  must  think  very  carefully  about  what  is  the  best  approach  in  the  Security  Council  because  a  resolution, 
sanctions,  are  themselves  not  an  objective,"  he  said. 

When  asked  if  the  council  could  act  within  weeks,  Liu  said  it  would  depend  on  how  members  "see  the  way  forward  in 
terms  of  council  action,  in  terms  of  how  that  is  put  into  the  wider  context  of  ...  improving  the  situation,  preventing 
further  tests,  ensuring  Security  Council  resolutions  will  be  abided  by." 

Traditionally,  the  United  States  and  China  have  negotiated  new  sanctions  on  North  Korea  before  formally  involving  other 
council  members.  Diplomats  said  the  United  States  would  informally  keep  Britain  and  France  in  the  loop,  while  China 
was  likely  talking  to  Russia. 

The  United  States,  China,  Russia,  Britain  and  France  are  the  Security  Council’s  permanent  veto-wielding  powers.  The 
United  States  could  also  face  a  battle  to  persuade  Russia  that  council  action  against  North  Korea  is  needed. 

On  Thursday,  Russia  objected  to  a  council  condemnation  of  North  Korea's  missile  launch  because  the  U.S.-drafted 
statement  labeled  it  an  ICBM,  a  designation  Moscow  disagrees  with.  Diplomats  said  that  negotiations  on  the  statement 
had  stalled. 

North  Korea  has  been  under  U.N.  sanctions  since  2006  over  its  ballistic  missile  and  nuclear  programs  and  the  council  has 
ratcheted  up  the  measures  in  response  to  the  country's  five  nuclear  weapons  tests  and  two  long-range  missile  launches. 
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During  the  Security  Council  meeting  last  Wednesday,  Haley  said  some  options  to  strengthen  U.N.  sanctions  were  to 
restrict  the  flow  of  oil  to  North  Korea's  military  and  weapons  programs,  increasing  air  and  maritime  restrictions  and 
imposing  targeted  sanctions  on  senior  officials. 

Diplomats  said  Washington  proposed  such  options  to  Beijing  two  months  ago,  but  that  China  had  not  engaged  in 
discussions  on  the  measures  and  instead  only  agreed  to  adding  some  people  and  entities  to  the  existing  U.N.  sanctions 
list  in  June.

The  United  States  strongly  condemns  North  Korea's  launch  of  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile.  Testing  an 
ICBM  represents  a  new  escalation  of  the  threat  to  the  United  States,  our  allies  and  partners,  the  region,  and 
the  world. 

Global  action  is  required  to  stop  a  global  threat.  Any  country-  that  hosts  North  Korean  guest  workers, 
provides  any  economic  or  military  benefits,  or  fails  to  fully  implement  UN  Security  Council  resolutions  is 
aiding  and  abetting  a  dangerous  regime.  All  nations  should  publicly  demonstrate  to  North  Korea  that  there 
are  consequences  to  their  pursuit  of  nuclear  weapons.  We  intend  to  bring  North  Korea's  provocative  action 
before  the  UN  Security  Council  and  enact  stronger  measures  to  hold  the  DPRK  accountable. 

The  United  States  seeks  only  the  peaceful  denuclearization  of  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  the  end  of 
threatening  actions  by  North  Korea.  As  we,  along  with  others,  have  made  clear,  we  will  never  accept  a 
nuclear-armed  North  Korea.

In  a  case  with  a  thousand  plot  twists,  there  has  been  but  one  constant  in  the  murder 
investigation  of  Kim  Jong  Nam:  Nothing  is  ever  what  it  seems. 

The  victim  himself  —  the  playboy  half  brother  of  North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  Un  —  was 
traveling  under  false  papers  when  he  died  and  had  to  be  identified  using  DNA.  The  two 
women  accused  of  killing  him  turned  out  to  be  hired  dupes,  paid  a  few  dollars  to  perform 
what  they  thought  was  a  reality-TV  stunt. 

Stranger  still  was  the  murder  weapon,  liquid  VX,  a  toxin  so  powerful  that  a  few  drops 
rubbed  onto  the  skin  killed  the  victim  in  minutes,  yet  it  failed  to  harm  the  two  women  who 
applied  the  poison  with  their  bare  hands.  Even  more  mysterious:  why  North  Korea  would 
go  to  extravagant  lengths  to  use  a  battlefield -grade  chemical  weapon  on  foreign  soil,  only 
to  work  equally  hard  to  cover  its  tracks. 

For  the  prosecutors  preparing  for  the  first  court  hearings  later  this  month,  some  of  the 
mysteries  behind  Kim  Jong  Nam’s  death  inside  a  Malaysian  airport  terminal  will  likely 
never  be  resolved.  But  nearly  five  months  after  the  killing,  U.S.  and  Asian  officials  have  a 
clearer  view  of  the  attack’s  significance.  In  carrying  out  history’s  first  state-sponsored  VX 
assassination  in  a  country  3,ooo  miles  from  its  borders,  North  Korea  has  demonstrated  a 
new  willingness  to  use  its  formidable  arsenal  of  deadly  toxins  and  poisons  to  kill  or 
intimidate  enemies  on  foreign  soil,  analysts  say. 

Seen  in  the  light  of  North  Korea’s  recent  flurry  of  provocative  missiles  tests,  Kim  Jong 
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Nam’s  killing  now  looks  to  many  experts  like  a  proving  exercise  for  a  weapons  system  —  in 
this  case,  a  robust  chemical-weapons  stockpile  that  Pyongyang  is  thought  to  have  built 
over  decades  and  kept  carefully  under  wraps. 

“The  choice  of  weapons  was  not  accidental,”  said  Sue  Mi  Terry,  a  former  senior  analyst  on 
North  Korea  at  the  CIA  and  currently  managing  director  for  Korea  at  the  Bower  Group 
Asia.  “Everything  about  this  incident  was  intended  to  send  a  message.” 

U.S.  and  South  Korean  intelligence  agencies  have  long  believed  that  North  Korea 
possesses  significant  stores  of  the  nerve  agents  VX  and  sarin  —  and  probably  biological 
weapons  as  well  —  but  in  the  past,  such  arsenals  were  assumed  to  be  intended  as  a 
deterrent  against  foreign  attacks.  But  in  the  attack  on  Kim  Jong  Nam,  North  Korea 
revealed  a  strategy  for  using  chemicals  that  looks  a  lot  like  cyberwarfare:  limited,  highly 
secretive  attacks  that  can  damage  an  enemy  without  inviting  massive  retaliation. 

Whether  Kim  Jong  Un  would  risk  such  an  attack  against  a  foreign  government  —  even  the 
United  States  —  is  unclear.  But  the  February  incident  is  a  reminder  that  North  Korea  has 
options  for  striking  targets  abroad  that  do  not  hinge  on  the  country’s  ability  to  build  an 
intercontinental  ballistic  missile  capable  of  reaching  the  U.S.  mainland,  current  and 
former  U.S.  officials  say. 

“North  Korea  is  bad  enough  when  you’re  talking  about  their  nuclear  and  missiles 
program,”  Rebecca  Hersman,  a  former  Defense  Department  deputy  assistant  secretary  for 
countering  weapons  of  mass  destruction,  said  at  a  recent  policy  forum.  “But  I  think  we 
ignore  their  chemical  and  biological  programs  truly  at  our  own  peril.” 

Walking  into  a  trap 

Kim  Jong  Nam  probably  knew  an  attack  was  coming,  though  he  might  not  have  imagined 
where,  or  how. 

The  45-year-old  eldest  son  of  dead  North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  II  had  been  living  in 
exile  in  the  Chinese  province  of  Macau  since  2003,  and  he  had  become  a  vocal  critic  of 
North  Korea’s  repressive  communist  government.  He  became  a  probable  candidate  for 
assassination  after  his  younger  half  brother  took  control  of  the  country  in  late  2011, 
claiming  the  job  that  had  once  been  promised  to  him.  His  fate  was  likely  sealed  in  2013 
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when  the  newly  installed  leader  ordered  the  execution  of  Jang  Song  Thaek,  a  prominent 
North  Korean  defense  official  and  Kim  Jong  Nam’s  uncle  and  longtime  protector. 

But  when  he  strode  into  Kuala  Lumpur’s  KL1A2  airport  with  his  light  jacket  and  backpack 
on  Feb.  13,  he  walked  unknowingly  into  an  exquisitely  laid  trap. 

Not  one,  but  two  teams  of  assassins  had  rehearsed  for  the  moment.  The  only  ones  Kim 
Jong  Nam  would  see  were  female:  two  attractive  women  in  their  20s  who  had  been 
recruited  locally.  One  of  them,  identified  by  police  as  Indonesian  native  Siti  Aisyah, 
worked  in  a  Kuala  Lumpur  massage  parlor;  the  other,  Doan  Thi  Huong,  had  moved  from 
Vietnam  to  Malaysia  to  work  in  what  authorities  described  vaguely  as  the  “entertainment” 
industry. 


Both  would  tell  police  that  they  were  hired  by  a  Korean  man  to  perform  “pranks,”  such  as 
smearing  baby  oil  on  strangers,  for  a  hidden-camera  video  show.  For  their  sendee,  each 
was  promised  $90  in  cash  and  a  shot  at  future  TV  stardom. 

But  on  Feb.  13,  the  surprise  prepared  for  Kim  Jong  Nam  was  VX,  not  baby  oil.  In  a 
sequence  that  would  be  captured  on  security-camera  video  and  later  broadcast  around  the 
world,  Kim  Jong  Nam  was  accosted  as  he  checked  in  for  a  flight  in  the  airport’s  departure 
lounge.  A  woman  in  a  white  sweatshirt  is  seen  grabbing  the  North  Korean’s  face  from 
behind.  Although  the  images  are  unclear,  police  think  the  second  woman  helped  smear  the 
oily  liquid  over  the  victim’s  cheeks. 

At  least  four  men  —  later  identified  by  Malaysian  officials  as  North  Korean  agents  —  are 
seen  watching  the  attack  and  shadowing  the  visibly  agitated  Kim  Jong  Nam  as  he  seeks 
help  from  police  and  an  airport  first-aid  station.  Minutes  later,  as  the  dying  Kim  is 
wheeled  into  an  ambulance,  the  men  slip  through  the  departures  gate  to  board  flights  out 
of  the  country. 

The  only  ones  who  didn’t  escape  were  the  women  and  the  victim  himself.  Aisyah  and 
Huong  mysteriously  avoided  serious  injury  —  perhaps,  weapons  experts  speculate, 
because  each  handled  harmless  precursor  chemicals  that  became  toxic  only  when  mixed, 
or  perhaps  because  both  women  quickly  washed  their  hands  after  the  attack.

Both  are  seen  quickly  entering  airport  lavatories  after  the  attack,  behavior  that  prosecutors 
have  cited  in  accusing  the  two  women  of  being  knowingly  complicit  in  Kim  Jong  Nam’s 
murder.  The  two  women  face  court  appearances  later  this  month  on  charges  of  first-degree 
murder,  a  capital  crime  in  Malaysia. 

Kim  Jong  Nam,  who  quickly  sought  medical  help  after  the  attack,  lost  consciousness  in  the 
airport  medical  station  and  died  in  the  ambulance,  less  than  20  minutes  after  the  episode 
began. 

It  would  take  two  autopsies  and  nearly  two  weeks  to  determine  the  name  of  the  rare  toxin 
that  took  his  life.  Malaysian  investigators  would  conclude  that  the  VX  was  smuggled  into 
the  country  by  North  Korea,  most  likely  in  a  commercial  jetliner.  It’s  unclear  whether  the 
toxin  arrived  ready  to  use  or  in  a  form  that  required  mixing  two  harmless  ingredients  to 
create.  In  either  case,  the  advantage  for  the  assassins  is  that  only  a  few  drops  are  needed  to 
kill,  said  a  U.S.  official  with  years  of  experience  in  chemical-weapons  defense. 

“Was  it  assembled  in  Malaysia?  Not  necessarily,”  said  the  official,  who  insisted  on 
anonymity  in  discussing  U.S.  intelligence  assessments  of  the  North  Korean  threat.  “A 
single  three-ounce  container  that  would  fit  in  your  carry-011  luggage  would  hold  far  more 
than  you’d  ever  need.” 

Pyongyang’s  stockpile 

Until  the  Feb.  13  attack,  hard  evidence  of  Pyongyang’s  arsenal  of  toxins  did  not  exist,  at 
least  in  the  public  realm.  But  for  at  least  two  decades,  U.S.  intelligence  assessments  have 
concluded  that  North  Korea  possesses  a  sizable  stockpile  of  chemical  weapons,  with  VX 
being  one  of  many  varieties. 

A  State  Department  report  in  2001  found  that  North  Korea  was  “already  self-sufficient”  in 
making  all  the  necessary  precursors  for  sarin  and  VX,  as  well  as  older  weapons  such  as 
mustard  gas.  Drawing  from  an  array  of  sources  —  from  North  Korean  defectors  and  spies 
to  satellite  photos  and  electronic  eavesdropping  —  U.S.  agencies  calculated  the  size  of  the 
country’s  chemical  stockpile  at  between  2,500  and  5,000  tons.  That’s  far  larger  than 
Syria’s  arsenal  at  its  peak,  and  larger  than  any  known  to  exist  in  the  world,  except  for  those 
built  by  the  Soviet  and  U.S.  militaries  during  the  Cold  War. 
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A  parallel  but  reportedly  much  smaller  program  produces  biological  weapons,  current  and 
former  U.S.  intelligence  officials  think.  Published  Defense  Intelligence  Agency  documents 
have  described  efforts  underway  to  weaponize  at  least  four  pathogens:  anthrax,  plague, 
cholera  and  biological  toxins,  such  as  botulinum. 

Work  on  chemical  and  biological  programs  began  years  before  Pyongyang  tested  its  first 
nuclear  bomb,  and  IJ.S.  analysts  suspect  that  both  were  intended  at  first  as  a  deterrent 
against  foreign  attacks.  But  although  North  Korea  regularly  boasts  of  its  achievements  in 
atomic  energy  and  missiles,  its  chemical  and  biological  weapons  have  always  been  kept 
carefully  hidden,  according  to  a  study  released  jointly  last  month  by  the  Johns  Hopkins 
School  of  Advanced  International  Studies  and  the  U.S.  Korea  Institute. 

“North  Korea  has  deliberately  built  its  NBC  [nuclear,  biological,  chemical]  infrastructures 
in  extreme  secrecy;  undertaken  camouflage,  concealment  and  deception  operations  . . . 
and  dispersed  NBC  facilities  around  the  country,”  report  author  Joseph  S.  Bermudez  Jr.,  a 
prominent  expert  on  North  Korean  weapons  systems,  wrote  in  the  report.  “It  is  therefore 
probable  that  there  are  significant  elements  of  the  NBC  programs  and  their  infrastructures 
that  are  simply  unknown  outside  the  North  Korean  government.” 

U.S,  and  South  Korean  defense  officials  alike  take  the  threat  seriously,  so  much  so  that 
both  governments  inoculate  their  troops  against  exposure  to  anthrax  bacteria  and  even  the 
smallpox  virus.  Soldiers  deployed  along  the  border  are  issued  gas  masks  and  protective 
suits  and  put  through  occasional  drills  to  prepare  for  the  day  when  canisters  of  VX  or  sarin 
are  fired  across  the  border  in  North  Korean  rockets  or  artillery  shells. 

Any  such  attack  would  certainly  prompt  a  massive  retaliation.  But  Kim  Jong  Nam’s 
assassination  has  forced  U.S.  officials  to  consider  the  possibility  of  a  clandestine  attack, 
one  that  might  be  more  difficult  to  trace,  or  to  defend  against. 

“With  biological  weapons,  especially,  there’s  an  opportunity  for  covert  attack  with 
deniability,  since  attribution  would  be  difficult,”  said  Andrew  C.  Weber,  former  assistant 
secretary  of  defense  for  nuclear,  chemical  and  biological  weapons  defense.  Although  U.S. 
officials  are  fixated  on  North  Korea’s  nuclear  advances,  a  nuclear  attack  “is  not  the  most 
likely,  or  possibly  even  the  most  consequential,”  he  said. 
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As  Kim  Jong  Nam’s  assassination  demonstrated,  the  delivery  of  such  weapons  can  be  easy 
—  especially  for  deadly  pathogens,  but  also  for  toxic  chemicals,  he  said.  And  any  military 
response  would  be  delayed  for  days  or  weeks  while  investigators  attempted  to  find 
evidence  that  firmly  pointed  to  a  perpetrator. 

“A  chemical  attack  would  be  knowable,  almost  as  soon  as  it  happens,”  Weber  said.  “But 
Kim  Jong  Un  is  a  brutal  guy,  and  he  may  have  no  qualms  against  doing  it.  Or  he  may  just 
miscalculate.” 

Kim  Jong  Un’s  plan  to  use  VX  to  kill  his  half  brother  included  extensive  measures  to 
ensure  secrecy  —  so  many,  in  fact,  that  some  experts  think  the  North  Koreans  wanted  to 
keep  their  enemies  ignorant  about  its  use  of  the  toxin,  or  at  least  unsure. 

After  Kim  Jong  Nam’s  death,  Pyongyang  requested  the  immediate  return  of  his  body, 
without  an  autopsy  being  performed.  Malaysia  refused,  and  soon  afterward,  local  news 
media  reported  an  attempt  by  unknown  individuals  to  break  into  the  morgue  where  the 
body  was  kept.  The  attempt  failed,  but  in  the  weeks  since,  North  Korea  has  insisted  that 
the  leader’s  half  brother  died  of  a  heart  attack  and  that  any  reports  of  chemical  toxins  were 
lies  spread  by  outsiders. 

Some  longtime  North  Korea  analysts  are  convinced  that  the  killing  was  intended  mostly  as 
a  warning  to  other  members  of  the  Kim  family  who  might  be  plotting  Kim  Jong  Un’s 
overthrow.  The  leader  has  a  history  of  extreme  brutality'  toward  relatives  whom  he 
suspects  of  plotting  against  him.  He  may  have  seen  Kim  Jong  Nam  —  a  free-spoken  man  of 
leisure  who  enjoyed  protected  status  in  China  and  was  widely  reported  to  have  intelligence 
contacts  with  several  foreign  governments  —  as  a  possible  future  choice  by  Beijing  to 
replace  him. 

“It  might  have  just  been  an  expression  of  how  much  he  hates  traitors,”  said  Joshua 
Pollack,  a  former  government  consultant  on  North  Korean  weapons  programs  and  now 
editor  of  the  journal  Nonproliferation  Review.  “There’s  no  doubt  that  VX  was  an  unusual 
choice  for  an  assassination.  But  I  think  it  was  probably  chosen  because  they  thought  no 
one  would  look  for  it.” 

Other  current  and  former  U.S.  officials  say  that  North  Korea  would  have  calculated  that 
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the  VX  would  be  found  eventually.  According  to  these  officials,  Kim  Jong  tin’s  plan  was  to 
showcase  his  ability  to  strike  with  terrifying  weapons,  while  also  concealing  the  evidence 
to  reduce  the  chances  of  retaliation. 

“His  message  about  VX  was,  ‘We  have  it,’  ”  said  Terry,  the  former  CIA  analyst.  “He  knew 
they  would  eventually  find  it.” 


Whatever  the  motivation,  the  tactic  worked  on  nearly  every  level,  North  Korea  experts  say: 
A  potential  rival  was  eliminated.  A  capability7  to  strike  covertly,  using  one  of  the  most 
fearsome  chemical  weapons  ever  designed,  was  amply  demonstrated.  And  North  Korea, 
while  issuing  denials  that  are  widely  seen  as  implausible,  managed  to  get  away  with  it,  at 
least  until  now. 

“They  carry7  out  an  attack  and  make  people  afraid,  but  then  ensure  that  there’s  no  evidence 
that  can  lead  to  real  accountability7,”  Pollack  said.  “For  them,  that’s  the  sweet  spot.”

U.S.  diplomat  blasts  China  and  Russia  for  "holding  the  hands'  of  North  Korean  leader

The  top  U.S.  diplomat  at  the  United  Nations  blasted  Russia  and  China  on  Wednesday  for  "holding  the  hands"  of  North 
Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  Un,  as  the  Trump  administration  struggled  to  respond  to  Pyongyang's  latest  ballistic  missile  test. 

U.N.  Ambassador  Nikki  Haley  chided  Moscow  and  Beijing  over  their  opposition  to  a  Security  Council  resolution 
condemning  North  Korea  and  imposing  greater  economic  sanctions  for  what  she  called  its  "sharp  military  escalation." 

She  also  said  Pyongyang  was  "quickly  closing  off  the  possibility  of  a  diplomatic  solution"  and  suggested  the  United  States 
would  continue  to  consider  military  action  if  necessary. 

"One  of  our  capabilities  lies  with  our  considerable  military  forces,"  Haley  said  during  a  Security  Council  meeting  in  New 
York.  "We  will  use  them  if  we  must,  but  we  prefer  not  to  have  to  go  in  that  direction." 

Haley's  pointed  speech  marked  the  latest  effort  by  the  Trump  administration  to  rally  allies  and  rivals  around  a  common 
agenda  to  blunt  North  Korea's  progress,  days  after  Kim's  regime  tested  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  with  a  range 
that  experts  said  would  put  it  within  reach  of  Alaska. 

But  her  remarks  also  illustrated  the  limits  of  the  White  House's  options  and  lacked  specifics  about  what  concrete  steps 
the  administration  is  considering.  The  missile  test  marks  a  new  level  of  advancement  in  Kim's  pursuit  of  a  nuclear 
weapon  that  could  strike  the  continental  United  States.  Analysts  said  a  military  confrontation  could  escalate  quickly  into 
a  mass-casualty  war  across  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  Japan,  where  the  United  States  has  stationed  tens  of  thousands  of 
troops. 

The  standoff  cast  a  shadow  as  President  Trump  prepared  for  his  first  meeting  with  Russian  President  Vladimir  Putin  and 
his  second  with  Chinese  President  Xi  Jinping  on  the  sidelines  of  the  Group  of  20  summit,  which  opens  Friday  in  Hamburg. 
Trump  also  will  meet  with  Japanese  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe  and  the  heads  of  U.S.  allies  Britain  and  Germany. 

"We've  been  pretty  consistent  that  we  are  never  going  to  broadcast  next  steps,"  deputy  White  House  press  secretary 
Sarah  Huckabee  Sanders  told  reporters  aboard  Air  Force  One  as  the  president  traveled  Wednesday  to  a  short  stop  in 
Warsaw. 

Before  leaving  Washington,  Trump  revealed  more  frustration  with  Xi,  whom  he  has  personally  lobbied  to  enact 
sanctions  on  Chinese  banks  that  do  business  with  North  Korean  companies.  The  U.S.  Treasury  Department  announced 
last  week  that  it  would  block  the  Bank  of  Dandong,  along  the  border  region  between  China  and  North  Korea,  from 
accessing  U.S.  markets.  Officials  said  this  was  the  first  of  potentially  greater  sanctions  by  the  United  States. 

On  Twitter,  Trump  wrote:  "Trade  between  China  and  North  Korea  grew  almost  40%  in  the  first  quarter.  So  much  for 
China  working  with  us  —  but  we  had  to  give  it  a  try!" 

Chinese  data  released  in  April  showed  that  China's  trade  with  North  Korea  grew  37.4  percent  during  the  first  three 
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months  of  the  year  compared  with  the  same  period  in  2016.  China  said  then  that  overall  trade  grew  even  as  it  complied 
with  U.N.  sanctions  and  stopped  buying  North  Korean  coal. 

Russian  and  Chinese  diplomats  used  the  U.N.  Security  Council  meeting  to  push  their  joint  proposal  for  a  suspension  of 
North  Korean  nuclear  and  missile  testing  in  exchange  for  a  suspension  of  U.S.  and  South  Korean  military  exercises.  Both 
countries  also  condemned  the  U.S.  antimissile  system  being  deployed  in  South  Korea  and  called  for  it  to  be  removed. 

Early  Wednesday  in  Asia,  U.S.  and  South  Korean  forces  fired  missiles  in  joint  military  exercises  that  the  U.S.  Pacific 
Command  cast  as  a  show  of  "ironclad''  resolve. 

Daniel  Pinkston,  a  lecturer  in  international  relations  at  Troy  University  in  Seoul,  said  he  saw  no  chance  that  Washington 

and  Seoul  would  agree  to  halt  joint  exercises,  calling  it  "a  non- 

starter." 

During  the  U.N.  meeting,  a  Russian  official  questioned  whether  North  Korea's  missile  was  an  ICBM,  suggesting  it  was  an 
intermediate-range  weapon. 

That  prompted  Haley  to  request  a  second  turn  at  the  microphone,  during  which  she  said:  "If  you  see  this  as  a  threat,  if 
you  see  this  for  what  it  is,  which  is  North  Korea  showing  its  muscle,  then  you  need  to  stand  strong. . . .  If  you  choose  not 
to,  we  will  go  our  own  path." 

Danny  Russel,  who  served  as  senior  Asia  director  at  the  National  Security  Council  under  President  Barack  Obama,  said 
Trump  has  a  "rare  blue  moon"  opportunity  this  week  to  meet  with  and  rally  the  major  players  —  China  and  Russia  on 
one  side  and  Japan  and  South  Korea  on  the  other  —  toward  some  sort  of  unified  display  of  condemnation  of  North 
Korea. 

"What  the  administration  needs  to  do  is  get  China  and  Russia  around  an  approach,  even  if  it  is  not  as  testosterone-rich 
and  muscular  as  the  U.S.  would  like,  so  that  the  basic  geometry  is  five  on  one,  not  three  on  three,"  said  Russel,  now  a 
diplomat  in  residence  at  the  Asia  Society  in  New  York.  "There  is  no  formula,  no  path  forward,  other  than  war,  that  isn't 
built  on  some  degree  of  common  cause  between  Washington  and  Beijing." 

Victor  Cha,  who  served  as  senior  Asia  director  at  the  NSC  under  President  George  W.  Bush,  said  the  U.S.  sanctions  on  the 
Dandong  bank  were  "a  shot  across  the  bow  at  the  Chinese  that  what  is  happening  is  not  working  for  us.  It  arguably  gives 
[Trump]  a  stronger  position  going  in"  to  the  meeting  with  Xi. 

The  missile  the  Kim  regime  launched  had  been  in  the  works  for  years.  It  flew  higher  and  remained  in  the  air  longer  than 
previous  attempts,  in  what  experts  called  a  milestone  for  North  Korea 

South  Korean  authorities  described  North  Korea's  test  as  a  two-stage  missile  with  a  range  of  about  4,300  to  5,000  miles 
—  enough  to  reach  Alaska  and  other  parts  of  North  America. 

South  Korean  Defense  Minister  Han  Min-koo  said  there  is  a  high  probability  that  Pyongyang  will  stage  another  nuclear 
test  and  noted  gains  in  its  efforts  to  miniaturize  a  warhead  —  steps  toward  developing  nuclear-tipped  weapons  capable 
of  hitting  the  mainland  United  States. 

Pyongyang's  test  appeared  to  catch  the  United  States  by  surprise.  The  Pentagon  initially  mislabeled  the  activity  as  a  test 
of  an  intermediate-range  missile  before  reclassifying  it  Wednesday  as  an  ICBM  with  a  range  of  at  least  5,500  kilometers. 

Navy  Capt.  Jeff  Davis,  a  Pentagon  spokesman,  said  that  the  missile  "is  not  one  we  have  seen  before"  and  that  it  was 
launched  from  a  site  —  the  Panghyon  airfield  about  90  miles  north  of  Pyongyang  —  that  has  not  been  used  to  test 
missiles  before. 

He  emphasized  that  North  Korea  still  has  a  number  of  steps  to  meet  before  a  threat  to  North  America  is  imminent, 
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noting  that  Pyongyang  has  not  yet  demonstrated  the  ability  to  mount  a  nuclear  warhead  on  an  ICBM  or  show  the  lateral 
range  necessary. 

"But  clearly,  they  are  working  on  it,"  he  said.

WINDHOEK,  Namibia  —  Near  the  southern  tip  of  Africa,  8,000  miles  from  Pyongyang,  this  capital  city  is  an  unlikely 
testament  to  North  Korean  industry. 

There's  the  futuristic  national  history  museum,  the  sleek  presidential  palace,  the  sprawling  defense  headquarters  and 
the  shadowy  munitions  factory.  They  were  built  —  or  are  still  being  constructed  —  by  North  Korea,  for  a  profit. 

For  years,  North  Korea  has  used  African  nations  like  this  one  as  financial  lifelines,  building  infrastructure  and  selling 
weapons  and  other  military  equipment  as  sanctions  mounted  against  its  authoritarian  regime.  Although  China  is  by  far 
North  Korea's  largest  trading  partner,  the  smaller  African  revenue  streams  have  helped  support  the  impoverished 
Hermit  Kingdom,  even  as  its  leaders  develop  an  ambitious  nuclear-weapons  program  in  defiance  of  the  international 
community. 

Those  ambitions  led  last  week  to  the  launch  of  the  country's  first  intercontinental  ballistic  missile.  U.S.  Secretary  of  State 
Rex  Tillerson  subsequently  warned  that  any  nation  with  military  or  economic  ties  to  North  Korea  "is  aiding  and  abetting 
a  dangerous  regime,"  and  the  Trump  administration  threatened  a  cutoff  in  trade  with  countries  that  were  doing 
business  with  the  pariah  nation. 

But  Namibian  officials  describe  a  different  North  Korea  —  a  longtime  ally,  a  partner  in  development  and  an  affordable 
contractor.  Since  the  1960s,  when  North  Korea  began  providing  support  for  African  nations  during  their  independence 
struggles  with  European  colonial  powers,  the  regime  has  fostered  political  ties  on  the  continent  that  have  turned  into 
commercial  relationships. 

"We've  relied  on  them  for  help  to  develop  our  infrastructure,  and  their  work  has  been  unparalleled,"  said  Frans  Kapofi, 
Namibia's  minister  of  presidential  affairs. 

Across  Africa,  such  relationships  have  been  common. 

A  United  Nations  investigation  this  year  described  North  Korean  military  radio  equipment  headed  to  Eritrea,  automatic 
weapons  arriving  in  Congo  and  military  trainers  landing  in  Angola  and  Uganda. 

"The  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea  is  flouting  sanctions  through  trade  in  prohibited  goods,  with  evasion 
techniques  that  are  increasing  in  scale,  scope  and  sophistication,"  the  report  said.  It  went  on  to  describe  how  "the 
country  also  uses  its  construction  companies  that  are  active  in  Africa  to  build  arms-related,  military  and  security 
facilities." 

North  Korea's  commercial  relationships  are  only  one  sign  of  the  surprisingly  close  ties  many  African  leaders  have  with 
the  secretive,  highly  repressive  Asian  country. 

Yoweri  Museveni,  Uganda's  longtime  president,  said  he  learned  basic  Korean  from  Kim  II  Sung,  the  former  leader  of 
North  Korea  and  grandfather  of  current  leader  Kim  Jong  Un,  during  various  visits  to  that  country.  Zimbabwean  leader 
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Robert  Mugabe  sent  two  rhinos  to  Pyongyang,  the  North  Korean  capital,  as  a  show  of  solidarity  in  the  1980s  (both  died 
shortly  after  arriving).  In  Maputo,  Mozambique's  capital,  the  street  "Avenida  Kim  II  Sung"  runs  through  the  heart  of 
downtown.  In  Namibia's  national  museum,  a  black-and-white  picture  of  a  North  Korean  soldier  leading  a  group  of  local 
soldiers  hangs  in  the  foyer. 

"Our  world  outlook  was  determined  by  who  was  on  our  side  during  the  most  crucial  time  of  our  struggle,  and  North 
Korea  was  there  for  us,"  said  Tuliameni  Kalomoh,  a  senior  adviser  in  the  Namibian  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  and  the 
country's  former  ambassador  to  Washington. 

In  recent  years,  African  countries  have  struggled  to  maintain  their  ties  to  North  Korea  without  alienating  the  United 
States,  the  largest  aid  donor  on  the  continent,  or  publicly  violating  U.N.  sanctions  aimed  at  curbing  the  country's 
nuclear-weapons  program.  In  measures  going  back  a  decade,  the  United  Nations  has  barred  countries  from  contracting 
with  North  Korea  for  military  training  or  services  or  arms  manufacturing. 

"Pyongyang's  ties  to  Africa  allow  it  to  show  it  still  has  friends  abroad  and  benefit  from  their  political  support.  They  also 
represent  a  source  of  revenue,  new  entry  points  into  the  international  financial  system,  and  a  haven  in  which  to  base 
North  Korean  representatives  and  front  companies,"  said  Andrea  Berger,  a  North  Korea  expert  at  the  Middlebury 
Institute  of  International  Studies  at  Monterey. 

The  Namibian  government  has  spent  about  $100  million  on  North  Korean  projects  since  2002,  according  to  officials  here 
•—  a  sum  that  goes  a  long  way  in  an  Asian  nation  where  per  capita  income  is  about  $1,000  per  year.  But  in  comparison, 
China  imports  about  $3  billion  in  North  Korean  goods  per  year. 

Last  year,  the  United  Nations  said  that  Namibia  had  violated  U.N.  sanctions  by  maintaining  its  commercial  ties  to  North 
Korea. 

Among  other  activities,  Namibia  had  contracted  with  a  North  Korean  company  called  Mansudae  Overseas  Projects  to 
construct  a  munitions  factory  as  well  as  a  new  military  academy.  A  company  with  links  to  Mansudae,  called  the  Korea 
Mining  Development  Trading  Corporation  (known  as  KOMID)  also  worked  on  the  munitions  factory,  according  to  the 
U.N.  report.  The  U.S.  Treasury  Department  last  year  called  KOMID  North  Korea's  "primary  arms  dealer"  and  sanctioned 
two  North  Korean  officials  based  in  Windhoek.  The  department  also  sanctioned  Mansudae,  calling  it  one  of  a  number  of 
companies  that  sent  workers  abroad  in  part  to  earn  money  for  the  government  or  ruling  party. 

After  being  accused  of  violating  sanctions,  Namibian  officials  pledged  to  cut  commercial  ties  with  North  Korea,  which  is 
formally  known  as  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea,  or  DPRK.  The  Namibian  government  said  in  a  statement  in 
2016  that  it  "remains  committed  to  the  implementation  of  all  U.N.  sanctions  resolutions,"  but  added  that  "the  warm 
diplomatic  relations  with  the  DPRK  will  be  maintained." 

Over  a  year  later,  it  appears  that  North  Korean  guest  workers  are  still  laboring  on  Namibia's  new  Ministry  of  Defense,  a 
large  concrete  building  just  outside  of  Windhoek's  city  center,  according  to  several  residents  who  live  nearby. 

"We  see  them  every  day  or  two,"  said  one  resident  who  spoke  on  condition  of  anonymity  because  he  didn't  want  to  be 
seen  as  criticizing  the  government.  'They  never  left" 

In  interviews,  government  officials  said  they  were  hoping  to  complete  the  current  projects  before  expelling  the  workers 
— •  even  though  allowing  the  North  Korean  contractors  to  linger  would  likely  be  a  violation  of  U.N.  sanctions  if  they  are 
still  affiliated  with  KOMID. 

"We  are  definitely  towards  the  end  of  phasing  them  out,"  said  Kapofi,  who  added  that  he  could  not  confirm  the 
presence  of  the  guest  workers  at  the  defense  ministry. 

Nikki  Haley,  the  U.S.  ambassador  to  the  United  Nations,  recently  warned  that  the  United  States  might  cut  off  trade  with 
countries  that  were  violating  U.N.  sanctions  by  doing  business  with  North  Korea. 
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Namibia  did  $469  million  of  trade  with  the  United  States  in  2013,  the  most  recent  figures  released  by  the  Office  of  the 
U.S.  Trade  Representative.  The  U.S.  government  also  contributes  to  Namibian  health-care  initiatives,  particularly  related 
to  HIV/AIDS. 

"As  a  part  of  our  maximum  pressure  campaign,  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  that  DPRK's  arms-related  exports, 
assistance,  training,  and  support  activities  are  terminated,  including  in  Africa,"  said  State  Department  spokeswoman 
Heather  Nauert,  in  response  to  a  question  about  Namibia's  ties  with  North  Korea. 

Other  African  countries  were  also  supposed  to  end  their  economic  and  military  relationships  with  North  Korea  after  the 
U.N.  sanctions  were  imposed.  But  it  remains  unclear  whether  some  have  done  so. 

U.N.  member  states  are  obliged  to  issue  reports  describing  their  efforts  to  enforce  sanctions.  But  the  U.N.  panel  of 
experts  report  in  2016  noted  "an  extremely  high  number  of  non-reporting  and  late-reporting  States"  and  the  "poor 
quality  and  lack  of  detail  of  the  reports  received." 

Some  African  nations  have  appeared  to  distance  themselves  from  North  Korea.  After  photos  appeared  showing  North 
Korean  military  trainers  wearing  Ugandan  military  uniforms  last  year,  Uganda's  foreign  minister,  Sam  Kutesa,  said  on 
state  television,  "We  are  disengaging  the  cooperation  we  are  having  with  North  Korea,  as  a  result  of  U.N.  sanctions." 

In  Dakar,  Senegal's  capital,  a  soaring,  North  Korea-built  statue  —  larger  than  the  Statue  of  Liberty  —  rises  from  a  hilltop, 
depicting  a  man  holding  a  baby  in  one  arm  and  embracing  a  woman  with  the  other.  When  the  statue  was  unveiled,  it 
angered  many  people  in  the  Muslim-majority  nation,  as  the  woman  was  scarcely  clad.  Other  North  Korean  statues, 
mostly  of  African  revolutionary  leaders,  were  sold  to  Mozambique,  Zimbabwe,  Botswana,  Benin  and  Congo.  U.N. 
sanctions  introduced  in  2016  barred  countries  from  buying  any  more  such  statues. 

One  of  the  biggest  projects  is  the  war  memorial  outside  of  Windhoek,  where  a  towering  bronze  statue  of  an  unknown 
soldier  carrying  a  rifle  stands  in  front  of  a  slim  obelisk.  On  a  recent  sunny  afternoon,  there  were  no  visitors  at  the  park, 
and  one  guard  slept  on  the  steps. 

But  from  the  top  of  the  monument,  the  view  was  clear:  the  city  and  the  rolling  hills  in  the  distance,  and  in  the 
foreground  a  North  Korean-built  military  base. 
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U.S.,  Russia  Spar  Over  Approach  to  North  Korea  Threat

The  U.S.  and  Russia  clashed  at  the  United  Nations  Security  Council  over  how  to  respond  to  North  Korea's  nuclear- 
weapons  program,  a  confrontation  throwing  into  doubt  U.S.  hopes  for  an  international  diplomatic  solution  to  the 
burgeoning  crisis. 

The  standoff  between  diplomats  on  Wednesday  came  just  two  days  before  President  Donald  Trump  and  Russian 
counterpart  Vladimir  Putin  plan  to  hold  their  first  meeting  during  the  summit  of  the  Group  of  20  leading  nations  in 
Germany,  raising  the  stakes  for  both  leaders  as  well  as  China,  which  will  attend  the  international  gathering. 

Following  North  Korea's  July  4  launch  of  its  first  intercontinental  ballistic  missile,  deemed  by  U.S.  officials  to  be  capable 
of  reaching  Alaska,  U.S.  officials  invoked  direct  threats  of  military  action  as  they  tried  to  marshal  coordinated 
international  action. 

At  the  U.N.,  U.S.  Ambassador  Nikki  Haley  warned  diplomats  that  "time  is  short"  for  diplomatic  action  and  said  the  Trump 
administration  would  be  willing  to  use  military  force  if  punitive  restrictions  failed  to  deter  North  Korea  from  its  plans  to 
perfect  a  weapon  that  can  strike  the  U.S. 

In  Seoul,  Gen.  Vincent  Brooks,  the  top  American  military  commander  in  South  Korea,  said  the  U.S.  and  South  Korea  were 
prepared  to  go  to  war  with  the  North  if  given  the  order. 

"Self  restraint,  which  is  a  choice,  is  all  that  separates  armistice  and  war,"  Gen.  Brooks  said.  "We  are  able  to  change  our 
choice  when  so  ordered.... It  would  be  a  grave  mistake  for  anyone  to  believe  anything  to  the  contrary." 

U.S.  officials  for  years  have  said  an  attack  on  North  Korea  would  have  devastating  results  in  the  form  of  a  counterattack 
on  South  Korea  and  possibly  Japan. 

Military  action,  some  analysts  say,  could  take  a  number  of  forms.  Most  likely  among  them:  a  limited  airstrike  on  North 
Korea's  nuclear  infrastructure  or  missile  facilities.  How  successful  such  an  attack  would  be  in  derailing  North  Korea's 
nuclear  program  would  depend  in  large  part  on  the  quality  of  U.S.  and  allied  intelligence  on  the  nuclear  and  missile  sites. 
Far  less  likely,  but  also  possible,  would  be  an  attack  designed  to  target  the  country's  leadership. 

U.S.  military  officials  on  Wednesday  said  North  Korea's  latest  weapons  test  featured  a  new  type  of  missile  fired  from  a 
mobile  launch  site,  two  factors  propelling  the  view  in  Washington  that  the  isolated  country's  nuclear-weapons  program 
is  a  growing  threat. 

Pentagon  officials,  briefing  reporters  on  Tuesday's  launch,  described  the  potential  weapon  as  a  new  kind  of  missile  U.S. 
officials  haven't  seen  launched  from  North  Korea  before.  The  two-stage  missile  was  launched  from  a  location  known  as 
the  Banghyon  Aircraft  Plant,  about  60  miles  north  of  Pyongyang,  said  Capt.  Jeff  Davis,  a  Pentagon  spokesman. 

At  the  emergency  session  of  the  Security  Council  on  Wednesday,  the  U.S.  said  it  would  introduce  a  new  Security  Council 
resolution  within  days  to  tighten  and  expand  economic  and  diplomatic  sanctions  in  response  to  North  Korea's  ICBM 
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launch. 

However,  Russia  and  China  formed  a  united  front  against  the  U.S.  and  its  allies,  saying  they  would  strongly  oppose  new 
sanctions  or  military  action,  and  offering  a  joint  plan  that  called  for  dialogue  and  a  parallel  halt  in  military  operations  and 
exercises  by  all  parties,  including  the  U.S.,  in  the  Korean  Peninsula.  Both  Russia  and  China  have  veto  power,  as 
permanent  members  of  the  Security  Council,  and  hold  considerable  sway  over  North  Korea. 

Ms,  Haley  fired  back,  indicating  the  U.S.  would  be  willing  to  put  the  resolution  to  a  vote  even  in  the  absence  of  a 
consensus,  an  unusual  move  in  a  diplomatic  body  that  usually  takes  care  to  coordinate  texts  of  resolutions  behind  closed 
doors  to  appear  united. 

"If  you  are  happy  with  North  Korea's  actions,  veto  it,"  she  told  them.  "If  you  want  to  be  a  friend  of  North  Korea,  veto  it." 
She  added  that  if  they  were  to  block  the  U.S.  proposal,  "then  we  will  go  our  own  path." 

Any  overt  military  action  would  run  the  risk  that  the  North  Korean  regime  would  interpret  the  attack  as  an  existential 
threat  and  respond  with  force  that  could  kill  millions  of  people  on  the  Korean  peninsula,  including  some  of  the  28,500 
U.S.  troops  stationed  in  South  Korea.  Secretary  of  Defense  Jim  Mattis  has  warned  that  a  military  solution  would  be 
"tragic  on  an  unbelievable  scale." 

Pyongyang  has  accelerated  its  tests  of  missiles  and  nuclear  bombs  as  it  tries  to  develop  a  nuclear-armed  missile  that 
could  hit  the  U.S.  mainland 

Seoul,  a  city  of  more  than  10  million,  sits  just  35  miles  from  the  North  Korean  border,  where  Pyongyang  has  assembled 
artillery  that  could  inflict  devastating  damage  on  the  densely  populated  South  Korean  capital. 

South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae-in,  who  has  called  for  more  dialogue  and  closer  economic  ties  with  North  Korea,  on 
Wednesday  called  on  global  leaders  to  step  up  sanctions  against  North  Korea,  urging  a  peaceful  resolution  to  the 
conflict. 

He  was  speaking  during  joint  statements  in  Berlin  with  Chancellor  Angela  Merkel,  who  said  North  Korea  "poses  a  big 
threat  to  global  peace." 

If  attacked  by  the  U.S.,  North  Korea  could  also  likely  fire  on  U.S.  ally  Japan,  which  is  within  range  of  many  of  Pyongyang's 
missiles.  During  one  launch  in  March  the  North  fired  four  missiles  at  once  toward  Japan,  which  some  analysts 
interpreted  as  a  warning  that  it  could  overwhelm  any  Japanese  missile  defense. 

The  odds  of  a  U.S.  military  strike  on  North  Korea  remain  low— about  a  10%  probability —  Meredith  Sumpter,  director  of 
Asia  for  Eurasia  Group,  wrote  in  a  note  on  Tuesday,  adding  it  would  probably  be  well-signaled  by  the  U.S.  and  "clear  to 
outside  observers  in  advance  of  any  military  move." 

U.S.  officials  monitoring  Tuesday's  launch  operation  made  a  determination  of  the  missile's  trajectory  within  minutes 
after  takeoff,  concluding  quickly  that  it  didn't  pose  a  threat  to  the  U.S.  or  its  allies.  The  U.S.  maintains  missile-defense 
systems  based  in  South  Korea,  at  sea  and  in  ground  installations  in  the  U.S. 

U.S.  officials  said  the  mobile  nature  of  the  launchpad  used  by  Pyongyang  contributed  to  the  element  of  surprise  that  the 
North  possessed  an  ICBM. 

North  Korea  on  Wednesday  touted  another  achievement  of  the  test  launch:  It  claimed  that  its  missile  warhead— the 
forward  section,  which  carries  the  explosive— can  withstand  the  extreme  heat  and  pressure  of  re-entering  the  earth's 
atmosphere.  If  true,  that  would  clear  another  hurdle  in  developing  a  nuclear-tipped  missile  that  can  reach  American 
cities. 

U.S.  defense  officials  said  they  were  still  assessing  the  re-entry  vehicle  and  couldn't  confirm  North  Korea's  claims  of  the 
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missile  warhead's  effectiveness.  Officials  determined  that  the  missile  was  capable  of  traveling  more  than  3,400  miles. 

Following  the  North  Korean  test,  the  U.S.  and  South  Korean  armies  conducted  a  rare  unscheduled  live-fire  drill, 
launching  tactical  surface-to-surface  missiles  off  the  east  coast  of  Korea—an  action  they  said  was  aimed  directly  at 
"countering  North  Korea's  destabilizing  and  unlawful  actions  on  July  4." 

The  drill  and  tough  language  appeared  to  be  meant  to  reassure  Seoul  after  North  Korea's  successful  ICBM  test. 

Secretary  of  State  Rex  Tillerson  described  the  development  as  an  escalation  of  the  threat  to  the  U.S.  It  came  despite 
years  of  sanctions  and  warnings  aimed  at  preventing  Kim  Jong  Un's  regime  from  reaching  the  milestone. 

The  U.S.  had  sought  Beijing's  help  in  pressuring  North  Korea,  but  recently  President  Trump  indicated  that  route  had 
been  fruitless.  "Trade  between  China  and  North  Korea  grew  almost  40%  in  the  first  quarter.  So  much  for  China  working 
with  us  -  but  we  had  to  give  it  a  try!"  he  said  in  a  tweet  on  Wednesday. 

A  Chinese  customs  official  told  a  news  conference  in  April  that  China's  bilateral  trade  with  North  Korea  in  the  first 
quarter  had  increased  by  37.4%  to  8,4  billion  yuan  (about  $1.2  billion),  He  didn't  specify  if  that  was  a  year-to-year 
comparison. 

Chinese  customs  figures  show  that  bilateral  trade  continued  to  expand  in  April  and  May  on  a  year-on-year  basis,  but  that 
doesn't  mean  more  revenue  for  North  Korea:  The  second-quarter  increase  was  driven  by  China's  exports.  Its  imports 
from  its  neighbor  declined  in  April  and  May,  compared  with  those  months  last  year,  due  in  large  part  to  Beijing  enforcing 
a  ban  on  North  Korean  coal. 

The  U.S.  has  been  making  shows  offeree  in  recent  months  in  response  to  perceived  increases  in  tension  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula.  In  April,  it  said  it  was  sending  the  USS  Carl  Vinson  carrier  strike  group  to  the  western  Pacific  to  underscore 
Washington's  commitment  to  the  region.  In  that  case,  the  announcement  instead  raised  questions  about  U.S.  credibility 
after  it  came  to  light  that  the  aircraft  carrier  was  thousands  of  miles  away. 

Twice  in  May,  the  U.S.  sent  B-1B  bombers  on  flyovers  near  the  Korean  Peninsula.  Each  came  shortly  after  a  North  Korean 
missile  test.

South  Korean  Leader  Says  He's  Ready  to  Meet  Kim  Jong  Un

SEOUL— South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae-in  urged  dialogue  with  North  Korea,  extending  an  olive  branch  even  as  he 
backed  U.S.  calls  for  tougher  action  following  Pyongyang's  launch  of  its  first  intercontinental  ballistic  missile. 

Mr.  Moon,  the  country's  first  left-leaning  president  in  nearly  a  decade,  said  in  a  speech  at  Berlin's  old  City  Hall  on 
Thursday  that  he  is  prepared  to  meet  North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  Un.  He  called  for  more  economic  cooperation  and  a 
resumption  of  reunions  between  families  separated  during  the  Korean  War  in  the  early  1950s. 

"The  basic  conditions  have  been  met  to  restart  the  Korean  Peninsula  peace  process,"  Mr.  Moon  said,  in  his  clearest 
statement  on  inter-Korean  engagement  since  taking  office  in  May. 

The  venue  for  the  speech,  which  came  ahead  of  a  Group  of  20  summit  in  Hamburg,  was  symbolic:  Germany's 
reunification  in  1990  has  long  served  as  a  reference  point  on  the  divided  Korean  Peninsula,  where  many  harbor  hopes 
that  the  two  Koreas  might  eventually  be  reunited. 

"I  am  ready  to  meet  with  Chairman  Kim  Jong  Un  of  North  Korea  at  any  time,  at  any  place,  if  the  conditions  are  met  and  if 
it  will  provide  an  opportunity  to  transform  the  tension  and  confrontation  on  the  Korean  Peninsula,"  Mr.  Moon  said. 

His  message  could  chafe  with  that  of  U.S.  President  Donald  Trump  and  Japanese  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe,  with  whom 
he  dined  on  Thursday  in  Hamburg.  Messrs.  Trump  and  Abe  have  demanded  harsher  punishments  on  North  Korea  in 
response  to  its  recent  missile  tests. 

After  the  regime's  launch  of  an  ICBM  on  Tuesday,  U.S.  Secretary  of  State  Rex  Tillerson  called  for  further  isolation  of 
North  Korea,  adding  that  any  country  providing  it  with  an  economic  benefit  is  "aiding  and  abetting  a  dangerous  regime." 

In  his  speech,  Mr.  Moon  called  Pyongyang  the  missile  test  "an  outright  rejection  of  the  repeated  warnings  by  the 
international  community,"  and  a  "very  disappointing  and  a  largely  wrong  decision,"  according  to  an  unofficial  translation 
supplied  by  his  government. 

"If  North  Korea  does  not  stop  its  nuclear  provocations,  there  is  no  other  choice  but  to  further  strengthen  sanctions  and 
pressure,"  he  said,  but  added  that  his  hope  of  reopening  inter-Korean  dialogue  has  the  support  of  Mr.  Trump  and  a 
"consensus"  with  Chinese  President  Xi  Jinping. 

Mr.  Moon  proposed  reconnecting  train  lines  from  South  Korea  through  North  Korea  to  Russia  and  Europe.  He  raised  the 
idea  of  a  gas  pipeline  linking  the  two  Koreas  and  Russia,  part  of  a  "new  economic  map  for  the  Korean  Peninsula." 

Inter-Korean  family  reunions,  which  have  been  held  sporadically,  should  be  resumed  in  October  on  humanitarian 
grounds,  he  said.  He  invited  North  Koreans  to  visit  their  hometowns  and  ancestral  graves  in  the  South. 

North  Korea  rejected  an  earlier  offer  by  the  Moon  administration  to  restart  family  reunions,  demanding  that  the  South 
first  agree  to  turn  over  a  group  of  North  Korean  restaurant  workers  who  defected  to  Seoul  last  year.  Pyongyang  says 
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they  were  kidnapped  by  the  South. 

Mr.  Moon  said  he  is  inheriting  the  efforts  of  previous  left-leaning  presidents,  who  in  2000  and  2007  met  with  then-North 
Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  II  in  Pyongyang.  Those  summits  had  put  the  Korean  Peninsula  on  "a  path  of  reconciliation  and 
cooperation/'  he  said. 

Mr.  Moon  said  Germany's  reunification  underscored  the  importance  of  peace  and  cooperation  based  on  mutual  respect. 
He  said  that  Germans  "made  the  decision  of  unification  by  themselves"— echoing  calls  by  North  Korea  and  many  in  the 
South  that  Korean  reunification  should  be  settled  without  interference  by  outsiders,  including  the  U.S.

3  Latvian  banks  fined  for  compliance  failure  relating  to 
DPRK  sanctions

Latvia’s  banking  regulator  has  fined  3  Latvian  banks,  Regionala  Investiciju  Banka,  Privatbank,  and 
Baltikums  Bank,  for  failing  to  prevent  their  clients  from  using  them  to  circumvent  sanctions  on  DPRK. 
The  investigation  was  conducted  in  collaboration  with  the  US  Treasury  and  the  FBI. 


The  Latvian  Financial  and  Capital  Market  Commission,  said  in  a  statement  that  “several  customers  of  the 
banks,  making  use  of  offshore  companies  and  complicated  chain  transactions,  transferred  funds  from  their 
bank  accounts  to  circumvent  international  sanctions  requirements  against  North  Korea”.  Privatbank  and 
Baltikums  bank  were  both  fined  €35,575  for  having  weaknesses  in  their  customer  due  diligence  and 
transaction  monitoring  systems,  Regionala  was  fined  €570,364  and  warnings  were  issued  to  its  compliance 
team  for  weaknesses  in  its  compliance  systems  and  failing  to  ensure  they  were  functioning  correctly.

Respected  German  citizens, 

My  fellow  countrymen  at  home, 

Dr.  Paulsen,  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Korber  Foundation, 
Mr.  Modrow,  former  Prime  Minister  of  East  Germany, 

Distinguished  Guests, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

First  of  all,  I  would  like  to  express  my  endless  respect  to  Germany  and 
the  German  people  for  overcoming  the  Cold  War  and  its  division, 
accomplishing  unification,  and  with  this  strength,  leading  the 
integration  of  Europe  and  international  peace. 

I  would  also  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Federal  Government 
of  Germany  and  the  Korber  Foundation  for  arranging  this  event  today. 

Moreover,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  deepest  condolences  and 
sympathy  to  the  bereaved  family  and  the  German  people  for  the 
passing  of  the  late  Helmut  Kohl,  former  Chancellor  of  Germany.  The 
Republic  of  Korea  will  remember  Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl's  legacy  of 
leading  the  unification  of  Germany  and  European  integration  through 
active  and  enthusiastic  diplomacy  despite  the  challenging  environment 
of  the  Cold  War. 
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Distinguished  guests  from  home  and  abroad, 

The  Berlin  in  which  we  are  here  today  is  the  very  place  where  17  years 
ago  President  Klin  Dae-jung  of  the  Republic  of  Korea  introd  uced  the 
"Berlin  Doctrine"  which  laid  out  the  foundation  for  reconciliation  and 
cooperation  between  South  and  North  Korea.  Moreover,  this  Altes 
Stadhaus  is  a  historic  site  where  the  German  Unification  Treaty  was 
negotiated. 

Today,  at  the  very  place  where  Berlin's  lesson  is  still  alive,  I  would  like 
to  outline  the  Korean  Peninsula  peace  initiative  of  the  new  Korean 
Government. 

Distinguished  guests, 

To  Korea,  which  is  the  last  divided  nation  on  this  planet,  the 
experience  of  Germany's  unification  gives  hope  for  unification,  and  at 
the  same  time  shows  us  the  path  that  we  need  to  follow. 

First  and  foremost,  it  is  the  importance  of  the  process  leading  to 
unification.  Germany's  unification  made  us  realize  how  important  the 
process  of  peace  and  cooperation  based  on  mutual  respect  really  is. 
The  German  people  made  the  decision  of  unification  by  themselves 
based  on  the  trust  that  was  built  during  this  process. 

The  citizens  of  East  and  West  Germany  interacted  and  cooperated  with 
each  other  in  various  areas,  and  the  two  Governments  guaranteed  this 
institutionally.  Nonpolitical  exchanges  in  the  private  sector  unlatched 
the  gate  of  political  ideology  and  the  people  from  East  and  West 
Germany  started  to  open  their  hearts  towards  each  other. 

The  fact  that  the  Ostpolitik  continued  for  twenty-some  years  is  also  an 
important  point.  The  reason  that  a  consistent  policy  was  possible  in 
spite  of  the  change  of  governments  is  because  it  was  supported  by  the 
people  and  was  built  upon  the  cooperation  of  the  international 
community. 

Germany  understood  that  when  a  peaceful  order  is  created  in  Europe, 
the  unification  of  Germany  would  also  be  possible  under  that 
structure.  By  keeping  pace  with  and  at  times  persuading  the 
international  community,  Germany  was  able  to  obtain  strong  security, 
and  was  assured  support  for  inter-German  relations. 

The  German  unification  process,  w7hich  was  initiated  by  Chancellor 
Willy  Brandt,  was  completed  under  Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl,  who  was 
from  a  different  political  party.  Likewise,  I  believe  that  for  peace  and 
common  prosperity7  on  the  Korean  Peninsula,  there  should  be 
continued  cooperation  that  transcends  partisan  lines. 

Distinguished  guests, 
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For  the  Korean  people  who  long  for  peace  and  unification  of  the 
Korean  Peninsula,  Berlin  is  remembered  together  with  the  "Berlin 
Declaration"  made  by  President  Kim  Dae-jung. 

President  Kim's  Berlin  Declaration  led  to  the  first  inter-Korean 
Summit  in  2000,  and  brought  about  the  great  transformation  which 
enabled  the  South  and  the  North,  that  had  been  in  confrontation  and 
conflict  for  more  than  six  decades  after  the  division  and  war,  to  enter 
into  a  path  of  reconciliation  and  cooperation. 

Following  this  path,  President  Roh  Moo-hyun  set  a  new  milestone  for 
the  development  of  inter- Korean  relations  and  peace  and  prosperity7 
through  the  second  inter- Korean  Summit  in  2007. 

President  Kim  Dae-jung  and  President  Roh  Moo-hyun  also  promoted 
international  cooperation  in  order  for  peace  to  take  root  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula. 

At  the  time,  the  Six-Party7  Talks  adopted  the  Sept.  19  Joint  Statement 
and  the  Feb.  13  Joint  Statement  that  outlined  the  principles  and 
direction  for  resolving  the  North  Korean  nuclear  issue.  There  was  also 
progress  in  North  Korea-US  relations  and  North  Korea-Japan 
relations. 

I  am  inheriting  these  two  former  government's  efforts  and,  at  the  same 
time,  with  a  more  leading  role  by  the  Korean  government,  will  embark 
on  a  dauntless  journey  towards  establishing  a  peace  regime  on  the 
Korean  Peninsula. 

Respected  guests  from  home  and  abroad, 

The  biggest  challenge  that  the  Korean  Peninsula  is  facing  is  the  North 
Korean  nuclear  issue.  North  Korea  is  continuing  its  nuclear  and 
missile  provocations  and  is  threatening  the  peace  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula,  Northeast  Asia,  and  furthermore,  world  peace. 

In  particular,  the  missile  provocation  just  two  days  ago  was  a  very 
disappointing  and  a  largely  wrong  decision. 

It  is  not  only  a  clear  violation  of  UN  Security  Council  resolutions,  but  is 
also  an  outright  rejection  of  the  repeated  warnings  by  the  international 
community.  Above  all,  for  my  Government,  which  at  long  last  had 
arranged  a  path  towards  dialogue  through  the  recent  ROK-US  Summit, 
the  level  of  regret  is  even  deeper. 

This  choice  by  the  North  was  reckless.  It  incurred  punishment  by  the 
international  community.  It  is  testing  my  Government's  commitment 
that  if  North  Korea  stops  its  provocative  actions  and  shows  its  will 
towards  denuclearization,  my  Government  will  lead  the  way  in  helping 
the  North  receive  the  international  community’s  support  and 
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cooperation. 

I  hope  that  North  Korea  will  not  cross  the  bridge  of  no  return.  North 
Korea  must  give  up  its  nuclear  and  missile  development  and  find  a  way 
in  which  it  can  cooperate  with  the  international  community. 

The  complete,  verifiable,  and  irreversible  denuclearization  of  the 
Korean  Peninsula  is  the  agreed  demand  of  the  international 
community  and  is  the  absolute  condition  for  peace  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula.  This  means  that  the  decision  for  denuclearization  of  the 
Korean  Peninsula  is  the  only  way  North  Korea  will  be  guaranteed  its 
security. 

Therefore,  I  would  like  to  emphasize  that  now'  is  the  last  chance  for 
North  Korea  to  make  the  light  decision  and  also  the  best  time  to  do  so. 
This  is  because  we  have  reached  the  tipping  point  of  the  vicious  circle 
of  military  escalation,  and  thus,  the  need  for  dialogue  is  more  pressing 
than  ever  before. 

It  is  also  important  to  note  that  the  basic  conditions  have  been  met  to 
restart  the  Korean  Peninsula  Peace  Process  which  had  been  halted. 

Recently,  Korea  and  the  United  States  agreed  on  the  overall  direction 
that  sanctions  are  a  diplomatic  tool  and  the  denuclearization  of  the 
Korean  Peninsula  should  be  achieved  in  a  peaceful  manner.  Our  two 
countries  also  made  clear  that  we  do  not  have  a  hostile  policy  towards 
North  Korea.  We  affirmed  that,  together  with  the  international 
community',  w  e  can  provide  a  brighter  future  to  North  Korea, 
depending  on  its  decision. 

Korea  and  the  United  States  also  shared  the  view  that  in  order  to 
create  a  breakthrough  of  the  current  crisis  on  the  Korean  Peninsula, 
improvement  in  inter- Korean  relations  is  vital.  President  Trump 
supported  Korea's  leading  role  in  creating  an  environment  conducive 
to  the  peaceful  unification  of  the  Korean  Peninsula,  and  also  supported 
my  initiative  to  reopen  inter- Korean  dialogue. 

Chinese  President  Xi  Jinping  and  I  also  reached  a  consensus  on  this 
matter. 

For  quite  some  time,  I  have  argued  that  my  country  must  sit  in  tire 
driver's  seat  and  lead  Korean  Peninsula-related  issues  based  on 
cooperation  with  our  neighbors.  Now  the  conditions  are  finally  being 
fostered. 

It  has  also  been  repeatedly  confirmed  that  if  the  right  conditions  are 
met,  the  United  States,  China,  and  the  rest  of  the  international 
community  are  keeping  the  door  open  for  dialogue  at  any  time. 

Now  we  are  left  with  North  Korea  to  make  its  decision. 
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Whether  it  will  come  out  to  the  forum  for  dialogue,  or  whether  it  will 
kick  away  this  opportunity  of  dialogue  that  has  been  difficultly  made,  is 
only  a  decision  that  North  Korea  can  make. 

But  if  North  Korea  does  not  stop  its  nuclear  provocations,  there  is  no 
other  choice  but  to  further  strengthen  sanctions  and  pressure.  Peace 
on  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  North  Korea's  security  will  not  be 
guaranteed. 

I  look  forward  to  and  urge  North  Korea  to  accept  this  commitment  of 
my  Government  and  the  international  community7  towards  peace  on 
the  Korean  Peninsula  as  a  very  significant  and  urgent  signal. 

Distinguished  guests, 

Now  I  would  like  to  outline  my  Government's  policy  direction  that  will 
lead  to  dissolving  the  Cold  War  structure  and  establishing  lasting 
peace  on  the  Korean  Peninsula. 

First,  what  we  are  pursuing  is  only  peace. 

A  peaceful  Korean  Peninsula  is  a  peninsula  free  from  the  threat  of 
nuclear  weapons  and  war.  It  is  a  peninsula  where  the  South  and  the 
North  recognize  and  respect  each  other  and  live  w  ell  together. 

We  already  know  the  road  that  leads  to  a  peaceful  Korean  Peninsula.  It 
is  returning  to  the  June  15  Joint  Declaration  and  the  Oct.  4 
Declaration. 

Through  these  two  declarations,  the  South  and  the  North  clearly  stated 
that  the  ow7ner  of  inter- Korean  issues  is  our  own  nation,  and 
committed  to  closely  cooperate  in  easing  tensions  and  guaranteeing 
peace  on  the  Korean  Peninsula.  The  two  Koreas  also  promised  to  walk 
the  path  of  common  prosperity  through  cooperative  projects  in  every 
sector  of  the  society,  including  in  the  economic  field. 

This  spirit  of  agreement  that  was  made  on  the  foundation  of  mutual 
respect  between  the  South  and  the  North  is  still  valid.  And  it  is  also 
desperate.  We  must  return  to  that  spirit  where  the  South  and  the 
North  together  worked  towards  realizing  a  peaceful  peninsula. 

I  clearly  state  the  following:  we  do  not  w  ish  for  North  Korea's  collapse, 
and  will  not  work  towards  any  kind  of  unification  through  absorption. 
Neither  will  we  pursue  an  artificial  unification. 

Unification  is  a  process  where  both  sides  seek  coexistence  and  co¬ 
prosperity  and  restore  its  national  community.  When  peace  is 
established,  unification  will  be  realized  naturally  someday  through  the 
agreement  between  the  South  and  the  North.  What  my  Government 
and  I  would  like  to  realize  is  only  peace. 
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Second,  my  Government  will  pursue  the  denuclearization  of  the 
Korean  Peninsula  that  guarantees  the  security  of  the  North  Korean 
regime. 

Last  April,  rumors  that  we  are  on  the  brink  of  war  swept  over  the 
Korean  Peninsula  and  the  entire  world.  The  military  tension  around 
the  Korean  Peninsula  is  like  a  "powder  keg"  of  the  world. 

We  need  to  urgently  ease  the  military'  tension  on  the  Korean  Peninsula. 
We  need  to  rebuild  the  trust  that  has  collapsed  between  the  South  and 
the  North.  In  this  regard,  we  will  seek  exchanges  and  dialogue.  North 
Korea  also  needs  to  stop  from  any  more  nuclear  provocations.  We 
need  to  establish  a  military  management  system  to  prevent  accidental 
clashes. 

A  more  fundamental  solution  is  to  uproot  the  North  Korean  nuclear 
issue.  The  North  Korean  nuclear  issue  has  become  much  more  difficult 
to  deal  with  than  the  past  with  the  advancement  of  North  Korea's 
nuclear  arsenal.  A  step-by-step  and  comprehensive  approach  is 
required. 

My  Government,  in  cooperation  with  the  international  community, 
will  work  towards  a  comprehensive  solution  of  the  current  issues  on 
the  Korean  Peninsula  and  Northeast  Asia,  including  the  complete 
dismantlement  of  North  Korea's  nuclear  program  and  establishing  a 
peace  regime,  easing  North  Korea's  security  and  economic  concerns, 
and  improving  North  Korea- US  and  North  Korea-Japan  relations. 

However,  it  takes  two  to  tango.  This  is  only  possible  w  hen  North  Korea 
fully  stops  its  nuclear  provocations  and  comes  out  to  the  forum  of 
bilateral  and  multilateral  dialogue  on  denuclearization. 

Third,  my  Government  will  work  towards  establishing  a  permanent 
peace  regime. 

The  Korean  Peninsula  has  been  under  an  armistice  for  more  than  60 
years  since  1953.  Firm  peace  cannot  be  realized  under  an  unstable 
armistice  system.  The  invaluable  agreements  between  the  South  and 
the  North  should  not  be  shaken  or  broken  every  time  there  is  a  change 
of  government. 

We  need  to  institutionalize  peace. 

Domestically,  my  Government  will  work  towards  enacting  into  law  the 
inter-Korean  agreements.  We  will  make  it  clear  that  all  agreements 
between  the  South  and  the  North  are  basic  assets  of  the  Korean 
Peninsula  that  should  be  inherited  even  when  there  is  a  change  of 
government. 

In  order  to  establish  a  permanent  peace  structure  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula,  we  need  to  conclude  a  peace  treaty  with  the  participation  of

relevant  countries,  and  formally  end  the  war.  Through  a 
comprehensive  approach  on  the  North  Korean  nuclear  issue  and 
establishing  a  peace  regime  on  the  Korean  Peninsula,  my  Government 
will  pursue  the  conclusion  of  a  peace  treaty  along  with  complete 
denuclearization. 

Fourth,  my  Government  will  work  towards  drawing  a  new7  economic 
map  on  the  Korean  Peninsula. 

Economic  cooperation  where  the  South  and  the  North  prosper 
together  is  an  important  foundation  of  establishing  peace  on  the 
Korean  Peninsula. 

I  have  planned  a  ’new  economic  map  for  the  Korean  Peninsula.'  If 
there  is  progress  in  the  North  Korean  nuclear  issue  and  if  appropriate 
conditions  are  met,  my  Government  will  draw  a  new  economic  map  on 
the  Korean  Peninsula. 

We  will  freshly  connect  the  South  and  the  North,  where  it  has  been 
disconnected  by  the  military  demarcation  line,  with  an  economic  belt 
and  establish  an  economic  community  where  the  two  Koreas  proper 
together. 

The  severed  inter-Korean  railway  will  be  connected  again.  A  train 
departing  from  Busan  and  Mokpo  will  run  through  Pyongyang  and 
Beijing,  and  head  towards  Russia  and  Europe.  Cooperation  projects  in 
Northeast  Asia,  such  as  the  gas  pipeline  project  connecting  the  two 
Koreas  and  Russia,  may  also  be  implemented. 

South  and  North  Korea  will  prosper  together  as  a  bridging  country 
connecting  the  Asian  mainland  and  the  Pacific.  The  South  and  the 
North  need  only  to  implement  the  Oct.  4  Declaration  together.  Then 
the  world  will  see  a  new  economic  model  of  an  economy  of  peace  and 
co-prosperity. 

Fifth,  my  Government  will  consistently  pursue  nonpolitical  exchange 
and  cooperation  projects  by  separating  it  from  the  political  and 
military  situation. 

The  exchange  and  cooperation  projects  between  South  and  North 
Korea  are  the  process  of  healing  the  wounds  and  realizing 
reconciliation  among  all  members  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  also 
efforts  towards  building  peace  from  within. 

In  both  Koreas  there  are  separated  families  who  can  no  longer  visit 
their  hometown  due  to  the  division  and  war.  It  is  truly  an 
embarrassment  for  both  go  vernments  of  the  South  and  the  North  for 
not  being  able  to  heal  the  scars  for  more  than  six  decades. 

Among  the  separated  family  members  who  have  applied  to  the  Korean 
Government  to  meet  their  families  in  the  North,  there  are  more  than 
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60,000  people  who  are  still  alive  and  their  average  age  is  81  years  old. 
The  situation  in  North  Korea  should  be  the  same.  We  need  to  let  them 
meet  their  families  while  they  are  still  alive.  This  is  a  pressing 
humanitarian  issue  that  needs  be  addressed  in  front  of  any  political 
considerations. 

Issues  that  the  peoples  of  the  South  and  the  North  suffer  from  due  to 
the  division  need  to  be  addressed  by  the  authorities  of  the  two  Koreas. 

When  the  rivers  in  North  Korea  overflow,  the  people  in  South  Korea 
suffer  from  floods.  Infectious  diseases,  forest  pests,  and  forest  fires  do 
not  observe  the  boundaries  between  the  South  and  the  North.  My 
Government  will  work  towards  cooperation  in  which  the  South  and  the 
North  jointly  addresses  these  problems. 

Exchanges  among  the  private  sector  have  contributed  to  easing 
tensions  and  restoring  homogeneity  between  the  two  Koreas  ahead  of 
exchanges  between  the  two  governments.  Expanding  exchanges  in  the 
private  sector  is  a  valuable  asset  that  can  help  untie  the  tight  knot 
between  the  South  and  the  North. 

My  Government  will  widely  support  exchanges  of  the  private  sector  in 
various  areas.  We  will  also  actively  support  exchanges  among  different 
regions. 

The  universal  value  and  international  norms  of  respecting  human 
beings  must  be  observed  all  around  the  Korean  Peninsula. 

My  Government  will  join  the  international  community'  in  raising  its 
clear  voice  against  the  poor  human  rights  conditions  that  the  North 
Korean  people  are  living  in.  In  addition,  my  Government  will  expand 
its  humanitarian  cooperation  in  a  way  that  actually  helps  the  North 
Korean  people. 

Distinguished  guests, 

My  Government  and  I  are  ready  to  implement  while  holding  firmly  to 
these  policy  directions. 

The  South  and  the  North  need  to  work  hand-in-hand  and  make  a 
breakthrough  in  realizing  peace  on  the  Korean  Peninsula.  I  suggest  to 
North  Korea  that  we  first  start  with  what  is  easy. 

First,  let  us  solve  the  pressing  humanitarian  issue. 

This  year  marks  the  tenth  anniversary'  of  the  Oct.  4  Declaration.  Also, 
Chusuk,  which  is  one  of  our  nation’s  greatest  traditional  holidays,  falls 
on  Oct.  4  this  year. 

In  the  Oct.  4  Declaration,  the  two  Koreas  agreed  to  expand  the  family 
reunions  between  the  separated  families  and  relatives. 
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If  the  family  reunion  event  can  be  held  on  this  day  when  these  two 
meaningful  anniversaries  overlap,  it  will  be  a  meaningful  start 
respecting  and  observing  the  agreement  already  made  between  the 
South  and  the  North. 

If  North  Korea  is  ready  to  take  one  step  further,  I  suggest  that  we  also 
include  visiting  the  ancestral  graves  for  this  year's  family  reunion 
event. 

The  separated  family  members  of  the  divided  Germany  were  allowed 
not  only  exchanges  of  letters  and  phone  calls  but  even  exchange  of 
visits  and  migration.  There  is  no  reason  why  we  cannot  do  the  same. 
Before  more  members  of  separated  families  leave  us  behind,  we  must 
wipe  their  tears.  If  North  Korea  is  not  ready  immediately,  our  side  will 
allow7  and  open  North  Korean  separated  family  members  to  visit  their 
hometown  and  ancestral  graves  in  the  South.  I  look  forward  to  North 
Korea’s  positive  response,  and  hope  that  South-North  Korean  Red 
Cross  talks  will  be  held  to  discuss  the  reunion  of  separated  family 
members. 

Second,  let  us  make  the  Pyeongchang  Winter  Olympics  an  'Olympic  of 
Peace'  with  the  participation  of  the  North. 

In  Feb.  2018,  the  Winter  Olympics  will  be  held  in  Pyeonchang,  Korea, 
which  is  only  too  km  away  from  the  military  demarcation  line.  Two 
years  later  in  2020,  the  Summer  Olympics  will  be  held  in  Tokyo,  and  in 
2022,  the  Winter  Olympics  will  be  held  in  Beijing. 

My  Government  w7oukl  like  to  suggest  to  North  Korea  to  utilize  these 
series  of  precious  events  held  in  Asia  as  an  opportunity  for  building 
peace  on  the  Korean  Peninsula,  in  Northeast  Asia,  and  the  world. 

Sports  have  the  power  of  connecting  one  heart  to  another. 

When  athletes  from  South  and  North  Korea,  and  from  the  rest  of  the 
world,  sweat  and  compete  against  each  other,  offer  a  hand  to  fellow 
athletes  who  have  fallen  down,  and  embrace  each  other,  the  world  will 
witness  peace  through  the  Olympic  games. 

I  look  forward  to  opening  together  a  new  era  of  peace  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula  while  applauding  together  with  the  leaders  of  the  world.  As 
the  IOC  has  promised  its  cooperation  on  the  participation  of  North 
Korea  in  the  Pyeongchang  Winter  Olympics,  I  look  forward  to  North 
Korea’s  active  and  positive  response. 

Third,  let  us  mutually  halt  acts  of  hostility  around  the  Military 
Demarcation  Line  (MDL). 

Even  at  this  moment,  a  war  without  gunfire  continues  along  the  MDL 
on  the  Korean  Peninsula.  The  escalation  of  military  tension  between 
the  two  militaries  remains  unchanged.  This  situation  increases  the 
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danger  of  armed  conflict  between  the  South  and  the  North  and 
threatens  the  safety  of  the  people  who  are  living  in  the  areas  nearby  on 
both  sides. 

July  27  this  year  marks  the  64th  anniversary  of  the  Armistice 
Agreement.  If  the  two  Koreas,  starting  this  day,  stop  all  acts  of  hostility' 
that  escalate  military  tension  on  the  MDL,  it  will  provide  a  meaningful 
opportunity  to  ease  tensions  between  the  two  Koreas. 

Fourth,  inter-Korean  dialogue  is  necessary  for  peace  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula  and  South-North  cooperation. 

Easing  tension  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  is  the  most  urgent  issue 
between  the  South  and  the  North.  The  current  situation  w  here  there  is 
no  contact  between  the  relevant  authorities  of  the  South  and  the  North 
is  highly  dangerous.  We  need  to  start  with  contacts  to  manage  the 
situation  and  move  on  to  meaningful  dialogue. 

I  am  ready  to  meet  with  Chairman  Kim  Jong-un  of  North  Korea  at  any 
time  at  any  place,  if  the  conditions  are  met  and  if  it  will  provide  an 
opportunity  to  transform  the  tension  and  confrontation  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula.  We  can  place  on  the  dialogue  table  all  issues  of  interest 
between  the  South  and  the  North,  including  the  nuclear  issue  and  the 
peace  treaty,  and  discuss  peace  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  inter- 
Korean  cooperation. 

It  will  not  be  solved  with  only  one  attempt.  However,  making  a  start  is 
important.  One  can  take  a  step  forward  only  after  rising  up  from  one’s 
seat.  I  look  forward  to  North  Korea’s  decision. 

Respected  guests  from  home  and  abroad, 

Germany  overcame  the  Cold  War  and  achieved  unification  before 
Korea,  but  it  is  nowT  facing  other  challenges  against  peace,  such  as 
regionalism,  terrorism,  and  refugees. 

I  believe  that  Germany,  through  the  spirit  of  democracy  and  peaceful 
coexistence  of  Berlin,  will  overcome  these  new*  challenges  and 
complete  the  integration  of  the  German  society  and  Europe. 

The  Republic  of  Korea  will  also  surely  realize  a  peaceful  Korean 
Peninsula  through  the  power  of  its  mature  democracy.  We  will 
complete  in  Seoul  and  Pyongyang  the  dismantlement  of  the  Cold  War 
which  started  in  Berlin.  Furthermore,  we  will  spread  a  new  vision  of 
peace  to  Northeast  Asia  and  the  rest  of  the  world. 

Germany  and  Korea  will  not  stop  its  march  towards  peace.  Our  two 
countries  will  alw’ays  support,  cheer,  and  be  in  solidarity  with  each 
other.  Let  us  firmly  walk  together  towards  a  better  life  for  mankind 
and  a  brighter  future  for  the  world.

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N.  Korea  claims  major  breakthrough  with  first  ICBM  test  (AFP) 

SEOUL  (AFP)  -  North  Korea  declared  Tuesday  it  had  successfully  tested  its  first  intercontinental  ballistic 
missile  --  a  watershed  moment  in  its  push  to  develop  a  nuclear  weapon  capable  of  hitting  the  mainland  United 
States. 

Experts  said  the  device  could  reach  Alaska,  and  the  launch,  which  came  as  Americans  prepared  to  mark 
Independence  Day,  triggered  a  Twitter  outburst  from  President  Donald  Trump  who  urged  China  to  act  to  ’’end 
this  nonsense  once  and  for  all”. 

The  North’s  possession  of  a  working  ICBM  -  something  that  Trump  has  vowed  "won't  happen"  —  would  force  a 
fundamental  recalculation  of  the  strategic  threat  posed  by  the  isolated,  impoverished  state. 

The  "landmark"  test  of  a  Hwasong-14  missile  was  overseen  by  leader  Kim  Jong-Un,  an  emotional  female 
announcer  said  on  state  Korean  Central  Television. 

The  broadcaster  showed  his  handwritten  order  to  cany  out  the  launch,  and  pictures  of  him  grinning  in 
celebration,  clenching  his  fist. 

The  rocket  was  "a  very  powerful  ICBM  that  can  strike  any  place  in  the  world",  the  announcer  said,  and  "a  major 
breakthrough  in  the  history  of  our  republic". 

In  a  statement  the  North's  Academy  of  Defence  Science,  which  developed  the  missile,  said  it  reached  an  altitude 
of  2,802  kilometres  and  flew  933  kilometres,  calling  it  the  "final  gate  to  rounding  off  the  state  nuclear  force". 

There  are  still  doubts  whether  the  North  can  miniaturise  a  nuclear  weapon  sufficiently  to  fit  it  onto  a  missile 
nose  cone,  or  if  it  has  mastered  the  technology  needed  for  it  to  survive  the  difficult  re-entry  into  the  Earth's 
atmosphere. 

But  the  country  has  made  great  progress  in  its  missile  capabilities  since  the  ascension  to  power  of  Kim,  who  has 
overseen  three  nuclear  tests  and  multiple  rocket  launches. 

In  response  to  the  launch  but  before  the  announcement,  Trump  asked  on  Twitter:  "Does  this  guy  have  anything 
better  to  do  with  his  life?" 
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The  United  Nations  has  imposed  multiple  sets  of  sanctions  on  Pyongyang,  which  retorts  that  it  needs  nuclear 
aims  to  defend  itself  against  the  threat  of  invasion. 

Following  the  test,  China  and  Russia  jointly  called  for  a  moratorium  on  further  North  Korea  missile  and  nuclear 
tests  in  exchange  for  an  end  to  annual  South  Korea-US  military  exercises  —  a  formula  Washington  and  Seoul 
have  rejected  in  the  past.

US  Pacific  Command  confirmed  the  test  and  said  it  w  as  a  land-based,  intermediate  range  missile  that  flew  for 
37  minutes  before  splashing  down  in  the  Sea  of  Japan,  adding  the  launch  did  not  pose  a  threat  to  North 
America. 

Moscow's  defence  ministry  called  it  medium-range  in  a  statement  to  Russian  news  agencies. 

But  Tokyo  -  in  whose  exclusive  economic  zone  it  came  down  --  estimated  its  maximum  altitude  to  have 
"greatly  exceeded"  2,500  kilometres,  prompting  arms  control  specialist  Jeffrey  Lewis  to  respond  on  Twitter: 
"That's  it.  It's  an  ICBM.  An  ICBM  that  can  hit  Anchorage  not  San  Francisco,  but  still." 

David  Wright,  of  the  Union  of  Concerned  Scientists,  wrote  on  the  organisation's  allthingsnuclear  blog  that  the 
available  figures  implied  the  missile  had  "a  maximum  range  of  roughly  6,700  km  on  a  standard  trajectory". 

"That  range  would  not  be  enough  to  reach  the  low  er  48  states  or  the  large  islands  of  Hawaii,  but  would  allow  it 
to  reach  all  of  Alaska." 

Japanese  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe  told  reporters:  "This  launch  clearly  shows  that  the  threat  has  grown." 

The  US,  Japan  and  South  Korea  will  hold  a  summit  on  the  issue  on  the  sidelines  of  this  week's  G20  meeting,  he 
added.  "Also  I  will  encourage  President  Xi  Jinping  and  President  Putin  to  take  more  constructive  measures." 

South  Korea's  President  Moon  Jae-In,  who  backs  both  engagement  with  the  North  to  bring  it  to  the  negotiating 
table  and  sanctions,  and  met  Trump  for  a  summit  in  Washington  at  the  weekend,  warned  the  North  against 
crossing  a  "red  line". 

"I  hope  North  Korea  will  not  cross  the  bridge  of  no  return,"  he  said. 

-  ’Not  wise’  - 


Washington,  South  Korea's  security  guarantor,  has  more  than  28,000  troops  in  the  country  to  defend  it  from  its 
communist  neighbour.  Fears  of  conflict  reached  a  peak  earlier  this  year  as  the  Trump  administration  suggested 
military  action  was  an  option  under  consideration. 

There  has  also  been  anger  in  the  LTnited  States  over  the  death  of  Otto  Warmbier,  an  American  student  detained 
in  North  Korea  for  around  18  months  before  he  was  returned  home  in  a  coma  in  June. 

Trump  has  been  pinning  his  hopes  on  China  -  North  Korea's  main  diplomatic  ally  —  to  bring  pressure  to  bear 
on  Pyongyang. 

Last  week  he  declared  that  Beijing's  efforts  had  failed,  but  returned  to  the  idea  on  Twitter  following  the  launch: 
"Perhaps  China  will  put  a  heavy  move  on  North  Korea  and  end  this  nonsense  once  and  for  all!"

Customs  data  show  total  Chinese-North  Korean  trade  in  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  rose  15  percent  from  a 
year  earlier.  That  is  less  than  the  36.8  percent  figure  earlier  reported  by  the  Chinese  Customs  agency  and  cited 
by  U.S.  President  Donald  Trump. 

China  buys  North  Korean  coal,  a  revenue  source  for  the  isolated  North.  But  a  South  Korean  industry  group,  the 
Korea  International  Trade  Association,  says  those  purchases  are  off  45  percent  this  year. 

The  trade  growth  is  driven  by  rising  Chinese  exports  to  the  North,  while  China's  imports  have  fallen,  leaving 
Pyongyang  with  a  widening  trade  deficit.

SEOUL  (AFP)  -  Newly  equipped  with  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile,  North  Korea  is  looking  to  put  itself  in  the 
’’driver's  seat”  for  any  future  negotiations  with  Washington,  analysts  say  —  but  may  at  the  same  time  be  pushing  such  talks 
further  away. 

The  weapon,  tested  on  the  United  States’  Independence  Day,  can  reach  Alaska,  and  could  go  even  further. 

It  brings  within  reach  Pyongyang’s  long-held  dream  of  a  missile  that  can  deliver  an  atomic  warhead  to  the  continental 
United  States,  and  presents  US  President  Donald  Trump  with  a  stark  challenge. 

The  prospect  of  the  North's  missile  range  increasing  to  encompass  more  of  the  US  population  would  "unnerve  more  and 
more  American  voters",  adding  to  pressure  on  Trump,  said  Kim  Yong-Hyun,  professor  of  North  Korean  studies  at 
Dongguk  University  in  Seoul. 

"Everything  points  to  the  fact  that  the  North  is  seeking  to  raise  the  diplomatic  stakes  as  much  as  possible  and  secure  a 
leading  position  in  its  relations  with  the  rest  of  the  world,  including  the  US  and  the  South,"  he  added. 

The  Korean  peninsula  has  been  divided  since  the  Korean  War  ended  in  1953  with  an  armistice  rather  than  a  peace  treaty, 
and  Pyongyang  says  it  needs  nuclear  w  eapons  to  defend  itself  against  the  threat  of  invasion. 

Its  nuclear  and  missile  programmes,  it  insists,  will  never  be  up  for  negotiation  unless  Washington  abandons  what  it  calls  its 
"hostile  policy"  towards  it. 

The  timing  of  the  North's  missile  test  --  after  the  first  summit  between  Trump  and  new  South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae- 
In  and  ahead  of  this  week's  G20  summit  —  appeared  to  have  been  deliberate,  said  Kim. 

Moon  advocates  engagement  with  the  North  to  bring  it  to  the  negotiating  table,  and  the  summit  joint  statement  said  Trump 
"expressed  support”  for  his  counterpart's  "aspiration  to  restart  inter-Korean  dialogue". 

But  the  ICBM  test  was  a  clear  "slamming  of  the  door  on  Moon,"  said  Kim.

Writing  on  Twitter,  Trump  demanded  Beijing  "put  a  heavy  move  on  North  Korea  and  end  this  nonsense  once  and  for  all!" 

Beijing  insists  it  has  made  "relentless  efforts"  over  the  issue  -  but  its  worst-case  scenario  is  a  collapse  of  the  regime  in 
Pyongyang,  which  could  see  an  influx  of  refugees  from  the  impoverished  neighbour,  and  worse  yet,  US  troops  stationed  on 
its  border  in  a  united  Korea. 

Multiple  sets  of  United  Nations  sanctions  have  failed  to  derail  the  North's  weapons  programmes. 

So-called  "secondary  sanctions"  by  Washington  punishing  firms  dealing  with  the  North  could  hit  Chinese  companies. 

But  that  would  hardly  encourage  Beijing  —  already  infuriated  by  the  deployment  of  the  US  THAAD  missile  defence 
system  in  the  South  —  to  help. 

John  Nils  son- Wright,  a  senior  research  fellow  for  northeast  Asia  for  Chatham  House,  a  London-based  think  tank,  said  in  an 
essay  published  by  the  BBC  that  the  North  can  play  for  time  "while  capitalising  on  divisions  within  the  international 
community". 

Those  are  likely  to  be  on  display  at  the  G20  meeting  in  Germany  this  week,  with  China  and  Russia  urging  restraint  and  the 
US  pushing  for  action.

The  right  way  to  play  the  China  card  on  North  Korea

North  Korea’s  July  4  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  test  raises  hard  questions  for  the  Trump  administration: 

Is  there  any  path  forward  that  does  not  lead  either  to  war  or  to  living  with  a  nuclear  North  Korea  that  can  hit  the 
continental  United  States?  Can  effective  diplomacy  prevent  the  “major,  major  conflict”  that  President  Trump 
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has  talked  about? 

There  is  growing  recognition  that  the  old  playbook  won’t  work.  Reviving  old  agreements  North  Korea  has 
already  broken  would  be  fruitless.  The  Chinese  won’t  deliver  on  meaningful  pressure.  And  a  military  strike 
could  lead  to  all-out  war  resulting  in  millions  of  casualties.  We  need  to  consider  a  new  approach  to  diplomacy. 

That  means  playing  the  China  card,  but  not  the  way  it  has  been  played  until  now.  It’s  not  enough  to  ask  China  to 
pressure  Pyongyang  to  set  up  a  U.S.-North  Korea  negotiation.  China  has  to  be  a  central  part  of  the  negotiation, 
too.  China,  rather  than  the  United  States,  should  be  paying  for  North  Korea  to  halt  and  roll  back  its  nuclear  and 
missile  programs.  Here’s  the  logic. 

The  best  option  would  be  for  China  to  agree  to  work  with  us  and  South  Korea  toward  getting  new  leadership  in 
North  Korea  that  is  less  obsessed  with  weapons  of  mass  destruction.  But  this  is  unlikely  to  happen  in  the 
foreseeable  future  for  a  litany  of  reasons:  China’s  historical  ties  to  its  little  communist  brother;  its  concerns 
about  regime  collapse;  its  uncertainty  about  alternative  viable  power  centers  to  the  Kim  family;  its  mistrust  of 
U.S.  motives;  and  its  strained  relations  with  South  Korea. 

The  next  option  would  be  for  China  to  cut  off,  or  at  least  severely  curtail,  its  commerce  with  North  Korea,  which 
accounts  for  85  to  90  percent  of  North  Korea’s  trade,  to  restrain  Pyongyang.  But  as  Trump  has  recognized  in 
recent  tweets,  China  is  unlikely  to  go  this  far  right  now,  for  the  same  reasons. 

So  we  are  left  with  a  less  dramatic  form  of  carrots-and-sticks  diplomacy,  backed  by  increasing  pressure.  But  it 
can’t  be  a  repeat  of  previous  rounds. 

In  the  past,  China  has  largely  left  it  to  the  United  States  to  put  inducements  on  the  table.  Together  the  nuclear 
agreements  executed  by  the  Clinton  and  George  W.  Bush  administrations  cost  the  United  States  a  half-billion 
dollars  for  denuclearization  via  monthly  energy-assistance  payments  to  Pyongyang.  (Japan  and  South  Korea 
also  paid  their  fair  share;  China  paid  only  a  small  amount  in  the  Bush  agreement.)  Meanwhile,  China  continued 
to  enjoy  its  trade  relationship  with  North  Korea,  extracting  mineral  resources  at  a  fraction  of  world  market 
prices. 

Now  China  is  back,  pushing  us  to  the  bargaining  table,  as  evidenced  by  its  statement  with  Russia  after  Tuesday’s 
missile  test  calling  for  the  United  States  to  give  up  military  exercises  in  exchange  for  a  missile-testing  freeze. 

We  should  reject  the  freeze-for-  freeze.  But  beyond  that,  we  should  tell  China  that  it  has  to  pay  to  play.  The  basic 
trade  would  be  Chinese  disbursements  to  Pyongyang,  as  well  as  security  assurances,  in  return  for  constraints  on 
North  Korea’s  program.  China  would  be  paying  not  just  for  North  Korean  coal,  but  for  North  Korean 
compliance. 
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In  a  Chinese  freeze-and-rollback  agreement,  the  International  Atomic  Energy  Agency  would  monitor 
compliance.  If  North  Korea  cheated,  China  would  not  be  receiving  what  it  paid  for.  The  logical  thing  would  be 
for  it  to  withhold  economic  benefits  until  compliance  resumed. 

Of  course,  China  might  continue  to  fund  the  regime  anyway.  Or  North  Korea  could  very  well  reject  such  a  deal 
from  the  start.  But  these  scenarios  would  leave  us  no  worse  off  than  we  are  now.  And  it  might  well  put  us  in  a 
stronger  position.  Because  China  didn’t  get  what  it  paid  for,  or  got  the  cold  shoulder  from  Pyongya ng,  it  might 
become  more  receptive  to  working  with  us  and  our  allies  on  other  options. 

Why  would  China  agree  to  this  plan,  given  that  it  has  never  been  willing  to  put  its  economic  leverage  to  real  use 
before? 

Beijing  wants  a  diplomatic  off-ramp  to  the  current  crisis.  President  Xi  Jinping  is  still  seeking  a  good  relationship 
with  Trump  in  this  critical  year  of  China’s  loth  Party  Congress.  Furthermore,  Chinese  frustrations  with  North 
Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  Un  have  grown  after  his  execution  of  family  members  and  regime  figures  close  to 
China.  All  this  may  give  the  Trump  administration  marginally  more  leverage  than  its  predecessors  had. 

We  also  have  an  important  stick.  If  China  refuses  to  proceed  along  these  lines,  we  would  be  better  positioned  to 
pursue  widespread  secondary  sanctions  against  Chinese  firms  doing  business  with  North  Korea  beyond  the 
Treasury  Department’s  sanctioning  of  a  Chinese  bank  last  week.  We  w’ould  be  left  with  little  choice. 

Of  course,  this  idea  is  no  silver  bullet.  It  doesn’t  answer  the  question  of  how  to  get  verifiable,  enforceable, 

durable  constraints  on  North  Korea.  It  won’t  go  very  far  if  what  North  Korea  really  cares  about  is  extracting 

something  from  the  United  States.  But  North  Korea  is  the  land  of  lousy  options.  We  should  be  looking  for  a 

strategy  that  gives  us  not  only  a  better  chance  of  success  but  also  some  advantages  if  it  fails.

Instead,  the  launch  was  "part  of  its  bid  to  raise  the  stakes"  ahead  of  negotiations,  he  said. 

But  the  problem,  he  added,  was  that  doing  so  "made  it  more  difficult  for  the  international  community  to  launch  negotiations.  It's  very 
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ironic". 

That  suggested  the  North  was  "in  no  rush"  for  talks,  and  might  be  more  interested  in  first  raising  the  stakes  further. 

In  the  meantime,  Washington  could  be  reduced  to  once  again  urging  Pyongyang's  chief  backer  China  to  do  more  to  rein  it  in. 

Writing  on  Twitter,  Trump  demanded  Beijing  "put  a  heavy  move  on  North  Korea  and  end  this  nonsense  once  and  for  all! " 

Beijing  insists  it  has  made  "relentless  efforts"  over  the  issue  -  but  its  worst-case  scenario  is  a  collapse  of  the  regime  in  Pyongyang, 
which  could  see  an  influx  of  refugees  from  the  impoverished  neighbour,  and  worse  yet  US  troops  stationed  on  its  border  in  a  united 
Korea. 

Multiple  sets  of  United  Nations  sanctions  have  failed  to  derail  the  North's  weapons  programm  es. 

So-called  "secondary  sanctions"  by  Washington  punishing  firms  dealing  with  the  North  could  hit  Chinese  companies. 

But  that  would  hardly  encourage  Beijing  —  already  infuriated  by  the  deployment  of  the  US  THAAD  missile  defence  system  in  the  South 
—  to  help. 

John  Nils  son- Wright,  a  senior  research  fellow  for  northeast  Asia  for  Chatham  House,  a  London-based  think  tank,  said  in  an  essay 
published  by  the  BBC  that  the  North  can  play  for  time  "while  capitalising  on  divisions  within  the  international  community". 

Those  are  likely  to  be  on  display  at  the  G20  meeting  in  Germany  this  week,  with  China  and  Russia  urging  restraint  and  the  US  pushing 
for  action. 

The  momentum,  Nils  son- Wright  said,  was  "all  with  Pyongyang.”

The  right  way  to  play  the  China  card  on  North  Korea

North  Korea's  July  4  Intercontinental  ballistic  missile  test  raises  hard  questions  for  the  Trump  administration:  Is  there  any  path  forward 
that  does  not  lead  either  to  war  or  to  living  with  a  nuclear  North  Korea  that  can  hit  the  continental  United  States?  Can  effective 
diplomacy  prevent  the  "major,  major  conflict”  that  President  Trump  lias  talked  about? 


There  is  growing  recognition  that  the  old  play  book  won’t  work.  Reviving  old  agreements  North  Korea  has  already  broken  would  be 
fruitless.  The  Chinese  won’t  deliver  on  meaningful  pressure.  And  a  military  strike  could  lead  to  all-out  war  resulting  in  millions  of 
casualties.  We  need  to  consider  a  new  approach  to  diplomacy. 

That  means  playing  the  China  card,  but  not  the  way  it  has  been  played  until  now.  It’s  not  enough  to  ask  China  to  pressure  Pyongyang  to 
set  up  a  U.S. -North  Korea  negotiation.  China  has  to  be  a  central  part  of  the  negotiation,  too.  China,  rather  than  the  United  States,  should 
be  paying  for  North  Korea  to  halt  and  roll  back  its  nuclear  and  missile  programs.  Here’s  the  logic. 

The  best  option  would  be  for  Chma  to  agree  to  work  with  us  and  South  Korea  toward  getting  new  leadership  in  North  Korea  that  is  less 
obsessed  with  weapons  of  mass  destruction.  But  this  is  unlikely  to  liappen  in  the  foreseeable  future  for  a  litany  of  reasons:  China’s 
historical  ties  to  its  little  communist  brother;  its  concerns  about  regime  collapse;  its  uncertainty  about  alternative  viable  power  centers  to 
the  Kim  family;  its  mistrust  of  U.S.  motives;  and  its  strained  relations  with  South  Korea. 

The  next  option  would  be  for  China  to  cut  off,  or  at  least  severely  curtail,  its  commerce  with  North  Korea,  which  accounts  for  85  to  90 
percent  of  North  Korea’s  trade,  to  restrain  Pyongyang.  But  as  Trump  has  recognized  in  recent  tweets.  China  is  unlikely  to  go  this  far 
right  now,  for  the  same  reasons. 

So  we  are  left  with  a  less  dramatic  form  of  carrots -and- sticks  diplomacy,  backed  by  increasing  pressure.  But  it  can’t  be  a  repeat  of 
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previous  rounds. 

In  the  past,  China  has  largely  left  it  to  the  United  States  to  put  inducements  on  the  table.  Together  the  nuclear  agreements  executed  by 
the  Clinton  and  George  W.  Bush  administrations  cost  the  United  States  a  half-billion  dollars  for  denuclearization  via  monthly  energy- 
assistance  payments  to  Pyongyang.  (Japan  and  South  Korea  also  paid  their  fair  share;  China  paid  only  a  small  amount  in  the  Bush 
agreement.)  Meanwhile,  China  continued  to  enjoy  its  trade  relationship  with  North  Korea,  extracting  mineral  resources  at  a  fraction  of 
world  market  prices. 

Now  China  is  back,  pushing  us  to  the  bargainmg  table,  as  evidenced  by  its  statement  with  Russia  after  Tuesday's  missile  test  calling  for 
the  United  States  to  give  up  military  exercises  in  exchange  for  a  missile-testing  freeze. 

We  should  reject  the  freeze- for-  freeze.  But  beyond  that  we  should  tell  China  that  it  has  to  pay  to  play.  The  basic  trade  would  be 
Chinese  disbursements  to  Pyongyang,  as  well  as  security  assurances,  in  return  for  constraints  on  North  Korea’s  program.  China  would 
be  paying  not  just  for  North  Korean  coal,  but  for  North  Korean  compliance. 

In  a  Chinese  freeze-and-rollback  agreement  the  International  Atomic  Energy  Agency  would  monitor  compliance.  If  North  Korea 
cheated,  China  would  not  be  receiving  what  it  paid  for.  The  logical  thing  would  be  for  it.  to  withhold  economic  benefits  until  compliance 
resumed. 

Of  course,  China  might  continue  to  fund  the  regime  anyway.  Or  North  Korea  could  very  well  reject  such  a  deal  from  the  start.  But  these 
scenarios  would  leave  us  no  worse  off  than  we  are  now.  And  it  might  well  put  us  in  a  stronger  position.  Because  China  didn’t  get  what  it 
paid  for,  or  got  the  cold  shoulder  from  Pyongyang,  it  might  become  more  receptive  to  working  with  us  and  our  allies  on  other  options. 

Why  would  China  agree  to  this  plan,  given  that  it  has  never  been  willing  to  put  its  economic  leverage  to  real  use  before? 

Beijing  wants  a  diplomatic  off-ramp  to  the  current  crisis.  President  Xi  Jinping  is  still  seeking  a  good  relationship  with  Trump  in  this 
critical  year  of  China’s  1 9th  Party  Congress.  Furthermore,  Chmese  frustrations  with  North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  Un  have  grown  after 
his  execution  of  family  members  and  regime  figures  close  to  China.  All  this  may  give  the  Trump  administration  marginally  more 
leverage  than  its  predecessors  had. 

We  also  have  an  important  stick.  If  China  refuses  to  proceed  along  these  lines,  we  would  be  better  positioned  to  pursue  widespread 
secondary  sanctions  against  Chinese  firms  doing  business  with  North  Korea  beyond  the  Treasury  Department’s  sanctioning  of  a  Chinese 
bank  last  week.  We  would  be  left  with  little  choice. 

Of  course,  this  idea  is  no  silver  bullet.  It  doesn’t  answer  the  question  of  how  to  get  verifiable,  enforceable,  durable  constraints  on  North 
Korea.  It  w'on’t  go  very  far  if  what  North  Korea  really  cares  about  is  extracting  something  from  the  United  States.  But  North  Korea  is  the 
land  of  lousy  options.  We  should  be  looking  for  a  strategy  that  gives  us  not  only  a  better  chance  of  success  but  also  some  advantages  if  it 
fails.

Joint  Statement  between  the  United  States  and  the  Republic  of  Korea 

President  Donald  J.  Trump  hosted  President  Moon  Jae-in  of  the  Republic  of  Korea  (ROK)  at  the  White 
House  on  June  29  and  30  in  order  to  advance  the  comprehensive  strategic  Alliance  between  the  United 
States  and  the  ROK  and  to  deepen  the  two  countries'  friendship.  Since  its  founding,  the  Alliance  has 
served  as  a  linchpin  for  security,  stability,  and  prosperity  on  the  Korean  Peninsula,  in  the  Asia  Pacific 
region,  and  increasingly  around  the  world.  As  we  mark  the  67th  anniversary  of  the  outbreak  of  the 
Korean  War,  the  commitment  of  the  United  States  to  the  ROK's  defense  remains  ironclad.  President 
Trump  reaffirmed  that  the  United  States  will  defend  the  ROK  against  any  attack  and  both  presidents 
remain  committed  to  jointly  addressing  the  threat  posed  by  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea 
(DPRK).  Built  on  mutual  trust  and  shared  values  of  freedom,  democracy,  human  rights,  and  the  rule  of 
law,  the  United  States- ROK  partnership  has  never  been  stronger,  arid  the  two  leaders  pledged  to  build  an 
even  greater  Alliance  going  forward. 

Strengthening  the  United  States-ROK  Alliance 

The  two  leaders  affirmed  the  Alliance's  fundamental  mission  to  defend  the  ROK  through  a  robust 
combined  defense  posture  and  the  enhancement  of  mutual  security  based  on  the  United  States- 
ROK  Mutual  Defense  Treaty .  President  Trump  reiterated  the  United  States  commitment  to  provide 
extended  deterrence  to  the  ROK,  drawing  on  the  full  range  of  United  States  military  capabilities, 
both  conventional  and  nuclear.  Regular  dialogue  channels,  such  as  the  Security  Consultative 
Meeting  and  the  Military  Committee  Meeting,  are  instrumental  in  deepening  our  Alliance.  The 
two  leaders  decided  to  continue  the  Alliance's  work  to  expeditiously  enable  the  conditions-based 
transfer  of  wartime  operational  control  of  ROK  forces.

Tire  two  leaders  reaffirmed  the  Alliance's  commitment  to  counter  the  growing  threat  to  peace  and  security 
posed  by  the  DPRK's  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs.  To  increase  coordination  on  Alliance  issues, 
the  leaders  committed  the  foreign  affairs  and  defense  agencies  of  the  two  countries  to  regularize  a  //2+2" 
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ministerial  meeting,  as  well  as  a  high-level  Extended  Deterrence  Strategy  and  Consultation  Group  to 
employ  all  elements  of  national  power  to  strengthen  extended  deterrence* 

Maintaining  Lock-Step  Coordination  on  our  Policy  regarding  the  DPRK 

President  Trump  and  President  Moon  pledged  to  continue  to  coordinate  closely  to  achieve  our  shared 
goal  of  complete,  verifiable,  and  irreversible  denuclearization  of  the  Korean  Peninsula  in  a  peaceful 
manner*  The  two  leaders  called  on  the  DPRK  to  refrain  from  provocative;  destabilizing  actions  and 
rhetoric,  and  to  make  the  strategic  choice  to  fulfill  its  international  obhgations  and  commitments.  The 
two  leaders  affirmed  that  the  DPRK's  nuclear  tests  and  unprecedented  number  of  ballistic  missile  tests 
constitute  direct  violations  of  multiple  United  Nations  Security  Council  Resolutions  (UNSCRs)  and 
highlight  the  accelerating  threat  the  DPRK's  missile  programs  pose  to  international  peace  and  security. 
They  affirmed  their  commitment  to  fully  implement  existing  sanctions  and  impose  new  measures 
designed  to  apply  maximum  pressure  on  the  DPRK  and  compel  Pyongyang  to  cease  its  provocative 
actions  and  return  to  sincere  and  constructive  talks.  The  two  leaders  also  urged  all  UN  member  states  to 
swiftly  and  fully  implement  UNSCR  obhgations  and  took  note,  with  appreciation,  of  constructive  actions 
by  some  countries  around  the  world  to  exert  diplomatic  and  economic  pressure  on  the  DPRK  to  return  to 
credible  negotiations  on  denuclearization.  They  noted  the  important  role  China  could  play  to  this  end.  In 
addition,  the  two  sides  committed  to  enhance  cooperation  to  combat  the  DPRK's  dangerous  and 
destabilizing  mahcious  cyber  activity. 

Noting  that  sanctions  are  a  tool  of  diplomacy,  the  two  leaders  emphasized  that  the  door  to  dialogue  with 
the  DPRK  remains  open  under  the  right  circumstances.  In  reaffirming  that  resolution  of  the  nuclear  issue 
is  a  top  priority  for  both  countries,  the  two  leaders  emphasized  that  the  United  States  and  the  ROK  do  not 
maintain  a  hostile  policy  toward  the  DPRK  and,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  international  community, 
stand  ready  to  work  toward  a  brighter  future  for  the  dprk,  if  it  chooses  the  right  path*  The  two  sides 
will  closely  coordinate  on  a  joint  the  DPRK  policy,  including  efforts  to  create  conditions  necessary  for 
denuclearization  talks,  through  a  high-level  strategic  consultation  mechanism. 

President  Trump  supported  the  ROK's  leading  role  in  fostering  an  environment  for  peaceful  urufication 
of  the  Korean  Peninsula* 

The  two  leaders  expressed  deep  concern  about  the  well-being  of  the  DPRK's  people,  particularly  in  light 
of  the  egregious  human  rights  violations  and  abuses  committed  against  them  by  the  government,  and 
noted  their  intention  to  ensure  sanctions  have  minimal  impact  on  the  DPRK's  vulnerable  populations* 
President  Trump  expressed  support  for  President  Moon's  aspiration  to  restart  inter- Korean  dialogue  on 
certain  issues,  including  humanitarian  affairs.  The  two  leaders  reaffirmed  the  importance  of  cooperating 
with  the  international  community  to  hold  the  DPRK  accountable  for  substantial  progress  on  the 
deplorable  human  rights  situation  in  that  country. 

The  two  leaders  reaffirmed  their  commitment  to  promote  regional  relations  and  enhance  Uni  ted  States- 
ROK-Japan  trilateral  cooperation.  The  two  leaders  affirmed  that  trilateral  security  and  defense  cooperation 
contributes  to  enhanced  deterrence  and  defense  against  the  DPRK  threat*  They  decided  to  further  develop 
this  cooperation,  using  established  bilateral  and  trilateral  mechanisms*  They  also  underscored  the 
importance  of  leveraging  the  United  States- ROK-Japan  trilateral  relationship  to  address  global  challenges 
such  as  cancer  research,  energy  security,  women's  empowerment,  and  cyber  security.  President  Trump 
and  President  Moon  decided  to  discuss  further  ways  to  enhance  trilateral  cooperation  together  with 
Prime  Minister  Abe  of  Japan  at  the  upcoming  United  States- ROK-Japan  Trilateral  Summit  on  the  margins 
of  the  G20  in  July. 
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Advancing  Fair  Trade  to  Promote  Economic  Growth 

President  Trump  and  President  Moon  committed  to  foster  expanded  and  balanced  trade  while 
creating  reciprocal  benefits  and  fair  treatment  between  the  two  countries.  In  that  regard,  the  two 
sides  further  committed  to  fostering  a  truly  fair  and  level  playing  field,  including  working  together 
to  reduce  the  global  overcapacity  of  such  basic  materials  as  steel  and  non-tariff  barriers  to  trade. 

Both  sides  pledged  to  work  together,  as  part  of  the  process  of  the  Commercial  Dialogue,  to 
promote  investment,  support  entrepreneurs,  and  facilitate  cooperation  between  the  United  States 
and  the  ROK  to  boost  economic  growth  and  job  creation  in  both  countries. 

Enhancing  Bilateral  Cooperation  on  Other  Economic  Opportunities 

Both  sides  also  committed  to  work  together  through  the  Senior  Economic  Dialogue  to  promote  and  expand 
cooperation  on  other  economic  issues  and  to  explore  the  enhancement  of  economic  opportunities  through  a 
joint  public-private  forum.  Given  the  roles  of  science,  technology,  and  innovation  in  driving  economic 
growth,  the  two  countries  will  enhance  cooperation  in  cybersecuritv,  information  and  communication 
technology,  and  civil  space  technology.  Highlighting  the  important  economic  role  women  play  in  their 
societies,  the  two  sides  pledged  to  launch  a  bilateral  partnership  to  advance  women's  economic 
empowerment. 


Actively  Collaborating  as  Global  Partners 

President  Trump  and  President  Moon  affirmed  that  United  States-ROK  cooperation  on  global  issues  is  an 
indispensable  and  expanding  aspect  of  the  Alliance.  With  respect  to  global  health  security  collaboration, 
the  two  leaders  affirmed  their  support  in  helping  partner  countries  prevent,  detect,  and  respond  to 
infectious  disease  threats.  The  two  leaders  condemned  the  grave  human  suffering  and  violence  in  Iraq  and 
Syria  caused  by  ISIS,  and  reaffirmed  the  strong  United  States-ROK  partnership  in  the  Global  Coalition  to 
Defeat  ISIS.  President  Trump  welcomed  the  ROK's  commitment  to  increase  humanitarian  assistance  to 
countries  most  affected  by  terrorism  and  violent  extremism,  including  its  pledge  to  provide  10  million 
United  States  dollars  for  Iraq  this  year.

Future  of  the  Alliance 

The  two  leaders  shared  the  view  that  strong  and  dynamic  ties  between  our  two  countries  are  the 
foundation  of  the  United  States- ROK  Alliance.  They  decided  to  advance  future-oriented  cooperation 
through  high-level  consultations  in  the  areas  of  economy  and  trade,  renewable  and  nuclear  energy, 
science  and  technology,  space,  environment,  health,  and  defense  technology.  President  Trump  and 
President  Moon  affirmed  that  the  United  States  and  the  ROK  will  work  together  to  support  and  uphold 
the  rules-based  order  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region.  The  two  leaders  affirmed  that  the  strength  of  the  United 
States-ROK  Alliance  serves  as  testament  to  the  power  of  freedom,  democracy,  human  rights,  and  the  rule 
of  law,  and  acknowledged  that  the  future  of  the  two  countries  is  linked  through  people-to-people  ties, 
with  more  than  1,7  million  Korean  Americans  in  the  United  States,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Americans 
visiting  and  working  in  the  ROK  each  year,  and  close  ties  created  through  cultural  programs  and  student 
and  professional  exchanges.  President  Trump  and  President  Moon  heralded  the  exemplary  nature  of  the 
United  States-ROK  Alliance,  from  strengthening  our  security  by  deterring  and  defending  against  the  DPRK 
threat,  enhancing  strong  regional  relations,  and  advancing  our  economic  relationship  and  expanding  our 
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global  partnership*  Both  leaders  expressed  their  expectation  that  the  friendship  and  partnership  between 
the  two  countries  will  continue  to  strengthen  and  grow  for  many  decades  to  come. 

President  Moon  invited  President  Trump  to  visit  the  ROK  in  2017;  President  Trump  gladly  accepted  the 
invitation.  Hie  two  leaders  will  continue  to  discuss  issues  of  mutual  interests  on  various  occasions, 
including  during  international  multilateral  conferences.

To  increase  coordination  on  Alliance  issues, 
the  leaders  committed  the  foreign  affairs  and  defense  agencies  of  the  two  countries  to  regularize  a  "2+2" 
ministerial  meeting,  as  well  as  a  high-level  Extended  Deterrence  Strategy  and  Consultation  Group  to 
employ  all  elements  of  national  power  to  strengthen  extended  deterrence. 

Maintaining  Lock-Step  Coordination  on  our  Policy  regarding  the  DPRK 

President  Trump  and  President  Moon  pledged  to  continue  to  coordinate  dosely  to  achieve  our  shared 
goal  of  complete,  verifiable,  and  irreversible  denuclearization  of  the  Korean  Peninsula  in  a  peaceful 
manner.  The  two  leaders  called  on  the  DPRK  to  refrain  from  provocative,  destabilizing  actions  and 
rhetoric,  and  to  make  the  strategic  choice  to  fulfill  its  international  obligations  and  commitments.  The 
two  leaders  affirmed  that  the  DPRK's  nuclear  tests  and  unprecedented  number  of  ballistic  missile  tests 
consti  tute  direct  violations  of  multiple  United  Nations  Security  Council  Resolutions  (UNSCRs)  and 
highlight  the  accelerating  threat  the  DPRK's  missile  programs  pose  to  international  peace  and  security. 
They  affirmed  their  commitment  to  fully  implement  existing  sanctions  and  impose  new  measures 
designed  to  apply  maximum  pressure  on  the  DPRK  and  compel  Pyongyang  to  cease  its  provocative 
actions  and  return  to  sincere  and  constructive  talks.  The  two  leaders  also  urged  all  UN  member  states  to 
swiftly  and  fully  implement  UNSCR  obligations  and  took  note,  with  appreciation,  of  constructive  actions 
by  some  countries  around  the  world  to  exert  diplomatic  and  economic  pressure  on  the  DPRK  to  return  to 
credible  negotiations  on  denuclearization.  They  noted  the  important  role  China  could  play  to  this  end.  In 
addition,  the  two  sides  committed  to  enhance  cooperation  to  combat  the  DPRK's  dangerous  and 
destabilizing  malicious  cyber  activity. 
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Noting  that  sanctions  axe  a  tool  of  diplomacy,  the  two  leaders  emphasized  that  the  door  to  dialogue  with 
the  DPRK  remains  open  under  the  right  circumstances.  In  reaffirming  that  resolution  of  the  nuclear  issue 
is  a  top  priority  for  both  countries,  the  two  leaders  emphasized  that  the  United  States  and  the  ROK  do  not 
xnaintain  a  hostile  policy  toward  the  DPRK  and,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  international  community, 
stand  ready  to  work  toward  a  brighter  future  for  the  DPRK,  if  it  chooses  the  right  path.  The  two  sides 
will  closely  coordinate  on  a  joint  the  DPRK  policy,  including  efforts  to  create  conditions  necessary  for 
denuclearization  talks,  through  a  high-level  strategic  consultation  mechanism. 

President  Trump  supported  the  ROK's  leading  role  in  fostering  an  environment  for  peaceful  unification 
of  the  Korean  Peninsula. 

The  two  leaders  expressed  deep  concern  about  the  well-being  of  the  DPRK's  people,  particularly  in  light 
of  the  egregious  human  rights  violations  and  abuses  committed  against  them  by  the  government,  and 
noted  their  intention  to  ensure  sanctions  have  minimal  impact  on  the  DPRK's  vulnerable  populations. 
President  Trump  expressed  support  for  President  Moon's  aspiration  to  restart  inter- Korean  dialogue  on 
certain  issues,  including  humanitarian  affairs.  The  two  leaders  reaffirmed  the  importance  of  cooperating 
with  the  international  community  to  hold  the  DPRK  accountable  for  substantial  progress  on  the 
deplorable  human  rights  situation  in  that  country. 

The  two  leaders  reaffirmed  their  commitment  to  promote  regional  relations  and  enhance  United  States- 
rO  K- Japan  trilateral  cooperation.  The  two  leaders  affirmed  that  trilateral  security  and  defense  cooperation 
contributes  to  enhanced  deterrence  and  defense  against  the  DPRK  threat.  They  decided  to  further  develop 
this  cooperation,  using  established  bilateral  and  trilateral  mechanisms.  They  also  underscored  the 
importance  of  leveraging  the  United  States- ROK-Japan  trilateral  relationship  to  address  global  challenges 
such  as  cancer  research,  energy  security,  women's  empowerment,  and  cybersecurity.  President  Trump 
and  President  Moon  decided  to  discuss  further  ways  to  enhance  trilateral  cooperation  together  with 
Prime  Minister  Abe  of  Japan  at  the  upcoming  United  States- ROK- Japan  Trilateral  Summit  on  the  margins 
of  the  G20  in  July. 
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Advancing  Fair  Trade  to  Promote  Economic  Growth 

President  Trump  and  President  Moon  committed  to  foster  expanded  and  balanced  trade  while 
creating  reciprocal  benefits  and  fair  treatment  between  the  two  countries.  In  that  regard,  the  two 
sides  further  committed  to  fostering  a  truly  fair  and  level  playing  field,  including  working  together 
to  reduce  the  global  overcapacity  of  such  basic  materials  as  steel  and  non-tariff  barriers  to  trade. 

Both  sides  pledged  to  work  together,  as  part  of  the  process  of  the  Commercial  Dialogue,  to 
promote  investment,  support  entrepreneurs,  and  facilitate  cooperation  between  the  United  States 
and  the  ROK  to  boost  economic  growth  and  job  creation  in  both  countries. 

Enhancing  Bilateral  Cooperation  on  Other  Economic  Opportunities 

Both  sides  also  committed  to  work  together  through  the  Senior  Economic  Dialogue  to  promote  and  expand 
cooperation  on  other  economic  issues  and  to  explore  the  enhancement  of  economic  opportunities  through  a 
joint  public-private  forum.  Given  the  roles  of  science,  technology,  and  innovation  in  driving  economic 
growth,  the  two  countries  will  enhance  cooperation  in  cybersecurity,  information  and  communication 
technology,  and  civil  space  technolog}  .  Highlighting  the  important  economic  role  women  play  in  their 
societies,  the  two  sides  pledged  to  launch  a  bilateral  partnership  to  ad  vance  women's  economic 
empowerment. 


Actively  Collaborating  as  Global  Partners 

President  Trump  and  President  Moon  affirmed  that  United  States- ROK  cooperation  on  global  issues  is  an 
indispensable  and  expanding  aspect  of  the  Alliance.  With  respect  to  global  health  security  collaboration, 
the  two  leaders  affirmed  their  support  in  helping  partner  countries  prevent,  detect,  and  respond  to 
infectious  disease  threats.  The  two  leaders  condemned  the  grave  human  suffering  and  violence  in  Iraq  and 
Syria  caused  by  ISIS,  and  reaffirmed  the  strong  United  States-ROK  partnership  in  the  Global  Coalition  to 
Defeat  ISIS.  President  Trump  welcomed  the  ROK's  commitment  to  increase  humanitarian  assistance  to 
countries  most  affected  by  terrorism  and  violent  extremism,  including  its  pledge  to  provide  10  million 
United  States  dollars  for  Iraq  this  year.  The  two  sides  underscored  the  importance  of  joint  efforts  by  the 
international  community,  including  the  United  States  and  the  ROK,  to  rebuild  peace  and  stability  in 
Afghanistan,  and  pledged  to  continue  to  work  together  to  support  the  Afghan  people  and  government. 

Future  of  the  Alliance 

The  two  leaders  shared  the  view  that  strong  and  dynamic  ties  between  our  two  countries  are  the 
foundation  of  the  United  States-ROK  Alliance.  They  decided  to  advance  future-oriented  cooperation 
through  high-level  consultations  in  the  areas  of  economy  and  trade,  renewable  and  nuclear  energy, 
science  and  technology,  space,  environment,  health,  and  defense  technology.  President  Trump  and 
President  Moon  affirmed  that  the  United  States  and  the  ROK  will  work  together  to  support  and  uphold 
the  rules-based  order  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region.  The  two  leaders  affirmed  that  the  strength  of  the  United 
States-ROK  Alliance  serves  as  testament  to  the  power  of  freedom,  democracy,  human  rights,  and  the  rule 
of  law,  and  acknowledged  that  the  future  of  the  two  countries  is  linked  through  people-to- people  ties, 
with  more  than  1.7  million  Korean  Americans  in  the  United  States,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Americans 
visiting  and  working  in  the  ROK  each  year,  and  dose  ties  created  through  cultural  programs  and  student 
and  professional  exchanges.  President  Trump  and  President  Moon  heralded  the  exemplary  nature  of  the 
United  States-ROK  Alliance,  from  strengthening  our  security  by  deterring  and  defending  against  the  DPRK 
threat,  enhancing  strong  regional  relations,  and  advancing  our  economic  relationship  and  expanding  our 
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global  partnership*  Both  leaders  expressed  their  expectation  that  the  friendship  and  partnership  between 
the  two  countries  will  continue  to  strengthen  and  grow  for  many  decades  to  come. 

President  Moon  invited  President  Trump  to  visit  the  ROK  in  2017;  President  Trump  gladly  accepted  the 
invitation.  Hie  two  leaders  will  continue  to  discuss  issues  of  mutual  interests  on  various  occasions, 
including  during  international  multilateral  conferences.

Thank  you,  Mr.  President. 


To  my  friends  on  the  Security  Council,  I  must  say  that  today  is  a  dark  day.  It  is  a  dark  day  because  yesterday’s 
actions  by  North  Korea  made  the  world  a  more  dangerous  place.  Their  illegal  missile  launch  was  not  only 
dangerous,  but  reckless  and  irresponsible.  It  showed  that  North  Korea  does  not  want  to  be  part  of  a  peaceful 
world.  They  have  cast  a  dark  shadow  of  conflict  on  all  nations  that  strive  for  peace. 


Yesterday’s  act  came  from  the  same  vicious  dictator  who  sent  a  young  college  student  back  home  to  his  parents, 
unresponsive  and  in  a  coma.  For  Americans,  the  true  nature  of  the  North  Korean  regime  was  painfully  brought 
home  with  the  images  of  two  guards  holding  Otto  Warmbier  up  as  they  transported  him  from  a  prison  he  should 
never  have  been  in.  Otto  Warmbier  is  but  one  person  out  of  millions  who  have  been  killed,  tortured,  or  deprived 
of  their  human  rights  by  the  North  Korean  regime. 


To  Americans,  the  death  of  one  innocent  person  can  be  as  powerful  as  the  death  of  millions.  Because  all  men 
and  women  are  created  in  God’s  image,  depravity  toward  one  is  a  sure  sign  of  willingness  to  do  much  more 
harm. 


The  nature  of  the  North  Korean  regime  is  clear;  only  the  scale  of  the  damage  it  does  could  become  different. 
That’s  why  yesterday’s  escalation  is  so  alarming.  If  North  Korea  will  treat  an  innocent  young  student  the  way  it 
treated  Otto  Warmbier,  we  should  not  be  surprised  if  it  acts  barbarically  on  a  l  arger  scale. 


The  United  States  does  not  seek  conflict.  In  fact,  we  seek  to  avoid  it.  We  seek  only  the  peaceful 
denuclearization  of  the  Korean  peninsula  and  an  end  to  the  threatening  actions  by  North  Korea.  Regrettably, 
we’re  witnessing  just  the  opposite.  Make  no  mistake,  North  Korea’s  launch  of  an  ICBM  is  a  clear  and  sharp 
military  escalation.  The  North  Korean  regime  openly  states  that  its  missiles  are  intended  to  deliver  nuclear 
weapons  to  strike  cities  in  the  United  States,  South  Korea,  and  Japan.  And  now  it  has  a  greater  capacity  to  do 
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so. 


In  truth,  it  is  not  only  the  United  States  and  our  allies  that  are  threatened.  North  Korea’s  destabilizing  escalation 
is  a  threat  to  all  nations  in  the  region  and  beyond.  Their  actions  are  quickly  closing  off  the  possibility  of  a 
diplomatic  solution. 


The  United  States  is  prepared  to  use  the  full  range  of  our  capabilities  to  defend  ourselves  and  our  allies.  One  of 
our  capabilities  lies  with  our  considerable  military  forces.  We  will  use  them  if  we  must,  but  we  prefer  not  to 
have  to  go  in  that  direction.  We  have  other  methods  of  addressing  those  who  threaten  us  and  of  addressing  those 
who  supply  the  threats.  We  have  great  capabilities  in  the  area  of  trade.  President  Trump  has  spoken  repeatedly 
about  this.  1  spoke  with  him  at  length  about  it  this  morning. 


There  are  countries  that  are  allowing  -  even  encouraging  -  trade  with  North  Korea  in  violation  of  UN  Security 
Council  resolutions.  Such  countries  would  also  like  to  continue  their  trade  arrangements  with  the  United  States. 
That’s  not  going  to  happen.  Our  attitude  on  trade  changes  when  countries  do  not  take  international  security 
threats  seriously.  Before  the  path  to  a  peaceful  solution  is  entirely  closed,  however,  there  remains  more  that  the 
international  community  can  and  must  do  diplomatically  and  economically. 

In  the  coming  days,  we  will  bring  before  the  Security  Council  a  resolution  that  raises  the  international  response 
in  a  way  that  is  proportionate  to  North  Korea’s  new  escalation.  I  will  not  detail  that  resolution  here  today,  but 
the  options  are  all  known  to  us.  If  we  are  unified,  the  in  ternational  communi  ty  can  cut  off  the  major  sources  of 
hard  currency  to  the  North  Korean  regime.  We  can  restrict  the  flow  of  oil  to  their  military  and  their  weapons 
programs.  We  can  increase  air  and  maritime  restrictions.  We  can  hold  senior  regime  officials  accountable. 


The  international  community  has  spoken  frequently  against  the  illegal  and  dangerous  actions  of  the  North 
Korean  regime.  For  many  years,  there  have  been  numerous  UN  sanctions  against  North  Korea.  But  they  have 
been  insufficient  to  get  them  to  change  their  destructive  course.  So  in  order  to  have  an  impact  -  in  order  to 
move  North  Korea  off  its  military  escalation  -  we  must  do  more.  We  will  not  look  exclusively  at  North  Korea. 
We  will  look  at  any  country  that  chooses  to  do  business  with  this  outlaw'  regime.  We  will  not  have  patience  for 
stalling  or  talking  our  way  dow  n  to  a  watered-down  resolution. 


Yesterday’s  ICBM  escalation  requires  an  escalated  diplomatic  and  economic  response.  Time  is  short.  Action  is 
required.  The  world  is  on  notice.  If  we  act  together,  we  can  still  prevent  a  catastrophe,  and  we  can  rid  the  world 
of  a  grave  threat.  If  we  fail  to  act  in  a  serious  way,  there  will  be  a  different  response. 


Much  of  the  burden  of  enforcing  UN  sanctions  rests  with  China.  Ninety  percent  of  trade  with  North  Korea  is 
from  China.  We  will  work  with  China.  We  will  work  with  any  and  every  country  that  believes  in  peace.  But  we 
will  not  repeat  the  inadequate  approaches  of  the  past  that  have  brought  us  to  this  dark  day. 


We  cannot  forget  the  multiple  missile  tests  this  year  or  yesterday’s  escalation.  W e  cannot  forget  Otto  Warmbier 
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and  others  North  Korea  continues  to  hold.  We  cannot  forget  the  threats  to  our  friends  and  allies  around  the 
world.  We  will  not  forget.  And  we  will  not  delay.

I  thank  you  for  holding  this  meeting  in  the  public  and  allowing  us  all  to  voice  our  concerns. 


I  first  wanted  to  tell  my  Russian  friends  that  not  only  has  the  Secretary-General  said  this  was  an  ICBM,  and  the 
U.S.  has  said  this  is  an  ICBM,  North  Korea  has  said  this  was  an  ICBM.  So  if  you  need  any  sort  of  intelligence 
to  let  you  know  that  the  rest  of  the  world  sees  this  as  ICBM,  I’m  happy  to  provide  it. 


Secondly,  in  reference  to  being  opposed  to  sanctions  on  North  Korea  -  this  Council  all  knows  we  have  done 
repeated  resolutions,  and  nothing  has  happened.  If  you  are  happy  with  North  Korea’s  actions,  veto  it.  If  you 
want  to  be  a  friend  to  North  Korea,  veto  it.  But  if  you  see  this  as  a  threat,  if  you  see  this  for  what  it  is,  which  is 
North  Korea  showing  its  muscle,  then  you  need  to  stand  strong  and  vote  w  ith  the  international  community  to 
strengthen  sanctions  on  North  Korea. 


And  if  you  choose  not  to,  we  will  go  our  own  path.  But  it  makes  no  sense  to  not  join  together  on  this  threat 
against  North  Korea.  They  have  not  had  any  care  for  Russia  or  China  in  this,  they  have  not  listened  to  anything 
that  you’ve  said.  They’re  not  going  to  listen  to  anything  that  you  say.  And  so  it’s  time  that  we  all  stand  together 
and  say  we  will  not  put  up  with  this  action.  To  sit  there  and  oppose  sanctions,  or  to  sit  there  and  go  in  defiance 
of  a  new  resolution  means  you’re  holding  the  hands  of  Kim  Jong  Un.

SEOUL  (Reuters)  -  North  Korea  appeared  to  use  a  Chinese  truck  originally  sold  for  hauling  timber  to  transport 
and  erect  a  ballistic  missile  that  was  successfully  launched  on  Tuesday,  highlighting  the  challenge  of  enforcing 
sanctions  to  curb  its  weapons  programme. 

North  Korea  state  television  showed  a  large  truck  painted  in  military  camouflage  carrying  the  missile.  It  was 
identical  to  one  a  U.N.  sanctions  panel  has  said  was  "most  likely"  converted  from  a  Chinese  timber  truck. 

Since  2006,  U.N.  sanctions  have  banned  the  shipment  of  military  hardware  to  North  Korea.  But  control  of 
equipment  and  vehicles  that  have  "dual-use"  military  and  civilian  applications  has  been  far  less  stringent. 

The  vehicle  was  imported  from  China  and  declared  for  civilian  use  by  the  North  Korean  foreign  ministry, 
according  to  a  2013  report  by  the  U.N.  panel.  Tuesday’s  launch  was  the  first  time  the  truck  had  been  seen  in  a 
military  field  operation  in  pictures  published  in  state  media. 

China,  North  Korea’s  largest  trading  partner  and  its  sole  major  ally,  is  under  increasing  pressure  from  U.S. 

President  Donald  Trump,  who  has  said  Chinese  efforts  to  rein  in  North  Korea's  weapons  programmes  have 
failed. 

The  truck  had  been  previously  on  display  at  military  parades  in  2012  and  in  2013  carrying  what  experts  said 
appeared  to  be  developmental  models  or  mock-ups  of  North  Korea's  intercontinental  ballistic  missiles. 

Images  on  the  North  Korea's  state  television  showed  soldiers  working  on  the  vehicle  mounted  with  a  missile, 
which  was  then  erected  and  off-loaded  ahead  of  the  launch  at  a  hillside  location.  Leader  Kim  Jong  Lin 
supervised  the  test. 

The  transporter-erector-launcher  (TEL)  is  a  vehicle  designed  to  move  a  ballistic  missile  and  stand  it  upright 
allowing  for  a  mobile  system  that  makes  surveillance  difficult  for  spy  satellites. 

In  its  2013  report,  the  U.N.  panel  of  experts  said  the  features  of  the  vehicle  in  the  2012  parade  exactly  matched 
those  of  a  vehicle  sold  by  China's  Hubei  Sanjiang  Space  Wanshan  Special  Vehicle  Company. 

DELIBERATE  BREACH? 

The  company  is  a  subsidiary  of  China  Aerospace  Science  and  Industry  Corp,  a  state-owned  company  that 
makes  the  Shenzhou  rocket  as  well  as  missiles. 

A  company  manager  reached  by  telephone  declined  to  comment  citing  the  sensitivity  of  the  issue. 

China  submitted  to  the  U.N.  panel  a  copy  of  the  end  user  certificate  provided  by  the  North  stating  that  six  of  the 
vehicles  were  being  imported  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  timber. 
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The  panel  said  it  "considers  it  most  likely  that  the  (North)  deliberately  breached"  the  certificate  and  converted 
the  trucks  into  transporter-erector-launchers. 

This  year,  North  Korea  used  another  Chinese-made  truck  model  to  tow  submarine-launched  ballistic  missiles 
(SLBM)  at  a  military  parade  on  the  105th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  state  founder  Kim  II  Sung. 

Last  year,  state  media  published  photos  showing  Chinese-made  trucks  being  used  in  a  new  North  Korean 
mobile  rocket  artillery  system. 


Both  vehicles  showed  the  logo  or  had  markings  specific  to  the  Chinese  company  Sinotruk. 


A  Sinotruk  sales  official  said  in  April  he  was  not  aware  the  company's  trucks  were  used  in  the  military  parade. 


North  Korean  state  media  has  in  the  past  released  images  of  Sinotruk  chassis  and  cabins  related  to  construction 
or  mining. 

The  Chinese  Foreign  Ministry  said  on  Tuesday,  after  the  launch,  it  was  opposed  to  North  Korea  contravening 
rules  laid  out  in  U.N.  Security  council  resolutions.  China  was  working  hard  to  resolve  the  issue  and  urged  all 
sides  to  meet  each  other  half  way,  it  added.

North  Korea  said  on  Wednesday  its  newly  developed  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  (ICBM)  can  carry  a  large  nuclear 
warhead,  triggering  a  call  by  Washington  for  global  action  to  hold  it  accountable  for  pursuing  nuclear  weapons. 

A  spokeswoman  for  the  U.S.  Defense  Department  said  it  had  concluded  that  North  Korea  test-launched  an  ICBM  on 
Tuesday,  which  some  experts  now  believe  had  the  range  to  reach  the  U.S.  state  of  Alaska  as  well  as  parts  of  the 
mainland  United  States. 

U.S.  Secretary  of  State  Rex  Tillerson  said  the  test,  on  the  eve  of  the  U.S.  Independence  Day  holiday,  represented  Ma  new 
escalation  of  the  threat"  to  the  United  States  and  its  allies,  and  vowed  to  take  stronger  measures. 

North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong  Un  said  the  test  completed  his  country's  strategic  weapons  capability  that  includes  atomic 
and  hydrogen  bombs  and  ICBMs,  the  state  KCNA  news  agency  said. 

Pyongyang  would  not  negotiate  with  the  United  States  to  give  up  those  weapons  until  Washington  abandons  its  hostile 
policy  against  the  North,  KCNA  quoted  Kim  as  saying. 

"  He,  with  a  broad  smile  on  his  face,  told  officials,  scientists  and  technicians  that  the  U.S.  would  be  displeased  ...  as  it  was 
given  a  ’package  of  gifts'  on  its  'Independence  Day',"  KCNA  said. 

Kim  ordered  them  to  "frequently  send  big  and  small  'gift  packages'  to  the  Yankees,"  it  added. 

The  launch  came  days  before  leaders  from  the  Group  of  20  nations  are  due  to  discuss  steps  to  rein  in  North  Korea's 
weapons  program,  which  it  has  pursued  in  defiance  of  United  Nations  Security  Council  sanctions. 

The  test  successfully  verified  the  technical  requirements  of  the  newly  developed  ICBM  in  stage  separation,  the 
atmospheric  re-entry  of  the  warhead  and  the  late-stage  control  of  the  warhead,  KCNA  said. 

Tillerson  warned  that  any  country  that  hosts  North  Korean  workers,  provides  economic  or  military  aid  to  Pyongyang,  or 
fails  to  implement  U.N.  sanctions  "is  aiding  and  abetting  a  dangerous  regime", 

"All  nations  should  publicly  demonstrate  to  North  Korea  that  there  are  consequences  to  their  pursuit  of  nuclear 
weapons,"  Tillerson  said  in  a  statement.

U.S,  President  Donald  Trump  has  been  urging  China,  North  Korea's  main  trading  partner  and  only  big  ally,  to  press 
Pyongyang  to  give  up  its  nuclear  program. 

The  U.N.  Security  Council,  currently  chaired  by  China,  will  hold  an  emergency  meeting  on  the  matter  at  3  p.m.  EDT  (1900 
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GMT)  on  Wednesday,  following  a  request  by  the  United  States,  Japan  and  South  Korea. 

Diplomats  say  Beijing  has  not  been  fully  enforcing  existing  international  sanctions  on  its  neighbor,  and  has  resisted 
tougher  measures,  such  as  an  oil  embargo,  bans  on  the  North  Korean  airline  and  guest  workers,  and  measures  against 
Chinese  banks  and  other  firms  doing  business  with  the  North. 

A  2015  U.N.  document  estimated  that  more  than  50,000  North  Korean  workers  were  overseas  earning  currencies  for  the 
regime,  with  the  vast  majority  in  China  and  Russia. 

North  Korea  appeared  to  have  used  a  Chinese  truck,  originally  sold  for  hauling  timber,  but  later  converted  for  military 
use,  to  transport  and  erect  the  missile  on  Tuesday. 

Trump  has  indicated  he  is  running  out  of  patience  with  Beijing's  efforts  to  rein  in  North  Korea.  His  administration  has 
said  all  options  are  on  the  table,  military  included,  but  suggested  those  would  be  a  last  resort  and  that  sanctions  and 
diplomatic  pressure  were  its  preferred  course. 

Trump  is  due  to  meet  Chinese  President  Xi  Jinping  and  Russian  President  Vladimir  Putin  during  the  G20  meeting  in 
Germany  this  week. 

Russia  and  China  joined  diplomatic  forces  on  Tuesday  and  called  for  North  Korea  to  suspend  its  ballistic  missile  program 
in  return  for  a  moratorium  on  large-scale  military  exercises  by  the  United  States  and  South  Korea. 

In  Beijing,  Chinese  Foreign  Ministry  spokesman  Geng  Shuang  said  the  joint  statement  showed  the  international 
community  wanted  dialogue  and  not  antagonistic  voices,  as  he  also  urged  North  Korea  not  to  violate  U.N.  Security 
Council  resolutions. 

MWe  hope  relevant  counties  can  maintain  calm  and  restraint,  and  not  take  steps  that  might  worsen  tensions  on  the 
peninsula,"  Geng  told  a  daily  briefing. 

The  U.S.  and  South  Korean  militaries  conducted  a  ballistic  missile  test  early  on  Wednesday  in  a  show  of  force  on  the  east 
coast  of  the  Korean  peninsula.  The  South  said  the  drill  aimed  to  showcase  the  ability  to  strike  at  the  North's  leadership  if 
necessary. 

"It's  discouraging  that  the  Chinese  (and  Russians)  are  still  calling  for  'restraint  by  all  sides',  despite  the  fact  that  their 
client  state,  North  Korea,  has  cast  aside  all  restraint  and  is  sprinting  for  the  finish  line  in  demonstrating  a  nuclear-armed 
ICBM  capability,"  said  Daniel  Russel,  formerly  Washington's  top  East  Asia  diplomat,  now  a  diplomat  in  residence  at  the 
Asia  Society  Policy  Institute. 

The  North's  state  media  said  the  missile,  Hwasong-14,  flew  933  km  (580  miles),  reaching  an  altitude  of  2,802  km  (1,741 
miles)  in  its  39  minutes  of  flight. 

Some  analysts  said  the  flight  details  suggested  the  new  missile  had  a  range  of  more  than  8,000  km  (4,970  miles),  which 
would  put  significant  parts  of  the  U.S.  mainland  in  range,  a  major  advance  in  the  North's  program. 

The  launch  was  both  earlier  and  "far  more  successful  than  expected",  said  U.S.-based  missile  expert  John  Schilling,  a 
contributor  to  the  Washington-based  North  Korea  monitoring  project,  38  North. 

It  would  now  probably  only  be  a  year  or  two  before  a  North  Korean  ICBM  achieved  "minimal  operational  capability,"  he 
added. 

Experts  say  a  reliable  nuclear-tipped  ICBM  would  require  a  small  warhead  to  fit  a  long-range  missile,  technology  to 
protect  against  intense  heat  as  it  re-enters  the  atmosphere,  separate  the  warhead  and  guide  it  to  its  target. 
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South  Korean  President  Moon  Jae-in,  who  ordered  Wednesday's  drill,  said,  "The  situation  was  no  longer  sufficient  to 
respond  to  the  North's  provocation  by  making  statements,"  according  to  his  office. 

Tuesday's  test  poses  fresh  challenges  for  Moon,  who  took  office  in  May  with  a  pledge  to  engage  the  North  in  dialogue 
while  keeping  up  pressure  and  sanctions  to  impede  its  weapons  programs. 

His  defense  minister,  Han  Min-koo,  told  parliament  on  Wednesday  there  was  a  high  possibility  of  a  sixth  nuclear  test  by 
the  North,  but  there  were  no  specific  indications.

Russia  blocks  U.N.  condemnation  of  N.Korea  missile  over  ICBM  label  (Reuters) 

UNITED  NATIONS  (Reuters)  -  Russia  objected  on  Thursday  to  a  United  Nations  Security  Council  condemnation  of 
North  Korea’s  latest  rocket  launch  because  the  U.S.-drafted  statement  referred  to  it  as  an  intercontinental  ballistic 
missile  (ICBM),  diplomats  said. 

Security  Council  statements  have  to  be  agreed  by  all  15-members.  It  was  not  immediately  clear  if  the  LInited  States 
would  continue  to  negotiate  with  Russia  in  an  effort  to  reach  a  council  consensus  on  a  statement  of  condemnation. 

Moscow  has  said  it  believes  Pyongyang  fired  an  intermediate  range  ballistic  missile  on  Tuesday,  while  China  has  not 
identified  the  rocket  launched.  North  Korea  said  it  tested  an  ICBM  and  the  United  States  said  that  was  likely  true. 

"The  rationale  is  that  based  on  our  (Ministry  of  Defence’s)  assessment  we  cannot  confirm  that  the  missile  can  be 
classified  as  an  ICBM,"  Russia’s  U.N.  mission  said  in  an  email  to  its  Security  Council  colleagues. 

"Therefore  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  agree  to  this  classification  on  behalf  of  the  whole  council  since  there  is  no 
consensus  on  this  issue,"  the  email  said. 

The  council  met  on  Wednesday  to  discuss  the  missile  launch  by  North  Korea,  which  has  been  under  U.N.  sanctions 
since  2006  over  its  ballistic  missile  and  nuclear  programs. 

U.S.  Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations  Nikki  Haley  denounced  Russia's  reluctance  to  recognize  that  North  Korea 
had  test-launched  an  ICBM,  which  some  experts  believe  has  the  range  to  reach  the  U.S.  states  of  Alaska  and  Hawaii. 

"If  you  need  any  sort  of  intelligence  to  let  you  know-  that  the  rest  of  the  world  sees  this  as  an  ICBM,  I'm  happy  to 
provide  it,"  she  told  the  Security  Council  on  Wednesday. 

The  draft  statement  said  the  council  would  start  work  on  "further  significant  measures"  against  North  Korea.  Since 
2006  the  council  has  ratcheted  up  sanctions  on  Pyongyang  in  response  to  five  nuclear  tests  and  two  long-range 
missile  launches. 

Haley  said  on  Wednesday  the  United  States  would  propose  new  U.N.  sanctions  in  coming  days  and  warned  that  if 
Russia  and  China  did  not  support  the  move,  then  "we  will  go  our  own  path."  She  said  Washington  was  ready  to  use 
force  "if  we  must." 

"If  you  are  happy  with  North  Korea's  actions,  veto  it.  If  you  want  to  be  a  friend  to  North  Korea,  veto  it,"  Haley  said 
of  her  plan  to  propose  new  sanctions.

Joint  Statement  from  the  United  States  of  America,  Republic  of  Korea,  and  Japan 

President  Donald  J.  Trump,  President  Moon  Jae-in,  and  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe  met  in 
Hamburg,  Germany,  on  July  6  to  discuss  the  serious  and  escalating  threat  posed  by  the  nuclear 
and  ballistic  missile  programs  of  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea  (DPRK).  The  three 
leaders  condemned  the  DPRK's  unprecedented  launch,  on  July  4,  of  a  ballistic  missile  with 
intercontinental  range,  a  major  escalation  that  directly  violates  multiple  United  Nation's  Security 
Council  (UNSC)  resolutions  and  that  clearly  demonstrates  the  growing  threat  the  DPRK  poses  to 
the  United  States,  the  Republic  of  Korea  (ROK),  and  Japan,  as  well  as  other  countries  around  the 
world.  Tire  leaders  affirmed  the  importance  of  working  together  to  counter  the  DPRK  threat  and 
to  achieve  the  complete,  verifiable,  and  irreversible  denuclearization  of  the  Korean  Peninsula  in  a 
peaceful  manner,  a  shared  goal  among  the  three  countries.  They  also  committed  to  continue  to 
cooperate  to  apply  maximum  pressure  on  the  DPRK  to  change  its  path,  refrain  from  provocative 
and  threatening  actions,  and  take  steps  necessary  to  return  to  serious  denuclearization  dialogue. 
The  three  leaders  emphasized  that  they,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  international  community, 
stand  ready  to  offer  a  brighter  future  for  the  DPRK  if  it  chooses  the  right  path.  Tire  United  States, 
the  ROK,  and  Japan  will  never  accept  a  nuclear  armed  DPRK. 

President  Trump,  President  Moon,  and  Prime  Minister  Abe  decided  to  press  for  the  early  adoption 
of  a  new  UNSC  resolution  with  additional  sanctions  to  demonstrate  to  the  DPRK  that  there  are 
serious  consequences  for  its  destabilizing,  provocative,  and  escalatory  actions.  They  called  on  the 
international  community  to  swiftly  and  fully  implement  all  UNSC  resolutions  and  to  take 
measures  to  reduce  economic  relations  with  the  DPRK.  The  three  leaders  also  called  on  the 
nations  that  border  the  DPRK  to  make  further  efforts  to  convince  the  DPRK  regime  to  abandon  its 
current  threatening  and  provocative  path  and  immediately  take  steps  to  denuclearize  and  to  halt 
its  ballistic  missile  program. 


The  three  leaders  underscored  their  commitment  to  further  strengthen  their  respective  alliances 
and  to  ensure  they  continue  to  increase  their  capabilities  to  deter  and  respond  to  any  attack  from 
the  DPRK.  They  committed  to  continue  advancing  trilateral  security  cooperation  in  the  face  of  the 
threat  posed  by  the  DPRK.  President  Trump  reaffirmed  the  ironclad  commitment  of  the  United 
States  to  defend  the  ROK  and  Japan  using  the  full  range  of  its  conventional  and  nuclear 
capabilities.

Washington,  D.C.  -  House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee  Chairman  Ed  Royce  (R- 
CA)  today  issued  the  following  statement  after  the  administration  announced 
new  sanctions  on  multiple  Chinese  entities  and  individuals  that  act  as  conduits 
for  illicit  North  Korean  financial  activity: 

7  have  long  called  for  sanctions  on  companies  and  banks  that  provide  hard 
currency  to  sustain  Kim  Jong  Un's  rule  and  grow  his  illicit  nuclear  and  ballistic 
missiles  programs.  This  is  a  big  step.  The  administration  is  right  to  target  any 
around  the  world  who  act  as  financial  lifelines  to  Kim  Jong  Un.  and  to  give  them 
a  clear  choice:  You  can  do  business  with  North  Korea  or  with  the  U.S. ,  but  not 
both. 

“To  cut  off  more  cash  to  North  Korea,  the  U.S.  Senate  needs  to  pass  my  bill  to 
give  the  U.S.  additional  financial  tools  -  including  the  ability  to  stop  the  North 
Korean  regime’s  export  of  slave  labor.’’ 

Note:  The  House  of  Representatives  last  month  passed  Chairman  Royce’s 
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Korean  Interdiction  and  Modernization  of  Sanctions  Act  (H.R.  1644)  by  a  vote 
of  419-1.  The  bill: 

•  Expands  sanctions  to  deter  North  Korea's  nuclear  weapons  program; 

•  Targets  those  overseas  who  employ  North  Korean  slave  labor,  a  source 
of  billions  of  dollars  in  annual  revenue  for  the  regime; 

•  Cracks  down  on  North  Korean  shipping  and  use  of  international  ports;

•  Requires  the  administration  to  determine  whether  North  Korea  is  a  state 
sponsor  of  terrorism.

Haley  To  Security  Council:  US  Ready  To  Use  Force  On  North  Korea  “If  Need  Be.”  Media  coverage  of  the 
ongoing  tensions  with  North  Korea  is  dominated  by  reports  on  Wednesday’s  emergency  session  at  the  UN  Security  Council.  NBC 
Nightly  News  (7/5,  lead  story,  2:40,  Guthrie,  1 6.61  M)  opened  its  broadcast  last  night  saying  “the  US  is  scrambling  to  deal  with  a 
North  Korea  that  is  more  aggressive  than  ever,  and  now,  closer  than  ever  to  being  able  to  deliver  a  nuclear  blow  to  the  United 
States.”  Sources  tell  NBC  News  the  US  was  “caught  by  surprise”  by  North  Korea’s  test  of  an  ICBM  on  Tuesday.  NBC  also 
reported  that  “in  stunning  comments,  the  commander  of  American  troops”  in  South  Korea  is  “saying  all-out  war  is  possible.  Self- 
restraint,  which  is  a  choice,  is  all  that  separates  armistice  and  war.” 

The  Washington  Post  (7/5.  Nakamura,  Rauhala,  11.43M)  says  Ambassador  Haley’s  “pointed  speech”  to  the  Security 
Council  “marked  the  latest  effort  by  the  Trump  administration  to  rally  allies  and  rivals  around  a  common  agenda  to  blunt  North 
Korea’s  progress,”  but  her  remarks  “also  illustrated  the  limits  of  the  White  House’s  options  and  lacked  specifics  about  what 
concrete  steps  the  administration  is  considering.”  On  ABC  World  News  Tonight  (7/5,  story  2,  2:00,  Muir,  14.63M),  Haley  was 
shown  saying:  “Time  is  short.  Action  is  required.  The  world  is  on  notice.”  Reuters  (7/5,  Kim,  Kim)  reports  Haley  told  the  Council 
that  the  US  is  “ready  to  use  force  if  need  be  to  stop  North  Korea’s  nuclear  missile  program  but  said  it  preferred  global  diplomatic 
action  against  Pyongyang.”  Haley  warned  that  North  Korea’s  actions  were  “quickly  closing  off  the  possibility  of  a  diplomatic 
solution”  and  that  the  US  was  prepared  to  defend  itself  and  its  allies.  The  Wall  Street  Journal  (7/5,  A1,  Cheng,  Subscription 
Publication,  6.37M)  reports  Haley  warned  fellow  diplomats  that  “time  is  short”  and  that  all  nations  must  pressure  North  Korea, 
including  through  new  sanctions,  to  change  course. 

The  New  York  Times  (7/5,  Sang-Hun,  Subscription  Publication,  13.9M)  reports  Haley  said  the  US  was  working  on  a 
Security  Council  draft  resolution  that  “raises  the  international  response,”  but  did  not  did  not  specify  what  the  resolution  would  do 
or  when  it  might  be  ready  for  a  vote.  According  to  the  Times,  she  “alluded  to  punishments  including  a  complete  cutoff  of  North 
Korea’s  access  to  international  currency  markets,  severe  restrictions  on  high-level  North  Korean  officials  and,  in  a  reference  to 
China,”  penalties  for  “any  country  that  chooses  to  do  business  with  this  outlaw  regime.”  In  fact,  the  AP  (7/5,  Lederer)  reports 
Haley  warned  China  that  it  “risks  its  trade  with  the  United  States  if  trade  with  North  Korea  violates  UN  sanctions.” 

In  what  Bloomberg  News  (7/4,  Wadhams,  Foroohar,  2.41  M)  calls  “a  warning  to  China  and  other  nations”  the  US  says  aren’t 
doing  enough  to  rein  in  North  Korea,  Haley  “threatened  trade  ties  with  countries  that  continue  to  do  business  with  North  Korea.” 
Said  Haley,  “There  are  countries  that  are  allowing,  even  encouraging,  trade  with  North  Korea  in  violation  of  UN  Security  Council 
resolutions.  Such  countries  would  also  like  to  continue  their  trade  arrangements  with  the  United  States.  That’s  not  going  to 


happen.” 


Another  AP  (7/5,  Pace,  Salama)  report  says  President  Trump  “and  other  senior  officials  dangled  the  prospect  of  punishing 
countries  that  trade  with  North  Korea.”  In  a  tweet  Wednesday  morning,  Trump  questioned  why  the  US  should  continue  what  he 
sees  as  bad  trade  deals  “with  countries  that  do  not  help  us.” 

On  the  CBS  Evening  News  (7/5,  story  3, 1 :30,  Brown,  1 1 .1 7M),  Margaret  Brennan  said  the  Administration  “is  trying  to  find 
new  ways  to  cut  off  North  Korea’s  financial  lifeline  without  Beijing's  help."  A  Washington  Post  (7/5,  Rauhala,  11.43M)  analysis 
says  in  the  wake  of  North  Korea’s  latest  missile  test,  the  US  and  China  are  “at  odds  about  what  to  do  next.”  Trump  took 
to  twitter  on  Wednesday,  “appearing  to  blame  China  for  failing  to  tighten  the  economic  noose,”  and  wrote,  “Trade  between  China 
and  North  Korea  grew  almost  40%  in  the  first  quarter.  So  much  for  China  working  with  us  -  but  we  had  to  give  it  a  try." 

A  New  York  Times  (7/5,  Perlez,  Subscription  Publication,  13.9M)  analysis  says  this  week’s  test  of  the  North’s  first 
intercontinental  ballistic  missile  “has  raised  the  question  of  what  is  China’s  red  line  for  its  ally,  and  whether  the  test  will  force” 
President  Xi  Jinping  “to  act  decisively  against  North  Korea.”  The  Times,  however,  says  he  will  “probably  do  little,  if  anything.” 

A  USA  Today  (7/5.  Dorell,  5.28M)  analysis  says  the  US  “could  start  calling  out  companies  involved  in  North  Korea’s 
weapons  programs,  such  as  two  Chinese  trucking  companies  that  provided  or  helped  build  large  vehicles  that  North  Korea  uses 
to  transport,  erect  and  launch  its  missiles.”  The  CBS  Evening  News  (7/5,  story  2, 1 :50,  Brown,  1 1 .1 7M)  said  “China  has  stopped 
buying  North  Korean  coal,  but  it  has  not  cut  off  oil  shipments  to  North  Korea,  fearing  that  could  cause  Kim  Jong-Un’s  regime  to 
collapse,  destabilizing  the  Korean  Peninsula,"  and  the  Los  Angeles  Times  (7/5,  Demick,  4.52M)  reports  “nonproliferation  experts 
say  that  the  United  States  has  yet  to  implement  the  kind  of  far-ranging  sanctions  against  North  Korea  that  the  Obama 
administration  used  to  pressure  Iran.” 
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Meanwhile,  the  AP  (7/5,  Klug,  Kim)  reports  North  Korean  leader  Kim  Jong-un  vowed  Wednesday  that  his  nation  will 
“demonstrate  its  mettle  to  the  US"  and  that  its  weapons  programs  is  not  up  for  negotiations.  The  AP  says  the  “hard  line  suggests 
that  North  Korea  will  conduct  more  weapons  tests.” 

While  Haley  said  the  US  was  prepared  to  respond  militarily,  NBC  Nightly  News  (7/5,  story  2,  2:15,  Guthrie,  16.61M)  said 
“US  options  are  few,  each  with  critical  risks,”  and  a  New  York  Times  (7/5,  Rich,  Subscription  Publication,  13.9M)  analysis  says 
that  “even  the  most  limited  strike  risks  staggering  casualties,  because  North  Korea  could  retaliate  with  the  thousands  of  artillery 
pieces  it  has  positioned  along  its  border  with  the  South.”  In  addition, Bloomberg  Politics  (7/5,  Capaccio,  201 K)  reports  that  North 
Korea’s  test  of  an  ICBM  “capable  of  striking  the  US  mainland  is  putting  renewed  pressure  on  a  US  missile  defense  system  racing 
to  keep  up  with  North  Korea's  quickly  evolving  military  threat.”  The  Washington  Post  (7/5,  Lamothe,  11.43M)  reports  that  while 
the  US  “has  built  a  web  of  missile  defense  weapons  around  the  Pacific  over  the  last  few  years.. .one  of  the  main  cogs  in  it  - 
missile  interceptors  known  as  the  ground-based  midcourse  system  -  have  struggled  in  testing.” 

On  ABC  World  News  Tonight  (7/5,  story  3,  0:45,  Muir,  14.63M),  military  analyst  Steven  Ganyard  said,  “The  North  Koreans 
demonstrated  they  have  a  rocket  that  can  reach  the  United  States.  This  is  what’s  disturbing.  This  is  what  we  believe  is  a 
miniaturized  nuclear  warhead.  We  don’t  know  yet  if  they  can  put  the  warhead  with  the  rocket  and  have  it  survive  the  heat  of  re¬ 
entry.  It’s  the  last  piece  of  the  puzzle,  and  we  know  they  are  working  hard  to  get  it.”

Press  coverage  of  DPRK  launch 


Media  Analyses:  North  Korean  ICBM  Launch  Poses  Test  To  Trump.  North  Korea’s  latest  missile  test  is 
generating  significant  media  coverage,  including  over  16  minutes  of  network  airtime.  In  its  lead  story,  ABC  World  News  Tonight 
(7/4,  lead  story,  3:00,  Llamas,  14.63M)  called  the  test  North  Korea’s  “most  dangerous  yet,”  and  NBC  Nightly  News  (7/4,  lead 
story,  2:30,  Alexander,  16.61  M)  likewise  warned  of  “an  escalating  showdown  with  North  Korea”  after  it  crossed  “a  dangerous 
threshold  for  the  first  time.”  Reuters  (7/4,  Kim,  Kim)  reports  North  Korea  said  Wednesday  it  had  conducted  a  test  of  a  newly 
developed  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  “that  can  carry  a  large  and  heavy  nuclear  warhead,  triggering  a  call  by  Washington  for 
global  action  to  hold  Pyongyang  accountable  for  its  pursuit  of  nuclear  weapons."  A  Pentagon  spokeswoman  confirmed  that 
Tuesday’s  launch  was  in  fact  an  ICBM.  The  Washington  Post (7/4,  Warrick,  11.43M)  warns  North  Korea’s  “apparent 
accomplishment  puts  it  well  ahead  of  schedule  in  its  years-long  quest  to  develop  a  true  ICBM.” 

The  AP  (7/4,  Lucey,  Lederman)  reports  as  the  US  confirmed  the  latest  launch  was  indeed  an  ICBM,  Secretary  Tillerson 
called  it  a  “new  escalation  of  the  threat"  to  the  US.  In  a  statement,  Tillerson  said,  “Global  action  is  required  to  stop  a  global  threat. 

Any  country  that  hosts  North  Korean  guest  workers,  provides  any  economic  or  military  benefits,  or  fails  to  fully  implement  UN 
Security  Council  resolutions  is  aiding  and  abetting  a  dangerous  regime.”  The  AP  notes  Tillerson’s  statement  “notably  did  not 
mention  China."  USA  Today  (7/4,  Bacon,  5.28M)  also  reports  Tillerson  “vowed  to  bring  additional  international  pressure  on  the 
regime.” 

Media  reports  universally  say  the  latest  launch  poses  a  test  to  the  Administration.  The  Washington  Post  (7/4,  Gearan, 
Rauhala,  11.43M),  for  example,  says  Tuesday’s  launch  “marks  a  direct  challenge  to  President  Trump”  just  before  he  “will  see  key 
Asian  leaders  and  Russian  President  Vladimir  Putin  later  this  week.”  While  North  Korea  was  “already  expected  to  be  a  main 
subject”  during  meetings  on  the  sidelines  of  the  G20  summit,  the  test  “adds  urgency.” 

In  its  lead  story,  the  CBS  Evening  News  (7/4,  lead  story,  2:50,  Quijano,  11.17M)  also  called  the  launch  Trump's  “greatest 
foreign  policy  test  to  date,”  and  the  Wall  Street  Journal  (7/4,  Cheng,  Gale,  Subscription  Publication,  6.37M)  too  says  the  launch 
escalates  tensions  and  presents  Trump  with  his  biggest  foreign-policy  challenge  yet.  A  front-page  story  in  the  Los  Angeles 
Times  (7/4,  A1,  Stiles,  Kaiman,  4.52M)  says  the  development  “means  an  already  intractable  problem  posed  by  Pyongyang’s 
advancing  nuclear  and  missile  programs  just  became  more  difficult  for  the  United  States  and  its  regional  allies.” 

A  USA  Today  (7/4,  Hughes,  5.28M)  analysis  says  Tuesday’s  launch  “ratchets  up  the  pressure  on  President  Trump  and 
other  world  leaders  to  resolve  a  growing  nuclear  crisis  with  no  easy  solution.”  Coming  just  days  ahead  of  the  G20,  the  “timing  is 
almost  certainly  not  coincidental,”  and  USA  Today  notes  that  North  Korea  “uses  such  occasions  to  call  attention  to  its  provocative 
acts  -  and  its  test  elevates  the  urgency  with  which  T rump  and  US  allies  may  feel  compelled  to  respond.” 

In  an  analysis,  the  New  York  Times  (7/4.  Sanger,  Subscription  Publication,  13.9M)  says  Kim  Jong-un’s  “repeated  tests 
show  that  a  more  definitive  demonstration  that  he  can  reach  the  American  mainland  cannot  be  far  away,  even  if  it  may  be  a  few 
years  before  he  can  fit  a  nuclear  warhead  onto  his  increasingly  powerful  missiles.”  For  Trump  and  his  national  security  team,  the 
Times  says  “Tuesday’s  technical  milestone  simply  underscores  tomorrow’s  strategic  dilemma.” 

NBC  Nightly  News’s  (7/4,  lead  story,  2:30,  Alexander,  1 6.61  M)  Hans  Nichols  reported  “Pentagon  officials  say  that  a 
functioning  ICBM  is  only  one-half  of  the  nuclear  threat.  The  other  is  a  miniaturized  nuclear  warhead  that  can  survivor  re-entry.  But 
they  have  long  said  that  by  the  time  North  Korea  has  achieved  both,  it  may  be  too  late."  On  ABC  World  News  Tonight  (7/4,  story 
2,  1:20,  Llamas,  14.63M),  military  analyst  Stephen  Ganyard  said  Kim  Jong-un  “is  on  a  deliberate  course  to  develop  a  nuclear 
weapon  that  can  hit  the  continental  United  States,  and  today’s  launch  shows  that  the  plan  remains  on  track.” 

NBC  Nightly  News  (7/4,  story  2,  2:25,  Alexander,  16.61  M)  said  “the  White  House  is  weighing  options,  including  more 
sanctions,”  and  the  CBS  Evening  News  (7/4,  lead  story,  2:50,  Quijano,  11.1 7M)  reported  that  the  Pentagon  “has  prepared  options 
which  involve  military  shows  of  force,  such  as  long-range  nuclear  bomber  flights  over  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  test  firings  of  US 
missiles  based  in  South  Korea.”  In  what  the  AP  (7/4,  Lucey,  Lederman)  calls  “a  show  of  force  directly  responding  to  North 
Korea’s  provocation,”  US  and  South  Korean  soldiers  fired  “deep  strike”  precision  missiles  into  South  Korean  territorial  waters  on 
Tuesday,  US  military  officials  in  Seoul  said.  USA  Today  (7/5,  Hughes,  5.28M)  likewise  reports  Tuesday’s  launch  by  North  Korea 
“drew  a  swift  reaction  from  the  US  Army  and  South  Korean  military,  which  in  turn  launched  at  least  two  surface-to-surface 
missiles  as  a  demonstration  of  their  attack  capability.”  The  Washington  Post  (7/4,  Lamothe,  11.43M)  says  it  was  “unclear  how 
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Pyongyang  might  react  to  the  exercise.” 

ABC  World  News  Tonight  (7/4,  lead  story,  3:00,  Llamas,  14.63M)  reported  that  with  “the  pressure  mounting... the  Trump 
Administration  is  requesting  an  emergency  meeting”  at  the  UN  Security  Council  on  Wednesday  “to  address  the  North  Korean 
threat.”  The  AP  (7/4)  reports  the  US  Mission  said  Ambassador  Haley  requested  the  meeting  on  Tuesday  afternoon. 

The  CBS  Evening  News  (7/4,  story  2, 1:45,  Quijano,  11.17M)  reported  China  “urged  restraint... but  in  an  apparent  reference 
to  the  United  States,  said  all  relevant  sides  should  bring  things  back  to  the  track  of  peaceful  settlement  via  dialogue.”  Fox  News’ 
Special  Report  (7/4, 1 .53M)  reports  Tillerson  said  the  White  House  is  “continuing  to  assess  the  situation  in  close  coordination  with 
our  allies  and  partners,”  but  CNN's  Situation  Room  (7/4,  554K)  reported  Russian  President  Vladimir  Putin  and  Chinese  President 
Xi  Jinping  on  Tuesday  announced  after  talks  in  Moscow  that  ‘they  will  work  together  to  freeze  the  North  Korean  program,  but 
demanded]  the  stop  to  US-South  Korean  military  exercises  and  an  end  to  the  THAAD  defense  deployment  to  South  Korea,  both 
non-starters  for  the  US.” 

Former  State  Department  spokesman  John  Kirby  said  on  CNN's  Situation  Room  (7/4,  554K)  that  he  doesn’t  think  the  joint 
statement  from  Russia  and  China  “means  anything  in  effect.  I  think  this  is  a  chance  for  Russia  and  China  sitting  down  together  to 
find  a  way  to  sort  of  tweak  everybody.”  Charles  Krauthammer  said  on  Fox  News’  Special  Report  (7/4, 1  53M),  “China  and  Russia 
together  want  to  see  an  end  to  the  US-South  Korean  alliance.  They  want  to  use  the  issue  as  a  kind  of  exchange  in  order  to  do 
that.” 

Former  Ambassador  Bill  Richardson  said  on  theCBS  Evening  News  (7/4,  story  3, 2:35,  Quijano,  11.17M)  that  “the  President 
should  be  very  careful.  The  first  thing  you  should  do  is  not  tweet  out  his  foreign  policy.  I  think  so  far  he’s  been  restrained,  but,  at 
the  same  time,  going  it  alone... that’s  not  going  to  work. ...  I  think  eventually  we  have  to  make  a  deal,  but  we  need  China,  and 
China's  not  stepping  up."

+  France's  statement 

France  condemns  North  Korea’s  ballistic  missile  launch  early  this  morning. 

This  further  serious,  significant  violation  of  the  United  Nations  Security  Council  resolutions  threatens  regional 
and  international  security. 

We  call  on  North  Korea  once  again  to  comply  with  its  international  obligations  immediately  and  carry  out  the 
complete,  verifiable  and  irreversible  dismantling  of  its  nuclear  and  ballistic  programmes. 

After  the  unanimous  adoption,  on  2  June,  of  Resolution  2356,  which  strengthens  the  system  of  sanctions  against 
North  Korea,  we  are  continuing  to  work  with  our  partners  at  the  Security  Council  and  within  the  European 
Union  to  increase  international  pressure  on  the  North  Korean  authorities. 

M.  Jean-Yves  Le  Drian,  Minister  for  Europe  and  Foreign  Affairs,  will  discuss  the  North  Korea  crisis  with 
several  of  his  counterparts  during  bilateral  meetings  at  the  G20  summit,  which  will  take  place  in  Hamburg  on  7 
and  8  July.

•  AUSTRALIA  CONDEMNS  DPRK  MISSILE  TEST 
05  July  2017

Australia  categorically  condemns  North  Korea’s  first  launch  of  an  Inter-Continental  Ballistic  Missile. 

This  is  a  further  dangerous  escalation  by  a  reckless  regime. 
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The  Inter-Continental  Ballistic  Missile  launch  is  a  dangerous  and  provocative  act  that  destabilises  the 
region  and  directly  threatens  all  nations  within  range  of  this  offensive  weapon. 

Australia  will  work  with  our  international  partners  and  allies  to  demonstrate  that  a  provocation  of  this 
kind  will  bear  consequences. 

We  again  urge  China  to  use  its  considerable  leverage  to  rein  in  the  dangerous  behaviour  of  the  North 
Korean  leadership. 

The  world  expects  that  we  live  in  a  rules-based  system  and  this  unacceptable  missile  launch  is  in  breach 
of  numerous  United  Nations  Security  Council  Resolutions. 

Australia  has  agreed  to  expanded  autonomous  sanctions  against  North  Korea  in  response  to  its  persistent 
threatening  behaviour. 

These  sanctions  will  target  North  Korea’s  extractive  industries  and  its  shipping  network. 

We  will  expand  the  grounds  on  which  the  Government  can  designate  individuals  and  entities  for 
targeted  financial  sanctions  and  travel  bans. 

Australia  calls  on  all  countries  to  implement  UN  Security  Council  Resolutions  against  North  Korea  as  a 
matter  of  urgency,  including  UN  Resolution  2356,  adopted  to  on  2  June  2017. 

Australia  supports  defensive  measures  required  to  respond  to  the  threat  posed  by  North  Korean  offensive 
missiles.  Any  escalation  of  regional  tensions  is  entirely  the  responsibility  of  the  North  Korean  regime, 
which  continues  to  brazenly  threaten  regional  and  global  peace. 

I  will  raise  North  Korea’s  grave  disregard  for  regional  peace  at  my  G20  meetings  this  week,  and  urge 
G20  leaders  to  take  further  strong  action  against  North  Korea. 


•  CANADA  unreservedly  condemns  North  Korea’s  missile  launch

The  Honourable  Chrystia  Freeland,  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  today  issued  the  following  statement: 

“Canada  unreservedly  condemns  North  Korea’s  ongoing  ballistic  missile  tests,  which  are  a  direct  threat  to 
regional  and  international  peace  and  security,  and  continues  to  underline  the  need  for  a  unified  international 
response. 

“The  provocative  July  4  launch,  which  North  Korea  claims  is  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile,  further 
demonstrates  the  regime’s  flagrant  disregard  for  its  international  obligations. 

“We  call  upon  North  Korea  to  cease  these  provocations  and  immediately  and  verifiably  abandon  its  ballistic 
missile  program. 

“Canada  will  continue  its  steadfast  support  for  South  Korea,  Japan  and  other  partners  in  the  region — as  well  as 
international  efforts  to  resolve  the  proliferation  of  North  Korea’s  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs.  In  this 
regard,  we  encourage  further  efforts  to  enhance  peace  and  security  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region.”

Media  Statement  -  North  Korea  missile  tests  unacceptable 

Foreign  Minister  Gerry  Brownlee  has  condemned  today’s  test  launch  of  a  ballistic  missile  by  North  Korea. 

“North  Korea  has  now  tested  more  than  a  dozen  ballistic  missiles  this  year,”  Mr  Brownlee  says. 

“Like  those  previous  tests,  today’s  launch  violates  UN  Security  Council  Resolutions  and  is  completely 
unacceptable. 

“New  Zealand  has  made  clear  its  opposition  to  such  tests  and  I  want  to  reiterate  our  condemnation  of  this  type 
of  activity. 

“Today’s  missile  landed  near  Japan’s  Exclusive  Economic  Zone  -  about  370  kilometres  off  the  mainland. 

That’s  about  the  same  distance  as  Wellington  to  New  Plymouth  -  a  very  provocative  and  dangerous  move. 

“I  want  to  reiterate  New  Zealand’s  strong  belief  that  North  Korea  needs  to  start  behaving  responsibly  and 
contribute  to  -  instead  of  threatening  -  the  stability  to  the  region. 

“We  will  continue  to  support  sanctions  and  international  efforts  to  address  this  situation,”  Mr  Brownlee  says. 

•  ITALY 

Italy  condemns  in  the  strongest  way  the  test  of  a  ballistic  missile  conducted  last  night  by  Democratic  People’s 
Republic  of  Korea.  The  test  constitutes  another  clear  violation  of  multiple  resolutions  of  the  Security  Council  of 
the  United  Nations.  The  North  Korean  nuclear  and  missile  programme  poses  a  serious  threat  to  peace  and 
international  security,  as  well  as  to  the  global  non-proliferation  regime. 


The  Democratic  People’s  Republic  of  Korea  must  immediately  abandon  the  development  of  this  programme 
and  halt  the  path  of  challenge  to  the  international  community  and  self-imposed  isolation. 

Italy  will  continue  giving  its  contribution  for  a  resolute  and  cohesive  answer  of  the  International  Community  . 

•  SOUTH  KOREA 

1.  The  Government  of  the  Republic  of  Korea  condemns  in  the  strongest  terms  the  DPRK’s  ballistic  missile 
launch  on  July  4  which  was  conducted  only  a  few  days  after  the  two  Presidents  of  the  ROK  and  the  US,  at  the 
ROK-US  Summit  on  June  30,  called  on  the  DPRK  to  refrain  from  conducting  additional  provocations  and 
rather  to  choose  the  path  towards  denuclearization.  Such  reckless  provocative  action  by  the  DPRK  clearly 
violates  relevant  UN  Security  Council  resolutions  and  fully  disregards  the  united  call  by  the  international 
community  for  the  denuclearization  of  the  DPRK. 

2.  The  DPRK  should  never  misjudge  or  test  the  resolve  of  the  ROK  Government  to  achieve  denuclearization  on 
the  Korean  Peninsula  and  to  establish  peace  on  the  Peninsula.  The  ROK  government  will  continue  to  stand 
ready  to  defend  the  national  security  and  the  lives  of  the  people  of  the  ROK. 

3.  The  DPRK  should  clearly  realize  that  its  obsession  with  nuclear  and  missile  development  and  continued 
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provocations  will  only  serve  to  deepen  its  isolation  and  difficulties.  The  DPRK  should  cease  its  reckless 
provocations  and  return  to  the  path  tow  ards  denuclearization  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

4.  The  ROK  Government,  based  on  the  robust  ROK-US  alliance,  fully  maintains  readiness  posture  to  respond  to 
any  provocations  by  the  DPRK  and  will  remain  steadfast  in  safeguarding  the  lives  of  our  peopl  e  and  the  security 
of  the  nation.  /'End/

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Ships  Exporting  Iranian  Oil  Go  Dark,  Raising  Sanctions  Red  Flags 

Analysis  reveals  type  of  behavior  U.S.  officials  say  could  be  used  to  evade  sanctions

Ships  transporting  almost  a  fifth  of  Iran's  oil  exports  in  the  second  half  of  last  year  either  turned  off  their  radio-signal 
tracking  systems  or  gave  misleading  information  about  the  origin  of  their  cargo,  red  flags  for  governments  seeking 
evidence  of  evasion  of  international  sanctions  against  Tehran. 

Some  47  of  55  ships  carrying  Iranian  oil  products  from  Iran  to  the  United  Arab  Emirates  for  two  U.A.E.-registered 
companies  failed  to  emit  signals  from  the  system  that  transmits  their  position  and  course,  for  part  or  all  of  their  journey, 
according  to  an  analysis  of  the  two  firms'  shipments  that  was  completed  for  The  Wall  Street  Journal  by  ship-tracker 
Windward  Ltd.,  an  Israeli  firm  that  uses  satellite  imaging  to  map  shipping  routes. 

The  shipments,  made  by  two  U.A.E.-registered  traders,  Silk  Road  Petroleum  FZE  and  Petrochemix  General  Trading  LLC, 
accounted  for  17%  of  Iran's  fuel-oil  and  gas-oil  exports  during  the  six-month  period,  according  to  records  compiled  by 
the  oil-product  traders. 

The  records,  based  on  information  from  state-run  National  Iranian  Oil  Co.  that  shipping  agents  combine  with  their  own 
information  and  provide  to  traders,  listed  the  vessels'  cargo  as  fuel  oil  or  gas  oil.  Iranian  authorities  didn't  return  calls 
and  emails  seeking  comment  about  the  shipments. 

While  there  is  no  penalty  for  not  using  the  systems,  shipping  guidelines  advise  ships  to  use  tracking  systems  to  avoid 
collisions  between  vessels  or  locate  them  if  they  need  to  be  rescued.  Sometimes  ships  turn  of  their  tracking  systems  to 
evade  pirates,  said  Andrew  Bardot,  chief  executive  of  IGP&I,  an  association  of  marine  liability  insurers.

But  "this  tactic  can  also  be  used  to  hide  the  genuine  details  of  a  voyage  so  as  to  enable  the  breach  of  sanctions,"  said 
Pottengal  Mukundan,  director  of  the  International  Maritime  Bureau,  a  London-based  trade  body  set  up  to  fight  maritime 
crime  and  malpractice. 

The  U.S.  government  is  analyzing  ship  movements  in  the  Persian  Gulf  for  any  attempts  to  circumvent  bans  on  funding 
Iran’s  weapons  programs  or  clearing  payments  for  Iranian  oil  through  the  U.S.  financial  system,  a  U.S.  official  said. 
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U.$.  officials  said  they  weren't  familiar  with  the  particular.shipments  identified  by  the  Journal. 

This  scrutiny  comes  amid  uncertainty  in  the  U.S.  about  the  future  of  the  2015  multinational  agreement  in  which  Iran 
pledged  to  scale  back  its  nuclear  program  in  return  for  the  lifting  of  most  international  sanctions. 

President  Donald  Trump  has  cast  doubt  on  whether  his  administration  will  continue  to  support  his  predecessor's 
commitment  to  the  deal.  U.S.  officials  said  the  White  House  is  reviewing  its  Iran  policy  and  considering  stiffer  measures. 
Shortly  after  Mr.  Trump  took  office,  the  administration  imposed  new  sanctions  related  to  Iran's  defense  and  ballistic- 
missile  programs. 


While  the  nuclear  agreement  lifted  many  obstacles  to  doing  business  with  Iran,  the  U.S.  maintains  sanctions  that  make  it 
difficult  to  trade  Iranian  oil.  A  ban  on  clearing  payments  through  the  U.S.  financial  system  hinders  trade  because  oil  is 
mostly  bought  and  sold  in  dollars.  The  U.S.  also  prohibits  doing  business  with  blacklisted  entities  including  the  Islamic 
Revolutionary  Guard  Corps,  a  military  division  that  is  dominant  in  Iran's  economy.  • 

A  shipowner,  the  ship's  master— the  person  responsible  for  the  navigation  of  the  vessel— or  the  trader  who  chartered 
the  vessel  could  give  an  instruction  to  shut  off  the  automatic  identification  system,  or  AIS.  U.S.  investigators  would  likely 
look  into  the  trader's  responsibility  in  such  situations  in  addition  to  the  shipper,  said  Richard  Nephew,  who  served  as 
deputy  coordinator  for  sanctions  policy  at  the  State  Department  from  2013  to  2015  and  is  now  a  senior  research  scholar 
at  Columbia  University's  Center  on  Global  Energy  Policy. 

"In  most  cases  we  assume  it's  not  plausible  that  a  trader  would  be  ignorant  of  any  attempts  to  avoid  international 
monitoring  of  ship  movements  especially  if  it  occurs  on  multiple  shipping  companies  with  the  same  trading  company," 
he  said. 

Oil  traders  typically  monitor  the  movements  of  their  cargoes  and  would  be  in  a  position  to  know  if  the  AIS  isn't 
transmitting  location,  shipping  and  sanctions  experts  said. 

Of  Silk  Road  Petroleum's  46  shipments  in  the  period,  40  emitted  no  tracking  signals.  The  company  didn't  respond  to 
requests  to  comment  emailed  to  an  address  in  the  directory  of  the  U.A.E.'s  Hamriyah  Free  Zone  Authority,  where  the 
company  is  registered.  The  email  address  was  recently  removed  from  the  directory. 

In  the  nine  Petrochemix  shipments  in  the  second  half  of  2016,  seven  ships  emitted  no  AIS  radio  signals  at  some  point.  A 
Petrochemix  co-owner,  when  asked  about  the  shipments,  said  the  firm  had  no  relations  or  business  with  Iranian 
companies,  and  that  any  AIS  shut-off  was  a  matter  for  vessel  owners.  Petrochemix  chartered  tankers  owned  by  seven 
different  shippers  in  the  period. 

The  47  shipments  during  which  AIS  was  off  were  handled  by  15  vessels.  Many  of  the  shipowners  couldn't  be  reached, 
and  one  declined  to  comment.  One  shipper  said  many  charterers  tell  ships  to  shut  off  the  AIS  because  "most  major 
banks  don't  want  to  deal  with"  such  trade. 

"The  single  biggest  issue  preventing  wider  trade  between  Iran  and  the  rest  of  the  world  is  the  continuing  reluctance  of 
international  banks  to  process  payments  to  and  from  Iran,"  said  Sue  Millar,  partner  at  law  firm  Stephenson  Harwood 
LLP. 

Blue  Ocean  Shipping  Lines,  an  owner  of  one  of  the  vessels  chartered  by  both  companies  for  a  total  of  nine  shipments, 
said  its  ship's  AIS  was  broken  at  the  time.  Another  shipper  said  the  AIS  was  never  intentionally  switched  off,  nor  was  any 
"AIS  deficiency"  reported. 

Apart  from  tracking  cargo,  the  AIS  system  is  used  to  provide  location  information  to  insurance  companies,  banks  and 
others.  But  it  can  be  manipulated  to  indicate  a  ship  is  somewhere  it  isn’t,  by  manually  entering  incorrect  coordinates  or 
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ports.  Radio  signals  issued  by  as  many  as  16  of  the  47  ships  indicated  their  Iranian  cargo  began  the  journey  in  a  different 
country,  though  satellite  imagery  showed  them  to  have  been  loaded  in  Iran,  according  to  Windward.  That  suggests  the 
signals  may  have  been  used  to  transmit  false  location  information,  Windward  said. 

"A  misdeclaration  of  the  ports  of  loading  or  discharge  would  be  one  of  the  indications  that  the  voyage  breached 
sanctions,"  Mr.  Mukundan  said.  "In  any  case,  such  a  misdeclaration  would  be  improper  and  misleading." 

Hiding  a  cargo's  Iranian  origin  would  allow  an  exporter  to  be  paid  more  easily  in  dollars  or  conceal  the  involvement  of 
blacklisted  entities,  according  to  London  law  firm  W  Legal  Ltd,  which  specializes  in  sanctions  law.  "The  U.S. 
administration  is  watching  Iran-related  business  like  a  hawk,"  said  Nigel  Kushner,  W  Legal's  chief  executive. 

A  U.S.  Treasury  official  declined  to  comment  on  the  shipments  identified  by  the  Journal.  "We  take  allegations  of 
sanctionable  conduct  seriously  but  we  do  not  comment  on  applicability  of  sanctions  in  individual  circumstances,"  the 
official  said. 

This  year,  the  U.S.  government  said  a  Taiwanese  shipping  company  had  violated  Iran  sanctions,  and  in  its  finding  said  the 
company  left  ship  logs  blank  and  switched  off  the  vessel's  AIS  to  conceal  a  ship-to-ship  transfer  of  Iranian  crude.

The  Washington  Free  Beacon:  U.S.  Permanent  Resident  Imprisoned  in  Iran  Pleas  for  Release  in  Audio 
Recording

Nizar  Zakka,  a  U.S.  permanent  resident  imprisoned  in  Iran,  issued  a  desperate  plea  for  international  assistance  in 
an  audio  recording  in  which  he  asserted  his  innocence  from  spying  charges  and  vowed  to  continue  his  hunger 
strike  "until  my  death  or  freedom."  "I  am  innocent — never  done  any  crime  in  my  life,"  he  says  in  an  audio  recording 
his  family  released  to  the  Washington  Free  Beacon.  "Have  been  arrested  unjustly  by — for  over  20  months. 

”1  came  to  [Iran]  based  on  the  official  invitation  of  its  vice  president  for  women  and  family  affairs  who  also 
happened  to  send  me  a  visa  to  speak  at  her  conference,"  he  says  in  the  audio  taped  from  inside  Iran's  notorious 
Evin  prison.  "This  is  against  all  international  laws,  therefore  I  went  on  an  ongoing  hunger  strike  as  of  yesterday — 
and  ongoing  until  my  death  or  freedom." 

Zakka,  whose  health  has  sharply  deteriorated  in  recent  weeks  according  to  his  lawyer,  said  he  made  the  decision  to 
go  on  his  fifth  hunger  strike  to  protest  his  open-ended  detainment. 

His  attorney  and  family  members  said  his  blood  pressure  recently  dropped  to  dangerously  low  levels,  complicating 
existing  physical  problems  that  continue  to  go  unaddressed. 

"I  came  to  this  conclusion  after  having  tried  every  possible  option  to  get  the  Iranian  authorities  to  do  the  right 
thing,"  Zakka  says  in  the  audio  recording,  which  was  made  some  time  in  the  last  two  weeks. 

Zakka  then  asks  to  meet  with  an  unidentified  person  to  "provide  him  with  my  will,"  and  says  he  hopes  to  secure  a 
meeting  with  the  International  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross  before  his  health  worsens.  The  person's  name  is 
bleeped  out  for  privacy  reasons,  Zakka's  family  said. 

"Thank  you  for  your  understanding  if  available,  and  [I]  hope  to  be  able  to  meet  with  the  International  Red  Cross 
Committee,  ICRC,  before  my  situation  degrades  significantly,"  he  says.  "Thank  you." 

The  gripping  audio  message  includes  a  photo  of  a  smiling  Zakka  standing  alongside  Shahindokht  Molaverdi,  Iran's 
vice  president  for  women  and  family  affairs.  Molaverdi  invited  Zakka  to  a  government-sponsored  conference  in 
Tehran  in  September  2015. 

He  was  arrested  and  imprisoned  the  day  after  delivering  a  presentation  on  information  communication  technology 
for  "women  empowerment"  at  the  conference  designed  to  help  women  become  more  active  within  their 
communities. 
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Molaverdi  had  requested  the  presentation  and  approved  it,  according  to  Zakka's  attorney,  Jason  Poblete. 

The  audio  of  Zakka's  voice  is  preceded  by  a  recording  of  a  woman  stating  in  Persian  that  the  call  is  taking  place 
from  inside  the  prison,  a  standard  preamble  to  the  few  phone  calls  prisoners  are  allowed  to  make. 

Straightforward  and  concise,  the  recording  offers  a  rare  glimpse  of  the  mindset  of  a  capti  ve  held  in  Evin  Prison, 
infamous  for  its  brutal  beatings  and  torture. 

The  family's  decision  to  release  the  audio  comes  two  weeks  after  the  death  of  Otto  Warmbier.  Warmbier,  a 
University  of  Virginia  student  imprisoned  in  North  Korea  for  a  year  and  a  half,  was  freed  in  mid-June  but  died  just 
days  after  he  returned  home. 

"The  Zakka  family  asks  for  continued  prayers  and  support,  as  well  as  the  unconditional  humanitarian  release  of 
Nizar,"  Poblete  said  in  a  statement. 

One  of  Zakka's  three  sons,  Nadim  Zakka,  recently  wrote  to  Iranian  President  Hassan  Rouhani,  telling  him  that  his 
father  "is  now  on  an  open-ended  hunger  strike  and  is  in  very  poor  health." 

"Please  stop  our  suffering  before  it  is  too  late,"  Nadim  concluded. 

An  1CRC  spokeswoman  in  Washington  said  only  that  the  organization  "does  not  have  access  to  places  of  detention 
in  the  Islamic  Republican  of  Iran,  and  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  comment  further." 

Zakka,  a  50-year-old  Lebanese  citizen  who  has  spent  years  living  in  Washington,  D.C.,  is  one  of  several  U.S.  citizens 
or  permanent  residents  imprisoned  in  Iran  on  espionage  charges  in  the  last  several  years. 

Siamak  Namazi,  an  Iranian-American  businessman  and  his  father  Baquer  Namazi,  an  81-year-old  former  United 
Nations  official  who  once  served  as  governor  of  an  Iranian  province  under  the  U.S.-backed  shah,  were  imprisoned  a 
few  weeks  after  Zakka  in  the  fall  of  2015. 

The  Namazis’  family  members  also  are  worried  about  both  men’s  mental  and  physical  health,  which  they  say  has 
been  deteriorating.  Babak  Namazi  underwent  triple  bypass  surgery  before  his  arrest,  they  say,  and  prison  guards 
have  beaten  and  tased  him  throughout  their  time  in  prison. 

U.S.  authorities  also  believe  Robert  Levinson,  a  former  FBI  agent  who  went  missing  in  Iran  in  2007,  is  being  held 
there.  Iranian  officials  have  denied  having  anything  to  do  with  his  disappearance  but  have  pledged  to  help  try  to 
locate  him. 

Iran  also  has  imprisoned  several  other  westerners  with  dual  Iranian  citizenship  over  the  past  few  years. 

Zakka's  case  stands  out  because,  unlike  other  captives  with  western  ties,  he  was  in  Iran  at  the  time  of  his 
imprisonment  at  the  invitation  of  the  Iranian  government.  Zakka  is  an  advocate  for  internet  freedom  whose 
nonprofit  has  sponsored  conferences  across  the  Middle  East  and  North  Africa  touting  the  economic  and  social 
benefits  of  investing  in  information  technology. 

He  was  traveling  in  Iran  in  September  2015  to  attend  an  International  Conference  and  Exhibition  on  Women  in 
Sustainable  Development.  An  undated  invitation  from  Molaverdi  asks  Zakka  to  participate  in  the  conference, 
which,  the  invite  says,  "focuses  on  introducing  the  position  and  role  of  women  in  business  development 
considering  the  post  2015  Development  agenda." 

"Considering  your  countless  knowledge,  valuable  experiences  and  deep  creativeness  &  innovations,  this  would  be 
our  great  honor  to  cordially  invite  you  for  enriching  this  significant  event  and  transferring  your  achievements  and 
experiences  to  this  Conference,"  Molaverdi  wrote  in  the  invitation. 

"We  look  forward  to  having  the  pleasure  of  your  presence  at  this  unique  event,"  she  concluded. 
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The  trip  was  Zakka's  fifth  to  Iran  in  recent  years  either  to  discuss  the  economic  and  social  benefits  of  information 
technology  or  to  hold  related  conferences,  according  to  Poblete. 

Zakka's  nonprofit  cosponsored  the  conferences  with  the  blessing  and  participation  of  the  Iranian  government  and 
some  of  its  most  senior  officials,  including  the  first  vice  president  of  President  Hassan  Rouhani's  government  and 
.  the  deputy  minister  for  information  and  communication  technology. 

At  a  2014  conference  dubbed  Persian  ICT  Week,  Iran's  First  Vice  President  Ishagh  Jahangiri  delivered  a  speech  in 
the  opening  session  in  which  he  appeared  to  embrace— at  least  in  a  limited  capacity— the  Internet  and  information 
technology. 

"This  is  our  point  of  view  which  decides  such  a  modern  phenomena  [sic]  to  become  either  an  opportunity  or  a 
threat,”  he  said,  according  to  a  Facebook  post  from  the  conference  quoting  his  speech.  "The  government  in  Iran 
considers  the  new  world  of  information  and  communication,  the  cyber  space  and  Internet  as  the  signs  of  an 
upheaval  in  the  world  and  not  as  threats." 

"I  believe  Persian  ICT  Week  is  an  opportunity  within  which  all  Iranian/non  Iranian  researchers,  directors  and 
experts  in  the  field  of  ICT  cooperate  together  regarding  this  important  issue,  find  a  wider  perspective  and  discover 
new  arenas,"  Jahangiri  is  quoted  as  saying. 

Zakka  helped  organize  the  conference  held  Aug.  30  and  31  in  Tehran  at  a  conference  hall  known  as  IJLAS  Center. 
The  two-day  conference's  theme  was  "Internet  Access  toward  Economic  Growth"  and  brought  together  dozens  of 
information  communication  technology  stakeholders  from  around  the  region,  including  "telecom  ministers,  key 
members  of  the  public  and  private  sectors,  and  civil  society,"  according  to  the  event's  Facebook  page. 

The  conference  was  held  in  a  hall  against  the  backdrop  of  a  large  mural  of  Ali  Khamenei,  the  supreme  leader  of  lan. 

The  event's  Facebook  site  also  shows  Zakka  in  several  photos  alongside  Nasrollah  Jahangard,  Iran's  deputy 
minister  for  information  and  communications  technology,  including  one  with  Peter  Thrush,  a  New  Zealand 
attorney  specializing  in  internet  law  and  the  former  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Internet  Corporation  for  Assigned 
Names  and  Numbers  (ICANN). 

ICANN  is  a  private,  nonprofit  global  organization  that  manages  billions  of  network  addresses  and  Internet  domains 
in  coordination  with  companies  and  governments. 

Several  other  prominent  Iranians  also  participated,  including  Morteza  Vaez  Javadi  Amoli,  the  nephew  of  the  Grand 
Ayatollah  Abdollah  Javadi-Amoli,  a  conservative  Iranian  politician  and  Islamic  scholar,  according  to  conference 
organizers. 

Zakka  faces  a  10-year  prison  sentence  and  a  $4.2  million  fine  over  spying  allegations.  The  same  hardline  judge  who 
sentenced  Washington  Post  journalist  Jason  Rezaian  handed  down  the  sentence.  A  prisoner  swap  in  January  2016 
between  Iran  and  the  U.S.  freed  Rezaian  and  three  other  Iranian-Americans.  Zakka  and  the  Namazis,  however,  were 
.left  behind. 

During  the  last  year  of  the  Obama  administration,  State  Department  officials  repeatedly  said  they  were  trying  to 
secure  Zakka's  and  the  Namazis'  freedom  "as  soon  as  possible."

Siamak  Namazi's  attorney,  Jared  Genser,  has  said  U.S.  officials  told  Namazi's  family  that  their  son  would  be  released 
a  short  time  after  the  January  2016  prisoner  swap  with  Iran.  Not  only  did  that  no  occur,  the  Iranians  then 
imprisoned  his  father. 

Republican  lawmakers  have  blamed  the  Obama  administration  for  giving  Tehran  an  incentive  to  take  more  U.S. 
hostages  with  its  $1.7  billion  payment  to  Tehran  last  year,  $400  million  of  which  was  paid  in  cash  and  timed  to 
ensure  the  release  of  four  U.S.  hostages  just  as  a  nuclear  agreement  between  the  U.S.,  Iran,  and  other  world  powers 
was  going  into  effect.  The  United  States  has  a  longstanding  policy  that  forbids  government  payments  in  exchange 
for  hostages. 
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President  Trump  has  vowed  to  make  freeing  American  hostages  held  overseas  a  top  priority,  a  senior  Trump 
administration  told  the  Free  Beacon  last  month.  Before  Warmbier's  release,  the  administration  helped  secure  the 
release  of  Aya  Hijazi,  an  Egyptian-American  charity  worker,  imprisoned  in  Cairo  three  years  ago. 

The  House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee  plans  to  hold  a  hearing  this  month  featuring  testimony  from  families  of  U.S. 
hostages  held  in  Iran.  The  panel's  Middle  East  and  North  Africa  subcommittee,  chaired  by  Rep.  Ileana  Ros-Lehtinen 
(R.,  Fla.),  in  late  June  marked  up  a  bipartisan  resolution  calling  on  Iran  to  unconditionally  release  all  U.S.  citizens 
and  permanent  legal  residents.

Foreign  Minister  Gerry  Brownlee  has  condemned  today’s  test  launch  of  a 
ballistic  missile  by  North  Korea. 


“North  Korea  has  now  tested  more  than  a  dozen  ballistic  missiles  this  year,”  Mr 
Brownlee  says. 


“Like  those  previous  tests,  today’s  launch  violates  UN  Security  Council 
Resolutions  and  is  completely  unacceptable. 


“New  Zealand  has  made  clear  its  opposition  to  such  tests  and  I  want  to  reiterate 
our  condemnation  of  this  type  of  activity. 


“Today’s  missile  landed  near  Japan’s  Exclusive  Economic  Zone  -  about  370 
kilometres  off  the  mainland.  That’s  about  the  same  distance  as  Wellington  to 
New  Plymouth  -  a  very  provocative  and  dangerous  move. 


“I  want  to  reiterate  New  Zealand’s  strong  belief  that  North  Korea  needs  to  start 
behaving  responsibly  and  contribute  to  -  instead  of  threatening  -  the  stability  to 
the  region.

Dear  President  Trump, 

As  experts  with  decades  of  military,  political,  and  technical  involvement  with  North  Korean 
issues,  we  strongly  urge  your  administration  to  begin  discussions  with  North  Korea  in  the  near 
future.  In  our  view,  this  is  the  only  realistic  option  to  reduce  dangers  resulting  from  the  current 
high  state  of  tensions  and  prevent  North  Korea’s  ongoing  development  and  potential  use  of 
nuclear  weapons. 

Talking  is  not  a  reward  or  a  concession  to  Pyongyang  and  should  not  be  construed  as  signaling 
acceptance  of  a  nuclear-armed  North  Korea.  It  is  a  necessary  step  to  establishing  communication 
to  avoid  a  nuclear  catastrophe.  The  key  danger  today  is  not  that  North  Korea  would  launch  a 
surprise  nuclear  attack.  Kim  Jong  Un  is  not  irrational  and  highly  values  preserving  his  regime. 
Instead  the  primary  danger  is  a  miscalculation  or  mistake  that  could  lead  to  war. 

This  effort  should  begin  with  informal  bilateral  talks — with  no  preconditions — to  explore  options 
for  more  formal  negotiations. 

To  show  good  faith  and  jump-start  talks,  the  United  States  could  send  a  high-level  presidential 
envoy  to  North  Korea.  Washington  should  make  clear  that  the  United  States  does  not  have 
hostile  intentions  toward  North  Korea  and  wants  to  explore  peaceful  paths  forward.  In  return, 
Pyongyang  could  announce  a  freeze  on  tests  of  ballistic  missiles  and  nuclear  weapons.  We 
expect  China  would  support  such  talks  and  help  to  bring  them  about. 

The  initial  goal  of  talks  should  be  to  reduce  tensions  and  cap  North  Korea’s  arsenal.  They  will 
hopefully  also  lay  the  groundwork  for  longer  term  negotiations  to  roll  back  its  arsenal  and 
eventually  denuclearize  the  peninsula. 

There  is  no  guarantee  diplomacy  will  work.  But  there  are  no  good  military  options,  and  a  North 
Korean  response  to  a  US  attack  could  devastate  South  Korea  and  Japan.  Tightening  sanctions 
can  be  useful  in  increasing  pressure  on  North  Korea,  but  sanctions  alone  will  not  solve  the 
problem.  Pyongyang  has  shown  it  can  make  progress  on  missile  and  nuclear  technology  despite 
its  isolation.  Without  a  diplomatic  effort  to  stop  its  progress,  there  is  little  doubt  that  it  will 
develop  a  long-range  missile  capable  of  carrying  a  nuclear  warhead  to  the  United  States. 

Today  there  is  a  window  of  opportunity  to  stop  these  programs,  and  it  may  be  the  last  chance 
before  North  Korea  acquires  long-range  capability. 

Time  is  not  on  our  side.  We  urge  you  to  put  diplomacy  at  the  top  of  the  list  of  options  on  the 
table.

1.  (SBU)  See  Action  Request  Paragraph  3. 

2.  (SBU)  Summary:  Department  requests  Embassy  Beijing  work  with  likeminded  embassies  to  express  urgent , 
concern  to  the  Chinese  government  regarding  reports  that  Chinese  officials  are  preparing  to  deport  nine  North 
Korean  asylum  seekers.  Five  of  these  asylum  seekers  were  detained  in  China  around  June  1 8, 2017;~as  of  June 
26,  this  group  remains  at  a  facility  in  Yanji  but  may  be  moved  to  Tumen  or  Helong  in  the  next  week.  Four 
other  asylum  seekers  were  detained  by  Chinese  authorities  in  Yanji  City,  Jilin  Province,  at  some  point  between 
May  25  and  June  8, 201 7.  These  four  people  were  recently  transferred  to  facilities  in  Tumen  and  are  scheduled 
to  be  repatriated  in  the  next  few  days.  All  nine  individuals  are  in  immediate  danger  of  repatriation  to  the 
Democratic  People’s  Republic  of  Korea  (DPRK),  where  they  are  likely  at  risk  of  torture  and  threats  to  their  life 
or  freedom  on  protected  grounds.  End  Summary.

3.  (SBU)  Action  Request.  The  Department  requests  Embassy  Beijing  liaise  with  likeminded  embassies, 
particularly  the  UK  and  France,  to  jointly  express  to  the  Chinese  Government  at  the  highest  appropriate  level 
our  concern  for  the  welfare  of  these  individuals  and  urge  China  to  provide  temporary  protection  on 
humanitarian  grounds  and  allow  their  safe  transit  to  a  third  country  within  24  hours  of  receipt  of  this 
request.  Department  requests  Post’s  continued  engagement  to  encourage  the  Chinese  to  consider  the 
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humanitarian  impact  of  and  international  reaction  to  return  for  any  asylum  seeker,  and  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  adhering  to  China’s  international  obligations,  including  under  the  1951  UN  Convention  Relating 
to  the  Status  of  Refugees  and  its  1967  Protocol,  both  of  which  it  acceded  to  in  1982,  and  the  UN  Convention 
Against  Torture,  which  it  ratified  in  1988.  Post  may  draw  on  background  and  the  following  talking  points 
when  meeting  with  the  Chinese  government: 


-We  are  deeply  concerned  that  China  is  preparing  to  deport  five  DPRK  asylum  seekers

currently  detained  in  Tumen.  We  urge  your  government  to  allow  the  nine  individuals,  and  any 
other  DPRK  nationals  who  may  have  been  detained  in  the  past  several  months,  safe  transit  to  a  third 
country.  If  deported  to  the  DPRK,  these  individuals  would  face  a  high  risk  of  being  subjected  to  serious 
human  rights  violations  and  abuses,  which  could  include  torture  and  threats  to  their  life  or  freedom  such  as 
arbitrary  detention,  and  possible  extrajudicial  killing. 


-The  2014  report  of  the  UN  Commission  of  Inquiry  on  the  situation  in  the  DPRK  found  that  individuals  who 
are  forcibly  deported  to  the  DPRK  are  commonly  subjected  to  human  rights  violations.  The  Commission 
called  on  China  and  other  countries  to  respect  the  principle  of  non-refoulement,  particularly  raising  concerns 
with  China’s  policy  to  forcibly  deport  any  North  Korean  without  proper  documentation. 


-  In  light  of  the  systematic  mistreatment  returnees  would  likely  face  at  the  hands  of  the  North  Korean 
authorities,  deportation  would  be  a  violation  of  China’s  obligations  under  the  1951  Refugee  Convention  and  its 
1967  Protocol  and  we  thus  urge  Chinese  authorities  not  to  deport  these  defectors  to  North  Korea. 

-  In  addition,  we  are  concerned  that  deportation  of  this  group  would  be  inconsistent  with  China’s  obligations 
under  Article  3  of  the  Convention  Against  Torture  (CAT)  not  to  “expel,  return  (“refoul”)  or  extradite  a  person 
to  another  State  where  there  are  substantial  grounds  for  believing  that  [the  person]  would  be  in  danger  of  being 
subjected  to  torture.”  We  note  that  there  are  no  exceptions  in  CAT  Article  3  on  criminal  or  national  security 
grounds. 


-We  remain  focused  on  the  deplorable  human  rights  situation  in  North  Korea,  and  concerned  for  the  wellbeing 
of  North  Koreans  in  and  outside  the  DPRK. 


-If  there  is  a  way  the  United  States  can  be  helpful  regarding  these  cases,  please  let  us  know. 

IF  RAISED: 

-“The  majority  of  North  Koreans  entering  China  illegally  do  so  for  economic  reasons,  and  to  view  these 
individuals  as  “refugees”  and  not  return  them  to  North  Korea  would  be  tantamount  to  denying  the  sovereignty 
of  North  Korea.” 

Response:  It  is  not  a  denial  of  North  Korean  sovereignty  to  make  your  own  decision  regarding  people  within 
your  own  borders.  It  could,  however,  be  a  violation  of  your  obligations  under  an  international  treaty  to  send 
people  to  a  place  where  they  would  likely  be  persecuted  or  tortured. 

-“You  are  interfering  in  China’s  domestic  affairs.” 
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Response:  As  this  concerns  your  obligation  as  a  party  to  the  Convention  Against  Torture  and  the  Refugee 
Convention  and  its  Protocol,  this  is  the  concern  of  every  other  party  to  those  treaties.  This  is  an  international 
issue  and  concerns  international  law. 

End  Action  Request.

The  Treasury  Department  took  a  significant  action  yesterday  naming  a  Chinese  bank,  a  Chinese  company,  and  two 
individuals  as  conduits  for  North  Korea's  sanctions  evasion.  It  look  the  additional  step  of  stating  for  the  first  time  that  a 
mainland  Chinese  bank  is  engaged  in  money  laundering  for  North  Korea,  a  serious  accusation  that  could  accelerate  North 
Korea  sanctions  implementation.  Yesterday's  action  reverses  a  decade  of  successive  administrations  waiting  for  China  to 
pressure  North  Korea  and  is  a  warning  that  Beijing  must  act  or  face  additional  sanctions. 

Treasury  identified  China's  Bank  of  Dandong  as  a  ‘  primary  money  laundering  concern,"  noting  that  it  serves  as  a 
gateway  for  North  Korea's  access  to  the  U  S.  and  international  financial  systems.  From  May  2012  to  May  2015,  the  bank 
processed  $786  million  in  transactions  through  the  American  banking  system,  including  transactions  with,  or  on  behalf  of, 
companies  linked  to  U  S  - and  UN-sanctioned  North  Korean  entities. 

in  particular,  the  Bank  of  Dandong:  1)  facilitated  millions  of  dollars  of  transactions  for  companies  involved  in  procuring 
ballistic  missile  technology;  2)  as  of  early  2G16r  held  multiple  bank  accounts  on  behalf  of  a  front  company  for  North 
Korea’s  main  arms  exporter,  designated  by  the  U.S  in  2005  and  the  UN  in  2009;  3)  engaged  in  substantial  suspicious 
activities  reported  by  U.S  banks,  including  apparent  transactions  with  shell  companies;  and  4)  until  December  2016,  was 
partially  owned  by  the  U  S.-sanctioned  Dandong  Hongxiang  Industrial  Development  Co  Ltd  (DHID)  -  a  Chinese 
company  indicted  by  the  Justice  Department  for  alleged  violations  of  U.S.  law  on  behalf  of  North  Korea  -  and  allowed 
DHID  to  process  $56  million  through  U  S  banks  between  October  2012  and  December  201 4 

Yesterday's  action  against  Bank  of  Dandong  should  force  Chinese  banking  executives  to  develop  and  implement  a  plan 
to  stop  North  Korea's  money  laundering  or  lose  their  access  to  the  American  banking  system.  Since  November  2016,  U.S. 
banks  have  had  an  obligation  to  verify  that  Chinese  banks  are  not  using  their  American  accounts  on  behalf  of  North 
Korea  Treasury's  action  will  lead  to  tough  questions  about  whether  other  Chinese  banks  have  helped  North  Korea  to 
evade  sanctions  This  could  have  a  beneficial  effect  in  those  instances,  where  Chinese  financial  institutions  implement  a 
strong  North  Korea  sanctions  compliance  program  outside  direction  from  Chinese  leadership 

in  addition  to  taking  action  against  Bank  of  Dandong,  Treasury  also  sanctioned  two  Chinese  individuals  and  one  Chinese 
company,  noting  they  were  involved  in  establishing  front  companies,  conducting  financial  transactions,  and  shipping  illicit 
luxury  goods  This  reinforces  the  message  that  Chinese  entities  and  individuals  evading  sanctions  will  now  be  held 
accountable 
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The  Treasury  action  is  a  wakeup  call  for  China’s  leaders,  whose  rale  in  facilitating  North  Korea's  sanctions  evasion  over 
the  last  ten  years  must  end.  The  Trump  administration's  timing  -  coming  at  the  beginning  of  South  Korean  President 
Moon  Jae  In’s  visit  to  Washington  -  reinforces  the  new  U.S.  policy  of  "maximum  pressure"  on  Pyongyang  Chinese 
President  Xi  Jinping  knows  yesterday’s  action  is  just  the  tip  of  the  iceberg  and  the  United  States  wit!  take  further  action  if 
he  does  not  act  soon

The  Treasury  Department  took  a  significant  action  yesterday  naming  a  Chinese  bank,  a  Chinese  company,  and  two 
individuals  as  conduits  for  North  Korea’s  sanctions  evasion.  It  took  the  additional  step  of  stating  for  the  first  time  that  a 
mainland  Chinese  bank  is  engaged  in  money  laundering  for  North  Korea,  a  serious  accusation  that  could  accelerate  North 
Korea  sanctions  implementation  Yesterday's  action  reverses  a  decade  of  successive  administrations  waiting  for  China  to 
pressure  North  Korea  and  is  a  warning  that  Beijing  must  act  or  face  additional  sanctions. 

Treasury  identified  China’s  Bank  of  Dandong  as  a  "primary  money  laundering  concern,"  noting  that  it  serves  as  a 
gateway  for  North  Korea’s  access  to  the  U.S.  and  international  financial  systems.  From  May  2012  to  May  2015,  the  bank 
processed  $786  million  in  transactions  through  the  American  banking  system,  including  transactions  with,  or  on  behalf  of, 
companies  linked  to  U.S. -  and  UN-sanctioned  North  Korean  entities. 

In  particular,  the  Bank  of  Dandong:  1)  facilitated  millions  of  dollars  of  transactions  for  companies  involved  in  procuring 
ballistic  missile  technology:  2}  as  of  early  2016,  held  multiple  bank  accounts  on  behalf  of  a  front  company  for  North 
Korea's  main  arms  exporter,  designated  by  the  U  S.  in  2005  and  the  UN  in  2009,  3)  engaged  in  substantial  suspicious 
activities  reported  by  U.S  banks,  including  apparent  transactions  with  shell  companies,  and  4)  until  December  2016,  was 
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partially  owned  by  the  U.S.-sanctioned  Dandong  Hongxiang  Industrial  Development  Co  Ltd.  (DHID)  -  a  Chinese 
company  indicted  by  the  Justice  Department  for  alleged  violations  of  U  S  law  on  behalf  of  North  Korea  -  and  allowed 
DHID  to  process  $56  million  through  U.S.  banks  between  October  2012  and  December  2014. 

Yesterday's  action  against  Bank  of  Dandong  should  force  Chinese  banking  executives  to  develop  and  implement  a  plan 
to  stop  North  Korea's  money  laundering  or  lose  their  access  to  the  American  banking  system  Since  November  2016,  U.S 
banks  have  had  an  obligation  to  verify  that  Chinese  banks  are  not  using  their  American  accounts  on  behalf  of  North 
Korea.  Treasury’s  action  will  lead  to  tough  questions  about  whether  other  Chinese  banks  have  helped  North  Korea  to 
evade  sanctions.  This  could  have  a  beneficial  effect  in  those  instances,  where  Chinese  financial  institutions  implement  a 
strong  North  Korea  sanctions  compliance  program  outside  direction  from  Chinese  leadership. 

In  addition  to  taking  action  against  Bank  of  Dandong,  Treasury  also  sanctioned  two  Chinese  individuals  and  one  Chinese 
company,  noting  they  were  involved  in  establishing  front  companies,  conducting  financial  transactions,  and  shipping  illicit 
luxury  goods.  This  reinforces  the  message  that  Chinese  entities  and  individuals  evading  sanctions  will  now  be  held 
accountable 

The  Treasury  action  is  a  wakeup  call  for  China’s  leaders,  whose  role  in  facilitating  North  Korea's  sanctions  evasion  over 
the  last  ten  years  must  end.  The  Trump  administration's  timing  -  coming  at  the  beginning  of  South  Korean  President 
Moon  Jae  In's  visit  to  Washington  -  reinforces  the  new  U.S  policy  of  "maximum  pressure"  on  Pyongyang  Chinese 
President  Xi  Jinping  knows  yesterday's  action  is  just  the  tip  of  the  iceberg  and  the  United  States  will  take  further  action  if 
he  does  not  act  soon

This  memo  sketches  an  approach! _  _ _ _ _ 

to  pursue  a  comprehensive  freeze  on  North  Korea's  development,  testing, 
deployment  and  imports/exports  of  nuclear  weapons  and  delivery  capabilities.  Such  a  freeze  would 
itself  significantly  enhance  regional  and  global  security,  while  facilitating  subsequent  steps  to 
dismantle  the  DPRK  nuclear  arsenal. 


We  assume  that  others  can  readily  suggest  how  such  a  freeze  would  be  embedded  in  a 
longer-term  strategy  to  negotiate  the  elimination  of  the  DPRK's  nuclear  capabilities,  as  called  for  in 
the  2005  Joint  Statement  of  the  Six-Party  Talks.  It  is  also  beyond  our  technical  purpose  to  suggest 
what  might  be  offered  to  the  DPRK  as  part  of  such  negotiations,  other  than  to  acknowledge  that 
under  a  freeze  Pyongyang  would  retain  (under  strict  limitations  and  tight  verification)  the  basic 
deterrent  it  now  possesses,  pending  resolution  of  broader  issues. 

The  design  of  a  comprehensive  freeze  is  informed  by  five  years  of  behind-the-scene  work 

with  technical  experts! _  1 

_ _  to  develop  what  we  call  a  “nuclear  firewall."  The  firewall 

aims,  in  a  country-neutral  way,  to  distinguish  nuclear  weapons  programs  from  purely  peaceful 
nuclear  programs.  A  report  on  the  firewall  project  is  available  upon  request 

To  apply  the  firewall  model  specifically  to  the  DPRK,  we  convened  in  Beijing  on  March  1-2, 

2017  a  workshop  of  nuclear  weapons  experts!  _ | 

This  workshop  was  remarkably  constructive,  technical,  and  free  from 
political  posturing.  All  participants  accepted  the  premise  that  the  threats  posed  by  the  advance  of 
the  DPRK's  nuclear  and  missile  programs  are  so  alarming  that  every  effort  should  now  be  made  to 
freeze  these  programs  as  comprehensively  as  possible,  while  facilitating  the  attainment  of  the 
ultimate  objective  of  eliminating  them. 

Measures  designed  to  preclude  the  DPRK’s  acquisition  of  long-range  nuclear  weapon 
delivery  capability  (which  is  a  priority  objective)  must  be  accompanied  by  steps  that  also  help 
diminish  the  regional  threat  posed  by  the  DPRK.  The  approach  developed  in  the  Beijing  workshop 
and  described  below  is  more  ambitious  and  therefore,  in  our  view,  superior  to  other  capping 
options  that  might  be  proposed  by  Russia,  for  instance.  This  is  not  to  underestimate  the  political 
and  technical  complexity  of  negotiating  and  implementing  a  comprehensive  freeze. 

The  Strategic  Imperative  to  Coordinate  Now  With  China  a  DPRK  Negotiating  Strategy 

Bargaining  logic  might  suggest  that  the  most  effective  way  to  approach  the  DPRK  would  be 
to  work  with  China  and  other  players  to  intensify  sanctions  and  other  forms  of  pressure,  soften  up 
the  Pyongyang  regime,  and  then  negotiate.  Yet,  the  U.S.  also  has  declared  that  DPRK  acquisition  of  a 
plausibly  effective  1CBM  will  not  be  tolerated,  with  the  implication  that  military  action  will  be  taken 
to  deny  such  acquisition.  The  timelines  of  the  two  processes  was  proved  problematic  on  July  4:  the

process.  The  U.S.  faces  a  strategic  quandary  and  credibility  challenge.  Using  force  against  the  DPRK 
missile  program  before  negotiations  between  the  current  administration  and  Pyongyang  have  been 
tried  could  produce  significant  backlash  in  China,  the  UN  Security  Council,  much  of  the  rest  of  the 
world,  and  perhaps  within  the  U.S.  (The  timeline  problem  is  somewhat  obviated  if  the  U.S.  "red 
line"  is  not  a  working  ICBM  alone,  but  rather  a  plausible  DPRK  capability  to  integrate  and  deliver  a 
nuclear  warhead  via  an  ICBM.  This  is  a  more  difficult  and  distant  capability.  Yet,  if  that  is  the 
actionable  line  for  the  U.S.,  it  might  be  necessary  to  correct  impressions  that  an  ICBM  is  the  decisive 
issue.  Otherwise  the  U.S.  may  face  credibility  problems  if  and  as  the  ICBM  program  advances  and 
Washington  does  not  intercede  to  stop  or  significantly  delay  it). 

A  relatively  low-cost  and  strategically  preferable  alternative  would  be  to  work  with  China 
privately  now  to  prepare  a  negotiating  strategy  for  talks  to  be  offered  to  the  DPRK  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  aim  with  China  would  be  to  outline  terms  of  a  comprehensive  freeze  on  the  DPRK's 
nuclear  weapons-related  activities  (as  sketched  here),  with  China's  agreement  that  if  the  DPRK 
rejects  the  offered  reasonable  basis  for  negotiations,  China  would  take  specific  steps  to  intensify 
economic  and  other  pressure  on  the  DPRK  in  response.  Cooperatively  sketching  terms  that  would 
be  sought  from  the  DPRK  would  reassure  Beijing  (somewhat)  that  the  U.S.  is  taking  a  realistic 
position  worthy  of  support;  Beijing’s  delineation  of  steps  it  would  take  in  the  event  Pyongyang 
rejected  such  negotiations  would  reassure  Washington  (somewhat)  that  Beijing  is  serious.  By 
clarifying  China's  willingness  to  tighten  the  screws  if  Pyongyang  rejects  a  reasonable  framework  for 
negotiations,  Washington  and  Beijing  also  would  impede  efforts  by  Russia  and  perhaps  other  actors 
to  proffer  softer  terms.  While  we  are  not  privy  to  discussions  the  U.S.  has  had  with  Beijing  on  these 
issues,  our  interactions  with  Chinese  counterparts  as  recently  as  mid-June  suggest  that  officials 
there  would  be  responsive  to  the  approach  we  suggest  here. 

We  do  not  pretend  to  know  "what  the  DPRK  wants"  or  what  it  would  be  willing  to  accept  in 
terms  of  freezing  its  nuclear-related  activities.  We  believe  that,  at  a  minimum,  the  DPRK  will  insist 
on  retaining  some  form  of  nuclear  deterrent  for  purposes  of  regime  survival  and  for  obtaining 
political  recognition,  resolution  of  relations  with  the  U.S.,  and  economic  inducements.  In  our  view 
the  most  internationally  credible  way  to  assess  and  test  DPRK  motivations  and  interests  is  to  begin 
negotiations,  and  to  do  so  in  an  approach  shared  with  China. 

Of  course,  great  care  and  effort  must  be  taken  to  demonstrate  to  South  Korea  and  Japan  that 
their  interests  will  be  served  both  by  the  process  and  the  sought  outcomes  of  negotiations.  This 
imperative  informs  our  focus  on  freezing  delivery  system  development  and  testing,  and 
militarization  of  DPRK  capabilities,  Both  are  intended  to  keep  the  DPRK  from  going  beyond  a  basic 
existential  deterrent  to  a  war-fighting  capability  that  would  be  even  more  dangerous  to  South 
Korea  and  japan,  or  sufficient  long-range  capability  to  threaten  the  credibility  of  U.S.  alliance 
commitments  to  Seoul  and  Tokyo.  We  believe  that  the  new  government  in  Seoul  will  be  receptive 
and  that  Japan  can  be  too,  through  a  combination  of  diplomatic,  military,  and  political  reassurances. 


Elements  of  a  Comprehensive  Freeze 

To  meaningfully  freeze  the  DPRK's  advance  toward  a  robust  and  operational  nuclear 
arsenal,  it  is  necessary  to  encompass  fissile  material  production;  weapons-related  research, 
development,  and  testing;  delivery  vehicle  development  and  testing  and  systems  integration;  and 
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militarization  of  nuclear  capabilities.  [David  Albright  in  a  recent  posting  suggested  the  need  for 
such  a  comprehensive  approach,  compared  with  simply  seeking  to  curtail  plutonium  production 
and  testing  of  nuclear  devices  and  missiles.  This  memo  goes  further  and  fleshes  out  what  a 
comprehensive  freeze  might  entail),  While  verification  of  limits  on  activities  in  each  of  these 
domains  is  challenging  and  inevitably  fraught  with  some  uncertainties,  we  suggest  there  are  ways 
to  structure  a  prospective  agreement  so  that  the  DPRK  would  face  high  risks  that  violation[s)  would 
be  detected.  Monitoring  and  verification  of  the  elements  in  a  proposed  freeze  would  indicate 
if/when  the  DPRK  moves  in  alarming  or  reassuring  directions, 

Benchmarks  for  a  Freeze 


To  design  an  effective,  comprehensive  freeze  it  is  useful  to  start  from  a  conservative 
benchmark  of  current  DPRK  capabilities.  We  assume  that  in  negotiating  a  freeze  the  DPRK  would 
have  incentive  to  exaggerate  or  "best  case"  the  capabilities  it  has  already  achieved,  in  order  to 
grandfather  them  under  a  freeze.  This  should  invite  demands  for  transparency  to  validate  such 
claims:  capabilities  that  the  DPRK  is  unwilling  to  subject  to  transparency  or  verification  would  not 
be  accepted  under  a  freeze.  With  this  premise,  participants  in  the  Beijing  workshop  produced  the 
following  benchmark  of  capabilities. 

Fissile  Materials: 

•  DPRK  possesses  sufficient  fissile  material  to  produce  several  nuclear  devices. 

•  Plutonium  supplies  are  limited  (perhaps  30kg)  and  suffice  for  a  small  arsenal  and  would  be 
indispensable  for  warheads  designed  for  long-range  missiles, 

•  HEU  stockpiles  are  significant  (perhaps  400kg  or  more)  and  growing  based  on  a  production 
capacity  estimated  at  10,000  SWU.  HEU-based  weapons  design  could  be  especially  suitable 
for  short-range  nuclear  delivery  options. 

•  No  real  civilian  applications. 

Weapons  R&D . 

•  DPRK  possesses  knowledge  and  practice  for  designing  first-generation  nuclear  explosive 
devices, 

•  It  may  still  be  struggling  to  enhance  weapon  yields  and  effects,  and  aiming  to  deign  boosted 
devices  and  beyond. 

Systems  Integration  and  Delivery  Vehicles 

•  DPRK  has  operational  liquid-fuel  SRBMs,  MRBMs,  and  perhaps  IRBMs. 

•  It  is  working  on  warhead  miniaturization,  development  of  solid  fuel  engines,  and  ICBM  and 
SLBM  delivery  capability.  It  still  faces  difficulties  in  these  areas. 

•  it  might  be  interested  in  other  delivery  platforms. 

Militarization 

•  The  DPRK  nuclear  force  might  be  crude,  including  in  its  operational  capabilities. 

•  The  primary  focus  appears  to  be  political  control  and  demonstrative  use  for  deterrence 
purposes.

Based  on  this  benchmark  (pending  revision  informed  by  better  estimates),  a  freeze  would 
temporarily  allow  the  DPRK  to  retain  and  maintain  existing  fissile  material  stocks,  facilities, 
weapons,  and  SRBM/MRBM  delivery  capabilities.  It  would  leave  open  development  of  a  purely 
peaceful  nuclear  energy  program  and  sustainment  of  a  space  launch  program  that  is  demonstrably 
unsuitable  for  military  purposes. 

Achieving  an  effective  freeze  thus  requires  the  ability  to  distinguish: 

•  Routine  ongoing  activities  (e.g.,  arsenal,  material,  and  facility  maintenance)  from  upgrades 
and  expansion; 

•  Security  and  safety  activities  from  enhancement  of  military  readiness; 

•  Space  launch  and  conventional  missile  activity  from  nuclear  weapons  (or  other  WMD)  long- 
range  deliveiy  vehicle  development  and  testing; 

•  Peaceful  nuclear  energy  activities  from  weapons-oriented  ones; 

•  Prohibited  exports  and  imports  from  acceptable  ones. 

In  a  cooperative  arrangement,  these  distinctions  could  be  maintained  through  dialogue  and 
conduct  of  transparency,  whereby  if  the  DPRK  refuses  to  clarify  activities  of  concern  the  given 
activity  would  be  deemed  out  of  bounds. 

Elements  of  a  Freeze 


Beijing  workshop  participants  judged  the  following  elements  to  be  essential  and  feasible  for 

a  security-enhancing  freeze,  in  order  of  priority. 

Delivery  Vehicles: 

•  Ban  any  further  work  on  re-entry  vehicles  for  IRBMsand  ICBMs  (to  include  both  ground- 
based  and  flight  tests); 

•  Ban  development  and  testing  of  solid-fuel  rockets; 

•  Ban  development  and  testing  of  SLBM-launch  capability; 

•  SLV  work  would  be  permissible  provided  adequate  assurance  that  it  would  not  be  applied 
to  development  and/or  testing  of  ballistic  missiles. 

Weapons  R&D: 

•  Ban  any  further  work  on  advanced  fission  or  fusion  devices  and  boosting  technology; 

•  Ban  all  nuclear  tests  (both  hot  and  cold); 

•  Ban  development  of  other  WMD  warheads. 

Fuel  Cycle: 

•  Cessation  of  production  of  all  fissile  materials  (enrichment  from  UF6  upwards  and 
reprocessing),  tritium  and  Li6; 

•  Ban  construction  of  new  fuel  cycle  facilities  and  heavy  water  reactors;  prohibit 
expansion/upgrade  of  existing  facilities; 

•  Ban  casting  of  fissile  materials  into  metal. 

Militarization : 
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•  Prohibit  development  of  a  warfightmg  nuclear  posture  (dispersal,  readiness,  pre-delegation, 
training,  arsenal  growth). 

Nonproliferation: 

•  Ban  exports  and  imports  of  fissile  materials,  nuclear  weapons,  and  related  technology, 
equipment  and  materials; 

•  Ban  export  of  missile  exceeding  MTCR  guidelines. 

Transparency,  Monitoring  and  Verification 

We  assume  the  DPRK  will  be  tempted  to  cheat  on  a  freeze  (however-designed)  and  on  a 
putative  agreement  to  eliminate  its  nuclear  arsenal.  Regarding  a  freeze,  this  leads  some  to  argue 
that  it  is  advisable  to  constrain  only  those  activities  that  are  readily  verifiable,  for  example,  flight 
testing  of  missiles  and  hot  testing  of  nuclear  weapons.  However,  we  believe  this  view  is 
fundamentally  flawed.  Prohibiting  only  the  most  verifiable  activities  could/would  cede  to  the  DPRK 
others,  particularly  related  to  weaponization  R  &  D  and  systems  integration.  A  more  fulsome  freeze 
package  would  constrain  much  more,  and  even  if  the  DPRK  were  tempted  to  cheat,  the  more 
activities  that  are  proscribed,  the  greater  the  risk  that  cheating  on  one  or  more  could  be  detected, 
constituting  a  violation  of  the  agreement.  The  more  comprehensive  the  freeze,  the  greater  the 
uncertainty  the  DPRK  would  face  that  any  violation  (s)  would  not  be  detected,  with  consequences. 

Beijing  workshop  participants  approached  transparency  and  verification  from  this 
perspective,  and  also  with  an  understanding  that  in  negotiations  the  DPRK  would  be  presented  with 
trade-offs  between  its  interest  in  retaining  capabilities  under  a  freeze  and  its  preference  to  avoid 
transparency  and  verification.  Whatever  capabiliti es/activities  the  DPRK  want  to  preserve  under  a 
freeze  would  have  to  be  verified  at  the  outset  and  subsequently. 

We  can,  upon  request,  brief  more  fully  the  Beijing  workshop's  discussion  of  verification.

SEOUL  (Reuters)  -  North  Korea  appeared  to  use  a  Chinese  truck  originally  sold  for  hauling  timber  to  transport 
and  erect  a  ballistic  missile  that  was- successfully  launched  on  Tuesday,  highlighting  the  challenge  of  enforcing 
sanctions  to  curb  its  weapons  programme. 

North  Korea  state  television  showed  a  large  truck  painted  in  military  camouflage  carrying  the  missile.  It  was 
identical  to  one  a  U.N.  sanctions  panel  has  said  was  "most  likely"  converted  from  a  Chinese  timber  truck. 

Since  2006,  U.N.  sanctions  have  banned  the'  shipment  of  military  hardware  to  North  Korea.  But  control  of, 
equipment  and  vehicles  that  have  "dual-use"  military  and  civilian  applications  has  been  far  less  stringent. 

The  vehicle  was  imported  from  China  and  declared  for  civilian  use  by  the  North  Korean  foreign  ministry, 
according  to  a  2013  report  by  the  U.N.  panel.  Tuesday's  iaunch  was  the  first  time  the  truck  had  been  seen  in  a 
military  field  operation  in  pictures  published  in  state  media. 

China,  North  Korea's  largest  trading  partner  and  its  sole  major  ally,  is  under  increasing  pressure  from  U.S. 
President  Donald  Trump,  who  has  said  Chinese  efforts  to  rein  in  North  Korea's  weapons  programmes  have 
failed. 

The  truck  had  been  previously  on  display  at  military  parades  in  2012  and  in  2013  carrying  what  experts  said 
appeared  to  be  developmental  models  or  mock-ups  of  North  Korea's  intercontinental  ballistic  missiles. 

Images  on  the  North  Korea's  state  television  showed  soldiers  working  on  the  vehicle  mounted  with  a  missile, 
which  was  then  erected  and  off-loaded  ahead  of  the  launch  at  a  hillside  location.  Leader  Kim  Jong  Un 
supervised  the  test. 

The  transporter-erector-launcher  (TEL)  is  a  vehicle  designed  to  move  a  ballistic  missile  and  stand  it  upright, 
allowing  for  a  mobile  system  that  makes  surveillance  difficult  for  spy  satellites. 

In  its  2013  report,  the  U.N.  panel  of  experts  said  the  features  of  the  Vehicle  in  the  2012  parade  exactly  matched 
those  of  a  vehicle  sold  by  China's  Hubei  Sanjiang  Space  Wanshan  Special  Vehicle  Company. 

DELIBERATE  BREACH? 

The  company  is  a  subsidiary  of  China  Aerospace  Science  and  Industry  Corp,  a  state-owned  company  that 
makes  the  Shenzhou  rocket  as  well  as  missiles. 
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A  company  manager  reached  by  telephone  declined  to  comment  citing  the  sensitivity  of  the  issue. 

China  submitted  to  the  U.N.  panel  a  copy  of  the  end  user  certificate  provided  by  the  North  stating  that  six  of  the 
vehicles  were  being  imported  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  timber. 

The  panel  said  it  "considers  it  most  likely  that  the  (North)  deliberately  breached"  the  certificate  and  converted 
the  trucks  into  transporter-erector- launchers. 

This  year.  North  Korea  used  another  Chinese-made  truck  model  to  tow  submarine-launched  ballistic  missjles 
(SLBM)  at  a  military  parade  on  the  105th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  state  founder  Kim  II  Sung. 

Last  year,  state  media  published  photos  showing  Chinese-made  trucks  being  used  in  a  new  North  Korean 
mobile  rocket  artillery  system. 

Both  vehicles  showed  the  logo  or  had  markings  specific  to  the  Chinese  company  Sinotruk.

A  Sinotruk  sales  official  said  in  April  he  was  not  aware  the  company's  trucks  were  used  in  the  military  parade. 

North  Korean  state  media  has  in  the  past  released  images  of  Sinotruk  chassis  and  cabins  related  to  construction 
or  mining. 

The  Chinese  Foreign  Ministry  said  on  Tuesday,  after  the  launch,  it  was  opposed  to  North  Korea  contravening 
rules  laid  out  in  U.N.  Security  council  resolutions.  China  was  working  hard  to  resolve  the  issue  and  urged  all 
sides  to  meet  each  other  half  way,  it  added.

The  United  States  strongly  condemns  North  Korea’s  launch  of  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile.  Testing  an 
ICBM  represents  a  new  escalation  of  the  threat  to  the  U.S.,  our  allies  and  partners,  the  region,  and  the  world.

President  Donald  J.  Trump,  President  Moon  Jae-in,  and  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe  met  in 
Hamburg,  Germany,  on  July  6  to  discuss  the  serious  and  escalating  threat  posed  by  the  nuclear 
and  ballistic  missile  programs  of  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea  (DPRK).  The  three 
leaders  condemned  the  DPRK's  unprecedented  launch,  on  July  4,  of  a  ballistic  missile  with 
intercontinental  range,  a  major  escalation  that  directly  violates  multiple  United  Nation's  Security 
Council  (UNSC)  resolutions  and  that  dearly  demonstrates  the  growing  threat  the  DPRK  poses  to 
the  United  States,  the  Republic  of  Korea  (ROK),  and  Japan,  as  well  as  other  countries  around  the 
world.  The  leaders  affirmed  the  importance  of  working  together  to  counter  the  DPRK  threat  and 
to  achieve  the  complete,  verifiable,  and  irreversible  denuclearization  of  the  Korean  Peninsula  in  a 
peaceful  manner,  a  shared  goal  among  the  three  countries.  They  also  committed  to  continue  to 
cooperate  to  apply  maximum  pressure  on  the  DPRK  to  change  its  path,  refrain  from  provocative 
and  threatening  actions,  and  take  steps  necessary  to  return  to  serious  denuclearization 
dialogue.  The  three  leaders  emphasized  that  they,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  international 
community,  stand  ready  to  offer  a  brighter  future  for  the  DPRK  if  it  chooses  the  right  path.  The 
United  States,  the  ROK,  and  Japan  will  never  accept  a  nuclear  armed  DPRK. 

President  Trump,  President  Moon,  and  Prime  Minister  Abe  decided  to  press  for  tine  early  adoption 
of  a  new  UNSC  resolution  with  additional  sanctions  to  demonstrate  to  the  DPRK  that  there  are 
serious  consequences  for  its  destabilizing,  provocative,  and  escalatory  actions.  They  called  on  the 
international  community  to  swiftly  and  fully  implement  all  UNSC  resolutions  and  to  take 
measures  to  reduce  economic  relations  with  the  DPRK.  The  three  leaders  also  called  on  the 
nations  that  border  the  DPRK  to  make  further  efforts  to  convince  the  DPRK  regime  to  abandon  its 
current  threatening  and  provocative  path  and  immediately  take  steps  to  denuclearize  and  to  halt 
its  ballistic  missile  program. 

The  three  leaders  underscored  their  commitment  to  further  strengthen  their  respective  alliances 
and  to  ensure  they  continue  to  increase  their  capabilities  to  deter  and  respond  to  any  attack  from 
the  DPRK.  They  committed  to  continue  advancing  trilateral  security  cooperation  in  the  face  of  the 
threat  posed  by  the  DPRK.  President  Trump  reaffirmed  the  ironclad  commitment  of  the  United 
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States  to  defend  the  ROK  and  Japan  using  the  full  range  of  its  conventional  and  nuclear 
capabilities.

Joint  Press  Statement  from  the  Permanent  Representatives  to  the  United  Nations  of  the  United  States, 
United  Kingdom,  and  France  Following  the  Adoption  of  a  Treaty  Banning  Nuclear  Weapons 

France,  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States  have  not  taken  part  in  the  negotiation  of  the  treaty  on  the 
prohibition  of  nuclear  weapons.  We  do  not  intend  to  sign,  ratify  or  ever  become  party  to  it.  Therefore,  there  will 
be  no  change  in  the  legal  obligations  on  our  countries  with  respect  to  nuclear  weapons.  For  example,  we  would 
not  accept  any  claim  that  this  treaty  reflects  or  in  any  way  contributes  to  the  development  of  customary 
international  law.  Importantly,  other  states  possessing  nuclear  weapons  and  almost  all  other  states  relying  on 
nuclear  deterrence  have  also  not  taken  part  in  the  negotiations. 

This  initiative  clearly  disregards  the  realities  of  the  international  security  environment.  Accession  to  the  ban 
Treaty  is  incompatible  with  the  policy  of  nuclear  deterrence,  which  has  been  essential  to  keeping  the  peace  in 
Europe  and  North  Asia  for  over  70  years.  A  purported  ban  on  nuclear  weapons  that  does  not  address  the 
security  concerns  that  continue  to  make  nuclear  deterrence  necessary  cannot  result  in  the  elimination  of  a  single 
nuclear  weapon  and  will  not  enhance  any  country’s  security,  nor  international  peace  and  security.  It  will  do  the 
exact  opposite  by  creating  even  more  divisions  at  a  time  when  the  world  needs  to  remain  united  in  the  face  of 
growing  threats,  including  those  from  the  DPRK’s  ongoing  proliferation  efforts.  This  treaty  offers  no  solution  to 
the  grave  threat  posed  by  North  Korea's  nuclear  program,  nor  does  it  address  other  security  challenges  that 
make  nuclear  deterrence  necessary.  A  ban  treaty  also  risks  undermining  the  existing  international  security 
architecture  which  contributes  to  the  maintenance  of  international  peace  and  security. 

We  reiterate  in  this  regard  our  continued  commitment  to  the  Treaty  on  the  Non-Proliferation  of  Nuclear 
Weapons  (NPT)  and  reaffirm  our  determination  to  safeguard  and  further  promote  its  authority,  universality  and 
effectiveness.  Working  towards  the  shared  goal  of  nuclear  disarmament  and  general  and  complete  disarmament 
must  be  done  in  a  way  that  promotes  international  peace  and  security,  and  strategic  stability,  based  on  the 
principle  of  increased  and  undiminished  security  for  all.

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North  Korea's  surprising,  lucrative  relationship  with  Africa

WINDHOEK,  Namibia  —  Near  the  southern  tip  of  Africa,  8,000  miles  from  Pyongyang,  this  capital  city  is  an  unlikely 
testament  to  North  Korean  industry. 

There's  the  futuristic  national  history  museum,  the  sleek  presidential  palace,  the  sprawling  defense  headquarters  and 
the  shadowy  munitions  factory.  They  were  built  —  or  are  still  being  constructed  —  by  North  Korea,  fora  profit. 

For  years,  North  Korea  has  used  African  nations  like  this  one  as  financial  lifelines,  building  infrastructure  and  selling 
weapons  and  other  military  equipment  as  sanctions  mounted  against  its  authoritarian  regime.  Although  China  is  by  far 
North  Korea's  largest  trading  partner,  the  smaller  African  revenue  streams  have  helped  support  the  impoverished 
Hermit  Kingdom,  even  as  its  leaders  develop  an  ambitious  nuclear-weapons  program  in  defiance  of  the  international 
community. 

Those  ambitions  led  last  week  to  the  launch  of  the  country's  first  intercontinental  ballistic  missile.  U.S.  Secretary  of  State 
Rex  Tiilerson  subsequently  warned  that  any  nation  with  military  or  economic  ties  to  North  Korea  "is  aiding  and  abetting 
a  dangerous  regime/'  and  the  Trump  administration  threatened  a  cutoff  in  trade  with  countries  that  were  doing 
business  with  the  pariah  nation. 

But  Namibian  officials  describe  a  different  North  Korea  —  a  longtime  ally,  a  partner  in  development  and  an  affordable 
contractor.  Since  the  1960s,  when  North  Korea  began  providing  support  for  African  nations  during  their  independence 
struggles  with  European  colonial  powers,  the  regime  has  fostered  political  ties  on  the  continent  that  have  turned  into 
commercial  relationships. 

"We've  relied  on  them  for  help  to  develop  our  infrastructure,  and  their  work  has  been  unparalleled/'  said  Frans  Kapofi, 
Namibia's  minister  of  presidential  affairs. 

Across  Africa,  such  relationships  have  been  common, 

A  United  Nations  investigation  this  year  described  North  Korean  military  radio  equipment  headed  to  Eritrea,  automatic 
weapons  arriving  in  Congo  and  military  trainers  landing  in  Angola  and  Uganda. 

"The  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea  is  flouting  sanctions  through  trade  in  prohibited  goods,  with  evasion 
techniques  that  are  increasing  in  scale,  scope  and  sophistication,"  the  report  said.  It  went  on  to  describe  how  "the 
country  also  uses  its  construction  companies  that  are  active  in  Africa  to  build  arms-related,  military  and  security 
facilities." 

North  Korea's  commercial  relationships  are  only  one  sign  of  the  surprisingly  dose  ties  many  African  leaders  have  with 
the  secretive,  highly  repressive  Asian  country.

Yoweri  Museveni,  Uganda's  longtime  president,  said  he  learned  basic  Korean  from  Kim  II  Sung,  the  former  leader  of 
North  Korea  and  grandfather  of  current  leader  Kim  Jong  Un,  during  various  visits  to  that  country.  Zimbabwean  leader 
Robert  Mugabe  sent  two  rhinos  to  Pyongyang,  the  North  Korean  capital,  as  a  show  of  solidarity  in  the  1980s  (both  died 
shortly  after  arriving).  In  Maputo,  Mozambique's  capital,  the  street  "Avenida  Kim  II  Sung"  runs  through  the  heart  of 
downtown.  In  Namibia's  national  museum,  a  black-and-white  picture  of  a  North  Korean  soldier  leading  a  group  of  local 
soldiers  hangs  in  the  foyer. 

"Our  world  outlook  was  determined  bywhowasonour  side  during  the  most  crucial  time  of  our  struggle,  and  North 
Korea  was  there  for  us,"  said  Tuliameni  Kalomoh,  a  senior  adviser  in  the  Namibian  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  and  the 
country's  former  ambassador  to  Washington. 

In  recent  years,  African  countries  have  struggled  to  maintain  their  ties  to  North  Korea  without  alienating  the  United 
States,  the  largest  aid  donor  on  the  continent,  or  publicly  violating  U.N.  sanctions  aimed  at  curbing  the  country's 
nuclear-weapons  program.  In  measures  going  back  a  decade,  the  United  Nations  has  barred  countries  from  contracting 
with  North  Korea  for  military  training  or  services  or  arms  manufacturing. 

"Pyongyang's  ties  to  Africa  allow  it  to  show  it  still  has  friends  abroad  and  benefit  from  their  political  support.  They  also 
represent  a  source  of  revenue,  new  entry  points  into  the  international  financial  system,  and  a  haven  in  which  to  base 
North  Korean  representatives  and  front  companies,"  said  Andrea  Berger,  a  North  Korea  expert  at  the  Middlebury 
Institute  of  International  Studies  at  Monterey. 

The  Namibian  government  has  spent  about  $100  million  on  North  Korean  projects  since  2002,  according  to  officials  here 

—  a  sum  that  goes  a  long  way  in  an  Asian  nation  where  per  capita  income  is  about  $1,000  per  year.  But  in  comparison, 
China  imports  about  $3  billion  in  North  Korean  goods  per  year. 

Last  year,  the  United  Nations  said  that  Namibia  had  violated  U.N.  sanctions  by  maintaining  its  commercial  ties  to  North 
Korea. 

Among  other  activities,  Namibia  had  contracted  with  a  North  Korean  company  called  Mansudae  Overseas  Projects  to 
construct  a  munitions  factory  as  well  as  a  new  military  academy.  A  company  with  links  to  Mansudae,  called  the  Korea 
Mining  Development  Trading  Corporation  (known  as  KOMID)  also  worked  on  the  munitions  factory,  according  to  the 
U.N.  report.  The  U.S.  Treasury  Department  last  year  called  KOMID  North  Korea's  "primary  arms  dealer"  and  sanctioned 
two  North  Korean  officials  based  in  Windhoek.  The  department  also  sanctioned  Mansudae,  calling  it  one  of  a  number  of 
companies  that  sent  workers  abroad  in  part  to  earn  money  for  the  government  or  ruling  party. 

After  being  accused  of  violating  sanctions,  Namibian  officials  pledged  to  cut  commercial  ties  with  North  Korea,  which  is 
formally  known  as  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea,  or  DPRK.  The  Namibian  government  said  in  a  statement  in 
2016  that  it  "remains  committed  to  the  implementation  of  all  U.N.  sanctions  resolutions,"  but  added  that  "the  warm 
diplomatic  relations  with  the  DPRK  will  be  maintained." 

Over  a  year  later,  it  appears  that  North  Korean  guest  workers  are  still  laboring  on  Namibia's  new  Ministry  of  Defense,  a 
large  concrete  building  just  outside  of  Windhoek's  city  center,  according  to  several  residents  who  live  nearby. 

"We  see  them  every  day  or  two,"  said  one  resident  who  spoke  on  condition  of  anonymity  because  he  didn't  want  to  be 
seen  as  criticizing  the  government.  'They  never  left." 

In  interviews,  government  officials  said  they  were  hoping  to  complete  the  current  projects  before  expelling  the  workers 

—  even  though  allowing  the  North  Korean  contractors  to  linger  would  likely  be  a  violation  of  U.N.  sanctions  if  they  are 
still  affiliated  with  KOMID. 

"We  are  definitely  towards  the  end  of  phasing  them  out,"  said  Kapofi,  who  added  that  he  could  not  confirm  the 
presence  of  the  guest  workers  at  the  defense  ministry. 
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Nikki  Haley,  the  U.S.  ambassador  to  the  United  Nations,  recently  warned  that  the  United  States  might  cut  off  trade  with 
countries  that  were  violating  U.N.  sanctions  by  doing  business  with  North  Korea. 

Namibia  did  $469  million  of  trade  with  the  United  States  in  2013,  the  most  recent  figures  released  by  the  Office  of  the 
U.S.  Trade  Representative.  The  U.S.  government  also  contributes  to  Namibian  health-care  initiatives,  particularly  related 
to  HIV/AIDS. 

"As  a  part  of  our  maximum  pressure  campaign,  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  that  DPRK's  arms-related  exports, 
assistance,  training,  and  support  activities  are  terminated,  including  in  Africa,"  said  State  Department  spokeswoman 
Heather  Nauert,  in  response  to  a  question  about  Namibia's  ties  with  North  Korea. 

Other  African  countries  were  also  supposed  to  end  their  economic  and  military  relationships  with  North  Korea  after  the 
U.N.  sanctions  were  imposed.  But  it  remains  unclear  whether  some  have  done  so. 

U.N.  member  states  are  obliged  to  issue  reports  describing  their  efforts  to  enforce  sanctions.  But  the  U.N.  panel  of 
experts  report  in  2016  noted  "an  extremely  high  number  of  non-reporting  and  late-reporting  States"  and  the  "poor 
quality  and  lack  of  detail  of  the  reports  received." 

Some  African  nations  have  appeared  to  distance  themselves  from  North  Korea.  After  photos  appeared  showing  North 
Korean  military  trainers  wearing  Ugandan  military  uniforms  last  year,  Uganda's  foreign  minister,  Sam  Kutesa,  said  on 
state  television,  "We  are  disengaging  the  cooperation  we  are  having  with  North  Korea,  as  a  result  of  U.N.  sanctions." 

In  Dakar,  Senegal's  capital,  a  soaring.  North  Korea-built  statue  —  larger  than  the  Statue  of  Liberty  —  rises  from  a  hilltop, 
depicting  a  man  holding  a  baby  in  one  arm  and  embracing  a  woman  with  the  other.  When  the  statue  was  unveiled,  it 
angered  many  people  in  the  Muslim-majority  nation,  as  the  woman  was  scarcely  clad.  Other  North  Korean  statues, 
mostly  of  African  revolutionary  leaders,  were  sold  to  Mozambique,  Zimbabwe,  Botswana,  Benin  and  Congo.  U.N. 
sanctions  introduced  in  2016  barred  countries  from  buying  any  more  such  statues. 

One  of  the  biggest  projects  is  the  war  memorial  outside  of  Windhoek,  where  a  towering  bronze  statue  of  an  unknown 
soldier  carrying  a  rifle  stands  in  front  of  a  slim  obelisk.  On  a  recent  sunny  afternoon,  there  were  no  visitors  at  the  park, 
and  one  guard  slept  on  the  steps. 

But  from  the  top  of  the  monument,  the  view  was  clear:  the  city  and  the  rolling  hills  in  the  distance,  and  in  the 
foreground  a  North  Korean-built  military  base.

General  Guterres's  visit.  He  said  the  Congress  has  indicated  they  plan  to  "fund  foreign  affairs  issues  at  a  higher  level  than 
proposed  by  the  president/'  He  called  this  a  "crucial  time  to  be  trying  to  influence  the  appropriations  committee.  That's 
why  the  Secretary-General's  on  the  HilL  That's  why  Nikki  Haley's  on  the  Hill."  He  mentions  your  popularity  among  both 
parties  as  key  for  making  the  case  for  full  UN  funding. 

The  interviewer  asked  what  questions  to  expect  during  your  hearings.  Yeo  said  Members  of  Congress  are  most  likely  to 
ask  "those  questions  that  are  ripped  from  the  headlines,"  He  mentions  Syria,  North  Korea,  humanitarian  crises,  and 
Russia  as  topics  that  could  dominate  the  hearings.  He  also  mentioned  Israel's  role  in  the  UN,  famine,  refugees,  and 
peacekeeping. 

Yeo  also  described  "next  steps,"  including  the  final  determination  of  available  funds.  He  suggests  funding  levels  will  likely 
be  similar  to  last  year's  and  calls  the  President's  suggested  funding  level  "draconian/' 

When  asked  what  advocates  can  do  to  support  full  UN  funding,  Yeo  urges  constituents  to  email  their  representatives, 
request  meetings  during  the  August  recess,  and  to  tweet  at  you  and  @U$UN.  He  said,  "We  know  that  she's  active  on 
Twitter/'  and  calls  it  a  great  way  to  reach  you  directly.  For  this  reason,  you'll  likely  see  a  fot  of  passionate  UN  advocates

It's  going  to  be  a  blockbuster  week  on  Capitol  Hill  for  the  U.S.-UN  partnership  with  U.S.  Ambassador  to  the  UN  Nikki 
Haley  testifying  before  the  House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee  and  the  House  Appropriations  Committee  on  the  proposed 
funding  levels  for  the  UN  in  2018  on  July  27  and  28.  This  will  be  Ambassador  Haley's  first  public  appearance  on  Capitol 
Hill  since  her  confirmation  hearing. 

Over  the  past  six  months.  Ambassador  Haley  has  formed  a  close  working  relationship  with  UN  Secretary-General 
Antonio  Guterres,  and  together,  they  are  a  determined  force  to  advance  UN  reform.  However,  her  important  agenda 
could  face  an  uphill  climb  should  the  U.S.  fall  short  on  paying  its  bills  to  the  organization. 

These  unfortunate  circumstances  aren't  too  far  off  from  becoming  a  reality.  As  you  may  remember,  the  Administration's 
budget  request,  which  was  submitted  to  Congress  last  month,  called  for  deep  cuts  to  a  number  of  UN-related  accounts, 
including  UN  Peacekeeping,  UN  Women,  the  UN  Development  Program  (UNDP),  the  International  Atomic  Energy  Agency 
(IAEA),  and  even  the  UN's  Children  Fund  (UNICEF). 

When  the  Administration's  budget  was  released,  Ambassador  Haley  stated  that  the  proposal  was  just  "starting  the 
conversation. ...  It  doesn't  mean  that's  where  it  will  end  up."  She  later  added  that  the  proposal  was  "going  through  the 
budget  process  within  Congress." 

As  she  correctly  stated,  the  power  of  the  purse  does  sit  on  Capitol  Hill.  Therefore,  Haley's  testimony  this  week  will  be 
one  of  the  most  important  deciding  factors  in  the  UN's  budget  for  the  next  year. 

Below  are  five  top  questions  we  can  expect  Members  of  Congress  to  ask  Ambassador  Haley  in  the  upcoming  budget 


hearings: 
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1.  Can  the  U.S.  truly  maintain  its  commitment  to  lead  an  aggressive  reform  agenda  at  the  UN  alongside  Secretary- 
General  Guterres  if  we  fail  to  meet  our  financial  obligations  to  the  organization? 

2.  Republicans  and  Democrats,  including  a  range  of  former  U.S.  ambassadors  to  the  UN,  have  been  united  in  calling 
the  UN  an  indispensable  organization  and  stressing  that  cutting  our  contributions  would  be  counter-productive 
to  our  own  interests.  What  are  your  views  on  this? 

3.  Secretary  of  State  Tillerson  and  President  Trump  have  frequently  mentioned  the  need  for  other  countries  to  pay 
their  fair  share  in  international  organizations.  The  UN  budgetary  system  is  already  set  up  to  ensure  countries 
step  up,  not  stand  by.  Are  you  concerned  that  the  cuts  outlined  in  the  budget  may  lead  other  countries  to 
reduce  their  own  share? 

4.  U.S.  military  leaders  agree  that  UN  Peacekeeping  missions  are  cost-effective  and  vital  to  U.S.  national  security 
interests,  however,  the  proposed  budget  cuts  peacekeeping  by  37%.  Do  you  think  that  the  proposed  cuts  are 
productive  to  the  U.S.  mission's  ongoing  review  of  existing  UN  Peacekeeping  missions? 

5.  We  are  currently  facing  the  largest  refugee  crisis  since  World  War  II  and  four  looming  famines.  Amid  the 
proposed  budget  cuts  to  a  variety  of  UN  agencies,  what  steps  is  the  U.S.  planning  to  take  to  remain  a  leader  in 
humanitarian  assistance  around  the  world?

When  South  Korea's  new  president  comes  to  the  United  States  this  week  for  his  first  meeting  with  President  Trump, 
there  will  be  no  cozy  dinners  at  Mar-a-Lago  or  rounds  of  golf  in  the  Florida  sunshine. 

Instead,  Moon  Jae-in  will  be  going  to  the  White  House  for  what  is  shaping  up  to  be  a  challenging  summit,  with  the 
leaders  taking  sharply  different  approaches  to  dealing  with  North  Korea  and  a  continuing  disagreement  over  an 
American  antimissile  system  deployed  to  South  Korea, 


"The  summit  should  really  be  about  drawing  the  big  picture,  but  instead  they  will  be  focusing  on  areas  of  potential 
friction/'  said  James  Kim,  a  specialist  in  U.S.-South  Korea  relations  at  the  Asan  Institute  for  Policy  Studies  in  Seoul.  "A  lot 
will  hinge  on  how  the  two  leaders  get  along  and  the  chemistry  between  them  " 

Moon,  a  liberal  who  was  elected  president  in  a  landslide  m  May  following  the  impeachment  of  conservative  Park  Geun- 
hye  amid  a  bribery  scandal,  has  been  doing  his  best  to  appear  conciliatory  in  the  lead-up  to  the  summit. 

"President  Trump  and  I  have  a  common  goal  —  that  is  the  complete  dismantlement  of  North  Korea's  nuclear  program 
and  the  denuclearization  of  the  Korean  Peninsula/'  he  told  The  Washington  Post's  Laity  Weymouth  in  an  interview  last 
week.  "I  hope  we  will  be  able  to  show  the  world  that  the  collaboration  between  our  two  countries  is  strong  and  will 
continue  to  grow  stronger" 

But  his  message  was  muddied  when  one  of  his  top  advisers  delivered  a  very  different  message  in  Washington. 

If  North  Korea  suspends  its  nuclear  and  missile  activities,  then  Moon  would  ask  the  United  States  to  scale  back  its  joint 
military  exercises  with  South  Korea,  Moon  Chung-in,  the  president's  special  adviser  for  unification,  foreign  and  security 
affairs,  said  at  the  Wilson  Center. 

"!  think  what  he  has  in  mind  is,  you  know,  we  may  scale  down  deployment  of  American  strategic  weapons  over  the 
Korean  Peninsula,"  the  adviser  said. 

South  Korea's  presidential  Blue  House  has  been  trying  to  distance  itself  from  the  remarks,  saying  this  was  one  of  a  range 
of  options.  But  the  remarks  have  fueled  Washington's  worst  fears  about  the  Moon  administration,  said  Kim  of  the  Asan 
Institute. 

Moon  is  a  proponent  of  the  "sunshine  policy"  of  engagement  with  North  Korea,  named  after  the  Aesop  fable  in  which 
the  wind  and  the  sun  compete  to  make  a  traveler  take  off  his  coat.  The  sun  gently  warms  the  traveler  and  succeeds,  the 
moral  of  the  fable  being  that  gentle  persuasion  works  better  tha  n  force. 
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The  policy  was  championed  by  former  president  Kim  Dae-jung  and  continued  by  fellow  progressive  Roh  Moo-hyun, 
whom  Moon  served  as  chief  of  staff. 

Kim's  2001  summit  with  President  George  W.  Bush  was  widely  considered  a  disaster,  not  least  because  of  their  sharply 
divergent  views  on  dealing  with  North  Korea.  Kim  had  been  awarded  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  the  year  before  for  holding 
the  first  inter-Korean  summit  —  with  then-leader  Kim  Jong  li  —  but  Bush  criticized  this  approach  during  their  summit, 
rejecting  any  prospect  of  returning  to  talks  with  the  North  Korean  regime. 

Moon  has  been  espousing  cooperation  and  engagement  with  North  Korea,  saying  on  the  17th  anniversary  of  the  inter- 
Korean  summit  this  month  that  he  was  prepared  to  talk  to  Pyongyang  if  it  stopped  its  nuclear  tests  and  missile  launches, 
but  without  other  conditions. 

On  Saturday,  Moon  suggested  there  should  be  a  unified  Korean  team  for  the  Winter  Olympics  due  to  be  held  in  South 
Korea  next  year.  He  also  wants  to  reopen  an  inter-Korean  industrial  park  where  North  Koreans  work  in  Southern-owned 
factories  on  their  northern  side  of  the  border  —  even  if  it  would  violate  international  sanctions. 

Although  Trump  has  talked  about  meeting  Kim  Jong  Un,  the  leader  of  North  Korea,  his  administration  has  espoused  a 
policy  of  "maximum  pressure"  on  Pyongyang  to  make  it  give  up  its  nuclear  weapons  program.  It  has  been  imposing  new 
sanctions  on  North  Korean  leaders  and  warning  that  military  action  is  one  option  for  reining  in  the  regime. 

This  pressure  is  likely  only  to  increase  with  the  death  last  week  of  Otto  Warmbier,  an  Ohio  man  who  was  detained  in 
North  Korea  for  17  months,  15  of  which  he  spent  in  a  coma. 

The  other  key  issue  for  the  summit  will  be  the  Terminal  High  Altitude  Air  Defense  system,  orTHAAD,  which  the  Park 
administration  agreed  to  deploy  in  South  Korea  to  help  guard  against  the  North  Korean  threat.  With  Moon  campaigning 
on  a  platform  to  review  that  agreement,  the  U.S.  military  rushed  to  get  the  radar  system  and  two  launchers  in  place 
before  he  was  elected. 

Since  his  election.  Moon  has  expressed  shock  that  four  more  launchers  were  brought  to  South  Korea  without  his 
knowledge  —  even  though  a  full  antimissile  battery  comprises  six  launchers  —  and  has  ordered  the  deployment  to  be 
suspended  while  his  government  carries  out  an  environmental  review. 

The  system  remains  highly  controversial  in  Seongju,  the  southern  area  where  it  is  deployed. 

"THAAD  has  turned  our  tranquil  village  upside  down,"  said  Do  Geum-nyon,  an  81-year-old  woman  who  was  protesting 
last  week.  "I  can't  focus  on  my  farming  because  I  also  have  to  come  out  to  keep  watch  over  the  Americans,"  she  told 
Yonhap  News  Agency. 

The  United  States  considers  the  deal  an  issue  at  the  heart  of  the  two  countries’  70-year-old  military  alliance,  and 
analysts  are  warning  of  severe  damage  to  relations  if  the  Moon  administration  reverses  the  decision  to  deploy  a  missile 
battery  aimed  at  keeping  South  Korea  —  as  well  as  the  United  States  and  Japan,  its  other  ally  in  the  region  —  safe. 

The  Trump  administration  has  not  yet  nominated,  let  alone  appointed,  an  ambassador  to  South  Korea,  although  Victor 
Cha,  who  served  on  the  National  Security  Council  during  the  Bush  administration,  is  thought  to  be  the  front-runner  for 
the  post. 

In  many  ways,  the  fact  that  a  summit  can  take  place  at  all  is  progress. 

South  Korea  was  in  a  state  of  limbo  for  about  six  months  while  Park  was  impeached,  and  South  Koreans  watched 
uncomfortably  as  Japanese  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe  and  then  Chinese  President  Xi  Jinping  went  to  Trump's  Florida 
resort  for  cordial  dinners  with  the  American  president.  Abe  even  took  to  the  golf  course  with  Trump. 
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South  Koreans  felt  aggrieved  this  year  when  Trump  called  Xi  and  Abe  —  but  not  their  acting  president  —  over  one  of 
North  Korea's  provocations. 

Now,  despite  their  political  and  policy  differences,  much  will  depend  on  how  Trump,  who  places  a  premium  on  personal 
rapport,  and  Moon  get  along. 

With  this  in  mind,  the  Moon  administration  has  sent  emissaries  to  Washington  to  learn  how  Abe  got  into  Trump's  good 
graces  and  to  discover  the  pitfalls  he  needs  to  avoid. 

"They  know  if  Trump  thinks  you're  a  good  guy  he  will  listen  to  you,  but  if  he  thinks  you're  a  bad  guy,  there's  no 
argument  you  can  make  to  win  him  over,"  said  one  Washington  think  tank  expert  who  was  consulted  by  Hong  Seok- 
hyun.  Moon's  special  envoy  to  the  United  States.  "They  want  Moon  to  make  a  good  first  impression  and  get  off  on  the 
right  foot  with  him." 

One  of  Moon's  aides  has  suggested  that  the  pair  will  get  along  well.  "Trump  doesn't  like  flamboyant  characters  like 
himself,"  he  said  on  the  condition  of  anonymity  to  discuss  his  boss.  "They  are  yin  and  yang."

China  urged  the  United  States  to  revoke  immediately  its  "wrong  decision71  to  sell  Taiwan  $1.42  billion  worth  of  arms, 
saying  it  contradicted  a  "consensus"  President  Xi  Jinping  reached  with  his  counterpart,  Donald  Trump,  in  talks  in  April  in 
Florida. 

The  sale  would  send  a  very  strong  message  to  "Taiwan  independence"  forces,  China's  embassy  in  Washington  said  in  a 
statement  after  a  U.S,  State  Department  spokeswoman  said  on  Thursday  the  administration  had  told  Congress  of  seven 
proposed  sales  to  Taiwan,  the  first  under  the  Trump  administration. . 

"The  Chinese  government  and  Chinese  people  have  every  right  to  be  outraged,"  the  embassy  said. 

China  regards  self-ruled  Taiwan  as  a  renegade  province  and  has  never  renounced  the  use  of  force  to  bring  it  back  under 
its  control.  China's  Nationalists  fled  to  the  island  after  losing  a  civil  war  with  China's  Communists  in  1949. 

The  United  States  is  the  sole  arms  supplier  to  Taiwan. 

"The  wrong  move  of  the  U.S.  side  runs  counter  to  the  consensus  reached  by  the  two  presidents  in  and  the  positive 
development  momentum  of  the  China-U.S.  relationship,"  the  embassy  said. 

Trump  was  critical  of  China  during  his  successful  2016  presidential  campaign  but  his  meeting  at  his  Mar-a-Lago  resort  in 
Florida  with  Xi  raised  hopes  for  warmer  relations. 

Trump  later  played  up  his  personal  relationship  with  Xi,  calling  him  a  "good  man,"  and  stressed  the  need  for  China’s  help 
in  reining  in  a  defiant  North  Korea's  development  of  nuclear  weapons  and  missiles. 

China's  anger  over  the  U.S.  plan  to  supply  Taiwan  with  weapons  risks  undermining  Trump’s  attempts  to  press  China  to 
help  on  North  Korea. 

The  proposed  U.S.  package  for  Taiwan  includes  technical  support  for  early  warning  radar,  high  speed  anti-radiation 
missiles,  torpedoes  and  missile  components. 

Beijing's  relationship  with  Taiwan  has  been  frosty  since  President  Tsai  Ing-wen  took  power  in  Taipei  last  year.  Tsai  leads 
an  independence-leaning  party  that  refuses  to  recognize  Beijing's  "one  China"  policy. 

Tsai's  office  said  on  Friday  the  sale  increased  Taiwan's  confidence  and  ability  to  maintain  peace  and  stability  across  the 
Taiwan  Strait. 

Asked  about  the  sale  at  an  event  on  Thursday  evening  in  Washington,  China's  Ambassador  Cui  Tiankai  said  the  United 
States  was  "incorrigible"  when  it  came  to  Taiwan,  the  official  Chinese  Communist  Party  People's  Daily  newspaper, 
reported  on  its  website. 
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"But  we  should  still  continue  to  instruct  (them)  and  continue  advancing  on  the  right  track  of  China-U.S.  relations  because 
this  is  what  truly  fits  with  for  both  countries'  long  term  interests,"  the  paper  quoted  Cui  as  saying. 

The  sale,  which  requires  congressional  approval,  would  be  the  first  since  a  $1.83  billion  sale  that  former  President 
Barack  Obama  announced  in  December  2015,  to  China's  dismay. 

The  previous  package  included  two  navy  frigates  in  addition  to  anti-tank  missiles  and  amphibious  attack  vehicles.

We're  also  in  the  process  of  discussing  our,  frankly,  many  options 
--  and  we  have  many  options  --  with  respect  to  North  Korea.

PRESIDENT  MOON:  (As  interpreted.)  I  would  like  to  thank  President 

Trump  once  again  for  inviting  me  to  the  White  House  and  for  his  warm 
welcome.  When  I  won  the  election  last  month.  President  Trump  was  the 
first  among  all  foreign  leaders  to  call  me  to  congratulate  me.  I 
believe  that  was  to  reconfirm  the  strength  of  the  Korea -U.S.  alliance 
and  also  President  Trump's  warm  message  to  the  Korean  people  who  had 
been  suffering  through  political  turmoil. 

Last  night,  at  the  dinner  with  President  Trump,  we  discussed 
various  issues  through  a  diverse  scope  and  very  honest  discussions  on 
issues  to  include  the  North  Korean  nuclear  issue  and  other  issues  of 
mutual  interest.  It  was  a  great  opportunity  for  us  to  further  the  trust 
and  friendship  between  me  and  President  Trump.  It  was  also  an 
opportunity  for  us  to  reconfirm  the  fact  that  the  United  States  and 
Korea  are  walking  together  on  the  same  path  towards  a  great  alliance. 
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So  I  hope  that  through  this  summit  meeting  today,  I  hope  that  our 
relationship  can  further  develop  into  a  more  meaningful  and  fruitful 
relationship.

PRESIDENT  TRUMP:  What  many  people  don't  know  is  that  South  Korea 
is  a  major  trading  partner  with  the  United  States  and  we  want  something 
that's  going  to  be  good  for  the  American  worker.  And  I  think  we'll  be 
able  to  do  that  today,  and  I  think  we'll  be  able  to  do  many  other 
things.  So  the  relationship  is  very,  very  strong,  and  our  personal 
relationship  with  President  Moon  --  our  personal  relationship  is  very, 
very  good.

UN  Update 

On  July  5th,  Ambassador  Nikki  Haley  made  remarks  at  an  Emergency  UN  Security  Council  Meeting  on 
Nonproliferation  in  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea: 

“Yesterday* s  act  came  from  the  same  vicious  dictator  who  sent  a  young  college  student  back  home  to  his  parents, 
unresponsive  and  in  a  coma .  For  Americans,  the  true  nature  of  the  North  Korean  regime  was  painfully  brought  home  with 
the  images  of  two  guards  holding  Otto  Warmbier  up  as  they  transported  him  from  a  prison  he  should  never  have  been  in. 
Otto  Warmbier  is  but  one  person  out  of  millions  who  have  been  killed,  tortured,  or  deprived  of  their  human  rights  by  the 

North  Korean  regime /' 

On  June  5ihf  Ambassador  Nikki  Haley  gave  a  Response  at  an  Emergency  UN  Security  Council  Meeting  on 
Nonproliferation  in  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea: 

“I  first  wanted  to  tell  my  Russian  fiiends  that  not  only  has  the  Secretary-General  said  this  was  an  ICBM,  and  the  US. 
Iw$  said  this  is  an  ICBM,  North  Korea  has  said  this  zoas  an  ICBM,  So  if  you  need  any  sort  of  intelligence  to  lei  you  know 

that  the  rest  of  the  world  sees  this  as  ICBM f  Ym  happy  to  provide  it/' 
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On  July  7,h ,  Ambassador  Nikki  Haley,  along  with  the  Permanent  Representatives  from  the  United 
Kingdom  and  France  released  a  Joint  Press  Statement  on  the  Adoption  of  a  Treaty  Banning  Nuclear 
Weapons: 

"France,  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States  fume  not  taken  part  in  the  negotiation  of  the  treat y  on  the  prohibition 
of  nuclear  weapons.  I'Ve  do  not  intend  to  sign,  ratify  or  ever  become  party  to  it.  Therefore,  there  will  be  no  change  in  the 
legal  obligations  on  our  countries  with  respect  to  nuclear  weapons. " 

On  June  7th,  Ambassador  Nikki  Haley  made  a  statement  on  the  Decision  by  UNESCO  to  Designate 
Hebron's  Old  City  and  Tomb  of  the  Patriarchs  as  a  World  Heritage  Site  in  Danger: 

"The  UNESCO  vote  on  Hebron  is  trngic  on  several  levels.  It  represents  an  affront  to  history.  It  undermines  the  trust  that 
is  needed  for  the  Israeli-Palestinian  peace  process  to  be  successful.  And  it  further  discredits  an  already  highly  questionable 
UN  agency.  Today's  vote  does  no  one  any  good  and  causes  much  harm. "

Joint  Statement  between  the  United  States  and  the  Republic  of  Korea 

President  Donald  J.  Trump  hosted  President  Moon  Jae-in  of  the  Republic  of  Korea  (ROK)  at  the  White 
House  on  June  29  and  30  in  order  to  advance  the  comprehensive  strategic  Alliance  between  the  United 
States  and  the  ROK  and  to  deepen  the  two  countries'  friendship.  Since  its  founding,  the  Alliance  has 
served  as  a  linchpin  for  security,  stability,  and  prosperity  on  the  Korean  Peninsula,  in  the  Asia  Pacific 
region,  and  increasingly  around  the  world.  As  we  mark  the  67th  anniversary  of  the  outbreak  of  the 
Korean  War,  the  commitment  of  the  United  States  to  the  ROK's  defense  remains  ironclad.  President 
Trump  reaffirmed  that  the  United  States  will  defend  the  ROK  against  any  attack  and  both  presidents 
remain  committed  to  jointly  addressing  the  threat  posed  by  the  Democratic  People's  Republic  of  Korea 
(DPRK).  Built  on  mutual  trust  and  shared  values  of  freedom,  democracy,  human  rights,  and  the  rule  of 
law,  the  United  States-ROK  partnership  has  never  been  stronger,  and  the  two  leaders  pledged  to  build  an 
even  greater  Alliance  going  forward. 

Strengthening  the  United  States-ROK  Alliance 

The  two  leaders  affirmed  the  Alliance's  fundamental  mission  to  defend  the  ROK  through  a  robust 
combined  defense  posture  and  the  enhancement  of  mutual  security  based  on  the  United  States- 
ROK  Mutual  Defense  Treaty.  President  Trump  reiterated  the  United  States  commitment  to  provide 
extended  deterrence  to  the  ROK,  drawing  on  the  full  range  of  United  States  military  capabilities, 
both  conventional  and  nuclear.  Regular  dialogue  channels,  such  as  the  Security  Consultative 
Meeting  and  the  Military  Committee  Meeting,  are  instrumental  in  deepening  our  Alliance.  The 
two  leaders  decided  to  continue  the  Alliance's  work  to  expeditiously  enable  the  conditions-based 
transfer  of  wartime  operational  control  of  ROK  forces.  The  ROK  will  continue  to  acquire  the 
critical  military  capabilities  necessary  to  lead  the  combined  defense,  and  detect,  disrupt,  destroy, 
and  defend  against  the  DPRK's  nuclear  and  missile  threats,  including  through  interoperable  Kill- 
Chain,  Korean  Air  and  Missile  Defense  (KAMD),  and  other  Alliance  systems.

The  two  leaders  reaffirmed  the  Alliance's  commitment  to  counter  the  growing  threat  to  peace  and  security 
posed  by  the  DPRK's  nuclear  and  ballistic  missile  programs.  To  increase  coordination  on  Alliance  issues, 
the  leaders  committed  the  foreign  affairs  and  defense  agencies  of  the  two  countries  to  regularize  a  "2+2" 
ministerial  meeting,  as  well  as  a  high-level  Extended  Deterrence  Strategy  and  Consultation  Group  to 
employ  all  elements  of  national  power  to  strengthen  extended  deterrence. 

Maintaining  Lock-Step  Coordination  on  our  Policy  regarding  the  DPRK 

President  Trump  and  President  Moon  pledged  to  continue  to  coordinate  closely  to  achieve  our  shared 
goal  of  complete,  verifiable,  and  irreversible  denuclearization  of  the  Korean  Peninsula  in  a  peaceful 
manner.  The  two  leaders  called  on  the  DPRK  to  refrain  from  provocative,  destabilizing  actions  and 
rhetoric,  and  to  make  the  strategic  choice  to  fulfill  its  international  obligations  and  commitments.  The 
two  leaders  affirmed  that  the  DPRK's  nuclear  tests  and  unprecedented  number  of  ballistic  missile  tests 
constitute  direct  violations  of  multiple  United  Nations  Security  Council  Resolutions  (UNSCRs)  and 
highlight  the  accelerating  threat  the  DPRK's  missile  programs  pose  to  international  peace  and 
security.  They  affirmed  their  commitment  to  fully  implement  existing  sanctions  and  impose  new 
measures  designed  to  apply  maximum  pressure  on  the  DPRK  and  compel  Pyongyang  to  cease  its 
provocative  actions  and  return  to  sincere  and  constructive  talks.  The  two  leaders  also  urged  all  UN 
member  states  to  swiftly  and  fully  implement  UNSCR  obligations  and  took  note,  with  appreciation,  of 
constructive  actions  by  some  countries  around  the  world  to  exert  diplomatic  and  economic  pressure  on  the 
DPRK  to  return  to  credible  negotiations  on  denuclearization.  They  noted  the  important  role  China  could 
play  to  this  end.  In  addition,  the  two  sides  committed  to  enhance  cooperation  to  combat  the  DPRK's 
dangerous  and  destabilizing  malicious  cyber  activity. 

Noting  that  sanctions  are  a  tool  of  diplomacy,  the  two  leaders  emphasized  that  the  door  to  dialogue  with 
the  DPRK  remains  open  under  the  right  circumstances.  In  reaffirming  that  resolution  of  the  nuclear  issue 
is  a  top  priority  for  both  countries,  the  two  leaders  emphasized  that  the  United  States  and  the  ROK  do  not 
maintain  a  hostile  policy  toward  the  DPRK  and,  together  with  the  rest  of  tine  international  community, 
stand  ready  to  work  toward  a  brighter  future  for  the  DPRK,  if  it  chooses  the  right  path.  The  two  sides 
will  closely  coordinate  on  a  joint  the  DPRK  policy,  including  efforts  to  create  conditions  necessary  for 
denuclearization  talks,  through  a  high-level  strategic  consultation  mechanism. 

President  Trump  supported  the  ROK's  leading  role  in  fostering  an  environment  for  peaceful  unification 
of  the  Korean  Peninsula. 

The  two  leaders  expressed  deep  concern  about  the  well-being  of  the  DPRK's  people,  particularly  in  light 
of  the  egregious  human  rights  violations  and  abuses  committed  against  them  by  the  government,  and 
noted  their  intention  to  ensure  sanctions  have  minimal  impact  on  the  DPRK's  vulnerable 
populations.  President  Trump  expressed  support  for  President  Moon's  aspiration  to  restart  inter-Korean 
dialogue  on  certain  issues,  including  humanitarian  affairs.  The  two  leaders  reaffirmed  the  importance  of 
cooperating  with  the  international  community  to  hold  the  DPRK  accountable  for  substantial  progress  on 
the  deplorable  human  rights  situation  in  that  country. 

The  two  leaders  reaffirmed  their  commitment  to  promote  regional  relations  and  enhance  United  States- 
ROK-Japan  trilateral  cooperation.  The  two  leaders  affirmed  that  trilateral  security  and  defense  cooperation 
contributes  to  enhanced  deterrence  and  defense  against  the  DPRK  threat.  They  decided  to  further  develop 
this  cooperation,  using  established  bilateral  and  trilateral  mechanisms.  They  also  underscored  the 
importance  of  leveraging  the  United  States-ROK-Japan  trilateral  relationship  to  address  global  challenges 
such  as  cancer  research,  energy  security,  women's  empowerment,  and  cybersecurity.  President  Trump 
and  President  Moon  decided  to  discuss  further  ways  to  enhance  trilateral  cooperation  together  with 
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Prime  Minister  Abe  of  Japan  at  the  upcoming  United  States-ROK-Japan  Trilateral  Summit  on  the  margins 
of  the  G20  in  July. 


Advancing  Fair  Trade  to  Promote  Economic  Growth 

President  Trump  and  President  Moon  committed  to  foster  expanded  and  balanced  trade  while 
creating  reciprocal  benefits  and  fair  treatment  between  the  two  countries.  In  that  regard,  the  two 
sides  further  committed  to  fostering  a  truly  fair  and  level  playing  field,  including  working 
together  to  reduce  the  global  overcapacity  of  such  basic  materials  as  steel  and  non-tariff  barriers  to 
trade. 

Both  sides  pledged  to  work  together,  as  part  of  the  process  of  the  Commercial  Dialogue,  to 
promote  investment,  support  entrepreneurs,  and  facilitate  cooperation  between  the  United  States 
and  the  ROK  to  boost  economic  growth  and  job  creation  in  both  countries. 

Enhancing  Bilateral  Cooperation  on  Other  Economic  Opportunities 

Both  sides  also  committed  to  work  together  through  the  Senior  Economic  Dialogue  to  promote  and  expand 
cooperation  on  other  economic  issues  and  to  explore  the  enhancement  of  economic  opportunities  through  a 
joint  public-private  forum.  Given  the  roles  of  science,  technology,  and  innovation  in  driving  economic 
growth,  the  two  countries  will  enhance  cooperation  in  cybersecurity,  information  and  communication 
technology,  and  civil  space  technology.  Highlighting  the  important  economic  role  women  play  in  their 
societies,  the  two  sides  pledged  to  launch  a  bilateral  partnership  to  advance  women's  economic 
empowerment. 


Actively  Collaborating  as  Global  Partners 

President  Trump  and  President  Moon  affirmed  that  United  States-ROK  cooperation  on  global  issues  is  an 
indispensable  and  expanding  aspect  of  the  Alliance.  With  respect  to  global  health  security  collaboration, 
the  two  leaders  affirmed  their  support  in  helping  partner  countries  prevent,  detect,  and  respond  to 
infectious  disease  threats.  The  two  leaders  condemned  the  grave  human  suffering  and  violence  in  Iraq 
and  Syria  caused  by  ISIS,  and  reaffirmed  the  strong  United  States-ROK  partnership  in  the  Global  Coalition 
to  Defeat  ISIS.  President  Trump  welcomed  the  ROK's  commitment  to  increase  humanitarian  assistance  to 
countries  most  affected  by  terrorism  and  violent  extremism,  including  its  pledge  to  provide  10  million 
United  States  dollars  for  Iraq  this  year.  The  two  sides  underscored  the  importance  of  joint  efforts  by  the 
international  community,  including  the  United  States  and  the  ROK,  to  rebuild  peace  and  stability  in 
Afghanistan,  and  pledged  to  continue  to  work  together  to  support  the  Afghan  people  and  government 

Future  of  the  Alliance 

The  two  leaders  shared  the  view  that  strong  and  dynamic  ties  between  our  two  countries  are  the 
foundation  of  the  United  States-ROK  Alliance.  They  decided  to  advance  future-oriented  cooperation 
through  high-level  consultations  in  the  areas  of  economy  and  trade,  renewable  and  nuclear  energy, 
science  and  technology,  space,  environment,  health,  and  defense  technology.  President  Trump  and 
President  Moon  affirmed  that  the  United  States  and  the  ROK  will  work  together  to  support  and  uphold 
the  rules-based  order  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region.  The  two  leaders  affirmed  that  the  strength  of  the  United 
States-ROK  Alliance  serves  as  testament  to  the  power  of  freedom,  democracy,  human  rights,  and  the  rule 
of  law,  and  acknowledged  that  the  future  of  the  two  countries  is  linked  through  people-to-people  ties, 
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with  more  than  1.7  million  Korean  Americans  in  the  United  States,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Americans 
visiting  and  working  in  the  ROK  each  year,  and  close  ties  created  through  cultural  programs  and  student 
and  professional  exchanges.  President  Trump  and  President  Moon  heralded  the  exemplary  nature  of  the 
United  States-ROK  Alliance,  from  strengthening  our  security  by  deterring  and  defending  against  the  DPRK 
threat,  enhancing  strong  regional  relations,  and  advancing  our  economic  relationship  and  expanding  our 
global  partnership.  Both  leaders  expressed  their  expectation  that  the  friendship  and  partnership  between 
the  two  countries  will  continue  to  strengthen  and  grow  for  many  decades  to  come. 

President  Moon  invited  President  Trump  to  visit  the  ROK  in  2017;  President  Trump  gladly  accepted  the 
invitation.  The  two  leaders  will  continue  to  discuss  issues  of  mutual  interests  on  various  occasions, 
including  during  international  multilateral  conferences.

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Key  Quotes: 

Ambassador  Haley’s  July  5  remarks  to  the  UN  Security  Council: 

“The  United  States  does  not  seek  conflict.  In  fact,  we  seek  to  avoid  it.  We  seek 
only  the  peaceful  denuclearization  of  the  Korean  peninsula  and  an  end  to  the 
threatening  actions  by  North  Korea.  Regrettably,  we're  witnessing  just  the 
opposite.  Make  no  mistake,  North  Korea's  launch  of  an  ICBM  is  a  clear  and  sharp 
military  escalation.  The  North  Korean  regime  openly  states  that  its  missiles  are 
intended  to  deliver  nuclear  weapons  to  strike  cities  in  the  United  States,  South 
Korea,  and  Japan.  And  now  it  has  a  greater  capacity  to  do  so.'’ 

“The  United  States  is  prepared  to  use  the  full  range  of  our  capabilities  to  defend 
ourselves  and  our  allies.  One  of  our  capabilities  lies  with  our  considerable  military 
forces.  We  will  use  them  if  we  must,  but  we  prefer  not  to  have  to  go  in  that 
direction.” 

“There  are  countries  that  are  allowing  -  even  encouraging  -  trade  with  North 
Korea  in  violation  of  UN  Security  Council  resolutions.  Such  countries  would  also 
like  to  continue  their  trade  arrangements  with  the  United  States.  That's  not  going 
to  happen.  Our  attitude  on  trade  changes  when  countries  do  not  take  international 
security  threats  seriously.  Before  the  path  to  a  peaceful  solution  is  entirely  closed, 
however,  there  remains  more  that  the  international  community  can  and  must  do 
diplomatically  and  economically.” 

“In  the  coming  days,  we  will  bring  before  the  Security  Council  a  resolution  that 
raises  the  international  response  in  a  way  that  is  proportionate  to  North  Korea’s 
new  escalation.  I  will  not  detail  that  resolution  here  today,  but  the  options  are  all 
known  to  us.  If  we  are  unified,  the  international  community  can  cut  off  the  major 
sources  of  hard  currency  to  the  North  Korean  regime.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  United  States  warned  Wednesday  that  North  Korea  was  "quickly  closing  off" 
the  prospect  of  a  diplomatic  resolution  to  its  provocations,  as  the  Trump  administration  launched  a 
government-wide  effort  to  identify  options  for  confronting  Pyongyang  following  its  unprecedented 
intercontinental  ballistic  missile  launch. 

President  Donald  Trump  and  other  senior  officials  dangled  the  prospect  of  punishing  countries  that 
trade  with  North  Korea  —  a  threat  aimed  directly  at  China,  Pyongyang's  biggest  benefactor.  In  a  tweet 
Wednesday  morning,  Trump  questioned  why  the  U.S.  should  continue  what  he  sees  as  bad  trade  deals 
"with  countries  that  do  not  help  us." 

North  Korea's  first  launch  of  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  (ICBM)  threatens  to  put  U.S.  President 
Donald  Trump's  skills  as  a  diplomat  to  the  test,  as  he  starts  his  second  international  trip  as  president. 
(July  5) 

Some  administration  officials  are  still  holding  out  hope  of  persuading  China  to  ratchet  up  economic 
pressure  on  Pyongyang,  despite  Trump's  increasingly  pessimistic  attitude  toward  Beijing.  Trump,  who 
departed  for  Europe  early  Wednesday,  is  scheduled  to  meet  Chinese  President  Xi  Jinping  on  the 
sidelines  of  the  Group  of  20  summit  in  Germany. 

Thus  far,  both  China  and  North  Korea  have  proven  to  be  impervious  to  Trump's  tough  talk  and 
threatening  tweets.  Pyongyang  heightened  tensions  this  week  with  the  test  of  a  missile  capable  of 
hitting  the  U.S.,  a  step  officials  described  as  a  worrisome  escalation  by  an  unpredictable  regime  and 
perhaps  the  most  pressing  threat  facing  a  new  U.S.  president  with  little  national  security  experience. 

Following  the  launch,  the  White  House,  Treasury  Department,  State  Department,  Pentagon  and 
intelligence  agencies  accelerated  discussions  on  options  for  responding  to  Pyongyang's  nuclear  pursuits. 
The  talks  center  in  part  on  the  same  bucket  of  ideas  prior  administrations  have  considered,  including 
direct  diplomatic  negotiations  and  pre-emptive  military  action. 

The  U.N.  Security  Council  held  an  emergency  meeting  Wednesday  to  discuss  the  matter.  Nikki  Haley,  the 
U.S.  ambassador  to  the  United  Nations,  called  Pyongyang's  missile  launch  "a  clear  and  sharp  military 
escalation."  She  said  that  while  the  U.S.  is  not  seeking  a  military  confrontation,  military  options  are 
indeed  on  the  table. 

"Their  actions  are  quickly  closing  off  the  possibility  of  a  diplomatic  solution,"  she  said. 
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South  Korea's  president,  meanwhile,  said  the  world  should  look  at  tougher  sanctions  against  North 
Korea  and  insisted  the  problems  across  his  border  should  be  addressed  through  diplomatic  channels. 

"I  think  that  the  North  Korean  question  should  be  solved  by  peaceful  means/'  said  President  Moon  Jae- 
in,  who  will  also  meet  Trump  at  the  G-20  gathering. 

The  North  Korean  threat  appears  certain  to  hang  over  Trump's  European  trip,  which  opens  in  Poland. 
Trump  is  expected  to  use  the  trip  to  try  to  forge  consensus  with  European  Union  partners,  which  could 
also  put  more  financial  pressure  on  North  Korea. 

As  he  flew  to  Warsaw  on  Air  Force  One  on  Wednesday,  Trump  also  spoke  by  phone  about  North  Korea 
with  Egyptian  President  Abdel  Fattah  el-Sisi,  emphasizing  the  need  for  countries  to  implement  Security 
Council  resolutions.  The  White  House  said  Trump  also  discussed  the  need  for  nations  to  "stop  hosting 
North  Korean  guest  workers"  —  an  issue  Secretary  of  State  RexTillerson  also  mentioned  in  his  response 
a  night  earlier  to  the  missile  launch. 

Restricting  guest  workers  is  one  way  the  U.S.  and  other  countries  could  try  to  reduce  North  Korea's 
access  to  foreign  currency.  Some  50,000  to  60,000  North  Koreans  work  abroad,  mostly  in  Russia  and 
China,  South  Korea's  spy  service  has  said,  including  at  about  130  restaurants  North  Korea  operates 
overseas.  The  workers'  mission  involves  earning  money  to  bring  into  North  Korea. 

North  Korea  conducts  about  90  percent  of  its  trade  through  China,  giving  Beijing  enormous  sway  over 
the  reclusive  government.  Despite  forging  a  friendly  relationship  with  Xi,  Trump  has  become  increasingly 
dismayed  at  China's  reluctance  to  take  tougher  action  against  North  Korea,  He  asserted  Wednesday  that 
"trade  between  China  and  North  Korea  grew  almost  40%  in  the  first  quarter." 

In  April,  Chinese  customs  data  said  total  two-way  trade  between  China  and  North  Korea  increased  36.8 
percent  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  compared  with  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  However,  raw 
data  from  the  first  quarter  showed  that  total  two-way  trade  increased  by  only  7.4  percent.  It  was 
unclear  why  the  customs  agency  reported  a  higher  rate. 

Anthony  Ruggiero,  a  North  Korea  expert  at  the  Foundation  for  the  Defense  of  Democracies,  said  the  U.S. 
could  try  to  prod  Beijing  to  take  a  tougher  line  on  North  Korea  by  exploiting  Chinese  banks  and  other 
companies'  desire  for  access  to  the  U.S.  dollar. 

"The  administration  can  give  them  a  choice:  Do  business  with  North  Korea  or  have  access  to  the  U.S. 
financial  system,"  Ruggiero  said. 

The  Trump  administration  signaled  its  willingness  to  take  that  approach  last  week  when  it  announced  it 
was  blacklisting  a  small  Chinese  bank  over  dealings  with  North  Korea. 

China  has  long  resisted  intensifying  economic  pressure  on  neighboring  North  Korea,  in  part  out  of  fear  of 
the  instability  that  could  mount  on  its  doorstep,  including  the  possibility  of  millions  of  North  Koreans 
fleeing  into  China.  China  has  also  been  concerned  that  a  reunited,  democratic  Korea  —  dominated  by 
South  Korea  —  would  put  a  U.S.  ally,  and  possibly  U.S.  forces,  on  its  border.

AS  DELIVERED 

Thank  you,  Mr.  President. 
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!  To  my  friends  on  the  Security  Council,  I  must  say  that  today  is  a  dark  day.  It  is  a  dark  day  because  yesterday's  actions  by 
North  Korea  made  the  world  a  more  dangerous  place.  Their  illegal  missile  launch  was  not  only  dangerous,  but  reckless 
and  irresponsible.  It  showed  that  North  Korea  does  not  want  to  be  part  of  a  peaceful  world.  They  have  cast  a  dark 
1  shadow  of  conflict  on  all  nations  that  strive  for  peace. 


Yesterday's  act  came  from  the  same  vicious  dictator  who  sent  a  young  college  student  back  home  to  his  parents, 
unresponsive  and  in  a  coma.  For  Americans,  the  true  nature  of  the  North  Korean  regime  was  painfully  brought  home 
with  the  images  of  two  guards  holding  Otto  Warmbier  up  as  they  transported  him  from  a  prison  he  should  never  have 
been  in.  Otto  Warmbier  is  but  one  person  out  of  millions  who  have  been  killed,  tortured,  or  deprived  of  their  human 
rights  by  the  North  Korean  regime. 


To  Americans,  the  death  of  one  innocent  person  can  be  as  powerful  as  the  death  of  millions.  Because  all  men  and 
women  are  created  in  God's  image,  depravity  toward  one  is  a  sure  sign  of  willingness  to  do  much  more  harm. 


The  nature  of  the  North  Korean  regime  is  clear;  only  the  scale  of  the  damage  it  does  could  become  different.  That's  why 
yesterday's  escalation  is  so  alarming.  If  North  Korea  will  treat  an  innocent  young  student  the  way  it  treated  Otto 
Warmbier,  we  should  not  be  surprised  if  it  acts  barbarically  on  a  larger  scale. 


The  United  States  does  not  seek  conflict.  In  fact,  we  seek  to  avoid  it.  We  seek  only  the  peaceful  denuclearization  of  the 
Korean  peninsula  and  an  end  to  the  threatening  actions  by  North  Korea.  Regrettably,  we're  witnessing  just  the  opposite, 
Make  no  mistake,  North  Korea's  launch  of  an  ICBM  is  a  clear  and  sharp  military  escalation.  The  North  Korean  regime 
openly  states  that  its  missiles  are  intended  to  deliver  nuclear  weapons  to  strike  cities  in  the  United  States,  South  Korea, 
and  Japan.  And  now  it  has  a  greater  capacity  to  do  so. 


In  truth,  it  is  not  only  the  United  States  and  our  allies  that  are  threatened.  North  Korea's  destabilizing  escalation  is  a 
threat  to  all  nations  in  the  region  and  beyond.  Their  actions  are  quickly  closing  off  the  possibility  of  a  diplomatic  solution. 


The  United  States  is  prepared  to  use  the  full  range  of  our  capabilities  to  defend  ourselves  and  our  allies.  One  of  our 
capabilities  lies  with  our  considerable  military  forces.  We  will  use  them  if  we  must,  but  we  prefer  not  to  have  to  go  in 
that  direction.  We  have  other  methods  of  addressing  those  who  threaten  us  and  of  addressing  those  who  supply  the 
threats.  We  have  great  capabilities  in  the  area  of  trade.  President  Trump  has  spoken  repeatedly  about  this.  I  spoke  with 
him  at  length  about  it  this  morning. 


There  are  countries  that  are  allowing  -  even  encouraging  -  trade  with  North  Korea  in  violation  of  UN  Security  Council 
resolutions.  Such  countries  would  also  like  to  continue  their  trade  arrangements  with  the  United  States.  That's  not  going 
to  happen.  Our  attitude  on  trade  changes  when  countries  do  not  take  international  security  threats  seriously.  Before  the 
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path  to  a  peaceful  solution  is  entirely  closed,  however,  there  remains  more  that  the  international  community  can  and 
must  do  diplomatically  and  economically.  ' 

In  the  coming  days,  we  will  bring  before  the  Security  Council  a  resolution  that  raises  the  international  response  in  a  way 
that  is  proportionate  to  North  Korea's  new  escalation.  I  will  not  detail  that  resolution  here  today,  but  the  options  are  all 
known  to  us.  If  we  are  unified,  the  international  community  can  cut  off  the  major  sources  of  hard  currency  to  the  North 
Korean  regime.  We  can  restrict  the  flow  of  oil  to  their  military  and  their  weapons  programs.  We  can  increase  air  and 
maritime  restrictions.  We  can  hold  senior  regime  officials  accountable. 


The  international  community  has  spoken  frequently  against  the  illegal  and  dangerous  actions  of  the  North  Korean 
regime.  For  many  years,  there  have  been  numerous  UN  sanctions  against  North  Korea.  But  they  have  been  insufficient 
to  get  them  to  change  their  destructive  course.  So  in  order  to  have  an  impact  -  in  order  to  move  North  Korea  off  its 
military  escalation  -  we  must  do  more.  We  will  not  look  exclusively  at  North  Korea.  We  will  look  at  any  country  that 
chooses  to  do  business  with  this  outlaw  regime.  We  will  not  have  patience  for  stalling  or  talking  our  way  down  to  a 
watered-down  resolution. 


Yesterday's  ICBM  escalation  requires  an  escalated  diplomatic  and  economic  response.  Time  is  short.  Action  is  required. 
The  world  is  on  notice.  If  we  act  together,  we  can  still  prevent  a  catastrophe,  and  we  can  rid  the  world  of  a  grave  threat. 
If  we  fail  to  act  in  a  serious  way,  there  will  be  a  different  response. 


Much  of  the  burden  of  enforcing  UN  sanctions  rests  with  China.  Ninety  percent  of  trade  with  North  Korea  is  from  China. 
We  will  work  with  China.  We  will  work  with  any  and  every  country  that  believes  in  peace.  But  we  will  not  repeat  the 
inadequate  approaches  of  the  past  that  have  brought  us  to  this  dark  day. 


We  cannot  forget  the  multiple  missile  tests  this  year  or  yesterday's  escalation.  We  cannot  forget  Otto  Warmbier  and 
others  North  Korea  continues  to  hold.  We  cannot  forget  the  threats  to  our  friends  and  allies  around  the  world.  We  will 
not  forget.  And  we  will  not  delay.

I  thank  you  for  holding  this  meeting  in  the  public  and  allowing  us  all  to  voice  our  concerns. 
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I  first  wanted  to  tell  my  Russian  friends  that  not  only  has  the  Secretary-General  said  this  was  an  ICBM,  and  the  U.S.  has 
said  this  is  an  ICBM,  North  Korea  has  said  this  was  an  ICBM.  So  if  you  need  any  sort  of  intelligence  to  let  you  know  that 
the  rest  of  the  world  sees  this  as  ICBM,  I'm  happy  to  provide  it. 


Secondly,  in  reference  to  being  opposed  to  sanctions  on  North  Korea  -  this  Council  all  knows  we  have  done  repeated 
resolutions,  and  nothing  has  happened.  If  you  are  happy  with  North  Korea's  actions,  veto  it.  If  you  want  to  be  a  friend  to 
North  Korea,  veto  it.  But  if  you  see  this  as  a  threat,  if  you  see  this  for  what  it  is,  which  is  North  Korea  showing  its  muscle, 
then  you  need  to  stand  strong  and  vote  with  the  international  community  to  strengthen  sanctions  on  North  Korea. 


And  if  you  choose  not  to,  we  will  go  our  own  path.  But  it  makes  no  sense  to  not  join  together  on  this  threat  against 
North  Korea.  They  have  not  had  any  care  for  Russia  or  China  in  this,  they  have  not  listened  to  anything  that  you've  said. 
They're  not  going  to  listen  to  anything  that  you  say.  And  so  it's  time  that  we  all  stand  together  and  say  we  will  not  put  up 
with  this  action.  To  sit  there  and  oppose  sanctions,  or  to  sit  there  and  go  in  defiance  of  a  new  resolution  means  you're 
holding  the  hands  of  Kim  Jong  Un.

WASHINGTON— Thousands  of  State  Department  and  U.S.  Agency  for  International 
Development  employees  indicated  in  a  survey  they  are  worried  about  the  future  of  their 
agencies,  with  some  expressing  particular  concern  about  lack  of  support  from  the  Trump 
administration  and  Secretary  of  State  Rex  Tillerson. 

The  findings  are  in  a  report  for  Mr.  Tillerson  compiled  by  a  consulting  firm  as  he  embarks  on 
an  effort  to  reorganize  the  State  Department  amid  steep  budget  cuts  .  The  Wall  Street  Journal 
reviewed  a  copy  of  the  report,  which  is  to  be  released  to  employees  on  Wednesday. 

"1  want  to  reiterate  that  we  began  this  process  with  no  preconceived  notions  about  the 
outcome,"  Mr.  Tillerson  will  say  in  a  video  message  accompanying  the  release  of  the  report, 

i 
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according  to  a  transcript.  "Our  goal  is,  and  always  has  been,  to  address  challenges  to  the  way 
our  department  operates.  Your  honesty  and  candid  input  is  deeply  valued  as  we  devote  our 
energy  to  building  a  better  State  Department." 

Many  of  the  more  than  35,000  State  Department  and  USAID  employees  responding  to  the 
survey  indicated  longtime  frustration  with  the  way  the  agencies  function  ,  including  poor 
technology  and  duplicative  and  redundant  processes  that  make  frequent  workarounds  necessary. 
They  also  cited  pet  projects  created  by  ambassadors  and  Congress,  according  to  the  report 
reviewed  by  the  Journal. 

USAID  employees  in  the  report  said  they  are  particularly  concerned  about  the  consequences  of 
a  move  to  fiilly  absorb  USAID  fully  into  the  State  Department,  which  officials  are  considering. 

The  1 10-page  report,  which  the  State  Department  paid  the  consulting  firm  Insigniam  about  $1.1 
million  to  compile,  includes  feedback  from  35,386  employees  of  the  two  interrelated  agencies, 
or  about  43%  of  those  who  received  the  survey,  and  also  includes  300  employee  interviews 
conducted  in-person  or  by  phone. 

The  report  comes  as  President  Donald  Trump's  administration  has  yet  to  fill  scores  of  senior 
State  Department  positions,  which  current  and  former  officials  say  has  hampered  decision 
making.  The  department,  which  coordinates  U.S.  diplomatic  policy  around  the  world,  is 
contending  with  threats  from  North  Korea  and  Russia  as  it  seeks  to  end  long-running  wars  in 
the  Middle  East. 

Aides  said  the  critical  nature  of  the  results  reflects  Mr.  Tillerson's  willingness  to  incorporate 
frank  feedback  into  plans  for  the  State  Department. 

"The  first  step  in  this  is  to  give  a  platform  to  people  to  identify  what  needs  to  be  fixed,  the  . 
second  stage  is  to  give  people  a  platform  to  fix  it,  and  the  third  stage  is  to  implement  an 
improved  design,"  said  R.C.  Hammond,  a  senior  adviser  to  Mr.  Tillerson. 

The  report  revealed  a  wariness  among  employees  about  the  management  at  the  State 
Department,  including  existing  structures  that  are  perceived  as  inefficient  and  the  attitudes  of 
the  Trump  administration. 

"People  do  not  speak  optimistically  about  the  future,"  the  report  says.  "The  absence  of  a  clear 
vision  of  the  future  allows  room  for  speculation  and  rumor  about  what  the  future  could  bring, 
such  as  further  USAID  integration  into  DOS  [Department  of  State]  or  the  militarization  of 
foreign  policy." 

State  Department  employees  indicated  to  Insigniam  that  they  are  concerned  both  about  the 

Trump  administration  and  about  Mr.  Tillerson's  leadership. 
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"People  question  if  these  two  groups  understand  the  role  the  Department  of  State  plays  in 
forwarding  the  interests  of  the  United  States  in  the  world,"  the  report  says. 

One  respondent  quoted  in  the  report  said:  "I  am  concerned  that  the  dramatic  reduction  in 
budget,  paired  with  extended  staffing  gaps  at  the  most  senior  level,  will  result  in  the  loss  of  not 
only  an  exceptionally  talented  group  of  people  from  our  ranks,  but  will  hamper  our  impact  to 
fulfill  our  mission  for  decades  to  come." 

Other  than  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  John  Sullivan,  there  are  no  Senate-confirmed  senior 
political  leaders  working  at  the  State  Department's  headquarters  in  Washington. 

Other  themes  in  the  survey  included  frustration  with  mechanisms  that  are  supposed  to  hold 
employees  accountable  and  outdated  technology  and  structures. 

"Whether  it  be  models  and  policies  for  family-member  participation,  or  medical  leave  for 
pregnancies,  or  a  footprint  based  on  a  20th  century  Cold  War  world  which  has  evolved  into  the 
21st  century's  war  on  terror,  much  of  what  governs  day-to-day  work  is  not  fit  to  purpose,"  the 
report  says. 

Eliot  Cohen,  who  served  as  State  Department  counselor  during  the  George  W.  Bush 
administration  and  is  now  at  Johns  Hopkins  University,  said  complaints  about  the  department's 
bureaucracy  and  technology  are  longstanding. 

Still,  he  said,  "I  would  expect  them  [employees]  to  be  in  an  incredibly  sour  mood  because  of  the 
Trump  administration.  If  you  look  at  the  way  [Mr.  Tillerson]  has  dealt  with  subordinates  and 
the  hammering  he  has  taken  from  the  administration. ..he  has  an  ineffective  team." 

Mr.  Tillerson  is  expected  to  announce  Wednesday  that  Mr.  Sullivan  will  lead  a  working  group 
to  further  examine  five  areas  that  were  highlighted  in  the  report:  overseas  operations,  foreign- 
assistance  programs,  technology,  staffing  and  administration. 

Those  groups  will  contribute  to  a  report  the  State  Department  will  submit  to  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  by  Sept.  15  about  how  to  reorganize. 

State  Department  and  USAID  employees  were  asked  to  address  Mr.  Tillerson  directly,  which 
they  did  with  varying  degrees  of  seriousness.  Some  were  "highly  complimentary,"  while  others 
were  "coarse  and  vulgar,"  the  report  said. 

"We  will  be  left  with  only  the  resources  to  coordinate  among  ourselves  and  write  reports,"  said 
one  employee,  who  wasn't  identified  in  the  report.  "It  will  be  a  short  political  win  over  long¬ 
term  strategy."

Background:  UN  Under-Secretary  General  Jeffrey  Feltman  will  brief  the  Council  in  the  open  chamber  on  the 
Secretary  General's  third  bi-annual  report  on  implementation  of  UNSCR  2231  on  Iran.  We  believe  this  is  a  strong 
report  that  helpfully  shines  a  spotlight  on  a  range  of  illicit  Iranian  activities,  especially  its  arms  smuggling  and 
ballistic  missile  activities.  Security  Council  experts  met  in  the  2231  Format  to  discuss  the  report  on  June  23. 


UNSCR  2231  was  negotiated  alongside  the  Joint  Comprehensive  Plan  of  Action  (JCPOA)  and  retained  binding 
restrictions  on  Iran  for  set  periods  of  time.  These  measures  include  prohibitions  on  transfers  of  conventional 
arms,  and  certain  ballistic  missile-  and  nuclear-related  technology;  it  also  includes  targeted  sanctions  (asset 
freeze/travel  ban)  on  listed  Iranian  individuals  and  entities.  UNSCR  2231  asked  the  Secretary-General  to  report 
every  six  months  on  implementation  of  these  measures. 


Iran  reacted  negatively  to  the  last  two  UNSCR  2231  reports.  FM  Zarif  argued  that  the  findings  on  arms 
smuggling  and  ballistic  missiles  would  embolden  Iranian  hardliners.  He  also  criticized  the  UN  for  not  evaluating 
Tehran's  complaints  that  the  United  States  has  not  complied  fully  with  our  JCPOA  commitments  on  sanctions 
relief. 


Secretary-General's  Report  on  UNSCR  2231:  Key  Points 

•  JCPOA:  The  Secretary-General  calls  upon  the  JCPOA  participants  to  continue  to  work  together  in  good 
faith  and  reciprocity;  he  also  encouraged  all  States  to  act  in  accordance  and  support  the  JCPOA,  and  to 
avoid  "provocative  actions  and  speech."  He  asserts  that  "it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  international 
community,  writ  large,  that  this  achievement  of  multilateral  diplomacy  endures  transitions  and 
implementation  challenges."  The  report  notes  that 

•  Ballistic  missiles:  The  report  recalls  Iran's  January  2017  ballistic  missile  launch  and  presents  information 
from  the  United  States,  UK,  France,  Germany  and  Israel  asserting  that  this  launch  was  in  defiance  of 
UNSCR  2231.  Noting  that  there  is  no  Security  Council  consensus  on  how  this  launch  related  to  UNSCR 
2231,  the  Secretary-General  nonetheless  calls  upon  Iran  to  "avoid  such  ballistic  missile  launches  that  have 
the  potential  to  increase  tensions."  The  report  also  notes  formal  allegations  from  Israel  that  there  is 
proof  of  cooperation  between  Iran  and  DPRK  on  the  development  of  missile  technologies  (Iran  has  denied 
this).  It  also  refers  to  U.S.-provided  information  regarding  an  Iranian  consignment  of  carbon  fiber  (a  dual- 
use  material  applicable  to  ballistic  missiles)  that  was  in  violation  of  UNSCR  2231. 
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•  Arms:  The  report  summarizes  a  series  of  reported  incidents  involving  the  prohibited  transport  of  Iranian 
arms,  including  recent  arms  seizures  by  Ukraine  and  Turkey  and  an  incident  where  South  Africa  provided 
emergency  repair  services  to  an  Iranian  warship.  It  also  analyzes  weapons  seized  in  a  March  2016 
interdiction,  concluding  that  the  weapons  were  indeed  of  Iranian  origin.  The  report  includes  several 
paragraphs  on  illicit  transfer  of  Iranian  arms  to  Yemen,  with  detailed  information  from  the  Yemenis  and 
UAE  about  weapons  intercepted. 

•  Targeted  sanctions  (asset  freeze/travel  ban):  The  report  notes  that  the  Defense  Industries  Organization, 
UN-listed  entity,  participated  in  an  Iraq  Defense  Exhibition  in  apparent  violation  of  the  asset  freeze.  It 
also  documents  the  extensive  travel  General  Qasem  Soleimani,  who  has  been  repeatedly  to  Iraq  and  Syria 
in  violation  of  the  UNSCR  2231  travel  ban. 

•  UNSCR  2231  implementation:  The  Secretariat  continues  outreach  to  promote  UNSCR  2231 
implementation,  including  through  attendance  at  international  trade  conferences.
